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Recreational  and  snow  vehicle  clubs,  facilities,  courses  or  tracks  are  subject 
to  the  dimensional,  intensity,  and  setback  requirements  of  the  LI  district  with 
the  following  additional  requirements:

4)  Reasonable  landscaping  and  earthen  berms. 


NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

The  Zoning  Bylaw  does  not  currently  define  or  address  the  issues  associated  with 
recreational  or  snow  vehicle  clubs,  facilities,  courses  or  tracks.  It  has  thus  far 
been  construed  that  such  uses  may  be  included  under  the  Special  Permit 
authority  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.  It  is  necessary  to  more  clearly  define 
where  and  under  what  circumstances  they  may  be  established,  in  order  to 
reasonably  address  their  inherent  impacts. 

EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  provide  that  the  referenced  uses  are  prohibited 
in  all  zoning  districts  other  than  Industrial  (LI).  Within  the  LI  District,  Special  Permit 
approval  may  be  granted  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  in  situations  where  the 
outlined  circumstances  and  conditions  are  adequately  addressed. 

INTENT: 

It  is  not  intended  to  prohibit  the  establishment  of  these  uses  within  the  entire 
community,  but  to  more  clearly  define  the  type  of  areas  where  they  may  prove 
acceptable.  Proposed  is  additional  protection  of  residential  areas  and  the 
preclusion  of  nuisances.

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500.02  Residential  Development  Phasing  /  Permit  Limitations 


A.  Purpose  and  Intent 

The  Town  of  Plymouth  has  been  experiencing  significant  growth  pressure 
for  the  past  [two]  three  decades.  The  high  rate  of  growth  has  created 
critical  demands  for  public  services  and  facilities  which  cannot  be  met  in 
a  timely  and  cost-effective  manner.  As  a  result,  there  has  been  an  erosion 
of  public  services  and  eventually  there  will  be  deterioration  of  public 
safety  and  welfare,  in  the  absence  of  mitigating  measures.  Accordingly,  it 
is  the  intent  of  this  section  to  regulate  the  rate  at  which  residential 
construction  occurs  without  imposing  undue  economic  burden  on  those 
involved  in  housing  development.  Residential  development  phasing  and 
permit  limitations  will  insure  that  periods  of  accelerated  residential  growth 
will  not  disrupt  the  Town  of  Plymouth's  long  term  capital  improvements 
planning  process  nor  adversely  affect  public  safety  or  general  welfare  of 
Town  residents. 

The  phasing  procedures  contained  herein  are  consistent  with  the 
"Refined  Village  Centers  Plan"  -  The  adopted  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
Town.  Appropriate  distinction  is  therefore  made  between  Village  and 
Rural  Services  Areas. 

B.  Building  Permit  Limitations 

When  the  total  number  of  building  permits  in  any  calendar  year  for  new 
dwelling  units  located  within  the  RR.  R-40,  R-25,  R-20SL.  R-20MF  Zoning 
Districts  exceeds  185  (exclusive  of  age  restricted  Elderly  Household  units 
and  units  within  an  OSMUD)  no  additional  permits  shall  be  issued  within 
these  districts  for  new  dwelling  units,  except  for  age  restricted  Elderly 
Household  units;  and  units  within  an  OSMUD. 


C.  [B]  Applicability  of  Phasing 

1 .  This  section  shall  apply  to  lots  of  land  held  in  contiguous  ownership  on 
or  after  April  7,  1987,  as  shown  on  a  plan  or  plans  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

2.  The  number  of  building  permits  which  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar 
year  for  new  dwelling  units,  as  a  percentage,  is  to  be  based  upon  the  total 
number  of  units  as  shown  on  one  of  the  following: 

A.  An  approved  Definitive  Plan 
Or 
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B.  An  accepted  Preliminary  Plan,  provided  that  the  total  number  of 
units  does  not  exceed  the  allowable  density  as  defined  in  Paragraph  4. 

3.  Phasing  shall  apply  if  the  total  number  of  building  permits  issued  for 
new  dwelling  units  by  the  Town  of  Plymouth  in  the  proceeding  calendar 
year  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  median  number  of  permits  in  the  five 
years  preceding  that  calendar  year.  If  less,  than  building  permits  equal  to 
the  median  less  said  number  of  building  permits  of  the  previous  year  shall 
be  issued  before  phasing  restrictions  apply. 

4.  Specifically  exempt  from  this  section  are  mobile  homes  as  located  in 
an  approved  Retirement  Mobile  Home  Planned  Unit  Development  and 
lots  shown  on  a  plan  endorsed  by  the  Planning  Board  as  "Approval  under 
the  Subdivision  Control  Law  Not  Required",  provided  that  the  subject 
frontage  is  not  created  by  a  plan  approved  and  endorsed  in  accordance 
with  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  after  the  effective  date  of  this  bylaw. 

5.  Insofar  as  subdivisions  are  not  excepted  by  Mass.  General  Laws, 
Chapter  40,  Section  6  from  the  provisions  of  this  bylaw,  the  period  of  time 
provided  for  under  M.  G.  L.  Chapter  40A  in  which  a  subdivision  is  not 
affected  by  zoning  changes  is  hereby  extended  during  the  duration  of  this 
bylaw  so  as  to  protect  such  subdivision  against  further  changes  in  use 
and  density  and  dimensional  requirements. 


D.  [C].  Phasing  Procedures 

1.  Village  Services  Areas  -  Issuance  of  building  permits  by  the  Building 
Inspector  for  new  dwelling  units  in  the  R40,  R25,  R20SL,  R20MD,  and 
R20MF  Zoning  Districts  shall  be  limited  in  any  calendar  year  to  12.5%  of 
the  total  units  in  applicable  land  parcels  as  defined  above  or  ten  (10) 
units,  whichever  is  the  greater.  Should  the  density  be  calculated  at  or  less 
than  one  (1)  dwelling  unit  per  60,000  square  feet,  all  phasing 
requirements  shall  be  deemed  inapplicable. 

2.  Rural  Service  Areas  -  Issuance  of  building  permits  by  the  Building 
Inspector  for  new  dwelling  units  in  the  Rural  Residential  Zoning  district 
shall  be  limited  in  any  calendar  year  to  the  percent  of  the  total  units  in 
land  parcels  as  defined  above  or  to  the  applicable  number  of  units, 
whichever  is  greater,  in  accordance  with  the  following  schedule.  Density 
is  calculated  at  or  less  than  the  referenced  square  footage. 
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Rural  Service  Areas  -  Phasing  Schedule 


If  a  definitive  plan,  or  a  preliminary  plan  followed  within  seven  months  by 
a  definitive  plan,  was  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for  approval  under 
the  subdivision  control  law,  and  written  notice  of  such  submission  has 
been  given  to  the  Town  Clerk  before  November  14,  1995,  the  lots  shown 
on  said  plan  shall  be  governed  by  the  following  phasing  schedule:

For  all  other  subdivisions  the  following  phasing  schedule  shall  apply: 


Density(SQ.FT)  Percent/Year  Units/Year 

120,000  12.5%  10 

3.  Phasing  Schedule  -  Permits  shall  be  issued  here  under  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  a  schedule  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  and  recorded 
with  the  approved  subdivision  plan. 

4.  Density  -  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  density  shall  be  calculated 
upon  the  total  land  less  that  portion  to  be  used  for  road  rights-of-way  and 
less  those  portions  contained  in  flood  hazard  areas  designated  as  Zones 
A,  A1-30,  and  B  as  defined  in  Section  401. 18B.  Land  intended  to  be  set 
aside  to  achieve  a  required  density  may  be  included  in  larger  individual 
lots  or  as  a  separate  open  space  parcel  and  shall  be  protected  from 
development  by  means  of  a  covenant  in  perpetuity  to  be  recorded  with 
the  approved  subdivision  plan.  It  is  specifically  provided  that  lots  may  be 
created  of  area  and  dimension  otherwise  referenced  in  the  Zoning  District 
(Table  5). 


[D.]  Property  Tax  Relief 


Any  property  owner  who  has  been  denied  building  permits  under  the 
[phasing]  requirements  of  this  section  may  appeal  to  the  Board  of 
Assessor's  in  conformity  with  Chapter  59,  Section  59,  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  Annotated,  for  a  determination  as  to  the  extent  to  which 
such  temporary  restriction  on  the  use  of  such  land  may  affect  the 
assessed  valuation  placed  on  such  land.

NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION:  | 
It  has  been  clearly  documented  that  the  Town  of  Plymouth  has  been 
experiencing  significant  growth  pressure  for  the  past  three  decades.  \ 
Demands  for  public  services  and  facilities  too  often  cannot  be  met  in  a 
timely  and  cost  effective  manner.  There  is  a  need  to  insure  that  periods  of  j 
accelerated  residential  growth  will  not  disrupt  the  capital  improvements 
process  or  adversely  effect  public  safety. 

In  addition  to  the  general  growth  trends,  particular  concern  is  noted  for  the 
rural  areas.  With  the  largest  land  mass  in  the  Commonwealth,  there  remain  i 
many  undeveloped  tracts  that  will  likely  prove  to  be  a  significant  challenge 
to  public  service  efforts.  Additionally,  most  of  the  Town's  undeveloped 
areas  are  located  over  the  "sole  source"  Plymouth  Carver  Aquifer.  There  is 
clearly  a  need  to  protect  our  diminishing  resources. 


The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  further  regulate  the  number  of  residential 
building  permits  that  may  be  issued  within  a  calendar  year.  Permits  for  new 
dwelling  units  within  the  RR,  R-40,  R-25,  R-20SL,  R-20MD,  and  R-20MF 
Zoning  Districts  would  be  limited  to  185.  It  is  acknowledged  that  units 
specified  by  M.G.L.  Chapter  40,  Section  6  are  not  subject  to  this  limitation. 
Also  excepted  from  this  limitation  are  age  restricted  Elderly  Household 
units  and  units  within  an  OSMUD.  The  Phasing  requirements  currently  in 
effect  remain  otherwise  unchanged. 


The  intent  of  this  amendment  is  to  regulate  the  rate  at  which  residential 
construction  occurs  without  imposing  undue  burden  upon  those  involved 
in  housing  development.  While  seeking  to  insure  that  periods  of 
accelerated  growth  do  not  disrupt  the  capital  improvements  process,  the 
number  of  units  permitted  recognizes  the  reality  of  growth  and  change.  The 
value  of  all  properties  is  enhanced  by  such  measures  that  encourage 
sustainable  growth.

Elderly  Household  units,  units  within  an  OSMUD  and  units  on  lots  of  record 
predating  the  effective  date  of  this  bylaw),  no  additional  permits  shall  be  issued 
within  these  districts  for  new  dwelling  units,  except  for  age  restricted  Elderly 
Household  units,  units  within  an  OSMUD,  units  on  lots  of  record  predating  the 
effective  date  of  this  bylaw  and  units  on  the  first  five  lots  of  any  plan  approved 
under  The  Subdivision  Control  Law  or  endorsed  as  Approval  Not  Required." 

Mr.  Motta  moved  the  previous  question.  The  motion  PASSED.

Mr.  J.  Randolph  Parker  moved  to  insert  Paragraph  C,  Issuance  of 
Building  Permits  as  follows:  "The  procedure  for  issuing  building  permits  subject  to 
Permit  Limitations  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  subject  to  a 

public  hearing."

Mr.  J.  Randolph  Parker  moved  to  insert  Paragraph  C,  Issuance  of 
Building  Permits  as  follows: 

1 .  The  building  commissioner  shall  act  on  each  building  permit  in  order 
of  submittal.  Any  permit  application  that  is  deemed  incomplete  or 
inaccurate  by  the  building  commissioner  shall  be  returned  to  the 
applicant  within  fourteen  (14)  days.  Any  building  permit  deemed 
complete  shall  have  its  effective  term  extended  for  the  length  of  time 
the  permit  application  cannot  be  issued  due  to  permit  limitation. 

2.  No  more  than  twenty-two  (22)  permits  for  the  construction  of  new 
residential  dwellings  shall  be  made  available  each  month.  Permits 
not  issued  in  any  month  shall  be  available  in  any  subsequent  month 
for  issuance  by  the  building  commissioner. 

Mr.  Franks  moved  the  previous  question.  The  motion  PASSED. 
Mr.  Parker's  motion  FAILED. 

Mr.  J.  Randolph  Parker  moved  to  insert  Paragraph  G,  Effective  Date.  The 
effective  date  of  this  section  (500.02)  is  January  1 ,  2000,  subject  to  approval  by 
the  Attorney  General. 

Mr.  Franks  moved  the  previous  question.  The  motion  PASSED. 
On  Mr.  Parker's  motion,  the  motion  FAILED. 

Mr.  Tripp  moved  to  amend  the  motion  of  the  Advisory  and  Finance

Permit  Limitations". 

1 .  The  Building  Commissioner  shall  process  applications  for  residential 
dwelling  permits  in  respective  chronological  order  determined  by  the 
date  upon  which  the  Commissioner  receives  each  completed 
application.  As  each  complete  application  is  received,  a  number  shall 
be  assigned  in  chronological  order  along  with  previously  received 
completed  applications. 
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2.  No  more  than  62  building  permits  for  new  dwelling  units  shall  be 
issued  in  any  one  of  the  following  four  (4)  months  periods:  January 
through  April;  May  through  August;  September  through  December. 

3.  No  more  than  15  building  permits  for  new  dwelling  units  shall  be 
issued  within  any  four  month  period  defined  above,  for  land  shown  on 
a  Subdivision  Plan  of  record  as  of  April  6,  1999  or  any  property  in  the 
same  ownership  as  of  April  6,  1999,  even  though  ownership  may 
have  been  subdivided  or  otherwise  transferred  subsequent  to  said 
date. 

4.  Lots  shown  on  "Approval  Not  Required  Plans"  shall  not  be  subject  to 
limitation  within  the  statutory  period  of  exemption  described  in  MGL 
Chapter  40A,  Section  6. 

5.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  effective  April  6,  1 999  and  shall 
continue  until  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  2002,  or  a  longer  period  if 
authorized  by  Town  Meeting. 

Mr.  Tripp's  motion  to  amend  PASSED. 

Mr.  Shirley  moved  to  amend  Mr.  Bradley's  motion  by  substituting  225  for

Under  the  authority  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  148 
sections  10  and  28,  and  527  CMR  the  Board  of  Fire  Prevention 
Regulations,  sections  1  and  10.03:,  the  Fire  Chief  or  his  designated 
representative  is  authorized  to  establish  fire  lanes  to  be  located  on 
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private  and  public  property  devoted  to  or  used  in  whole  or  part  by  the 
public  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  or  on  such  other  property  where  the 
establishment  of  fire  lanes  shall  be  determined  by  the  Fire  Chief  to  be 
necessary  to  allow  access  of  fire  apparatus  or  emergency  equipment 
for  the  protection  of  public  safety.  The  Fire  Chief  or  his  designated 
representative  shall  establish  the  specific  locations  and  dimensions 
of  all  fire  lanes  after  consideration  of  the  following  factors: 

A.  The  nature  of  the  use  of  the  premises 

B.  The  volume  of  motor  vehicle  traffic  on  or  about  or  near  the 
designated  premises. 

C.  The  size  and  type  of  fire  apparatus  and  emergency  equipment 
available  and  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  premises. 

D.  The  area  of  the  land  and  the  size  of  the  building  or  buildings  to 
be  protected. 

Section  2.  Fire  lanes  authorized  pursuant  to  Section  1  may  be  located  at 
entrances  and  exits  from  parking  areas,  driveways,  and  buildings, 
other  areas  of  public  ingress  and  egress,  common  drivesjn  or  within 
areas  surrounding  post  indicator  valves,  hydrants  and  Fire 
Department  connections  and  at  other  locations  determined  by  the 
Fire  Chief  or  his  designated  representative. 

Section  3.  Fire  lanes  shall  be  a  minimum  width  of  eighteen  (18)  feet.  Unless  the 
Fire  Chief  should  indicate  otherwise,  Fire  lanes  shall  be  marked  by 
yellow  lines  a  minimum  of  four  (4)  inches  in  width,  spaced  no  more 
than  three  (3)  feet  apart  and  extending  a  minimum  of  six  (6)  feet  on 
the  diagonal  from  the  curb.  The  legend  (FIRE  LANE)  shall  be 
included  within  the  striped  area.  Signs  with  the  legend  "  FIRE  LANE 
-  NO  PARKING  AT  ANY  TIME  -  VIOLATOR  SUBJECT  TO  FINE  - 
VEHICLE  MAY  BE  TOWED  AT  OWNER'S  EXPENSE"  shall  be 
erected  at  a  ratio  of  one  per  fifty  (50)  linear  feet  of  fire  lane.  Signs 
shall  be  at  least  twelve  (12)  inches  in  width  and  sixteen  (16)  inches 
in  height,  and  shall  be  securely  mounted  at  least  four  (4)  feet  but  no 
more  than  six  (6)  feet  above  grade. 

Section  4.  The  Fire  Chief  or  his  designated  representative  shall  give  written 
notice  of  the  establishment  of  a  fire  lane  to  the  owner  of  the  property 
which  is  the  subject  of  such  establishment  and  direct  the  owner  to 
post  fire  lanes  at  the  owner's  expense.  The  property  owner  shall  erect 
fire  lanes  as  established  within  sixty  days  of  the  giving  of  the  notice 
of  such  establishment.  The  signs  shall  be  erected  at  the  location 
established  and  shall  conform  to  the  specifications  designated  by  the 
Fire  Chief. 
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Section  5.  No  person  shall  park  or  leave  unattended  a  motor  vehicle  in  or  within 
any  part  of  an  area  established  and  posted  or  marked  as  a  fire  lane 
pursuant  to  this  By-law.  No  person  shall  otherwise  obstruct  any  such 
fire  lane_or  place  any  obstruction  within  a  fire_lane._An  owner  of 
property  which  has  any  such  fire  lane  shall  keep  such  fire  lane  free  of 
snow. 

Section  6.  Whoever  violates  Section  4  of  this  By-law  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  $50.00  for  each  offense.  Each  day  that  any  violation 
continues  shall  constitute  and  be  a  separate  offense. 

Section  7.  Whoever  violates  Section  5  of  the  By-law  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine 
established  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  20A1/2  of 
Chapter  90  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  Fire  Department 
and  Police  Department  personnel  are  hereby  authorized  to  cause 
motor  vehicles  which  are  parked  in  violation  of  Section  5  to  be  towed 
or  otherwise  removed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  120D  of 
Chapter  255  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.

Mr.  Triffletti  opened  the  meeting  at  7:00  P.M.  Cub  Scout  Pack  47  led  the 
pledge  of  allegiance  under  the  direction  of  Deborah  and  Robert  Prive.

Town  Clerk  Laurence  Pizer 
swore  in  new  Town  Meeting  Representatives.  Mr.  Tavares  presented  a  motion  on 
the  State  of  the  Town.

The  return  of  the  warrant  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  shows  that  it  has 
been  properly  served.

The  Planning  Board  shall  require  an  applicant  for  the  reduced 
density  development  exemption  to  submit  plans  or  other  pertinent  documentation 
to  demonstrate  the  maximum  number  of  dwelling  units  achievable  on  any  parcel 
of  land. 


NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION 

At  the  1999  Annual  Town  Meeting,  a  Zoning  Bylaw  amendment  was  adopted  to 
regulate  the  number  of  residential  building  permits  that  may  be  issued  within  any 
calendar  year.  This  amendment  was  based  upon  clear  documentation  of  the  local 
growth  pressure  experienced  for  the  past  three  decades,  and  the  need  to  insure 
that  periods  of  accelerated  residential  growth  will  not  disrupt  the  capital 
improvements  process  or  adversely  effect  public  safety. 
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As  earlier  noted,  there  is  particular  concern  for  growth  in  the  rural  areas.  With  the 
largest  land  mass  in  the  Commonwealth,  there  remain  many  undeveloped  tracts 
that  will  likely  prove  to  be  a  significant  challenge  to  public  service  efforts.  There  is 
need  to  further  amend  the  Zoning  Bylaw  to  exempt  from  current  building  permit 
limitations  certain  reduced  density  developments.  The  willingness  of  certain 
property  owners  to  voluntarily  restrict  their  own  development  potential  is  to  be 
encouraged. 

EFFECT 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  promote  reduced  density  development  as  an 
alternative  to  conventional  development.  New  dwelling  units  would  be  exempt 
from  building  permit  limitations  provided  that  the  parcel  on  which  such  units  are 
located  is  permanently  restricted  to  a  density  of  one-third  or  less  than  the 
maximum  density  achievable  under  applicable  bylaws  and  regulations.  These 
units  would  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  overall  permit  maximum. 

INTENT 

The  intent  of  this  amendment  is  not  to  impose  further  restrictions  on  development, 
but  to  provide  relief  for  owners  who  choose  to  limit  the  number  of  dwellings  that 
could  be  constructed  on  a  particular  site.  Reduced  density  oftentimes  results  in 
open  space  preservation,  increased  value,  and  a  decrease  in  public  service  costs. 
It  is  intended  to  be  of  benefit  to  both  the  individual  property  owner  and  the 
community.

VOTE:  On  September  13,  1999,  the  Planning  Board  voted  (5-0)  to  recommend 
approval  of  the  following  amendment  to  Special  Town  Meeting. 
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PROPOSED  AMENDMENT: 


To  amend  the  Zoning  Bylaw  by  adding  thereto  proposed  Section  207  appended 
hereto  and  then  by  deleting  from  Section  500.02  (B)  the  language  added  under 
Article  27  of  the  1999  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Section  207  Building  Permit  Limitations 

A.  Limitations 

When  the  total  number  of  building  permits  issued  for  new  dwelling  units  located 
within  the  RR,  R-40,  R-25,  R-20SL,  R-20MD  and  R-20MF  Zoning  Districts 
exceeds  185  in  any  calendar  year,  excluding  those  building  permits  listed  in 
Section  B,  no  additional  permits  shall  be  issued  within  these  districts  for  new 
dwelling  units,  except  as  provided  in  Section  B. 

No  more  than  45  such  building  permits  shall  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  for 
new  dwelling  units  either  for  land  shown  on  a  plan  of  record  as  of  April  6,  1999  or 
for  any  land  in  the  same  ownership  as  of  April  6,  1999,  even  though  ownership 
may  have  been  transferred  subsequent  to  said  date. 

The  Building  Commissioner  shall  process  applications  for  such  building  permits  in 
chronological  order  determined  by  the  date  upon  which  the  Commissioner 
receives  each  complete  application.  As  each  complete  application  is  received,  it 
shall  be  assigned  a  number  in  chronological  order. 

B.  "Exempt  Units"  (units  not  counting  toward  limitations) 

Notwithstanding  Section  A,  building  permits  for  the  following  new  dwelling  units 
located  within  the  foregoing  districts  shall  not  count  toward  the  foregoing 
limitations: 

1.  Units  defined  in  Section  102  as  Elderly  Household; 

2.  Units  within  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  (OSMUD); 

3.  Units  on  lots  on  a  plan  endorsed  prior  to  April  6,  1999  by  the  Planning 
Board  as  "Approval  Under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  Not  Required",  by 
virtue  of  M.G.L.  Chapter  40A,  Section  6  (6th  paragraph),  for  three  years 
from  the  date  of  such  endorsement; 

4.  Units  within  a  Rural  Density  Development,  if: 

A)  The  parcel  on  which  such  units  are  located  is  permanently  restricted 
to  a  density  of  no  more  than  one-half  of  the  maximum  density 
achievable  under  applicable  bylaws  and  regulations;  and 
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B)  The  applicant  submits  plans  or  other  pertinent  documentation  to  ! 
demonstrate  the  maximum  number  of  units  achievable  on  said 

lot;  | 

5.    Units  within  a  development  ("Low  Density  Development"),  defined  as  \\ 
one  in  which: 

A)  The  parcel  on  which  such  units  are  located  is  permanently 
restricted  to  a  density  of  no  more  than  one-third  of  the  maximum  I 
density  achievable  under  applicable  bylaws  and  regulations;  and 

B)  The  applicant  submits  plans  or  other  pertinent  documentation  to 
demonstrate  the  maximum  number  of  units  achievable  on  said 
lot. 

] 

C.  "Protected  Units"  (units  counting  toward  limitations) 

Building  permits  for  the  following  new  dwelling  units  located  within  the  foregoing 
districts  shall  count  toward  the  foregoing  limitations: 

1 .  Units  on  lots  on  a  plan  endorsed  by  the  Planning  Board  as  "Approval  Under 
the  Subdivision  Control  Law  Required",  if  grandfathered  from  these  limitations 
by  virtue  of  M.G.L.  Chapter  40A,  Section  6  (7th  paragraph),  for  eight  years 
from  the  date  of  such  endorsement. 

D.  Sunset  Provision 

This  section  shall  be  effective  as  of  November  1,  1999  and  shall  continue  until 
the  final  adjournment  of  the  2002  Annual  Town  Meeting,  unless  sooner  extended 
or  otherwise  amended  or  a  longer  period  is  authorized  by  vote  of  town  meeting. 

NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

It  has  been  clearly  documented  that  the  Town  of  Plymouth  has  been  experiencing 
significant  growth  pressure  for  the  past  three  decade.  Demands  for  public 
services  and  facilities,  including  but  not  limited  to  public  schools,  too  often  cannot 
be  met  in  a  timely  and  cost  effective  manner.  There  is  a  need  to  ensure  that 
periods  of  accelerated  residential  growth  will  not  disrupt  the  capital  improvements 
process  or  adversely  affect  public  safety. 

In  addition  to  the  general  growth  trends,  particular  concern  is  noted  for  the  rural 
areas.  With  the  largest  land  mass  in  the  Commonwealth,  there  remain  many 
undeveloped  tracts  that  will  likely  prove  to  be  a  significant  challenge  to  public 
service  efforts.  Additionally,  most  of  the  Town's  undeveloped  areas  are  located 
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over  the  "sole  source"  Plymouth-Carver  aquifer.  There  is  clearly  a  need  to  protect 
our  diminishing  resources. 

In  sum,  there  is  a  need  to  ensure  that  the  issuance  of  building  permits  for  new 
dwelling  units  in  the  residential  zoning  districts  occur  in  an  orderly  and  predictable 
fashion,  so  that  the  Town  can  achieve  the  following: 

•  Provide  adequate  municipal  services  and  infrastructure  improvements 
in  a  timely  fashion  to  support  new  development; 

•  Guard  against  large  variations  in  growth  rates  which  could  adversely 
affect  the  Town's  environmental  resources,  economy,  and  land  values, 
and; 

•  Have  the  time  to  plan  effectively  by  studying  the  effects  of  residential 
growth  on  the  Town's  character  and  natural  resources. 

EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  regulate  the  number  of  building  permits  that 
may  be  issued  within  a  calendar  year  for  new  dwelling  units  in  the  residential 
zoning  districts  and  to  direct  growth  in  a  more  positive  and  beneficial  manner.  The 
previous  trimester  allocation  of  permits  has  been  eliminated. 

"Exempt  Units"  (Units  not  counting  toward  these  limitations)  are  as  follows: 

•  Age  restricted  elderly  household  units; 

•  Units  within  an  OSMUD; 

•  Units  on  lots  on  a  plan  endorsed  prior  to  April  6,  1999  by  the  Planning 
Board  as  "Approval  Under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  Not  Required" 
(Form  A  plans),  by  virtue  of  M.G.L.  Chapter  40A,  Section  6  (6th 
paragraph),  for  three  years  from  the  date  of  such  endorsement; 

•  Units  in  certain  rural  density  developments  ("RDD'S"); 

•  Units  in  low  density  developments  ("LDD'S"); 

Units  on  lots  on  certain  Form  A  Plans,  units  in  certain  RDD's,  and  units  in  LDD's 
have  been  added  to  the  previous  list  of  "exempt  units". 

"Protected  Units"  (Units  counting  toward  these  limitations)  are  as  follows: 

•  Units  on  lots  on  a  plan  endorsed  by  the  Planning  Board  as  "Approval 
Under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  Required"  (Form  C  Plans"),  if 
grandfathered  from  these  limitations  by  virtue  of  M.G.L.  Chapter  40A, 
Section  6  (7th  Paragraph),  for  eight  years  from  the  date  of  such 
endorsement. 
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INTENT: 


The  intent  of  this  amendment  is  to  regulate  the  rate  at  which  residential 
construction  occurs  while  at  the  same  time  attempting  to  "level  the  playing  field" 
between  large  subdividers  and  small  landowners. 

While  seeking  to  ensure  that  periods  of  accelerated  growth  do  not  disrupt  the 
capital  improvements  process,  the  number  of  units  permitted  recognizes  the 
reality  of  growth  and  change,  and  the  number  of  exemptions  permitted  recognizes 
the  reality  of  past  reliance  and  existing  expectations. 

We  cannot  change  the  past  but  we  can  shape  the  future.

To  amend  Zoning  Map  #1  (Manomet  Quadrant)  as  it  relates  to  a  portion  of  Lot  45 
of  the  Plymouth  Assessors  Map  45,  from  General  Commercial  to  Medium  Lot 
Residential,  as  shown  on  a  plan  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  entitled  "Sketch  Of 
Land  Petitioned  To  Be  Rezoned",  prepared  for  Scott  Dempster  &  Megan  Collins- 
Dempster  by  Land  Management  Systems,  Inc. 
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NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 


The  owner  of  this  property  seeks  by  petition  to  rezone  a  portion  of  Lot  45  on 
Assessors  Map  45  from  General  Commercial  (GC)  to  Medium  Lot  Residential  (R- 
25).  Due  to  the  commercial  designation,  a  reclassification  is  necessary  in  order 
construct  a  single-family  home. 

The  General  Commercial  District  in  the  Manomet  Village  Center  is  concentrated 
on  State  Road.  Lots  45  and  45A  are  the  only  commercial  lots  in  this  area  that  do 
not  have  frontage  along  State  Road.  Lot  45  has  frontage  on  Bartlett  Road  and  is 
located  across  from  other  residential  dwellings  zoned  Medium  Lot  Residential. 

Uses  permitted  in  the  Medium  Lot  Residential  District  include:  conservation 
activities,  single-family  dwellings  and  home  occupations.  The  minimum  lot  sizes 
for  the  following  residential  activities  would  be: 

Single-family  dwelling:   25,000-square  feet 
Two-family  dwelling:      35,000-square  feet  (Special  Permit 

Required) 

Special  Permit  uses  include:  cemeteries,  non-profit  clubs  and  lodges,  golf 
courses,  country  clubs,  tennis  courts,  swimming  pools,  day  nurseries,  colleges 
and  universities,  technical  or  vocational  schools,  village  density  development, 
funeral  homes,  rest  homes,  halfway  houses,  convalescent  homes,  homes  for  the 
elderly,  orphanages  and  similar  institutions. 


EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  would  be  to  rezone  approximately  three  acres  of 
land  from  a  business  district  (General  Commercial)  to  a  residential  district  (R-25). 
It  would  designate  the  land  for  residential  purposes,  which  limits  the  amount  of 
activities  that  can  occur  on  the  property. 

The  intent  of  the  General  Commercial  District  is  to  establish  compact  business 
centers,  which  do  not  include  noxious  or  land  expansive  uses.  The  General 
Commercial  District  allows  uses  such  as  personal  services,  offices,  professional 
and  business  services,  eating  and  drinking  establishments,  financial  institutions, 
commercial  recreational  uses,  parking  lots,  clinics  and  rental  agencies. 

The  location  of  commercial  development  on  this  lot  would  place  the  use  in  a 
mostly  residential  neighborhood. 
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INTENT: 

The  intent  of  this  amendment  is  to  allow  residential  building  to  occur  on  a  portion 
of  land  currently  designated  for  commercial  development,  and  located  in  a  mostly 
residential  area.  The  owner  has  indicated  the  intent  to  construct  a  single-family 
home  for  personal  use.

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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


Nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  was  yet  another  active  year  for  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  Selectmen  Jeffrey  Metcalfe  and  Linda  Teagan  did  not  seek  re- 
election to  the  Board.  As  a  result,  two  new  Selectmen  were  elected  to  the  Board, 
Eric  Drugge  and  Christopher  Lombard.  Selectman  Kenneth  Tavares  was  re- 
elected as  Chairman  and  Selectman  David  Malaguti  was  elected  as  Vice 
Chairman.  The  Board  reaffirmed  its  commitment  to  governing  with  civility, 
openness  and  foresight.  Among  the  Board  of  Selectmen's  most  notable 
accomplishments  during  the  year  Nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  were: 

BUDGET  GUIDELINES 

In  order  to  address  the  financial  realities  of  increased  growth  and  declining 
tax  revenue  caused  by  deregulation  of  the  electricity  industry,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  in  conjunction  with  town  management  developed  budget  guidelines 
which  address  these  issues  in  a  responsible  and  proactive  way.  For  fiscal  year 
2001  specifically,  the  Board  adopted  guidelines  that  follow  the  long-term  financial 
program  established  with  the  development  of  the  fiscal  year  2000  budget.  The 
overall  budget  increase  was  limited  to  4%  with  departmental  requests  limited  to 
3%.  The  specific  objectives  established  under  these  guidelines  are:  1.  To 
establish  a  solid  base  of  reserve  funds  for  the  future,  2.  To  reduce  costs  wherever 
possible  and  3.  To  maintain  a  quality  level  of  service  for  a  growing  community. 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  PLAN 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  with  the  support  of  Town  Meeting,  secured  funding 
for  an  economic  development  plan.  This  plan,  as  part  of  an  effort  that  will  include 
both  public  and  private  participation,  will  generate  a  blueprint  and  action  plan  for 
Plymouth's  future  economic  success. 

Y2K  COMPLIANCE 

Nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  was  an  active  year  in  the  area  of  Y2K 
preparation.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  monitored  the  Town's  progress  in  preparing 
for  the  New  Year.  Staff  worked  diligently  to  ensure  that  all  computer  systems  were 
Y2K  compliant  and  that  an  emergency  response  plan  was  prepared  to  respond  to 
any  emergencies.  In  addition  the  Board  of  Selectmen  corresponded  with  Entergy, 
the  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commission  and  members  of  Congress  to  make  certain 
that  the  Town's  nuclear  power  plant  was  Y2K  compliant. 
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TOWN  WHARF  LEASES 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  worked  diligently  with  tenants  on  Town  Wharf 
to  establish  lease  extensions  that  encouraged  economic  growth  and  protected 
the  Town  of  Plymouth's  interests.  The  Board  looks  forward  to  working  with  the 
Town  Manager  in  the  future  to  negotiate  fair  and  equitable  rent  formulas  with  all 
Town  Wharf  tenants. 

APPOINTMENTS 

In  Nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  made 
numerous  appointments  to  town  boards,  committees  and  commissions. 
Appointments  were  made  to  the  Airport  Commission,  Board  of  Health,  Building, 
Planning  and  Construction  Committee,  Council  on  Aging,  Cultural  Council,  the 
newly  established  Growth  Management  Committee,  Tidal  Beach  Advisory 
Committee,  and  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.  In  addition,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  established  the  Sister-Town  Advisory  Committee,  whose  charge  is  to 
assist  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  developing  an  official  Plymouth/Shichigaham, 
Japan  Sister-Town  Committee. 

WASTEWATER  TREATMENT  PLANT 

Town  Meeting  approved  an  agreement  with  US  Filter  to  construct  and 
operate  a  new  wastewater  treatment  plant  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  This  project, 
which  includes  a  public-private  partnership  for  wastewater  treatment  services, 
was  a  result  of  cooperation  between  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Town  Manager, 
the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee,  the  Sewer  Privatization  Committee  and 
Town  Meeting. 

ELECTRICITY  DEREGULATION 

Through  the  concerted  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  town 
management,  and  our  state  legislative  delegation,  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and 
Boston  Edison  Company  reached  a  PILOT  agreement  that  will  begin  to  address 
the  loss  in  tax  revenue  created  by  the  deregulation  of  the  electricity  industry.  In 
tandem  with  these  PILOT  payments,  the  Town  developed  a  proactive,  long-term 
plan  to  meet  the  future  challenges  of  deregulation  and  to  insure  Plymouth's 
financial  stability.  As  part  of  this  long-term  plan,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  adopted 
a  policy  of  increasing  the  BECO  Stabilization  Fund  by  $2.8  million  dollars  in  FY 
01 .  In  addition,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  supported  Article  7  of  the  November  1 , 
1999  Special  Town  Meeting,  which  authorized  the  Town  to  seek  proposals  for  an 
appraisal  and  other  professional  services  related  to  the  valuation  of  the  Pilgrim 
Nuclear  Power  Plant.  The  appraisal  will  provide  the  Town  of  Plymouth  with  the 
information  necessary  to  determine  the  value  of  Pilgrim  Nuclear  Power  Plant  in  a 
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deregulated  industry.  Moreover,  the  data  generated  will  allow  the  Town  to 
evaluate  its  long-term  plan  and  make  any  adjustments  if  necessary. 

GOALS 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  was  aggressive  in  establishing  goals  for  fiscal  year 
2000.  Among  those  developed  were:  enhancing  the  image  of  the  community, 
expanding  and  diversifying  the  commercial  tax  base,  creating  a  multi-year  fiscal 
plan,  maintaining  the  quality  of  life  and  addressing  the  infrastructure  needs  of  the 
community.  Each  of  the  goals  has  measurable  objectives  and  specific  tasks.  To 
meet  these  goals,  the  Board  has  enlisted  the  support  and  assistance  of  town 
departments  and  committees. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  looks  forward  to  the  challenges  of  the  21st 
Century.  The  Board  is  confident  that  the  Town  of  Plymouth  will  meet  these 
challenges  effectively  and  efficiently. 
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TOWN  MANAGER 


As  we  end  the  20th  Century,  Plymouth  continues  to  face  many  challenges. 
Chief  among  these  challenges  is  the  Town's  commitment  to  providing  high  quality 
services  to  this  growing  community  while  we  strive  to  minimize  the  tax  burden 
imposed  on  residents  and  business  owners.  Faced  with  the  deregulation  of  the 
electric  industry  and  a  consistent  increase  in  population  and  services  needed,  the 
Town  is  making  strides  toward  successfully  managing  such  challenges. 

•  Boston  Edison  payments  to  the  Town: 

1999  was  the  second  year  of  Edison's  non-tax  payments  to  the  Town 
following  the  deregulation  of  the  electric  industry  in  Massachusetts.  The  Town 
reached  an  agreement  with  the  company  that  provided  for  three  years  of  level 
funding  from  Edison  at  a  little  more  than  $15  million  a  year.  Because  of  this 
agreement,  the  Town  was  able  to  continue  to  fund  the  so-called  BECO 
Stabilization  Fund.  Set  up  through  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  this  fund  will 
be  available  to  help  the  town  continue  to  provide  services  in  future  years  as  the 
Edison  revenue  declines.  By  the  end  of  1999,  there  was  over  $3,400,000  in  this 
fund. 

•  Entergy: 

This  company  took  over  the  reins  of  the  Pilgrim  Nuclear  Power  Plant  during 
1999.  The  Town  has  begun  discussions  with  the  company  looking  forward  to  a 
good  relationship  with  the  new  owner  as  well  as  a  fair  assessment  of  the  plant  to 
return  this  facility  to  the  tax  rolls. 

•  Public-Private  Partnership  for  Wastewater  Treatment  Services: 

Much  of  1999  was  spent  completing  work  on  the  public-private  partnership  on 
the  provision  of  wastewater  treatment  services.  It  is  estimated  that  the  savings 
realized  by  the  Town  of  this  privatized  approach  over  conventional  public 
construction  and  operation  is  approximately  $7.4  million.  Despite  the  apparent 
savings  to  be  realized,  the  decision  was  not  obvious.  Because  a  1997  Town 
Meeting  vote  required  us  to  bring  both  the  public  and  private  options  back  to  Town 
Meeting  for  their  decision,  we  were  obligated  to  use  a  dual  track  decision-making 
process.  In  other  words,  we  carried  both  the  privatization  option  and  the  public 
option  to  the  very  end  -  all  the  way  to  the  final  Town  Meeting  in  April  1999. 

The  first  track  evaluated  the  private  proposals  submitted  and  identified  the 
preferred  vendor  proposal.  The  second  track  developed  a  thorough 
representation  of  the  so-called  public  option  for  the  conventional  design,  bid  and 
then  build  procurement  process  followed  by  public  management  and  operation. 
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Early  in  the  year  it  was  recognized  that  there  would  be  a  need  for  an 
additional  debt  authorization  -  the  capital  costs  of  the  plant  turned  out  to  be  more 
than  expected.  All  parties  involved  had  to  pull  together  to  reduce  costs  and 
minimize  the  need  for  an  additional  authorization. 

These  were  highly  charged  times  for  this  project.  But  the  final  result  made  it 
all  come  together.  In  July  1999,  Town  Meeting  did  approve,  with  the  support  of 
the  Town  Manager's  Office,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Advisory  and  Finance 
Committee,  and  the  Sewer  Privatization  Study  Committee,  a  construction  and  20 
year  operating  contract  with  US  Filter  Operating  Systems  and  a  construction 
contract  for  the  new  pump  station  and  over  nine  miles  of  forcemains  with  Giosioso 
and  Sons.  They  also  increased  the  funding  authorization  by  an  additional  $5 
million. 

Thereafter,  many  inch  thick  contracts  with  both  vendors  were  negotiated  with 
the  help  of  Town  Counsel  Kopelman  and  Paige,  and  contracts  were  signed  in 
November  1999. 

Reaching  the  completion  of  this  process  was  a  long  and  difficult  route  filled 
with  all  kinds  of  political,  technical,  economic  and  human  potholes.  However,  we 
believe  that  the  Town  will  enjoy  many  of  the  benefits  cited  for  these  types  of 
procurements  and  will  continue  to  do  so  over  the  twenty-year  operating  term  of 

•  Thanksgiving/Day  of  Mourning: 

November  marked  our  second  peaceful  Thanksgiving/Day  of  Mourning 
observances  in  Plymouth  in  as  many  years.  The  Town  worked  cooperatively  with 
the  Native  Americans  and  the  local  historical  groups  and  the  Police  Department 
to  promote  the  peaceful  and  respectful  observances  cherished  in  this  community. 

•  Firefighting  training: 

The  Town  Manager  and  the  Assistant  Town  Manager  had  the  unique 
opportunity  to  join  firefighters  from  Plymouth  and  other  towns  in  a  training 
exercise  at  the  training  facility  in  Bourne.  Outfitted  in  full  turnout  gear  and 
breathing  apparatus,  they  went  into  a  concrete  building  that  had  been  set  on  fire 
for  the  exercise.  Both  climbed  up  two  floors  and  assisted  in  extinguishing  the  fire. 
Thanks  to  the  support  and  assistance  of  our  firefighters,  both  experienced  first- 
hand what  fighting  a  fire  is  all  about. 

Y2K  Preparation: 

Fortunately,  there  were  no  major  or  even  minor  problems  with  the  Town's 
systems  during  the  turnover  from  1999  to  2000.  This  is  in  large  measure  due  to 
the  hard  work  of  the  Town's  departments  to  prepare  for  this  event.  For  most  of 
1999.  systems  were  checked,  rechecked  and  upgraded  when  necessary.  By 
December,  we  were  quite  confident  the  Town  was  ready  even  though  we  had 
never  experienced  this  before.  When  Auld  Lang  Syne  was  finished,  the  Town, 
along  with  everyone  else,  gave  a  sigh  of  relief  that  we  had  prepared  well  and  had 
an  uneventful  event. 
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Through  the  efforts  of  our  elected  and  appointed  officials,  town  employees 
and  the  residents  of  Plymouth,  we  are  continuing  to  work  together  to  ensure  the 
Town's  future  financial  stability,  provide  quality  services  for  the  public,  protect  our 
environment  and  our  historical  heritage  and  create  opportunity  for  our  commercial 
and  industrial  partners.  With  ongoing  efforts  in  all  these  areas  we  will  continue  to 
help  Plymouth  be  the  wonderful  place  to  live  and  work  that  it  is.

The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Town  Clerk's  Department  is  to  maintain  and 
produce  the  records  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  to  provide  copies  of  them  for 
internal  and  external  use.  Also,  it  serves  the  public  by  directing  them  to 
appropriate  offices  within  town  government  through  the  switchboard  and  mail 
services.  It  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Voting  Registrars  to  maintain  lists  of 
town  residents  and  to  conduct  elections. 

The  Clerk's  office  seeks  to  combine  honesty,  efficiency,  and  a  pleasant 
demeanor  in  conducting  its  work  to  serve  constituencies  in  the  present  and  former 
citizens  of  Plymouth,  the  other  offices  of  town  government,  offices  in  county,  state 
and  national  government,  and  researchers  around  the  world. 

Staff  changes  dominated  1999.  Deborah  Thomas  joined  the  office  first  as 
temporary  census  data  entry  clerk  and  in  April  as  Administrative  Secretary. 
During  the  extended  illness  of  other  staff  members,  she  provided  yeoman  service, 
covering  several  areas  of  responsibility  with  efficiency  and  charm.  When  Lisa 
Fornaciari  replaced  her  as  census  data  entry  clerk,  not  only  did  Lisa  provide  an 
extraordinary  level  of  accuracy  in  census  updates,  but  also  she  pitched  in  at  the 
counter  to  maintain  the  high  level  of  customer  service  the  Clerk's  Office  provides. 
Addition  of  a  computer  terminal  in  the  switchboard  area  permitted  that  part  of  the 
Town  Clerk's  staff  to  contribute  in  unprecedented  amounts  to  the  office.  The 
Clerk's  Office  updated  expiration  dates  in  dog  licenses  as  veterinarians  provided 
the  information,  making  the  renewal  process  easier  both  for  dog  owners  and  for 
the  office  staff  and  allowing  the  Clerk's  Office  to  provide  courtesy  reminders  to 
dog  owners  who  had  not  yet  purchased  licenses. 

Town  Clerk  Laurence  R.  Pizer  continued  to  serve  as  First  Vice  President  of 
the  Massachusetts  Town  Clerks  Association.  He  worked  closely  with  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  in  seeking  an  update  to  the  complex 
law  on  vital  records.  He  also  distributed  updated  manuals  for  Town  Clerks  across 
the  state.

►  FINANCE  AND  ACCOUNTING  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Finance  &  Accounting  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Finance  is  to  provide  accurate  accounting  services  to  the 
Town's  employees  and  outside  vendors  in  a  timely  and  efficient  manner;  to 
treat  employees  and  vendors  with  respect,  thereby  establishing  a 
cooperative  and  friendly  atmosphere;  and  to  provide  a  reliable 
informational  resource  to  fellow  employees  and  the  community  at  large. 

The  Finance  &  Accounting  Divisions  merged  during  FY  1999  to  become 
the  entity  it  is  today.  The  division  now  incorporates  the  Director  of  Finance, 
Accounting  Officer,  Payroll  Administrator  and  Accounts  Payable  Administrator. 
While  there  was  some  realignment  within  the  division,  job  responsibilities 
remained  the  same. 

The  biggest  change  within  the  division,  aside  from  realignment,  occurred 
in  the  area  of  data  processing.  A  new  Financial  Management  software  package 
was  introduced  at  the  beginning  of  FY  1999.  The  division  redesigned  its 
accounting  structure  to  bring  it  in  line  with  current  accounting  requirements.  The 
new  software  also  provides  not  only  for  more  efficient  processing,  but  offers 
increased  reporting  capability  to  assist  all  levels  of  Town  Government.

►  ASSESSING  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Assessing  Division  is  to  value  all  property  fairly 
and  equitably;  to  educate  our  customers  about  the  rules  and  regulations 
which  we  must  abide  by;  to  work  as  a  team;  to  treat  all  customers  the  same, 
with  professionalism  and  respect  and  to  make  the  Assessing  Division  the 
best  managed  division  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

With  the  resignation  of  Board  member  Donna  Greenwood,  the  Board 
welcomes  our  new  Board  member,  Robert  Leonard. 

The  office  has  implemented  new  appraisal  system  software  on  a  network 
of  new  computers.  The  valuation  of  all  real  estate  and  personal  property  has 
been  completed  in  the  new  system  for  FY2000.  The  new  system  will  provide  easy 
access  to  office  information  for  the  taxpayer  as  well  as  all  local  real  estate  offices. 

Although  the  values  of  all  property  in  the  Town  only  have  to  be  certified 
by  the  Department  of  Revenue  every  third  year,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Assessors  Office  to  be  at  one  hundred  percent  of  market  value  each  and  every 
year.  With  the  new  technology  in  place  in  the  office,  we  have  the  capability  of 
making  interim  year  adjustments.  This  year  we  increased  the  assessed  values  of 
real  estate  to  reflect  the  increase  of  values  in  the  local  real  estate  market. 

Due  to  the  late  Cherry  Sheet  figures  from  the  State,  municipalities  were 
allowed  to  send  bills  out  after  the  1st  of  January  to  be  due  30  days  after  the  date 
of  mailing. 

The  office  staff  has  worked  diligently  to  meet  all  deadlines  while  being 
short  staffed  due  to  retirement  and  transfers. 

FY2000  values  are  used  in  the  following  data.  The  tax  rate  for  FY2000  is 
$17.48  per  thousand  dollars  in  value.

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►  DATA  PROCESSING  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Data  Processing  Division  is  to  provide  technical 
computer  service  to  town  personnel  in  order  to  maintain  data  integrity;  to 
promote  computer  literacy  to  town  personnel  through  support,  training  and 
knowledge;  to  evolve  as  a  team  player  to  all  departments  with  an  open 
communication  policy;  to  efficiently  and  effectively  utilize  all  resources  with 
regard  to  computer  hardware  and  software  to  benefit  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  Goals  of  the  Division  are: 

•  To  have  a  wide  area  network  connecting  all  town  buildings. 

•  To  train  town  personnel  on  the  use  of  new  computer  technologies. 

•  To  support  and  maintain  the  town's  wide  area  network. 

•  To  evolve  from  the  mainframe  computer  to  all  network  based 

applications. 

This  Division  continues  to  be  responsible  for  130  workstations  throughout 
the  Town.  Eighteen  buildings  are  connected  by  either  cable  or  modem  access, 
and  this  does  not  include  any  school  facilities. 

We  continue  to  use  Microsoft  Office  97  for  our  office  automation  software, 
and  MS  Windows  NT  for  our  Operating  System. 

Our  new  financial  software,  from  DataNational  is  very  much  in  place, 
which  includes  Property  tax  billing  and  collection  for  Real  Estate,  Personal 
Property,  Auto  and  Boat  Excise.  We  are  also  using  their  General  Ledger  and 
Accounts  Payable  package. 

Our  next  Utility  bill  for  Water/Sewer  will  be  billed  from  the  new  software  in 
the  spring,  after  this  conversion  is  completed. 

Much  of  past  year  was  spent  preparing  the  Town's  automated  systems  for 
the  new  millennium.  The  results  of  these  efforts  were  minimal  down  time  and 
complete  Y2K  compliance. 

►  PROCUREMENT  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Procurement  Division  is  to  procure  goods  and 
services  on  behalf  of  the  Town  in  an  efficient,  ethical,  and  impartial  manner 
while  ensuring  compliance  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  related  to 
procurement. 
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The  Town  has  a  centralized  purchasing  system  to  contract  for  standard 
services  and  supplies  used  by  many  departments/divisions,  thereby,  taking 
advantage  of  the  low  prices  obtained  through  bulk  purchasing.  Procurement  is 
responsible  for  all  activities  related  to  acquiring  these  services  and  supplies  for  all 
departments/divisions.  This  responsibility  includes  overseeing  the  solicitation, 
opening  and  evaluation  of  bids  and  proposals,  recommendation  of  contract  award 
to  the  Town  Manager,  and  contract  development  and  execution.  This  division 
ensures  that  contracting  practices  are  in  accordance  with  state  laws. 

In  1999,  there  were  48  bids  solicited  by  this  office.  The  highlights  were 
the  wastewater  pump  station  and  force  mains,  the  appraisal  and  inventory  system 
for  Town  property,  sale  of  the  gravel  at  the  wastewater  treatment  plant  site, 
purchase  of  a  building  for  the  senior  center,  and  completion  of  the  bids  pertaining 
to  the  construction  projects  at  Plymouth  South  Middle  School,  Manomet 
Elementary  School,  and  Plymouth  South  Elementary  School. 

The  Procurement  Division  is  on-line  with  a  website  at 
plymouthlanding.net/procurement.  This  site  provides  information  on  all  the  yearly 
bids,  current  open  bids,  bid  results  for  closed  bids,  an  e-mail  address  for  vendor 
questions,  and  vendor  registration  for  future  bids.  The  Town  appreciates  the  hard 
work  and  efforts  of  Cheryl  Butts  in  developing  this  site. 

The  Procurement  Division  wishes  to  thank  all  departments  for  there 
cooperation. 

►  TREASURY/COLLECTION  DIVISIONS 


The  Collection  Division  is  responsible  for  collecting  real  estate,  personal 
property  and  excise  taxes  as  well  as  fees  for  water  and  sewer  use,  trailer  park 
usage,  municipal  lien  certificates  and  in  lieu  of  tax  payments  due  the  Town.  The 
office  is  also  responsible  for  the  sale  of  all  municipal  stickers.  It  is  the  mission  of 
this  office  to  serve  the  public  in  a  professional  manner  while  maintaining  the 
important  cash  flow  to  the  Town.  The  Treasury  Division  of  the  Department  of 
Finance  receives  and  provides  for  the  custody  of  the  Town's  cash  with  strict 
consideration  to  safety,  liquidity,  and  earnings.  The  Treasury  banks  and  reports 
cash  receipts  and  releases  properly  authorized  funds  in  a  timely  manner.  The 
Treasury  borrows  funds  for  authorized  projects  only  as  needed  and  at  the  least 
possible  cost  to  the  Town.  The  Treasury  maintains  and  pursues  the  collection  of 
delinquent  taxes  in  a  manner  that  is  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the  individual  and 
the  community  as  a  whole.

These  collections,  which  are  in  excess  of  goals,  have  contributed  to  the 
fiscal  1999  free  cash  and  stabilization  accounts  for  the  Town.  There  continues  to 
be  a  certain  amount  of  unpaid  taxes  which  must  be  liened  and  turned  over  to  the 
Town  Treasurer  for  collection  or  foreclosure.  The  Collection  Division  moves  these 
accounts  through  all  legal  processes  as  quickly  as  allowed  by  current  laws.  All  of 
the  efforts  of  the  Collection  Division  creates  and  environment  of  "priority  one"  for 
money  that  is  due  to  the  Town. 

Treasury  recorded  a  total  of  $159,400,554.01  of  receipts  and 
$157,448,750.18  of  disbursements  during  fiscal  year  1999.  The  cash  needs  of 
the  Town  were  maintained  without  the  use  of  any  borrowing  in  anticipation  of 
revenue.  All  of  the  Town's  cash  was  continually  invested  in  various  short-term 
instruments  with  the  exception  of  the  Town's  Trust  Funds  that  by  law  are  allowed 
to  be  invested  on  a  long-term  basis. 

In  fiscal  1999,  Treasury  was  able  to  collect  $577,495.85  in  delinquent 
tax  title  accounts.  These  amounts,  in  addition  to  the  delinquent  collections  of  the 
Collection  Division,  have  contributed  to  Free  Cash  and  ultimately,  to  the 
Stabilization  Account.  The  Stabilization  Account  for  the  Town  has  a  book  value 
of  $  12,795,685.13   as  of  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1999. 
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HUMAN  RESOURCES 


The  mission  of  the  Human  Resources  Department  is  to  contribute  to 
the  achievement  of  the  Town's  goals  and  objectives  by  increasing 
organizational  effectiveness;  to  promote  positive  employee  relations 
through  improved  communication  and  a  team  approach  to  resolving  issues; 
to  provide  fair  and  equitable  systems  for  hiring,  promotion,  compensation 
and  classification;  to  provide  assistance  and  advocacy  to  employees  and 
retirees  through  the  management  of  benefit  programs;  to  encourage  the 
professional  development  of  employees  through  education  and  training 
programs;  to  assist  managers  and  supervisors  in  improving  employee 
relations  and  effective  contract  administration;  and  to  provide  a  fair  and 
open  working  environment  which  encourages  team  participation. 

As  the  Town  has  continued  to  upgrade  its  computer  hardware  and  software, 
the  Human  Resources  Department  has  kept  pace  using  information  technology  to 
maintain  and  administer  personnel  benefits  and  records.  Databases  have  been 
formulated  to  manage  job-related  injury  claims  and  retiree  health  insurance  plans. 

In  1998,  BlueCross/BlueShield  introduced  Blue  Choice,  an  optional  health 
insurance  plan  for  active  employees  and  retirees  under  age  65.  Enrollment  in  this 
plan  also  provides  the  option  for  employees  to  enroll  in  a  dental  and/or  long-term 
disability  plan.  Enrollment  in  Blue  Choice  has  increased  by  35%  since  it  was 
introduced.  A  significant  benefit  of  Blue  Choice  is  coverage  for  students  to  the  age 
of  25.  As  a  managed  care  plan,  Blue  Choice  provides  significant  savings  for 
employees  and  the  Town. 

Also,  on  the  health  issue  and  in  coordination  with  Jordan  Hospital 
Occupational  Health,  the  Town  offered  an  all  day  Health  Fair  open  to  all 
employees  and  retirees.  Screenings  were  available  for  cholesterol,  diabetes, 
blood  pressure,  hearing  and  vision.  Nutritional  programs,  demonstrations  on 
CPR,  health  risk  assessments  and  information  on  lyme  disease  and  the  lyme 
vaccine  were  highlights  of  the  fair. 

Staff  development  programs  were  offered  on  several  topics  including 
communication  and  sexual  harassment  training.  These  programs  took  place  at 
Town  Hall  or  the  Library  for  the  convenience  of  employees. 

The  non-union  employee  group,  also  called  the  S-Group,  petitioned  the 
Labor  Relations  Commission  to  have  the  Office  and  Professional  Employees

International  Union  represent  it  for  collective  bargaining  purposes.  A  contract  has 
not  yet  been  negotiated.  The  formation  of  this  bargaining  unit  will  result  in  sixteen 
positions  in  the  Town  not  being  part  of  any  collective  bargaining  unit. 

The  number  of  active  employees  has  stayed  relatively  the  same  for  the  past 
three  years.  The  number  of  retirements  in  on  the  increase  and  the  average  age 
of  active  employees  continues  to  rise.  New  hires  keep  pace  with  the  retirement  of 
active  employees.  The  statistical  summary  below  demonstrates  these  changes 
and  trends.

►  BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 


The  Mission  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth's  Building  Department  is  to 
enforce  all  applicable  codes  in  order  to  ensure  a  safe  environment  for  the 
community,  along  with  presenting  a  caring  and  efficient  team  that 
understands  the  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  Staying 
updated  on  all  pertinent  literature  gives  us  the  ability  to  provide 
professional  and  non-conflicting  answers  and  information  for  the  general 
public  and  fellow  employees. 

The  reorganization  of  the  department  that  took  place  three  years  ago  still 
proves  to  have  been  worth  while.  We  have  found  over  those  three  years  that  it 
has  made  the  divisions  more  efficient  and  able  to  control  things  much  better. 

On  January  1st  of  this  year  all  the  fees  in  the  department  were  increased. 
This  increase  was  long  time  coming  as  the  fee's  hadn't  been  increased  for  11 
years.  This  increase  along  with  the  permits  that  were  issued  almost  doubled  the 
amount  of  money  that  this  department  brought  in. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  was  another  busy  year  in  the  department. 
Approximately  268  new  houses  were  built  but  the  total  number  of  permits  issued 
for  the  entire  department  was  7,083. 

Inspectional  services  are  an  important  aspect  of  town  government.  The 
department  encourages  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  to  address  their  questions  and 
concerns  at  anytime.  This  department  works  best  protecting  the  citizens  interest 
when  the  public  is  well  informed.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  PLANNING  AND 
DEVELOPMENT 


The  mission  of  the  consolidated  Department  of  Planning  and 
Development  is  to  coordinate  all  planning,  community,  and  economic 
development  activities  of  all  Town  government  agencies.  This  department  is 
to  provide  a  comprehensive  vision  of  the  Town's  long-range  goals,  and  to 
administer  local  development  controls  in  a  fair  and  equitable  manner 
consistent  with  those  goals.  Specific  programs  are  to  be  designed  and 
implemented  to  achieve  these  ends. 

This  department  seeks  to  balance  the  overall  public  good  with 
individual  rights  and  interests.  As  professional  support  staff,  reliable 
guidance  and  assistance  is  to  be  provided  to  boards,  agencies,  citizens, 
and  other  Town  departments.  This  department  served  as  staff  to  17  local 
committees  throughout  this  year,  consisting  of  117  volunteers  members. 

The  year  1999  was  the  seventh  full  year  of  operation  for  this  consolidated 
department.  Responsibility  includes  supervision  and  coordination  of  town 
agencies  related  to  subdivision  control,  land  acquisition,  conservation, 
redevelopment  and  revitalization,  zoning  appeals,  design  review,  historic 
preservation,  affordable  housing,  and  economic  development.  This  was  the  sixth 
full  year  operating  with  a  consolidated  budget,  demonstrated  to  be  an  effective 
means  of  assuring  fiscal  accountability  and  efficiency 

The  organizational  structure  continues  to  adapt  to  new  challenges.  Of 
particular  note  this  year  were  changes  resulting  from  the  Town  Charter 
amendments  that  provided  for  a  permanent  Master  Plan  Committee  and  an  Open 
Space  Committee.  Simultaneous  to  these  efforts,  the  Department  sponsored  a 
Fall  Town  Meeting  article  that  led  to  the  appropriation  of  $1 70,000  for  the  retention 
of  Economic  Development  support  services.  The  strengthening  of  the  local  tax 
base  will  continue  to  be  a  dominant  topic  in  the  years  ahead. 

►  CEDARVILLE  STEERING  COMMITTEE 


The  Cedarville  Steering  Committee  meets  the  second  Wednesday  of  the 
month  at  the  Meeting  Room  of  the  Cedarville  Village  Fire  Station  at  7:00  PM. 
There  were  15  meetings  this  year.  The  Committee's  main  focus  continues  to  be 
safety  in  Cedarville  and  the  implementation  of  the  Cedarville  Master  Plan. 

The  Committee  welcomed  several  new  members  this  year:  Robert  Gogan 
and  Linda  Renaud.  The  Committee  would  like  to  thank  Ted  Bosen  and  Kay 
Gendreau  for  all  their  work  on  the  Committee. 
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The  Committee  worked  with  the  Selectmen,  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  Mark  Sylvia  in  an  effort  to  begin  the  needed  sidewalk  construction 
along  Long  Pond  Road  near  the  Elmer  Raymond  Playground.  The  layout  design 
is  accomplished  and  the  article  for  sidewalk  construction  is  on  the  annual  warrant 
for  2000.  Residents  and  members  of  the  Committee  would  thank  all  that  have 
assisted  with  this  project. 

The  Committee  has  worked  with  both  Town  officials  and  the  Massachusetts 
Highway  Department  to  improve  the  safety  along  Route  3A,  especially  through 
the  Village  Center.  The  Police  Department  has  supplied  an  accident  statistic 
report  that  has  been  very  helpful. 

The  new  Charter  has  caused  this  Committee  to  go  on  line.  Most  members 
have  e-mail  and  correspondence  concerning  agenda  changes  and  attendances 
are  completed  on-line.  Communication  has  improved  since  all  Committee 
members  can  be  quickly  informed  of  issues  that  need  to  be  addressed. 

The  Committee  attended  meetings  concerning  Massachusetts  Maritime 
Academy  Sailing  School,  a  new  golf-driving  range  proposed  for  Cedarville,  a  new 
liquor  store,  gas  station  renovations,  beach  problems,  the  development  of  a 
Vision  Statement  for  Plymouth,  the  Master  Planning  Committee,  the  Planning 
Board,  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  a  proposed  theme  park,  toured  the  Green 
property,  helped  with  the  Run  to  the  Rock  Race  and  assisted  the  Concerned 
People  of  Cedarville  Village  (CPCV)  in  running  a  very  successful  Candidates 
Night  in  Cedarville. 


►  OFFICE  OF  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT 


The  mission  of  the  Community  Development  Office  is  to  secure  and 
administer  state  and  federal  grants  which  will  further  the  Town's  planning 
and  development  objectives.  To  accomplish  this  mission,  OCD  must  seek 
out  and  coordinate  Town  department,  outside  agency  and  public 
participation  in  the  process  by  which  grant-funding  programs  and  projects 
are  identified,  developed  and  implemented,  including  the  leveraging  of  Town 
and  private  dollars  wherever  required  or  appropriate;  achieve  technical 
proficiency  and  creativity  among  staff;  increase  internal  awareness  of  and 
respect  for  discretionary  grant  dollars  and  their  benefit  to  the  community  at 
large;  and  ensure  that  Plymouth's  community  development  programs  are 
the  most  comprehensive  and  best  managed  among  Massachusetts  cities 
and  towns. 

In  1999,  The  Office  of  Community  Development  undertook  federal  grant 
funded  programs  in  housing  rehabilitation,  sidewalk  renovation,  bringing  certain 
town-owned  facilities  into  compliance  with  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  and 
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an  expansion  of  the  Council  on  Aging  outreach  program.  Outside  of  the  federal 
grant  funded  activities,  the  Office  implemented  the  Title  V  betterment  loan 
program  which  assisted  homeowners  in  environmentally  sensitive  areas  to  repair 
failed  septic  systems.  Twenty-three  septic  systems  were  repaired  through  this 
program.  The  Office  also  initiated  the  process  of  securing  a  second  round  of 
funding  for  the  septic  repair  program. 

The  housing  services  program  rehabilitated  twenty-two  housing  units 
belonging  to  low  and  moderate  income  Plymouth  homeowners.  The  program  was 
offered  town-wide  and  the  individual  projects  were  distributed  among  the  five 
village  areas  in  the  following  manner:  North  Plymouth  -  3;  West  Plymouth  -  3; 
Manomet  -  9;  and  Cedarville/South  Plymouth  -  7.  7  units  involved  septic 
repair/replacement. 

Sidewalks  were  renovated  in  North  Plymouth,  which  is  the  last  step  in  a 
process  aimed  at  repairing  sidewalks  in  the  center  of  the  village,  and  four  town- 
owned  facilities  are  in  the  process  of  receiving  handicapped  accessibility 
improvements. 

►  OFFICE  OF  COMMUNITY  PLANNING 


The  mission  of  the  Office  of  Community  Planning  is  to  provide 
professional  staff  support  and  guidelines  to  the  Planning  Board,  thereby 
enhancing  their  ability  to  manage  the  physical,  economic,  and 
environmental  development  of  the  Town.  The  office  also  strives  to  serves  as 
a  clearinghouse  of  information  of  local,  state,  and  federal  projects.  There  is 
also  a  responsibility  for  reviewing  development  plans  to  assure  that  they 
comply  with  the  Town's  land  use  regulations  and  are  consistent  with  the 
long-range  vision  of  the  Town. 

The  Office  of  Community  Planning  is  a  community  resource  for 
information  on  many  issues.  The  office,  through  the  master  plan  process,  is 
responsible  for  creating  coordinated  long-range  vision  of  the  community 
and  functions  as  liaison  between  various  public  and  private  entities  and  to 
mitigate  conflicts. 

Customers  include  the  Planning  Board;  various  other  local,  state, 
regional,  and  federal  boards,  departments,  and  agencies;  neighborhood 
groups;  developers  and  citizens. 

A  primary  obligation  of  this  office  is  to  advocate  for  the  needs  of  the 
residents  of  Plymouth,  and  to  promote  innovative  measures  to  manage  growth 
and  to  protect  the  environment.  In  addition,  the  office  staff  is  obligated  to  remind 
the  community  of  the  long-range  consequences  of  today's  decisions. 
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The  year  1999  was  one  of  increasing  activity  for  the  Planning  Board  and  its 
staff.  The  Board  held  42  regularly  scheduled  meetings,  and  met  additionally  with 
other  boards  and  agencies  as  a  cooperative  participant  in  the  department.  The 
membership  changed  this  year  as  Michael  F.  Babini  completed  28  years  of 
service,  and  chose  not  to  seek  a  new  term.  Rebecca  S.  Hall  was  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy.  The  Board  thanks  Mr.  Babini  for  his  many  years  and  many  contributions, 
and  welcomes  its  newest  member.  Another  important  addition  this  year  was  Curt 
T.  Bellavance,  who  joined  the  staff  as  Town  Planner  in  January. 

Subdivision  Control 

In  administering  its  duties  under  the  Massachusetts  Subdivision  Control 
Law,  the  Board  reviewed  69  Approval  Not  Required  Plans.  There  were  ten 
Definitive  Plan  reviews,  nine  Preliminary  Plan  reviews,  and  numerous  conceptual 
plans.  The  Board  also  initiated  changes  to  the  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations 
involving  requirements  for  plan  submission,  earth  removal,  traffic  generation, 
landscaping,  and  electronic  plan  formatting. 

Zoning  Bylaw 

Development  of  the  3000  acre  Pine  Hills  property  continued  to  dominate  this 
year's  agenda.  Following  well  attended  Public  Hearings,  plans  were  approved  for 
a  revised  Master  Plan  under  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  Bylaw  and 
for  the  first  two  phases  of  development. 

The  Board  also  issued  Special  Permits  under  the  Rural  Density  Development 
Bylaw,  and  made  recommendations  on  62  Board  of  Appeals  cases.  Commercial 
and  industrial  site  plans  were  also  reviewed  Some  of  the  major  projects  included 
Southers  Marsh  Golf  Course,  Cranberry  Realty  Trust,  The  Home  Depot,  Village 
Links  Golf  Course,  Commerce  Park,  LLC,  and  Applebee's  Restaurant. 

Zoning  Bylaw  Amendments 

In  April,  the  Planning  Board  sponsored  a  significant  Zoning  Bylaw 
amendment  that  instituted  the  Town's  first  building  permit  cap.  By  limiting  the 
number  of  residential  permits  that  may  be  issued  in  a  given  year,  the  Town  is 
better  able  to  control  its  growth  in  a  manner  that  will  support  fiscal  stability  and 
maintain  an  adequate  level  of  public  services.  In  November,  Town  Meeting 
confirmed  these  efforts  by  approving  Board  supported  amendments  that  made 
these  limitations  easier  to  implement,  while  also  encouraging  better  land  use  and 
the  protection  of  individual  property  rights. 

Master  Plan  Update 

In  February,  the  Planning  Board  was  an  active  participant  in  the  Town's 
Visioning  Session,  an  important  collaborative  effort  in  moving  ahead  on 
community  goals.  Also  in  the  first  months  of  this  year,  the  Planning  Board 
appointed  Master  Plan  Strategy  Task  Force  presented  its  strategy  report  for 
updating  the  Town's  Master  Plan.  This  report  and  the  May  adoption  of  Town 
Charter  amendments  led  to  the  appointment  of  the  Town's  first  permanent  Master 
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Plan  Committee.  This  Committee  met  regularly  through  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
to  further  this  important  project  for  Plymouth's  future.  Also  making  progress  was 
the  Plymouth  Center  Master  Plan  Task  Force,  charged  with  updating  the  1989 
Master  Plan  for  the  Plymouth  Center  Village. 

Initiated  this  year  were  the  Town's  first  major  advances  in  the  area  of 
Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS).  Through  an  Annual  Town  Meeting 
appropriation,  work  has  begun  on  putting  this  important  technology  to  work  for  all 
departments,  with  clear  benefits  for  long  range  planning  capabilities. 

Completed  this  year  was  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department 
sponsored  project  that  developed  a  build-out  analysis  for  the  community.  This 
work  will  serve  as  an  important  foundation  for  growth-related  planning  work  in 
Plymouth,  Kingston,  and  Plympton.  The  Board  and  staff  continued  to  be  an  active 
participant  in  other  regional  planning  efforts  through  the  Old  Colony  Planning 
Council  and  the  Vision  2020  Task  Force. 

Of  particular  note  in  1999,  was  the  support  of  the  Executive  Office  of 
Environmental  Affairs  through  a  $3.5  million  award  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth 
through  the  "Challenge  Grant".  Through  this  multi-year  work  program,  an  Open 
Space  Corridor  Plan  was  completed,  that  served  as  the  basis  for  the  Town's 
November  acquisition  of  the  128  acre  Hauthaway  Property  on  Russell  Mill  Pond. 
This  grant  program  also  provided  for  staff  support  to  the  Master  Plan  Committee, 
and  for  a  three-town  planning  effort  among  the  towns  of  Carver,  Wareham,  and 
Plymouth.  This  project  was  initiated  by  the  Town  of  Plymouth  in  large  part  due  to 
the  filing  of  development  plans  for  the  mammoth  Makepeace  Property  holdings 
along  the  tri-town  boundaries. 

►  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  mission  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  wetlands 
and  resources  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  through  acquisition,  management, 
education  and  regulations;  to  act  as  a  liaison  between  the  public  and  other 
governmental  agencies  in  protecting  our  natural  resources  and  to  become 
an  environmental  (educational)  resource  for  the  public  and  Town  agencies, 
both  through  a  library  of  literature  and  through  the  collective  knowledge  of 
the  Conservation  Commission  members. 

The  Commission  is  charged  with  several  duties  including  the  protection  of 
inland  and  coastal  natural  resources,  and  the  acquisition  of  land  for  management. 
The  benefits  provided  to  the  Town  afford  protection  of  our  clean  water  supplies, 
protection  from  storm  damage,  flood  damage  control,  and  the  promotion  of  wildlife 
diversity  and  recreational  opportunities.  It  must  also  follow  its  mandate  under  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  Wetlands  By-law,  Article  27,  and  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  131,  S40  et  seq.  The  Commission  holds  Public  Hearings  on 
Monday  nights,  as  scheduled. 
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Pursuant  to  its  mandate,  the  Commission  acted  on  93  Notices  of  Intent 
(permit  requests  for  activity  taking  place  within  areas  subject  to  their  jurisdiction) 
and  46  Requests  for  Determination  (to  determine  whether  a  proposed  activity  was 
going  to  impact  a  resource  area).  Other  opinions  and  decisions  were  made,  as 
requested,  on  various  projects.  Occasionally,  Enforcement  Orders  were  issued 
and  fines  were  levied  and  collected. 

Additionally,  the  Commission  was  pleased  to  accept  the  Hauthaway 
property,  located  near  Russell  Mill  Pond,  as  well  as  several  donated  land  parcels 
in  other  areas  of  Town,  for  Conservation  land  management.  The  efforts  of  all 
involved  are  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Conservation  Commission  consists  of  seven  volunteer  members 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Changes  in  the  membership  occurred  this 
year  when  long  time  Commissioner,  Alfred  Ledo,  retired  this  spring.  We  thank  him 
greatly  for  his  many  years  of  dedicated  service.  Our  new  member  is  John 
Sgammato.  The  Commission  welcomes  assistance  from  anyone  with  the 
enthusiasm  and  desire  to  protect  our  resources. 

In  closing,  the  Commission  and  their  staff  wish  to  thank  all  the  boards, 
departments,  commissions  and  committees  from  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  the 
various  local,  state,  county  and  federal  agencies  and  organizations,  for  their 
assistance  this  past  year.

►  DESIGN  REVIEW  BOARD 


The  mission  of  the  Design  Review  Board  is  to  assist  the  Planning 
Board  and  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  in  reviewing  applications  and  plans  for 
Special  Permits.  This  includes  both  new  construction  and  enlargement  of 
residential  and  commercial  buildings.  In  addition,  the  Board  reviews 
applications  and  plans  at  the  request  of  the  Building  Inspector.  All 
decisions  and  reports  are  advisory  only. 

The  Board  assists  property  owners  with  the  fit  of  their  buildings  to  their 
surroundings  and  appropriate  landscape  treatment  is  encouraged  to  soften  the 
appearance  of  parking  areas  and  buildings  from  the  public  street.  Five  appointed 
professionals,  including  an  architect,  a  graphic  artist,  a  landscape  architect,  a  civil 
engineer  and  a  historian,  make  up  the  Board.  The  Appearance  Code  focuses  on 
design  principles  that  encourage  harmony  and  compatibility.  Considered  are 
exterior  issues  like  colors,  materials,  landscaping,  lighting,  signs,  location,  and 
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overall  appearance.  The  Board  reviews  larger  projects  subject  to  Environmental 
Design  Conditions  in  accordance  with  those  criteria. 

This  year's  project  list  included  the  Home  Depot  on  Long  Pond  Road, 
Commerce  Park,  AT&T  Wireless  Tower  at  the  Police  Station,  Applebees  and  Stop 
&  Shop  Gas  at  the  Standish  Plaza,  Sleepy  Pilgrim  Motel,  and  the  continuing 
review  of  the  Pine  Hills  Phases.  The  Board  also  reviewed  several  golf  courses 
and  driving  ranges  including  Village  Links,  Golfscapes,  and  Cliffside  Golf. 

As  the  economy  continues  to  progress  in  Plymouth,  the  Design  Review 
Board  looks  forward  to  another  busy  year. 

►  OFFICE  OF  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Office  of  Economic  Development  is  to 
work  with  local,  state,  and  national  government  officials  and  agencies,  orga- 
nizations (both  public  and  private),  private  businesses,  developers,  com- 
munity groups  and  professionals  to  retain,  expand,  and  attract  opportunities 
for  Plymouth  residents  through  a  proactive  approach  and  team  effort. 

The  success  of  our  local  economic  development  program  continued  in  1999 
with  growth  in  the  major  sectors  of  the  local  economy.  Expansion  of  Plymouth's 
manufacturing,  healthcare,  services  and  visitor  industries  are  a  reflection  of  the 
continuing  strong  national  economy. 

During  1999  construction  was  completed  on  the  Joyal  Capital  Management 
and  Dr.  William  Lane  buildings  in  Plymouth  Industrial  Park.  Several  companies 
within  the  Park  have  finalized  expansion  or  new  facility  plans.  As  the  year  came 
to  a  close,  the  biggest  change  in  the  industrial  park  was  the  start  of  the  Mass 
Highway  Department's  project  for  the  relocation  of  Route  44.  At  completion,  the 
project  will  align  Route  44  from  Cherry  Street  in  Plymouth  to  Route  58  in  Carver, 
providing  improved  access  to  Interstate  495,  and  Routes  3,  24,  25  and  Interstate 
195  for  the  Plymouth  Industrial  Park  and  the  surrounding  communities. 

The  economic  development  technical  assistance  program  for  local  small 
businesses  provided  one-on-one  assistance  and  group  training  to  a  variety  of 
local  business  people.  This  year  the  technical  assistance  programs  provided 
customer  service,  promotion,  strategic  planning  and  retail  display  training  for  local 
businesses.  A  new  technical  assistance  training  series  was  offered  called  Making 
Art  Making  A  Living,  in  which  area  artists  were  provided  with  training  relating  to 
basic  business  law,  designing  their  business  and  presenting  their  products 
through  the  Internet.  The  technical  assistance  training  programs  provide  a  new 
list  of  potential  businesses  that  can  be  established  and  grow  with  the  help  of 
programs  that  are  offered  to  small  businesses.  The  Office  of  Economic 
Development  works  cooperatively  with  the  Massachusetts  Small  Business 
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Development  Center  in  providing  direct  business  planning  assistance  to  small 
and  mid  size  companies.  re

The  Office  of  Economic  Development  during  1 999  continued  working  with  the  j|  H 
Southeastern  Economic  Development  (SEED)  Corporation  to  provide  loan  funds 
to  Plymouth  Businesses.  SEED  provides  loans  under  the  U.S.  Small  Business  i 
Administration  and  Massachusetts  Ready  Resource  Grant  funding  programs.  C

The  Plymouth  Business  Investment  Fund  continued  in  1999  to  provide  loan  C 
funds  to  small  businesses.  The  program  was  funded  through  the  Massachusetts 
Ready  Resource  Grant  program  and  the  Rockland  Trust  Company.  | 

The  Plymouth  Transportation  System  expanded  operations  during  the  year  to 
serve  West  Plymouth  and  Manomet  residents.  The  system  was  funded  for  a  "pilot"  !  c 
program  with  an  allocation  of  funding  from  the  Massachusetts  State  Access  to  j  u 
Jobs  Program.  The  Plymouth  Transportation  System  or  "PAL"  is  managed  by  the  p 
Greater  Attleboro  Taunton  Regional  Transportation  Authority  (GATRA)  and  j 
operated  by  Plymouth  and  Brockton  Street  Railway  Company.  In  the  past  year  PAL  j 
monthly  passenger  counts  have  increased  from  7,937  in  Dec-98,  to  an  all  time  high  $ 
of  9,401  in  Aug-99  when  visitors  were  served,  leveling  off  to  8,523  in  Dec-99.  j, 

The  Office  of  Economic  Development  provides  staff  support  to  two  Town  j| 
committees,  the  Plymouth  Development  Industrial  Commission  (PDIC)  and  the  j| 
Visitor  Services  Board  (VSB).  In  addition,  the  Office  of  Economic  Development  | 
staff  works  directly  with  the  Plymouth  Industrial  Development  Corporation  (PIDC),  l! 
private  developers  and  businesses,  the  Plymouth  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce,  : 
Historic  Plymouth  Merchants  Association,  Plymouth  County  Development  | 
Council,  and  other  local  and  regional  organizations  to  promote  Plymouth  as  a  I 
business  site  and  to  develop  opportunities  for  the  community  and  our  residents. 

►  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 


It  is  the  Plymouth  Historical  Commission's  mission  to  preserve, 
protect  and  document  the  historic  architectural  heritage  of  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  Legislated  protection  is  provided  for  historic  buildings  located  in 
the  Plymouth  Historic  District  in  the  downtown-harbor  area.  The  Historic 
District  is  a  local  and  national  treasure  of  our  country's  architecture  with  a 
variety  of  excellent  examples  spanning  three  centuries. 

The  Commission  met  biweekly  in  Town  Hall  reviewing  sixty-three  proposals  C 
for  commercial  signage  and  residential/commercial  fagade  renovations  within  the  M 
District.  In  addition,  the  Commission  maintains  an  inventors  of  Historic  Properties  $' 
within  the  entire  community  that  is  kept  on  file  at  the  Town  Hall  and  Library,  and  0 
is  available  for  regular  public  consultation.  |  to

Discussions  were  initiated  with  waterfront  property  owners  interested  in 
rezoning  properties  to  extend  the  Downtown  Waterfront  District  and  the  Historic 
District.  The  Commission  also  reviewed  proposals  within  National  Register 
Historic  Districts. 

Commission  members  for  this  year  included  Clifford  E.  Sampson,  Sr., 
Chairman;  Wesley  Ennis,  Vice  Chairman,  William  Fornaciari,  Secretary;  Robert 
Dawson  and  William  Rudolph.  William  Rudolph,  the  newest  member,  is  the 
Commission's  designated  District  Resident. 

►  MANOMET  VILLAGE  STEERING  COMMITTEE 


Established  in  1991  by  Town  meeting,  the  Manomet  Village  Steering 
Committee  continues  to  support  the  goals  and  objectives  of  its  Master  Plan. 
Meetings  are  held  at  the  Manomet  Elementary  School  cafeteria,  Manomet 
Point  Road  on  the  last  Thursday  of  each  month,  at  7:00  p.m. 

Committee  officers  are:  Lee  J.  Anderson,  Chair;  Virginia  Johnson, 
Secretary;  Eileen  Collins,  Ray  Bousquet,  Charles  Kipp,  William  Franks  and  Mary 
(Jane  Calhoun.  The  committee  has  had  numerous  concerns  to  address: 

1.  The  completion  of  the  pedestrian  loop  with  side  walks  from  Manomet 
Point  Road  along  Taylor  Avenue  connecting  new  sidewalks  on  White 
Horse  Road.  This  project  includes  new  curbing,  road  realignment,  new 
road  surfaces  and  continues  to  be  an  on  going  study  by  the  Town 
Engineering  Department.  In  the  new  year  the  committee  is  anxious  to  see 
work  commencing. 

2.  With  the  conveyance  of  the  Boston  Edison  property,  the  future  changes 
that  may  affect  land  holdings  north  of  the  Manomet  Village  magnify  the 
initial  concerns  of  the  Master  Plan. 

3.  "The  Village  Green",  a  major  part  of  the  Master  Plan,  has  been  dormant 
with  no  activity  except  for  the  hopeful  members  of  the  Steering 
Committee,  interest  and  technical  assistance  from  Land  Management 
Systems,  Nick  Filla,  architect,  who  has  drawn  preliminary  drawings,  and 
the  assistance  of  State  Representative,  Vinny  M.  DeMacedo. 

The  steering  committee  members  have  attended  numerous  meetings:  The 
Community  Visioning  Session,  Round  Table  Discussion  with  Planning  Board  & 
,Master  Plan  Committee,  The  Master  Plan  Committee,  Plymouth  Transportation 
jjSystems  meeting,  State  Ethics  Commission  Workshop.  Members  of  the  Steering 
ijCommittee  participate  in  other  committees  and  are  able  to  bring  more  information 
■to  assist  the  Steering  Committee's  goals. 
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Positive  changes  in  Manomet  have  been  the  construction  repair  on  Boat 
Lane  ramp.  This  paving  will  protect  frequent  erosion  and  offer  safety  protection 
accessing  the  beaches.  The  GATRA  bus  service  has  become  a  permanent 
service  from  the  inter-neighborhood/village  center  system  and  valued  by  the 
residence. 

Members  of  the  Manomet  Steering  Committee  welcome  all  to  visit  our 
meetings  to  offer  opinions,  requests  and  concerns  affecting  the  Village  or  the 
Town. 

►  NORTH  PLYMOUTH  STEERING  COMMITTEE 


The  North  Plymouth  Steering  Committee,  working  with  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  assists  in  the  implementation  of  the 
North  Plymouth  Master  Plan  of  1992  and  advocates  for  the  needs  of  the 
area.  Seven  members  are  appointed  for  staggered  three-year  terms; 
meetings  are  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  the  month  in  the  Cordage 
Park  conference  room. 

Work  continued  on  a  number  of  ongoing  projects,  encountering  and  dealing 
with  a  variety  of  obstacles  and  setbacks,  but  gradually  moving  forward.  After 
extensive  planning  and  negotiations  among  the  many  parties  involved,  the  Loring 
Library  appears  to  finally  have  a  home  as  part  of  the  Zion  Lutheran  Church 
complex,  across  the  street  from  its  former  site.  The  Seaside  Trail  project  had 
become  stalled  because  of  a  change  of  direction  and  commitment  at  state  level; 
the  planned  resolution  is  to  transfer  ownership  to  the  town  using  the  design  and 
construction  funds  and  then  applying  for  a  new  development  grant.  Two 
committee  members  serve  on  the  Plymouth  Master  Plan  Committee. 

The  reconstruction  of  Court  Street  (Route  3A)  created  considerable 
disruption  and  inconvenience  but  actually  made  rapid  progress  before  closing 
down  for  the  winter.  Two  steering  committee  members  met  regularly  with  town 
and  state  highway  officials  and  the  contractors.  Another  highway  project,  which 
will  involve  the  committee,  is  the  recently  initiated  reconstruction  of  the 
interchange  at  Route  3  in  connection  with  the  building  of  the  new  Route  44. 

The  committee  continues  to  meet  with  developers  and  owners  to  discuss 
and  comment  on  plans  for  beginning  or  modifying  properties  in  the  area,  and 
communicating  recommendations  to  the  appropriate  town  offices.  Private  citizens 
also  approach  the  committee  with  problems  and  concerns,  and  ask  for  advice  and 
any  necessary  intercession.  Interaction  with  other  community  groups  continues 
as  does  cooperation  with  many  of  their  activities.  A  joint  meeting  of  all  the  steering 
committees  was  held  and  seen  as  extremely  valuable. 
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►  PLYMOUTH  REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY 


Since  its  establishment  in  1959,  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment 
Authority  has  continuously  worked  with  the  citizens  and  governing  body  of 
the  Town  for  the  betterment  of  home  and  community.  (Retrospect,  the 
Authority  feels  that  it  has  and  continues  to  succeed  in  this  task.)  It  is 
therefore  the  intent  of  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  to  continue 
to  be  a  people-oriented  agency,  to  continue  to  seek  out  the  best  possible 
loan  programs  that  will  enable  families  and  individuals  in  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  to  acquire  and/or  through  housing  rehabilitation  programs,  to  live 
n  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing. 

During  1999  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  continued  to  follow  its 
Mission  Statement  in  helping  to  provide  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing  for  the 
citizens  of  Plymouth  through  administering  loan  programs  offered  by  the 
Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency.  The  Home  Improvement  Loan  Program 
and  the  Get  the  Lead  Out  Program  continue  to  be  the  most  sought  after  loan 
.programs  by  the  citizens  of  Plymouth.  In  addition,  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
administers  a  $125,000  grant  of  HUD  HOME  funds  that  are  used  by  qualified 
(citizens  of  Plymouth  for  down  payment  and  closing  cost  assistance  for  the 
purchase  of  their  first  home.  Funds  are  distributed  on  a  first  come  first  serve 
jDasis.  The  Redevelopment  Authority  applied  for  Massachusetts  Housing 
Partnership  Soft  Second  Loan  funds  and  was  awarded  a  first  allocation  of 
$35,000.  Funds  are  used  to  subsidize  and  guarantee  loan  funds  for  first  time 
homebuyers. 

Summer  Street  Urban  Renewal  Area:  The  Authority  is  pleased  to  report  that 
he  Spring  Hill  Apartment  complex  completed  a  substantial  renovation  to  bring  it 
nto  compliance  with  the  standards  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan.  In  addition,  the 
acade  of  22  Summer  Street  was  renovated,  as  was  the  exterior  of  70  Summer 
Street.  The  Trustees  of  48  Summer  Street  report  that  it  will  be  renovated  in  early 
2000. 

The  Authority  also  diligently  reviews  all  other  properties  within  the  area  and 
nas  contacted  and  worked  with  owners  and  investors  in  facilitating  compliance 
ith  maintenance  standards. 

Homebuyer  Counseling  Program:  Since  its  introduction  in  1991,  the 
authority  has  been  responsible  for  counseling  360  first  time  homebuyers. 
Families  and  individuals  completing  the  course  become  eligible  for  low  interest 
Mortgages  through  MHFA,  the  HOME  program,  the  Soft  Second  Loan  Program, 
jknd  various  other  institutional  loan  programs.  In  addition,  and  just  as  important, 
the  course  makes  first-time  homebuyers  aware  of  the  pitfalls  encountered  and  the

responsibilities  required  in  buying  and  owning  their  first  home.  To  support  of  the 
program,  the  Redevelopment  Authority  received  a  HUD  grant  and  several  other  i 
private  donations.  Town  funds  are  not  expended  on  this  program.  In  December  o 
1 999,  the  Authority  received  HUD  Housing  Counseling  Certification.  The  Authority  c 
was  certified  to  provide  basic  housing,  delinquency  and  foreclosure  avoidance,  n 
and  reverse  equity  mortgage  counseling.  Certification  will  allow  the  Authority  to  p 
apply  directly  to  HUD  for  grant  funding. 

The  Town  Bell  Project:  The  Redevelopment  Authority  applied  for  several  F 
grants  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Town  Bell.  Inoperable  for  many  years,  the  Bell,  F 
originally  forged  by  Paul  Revere,  hangs  in  the  First  Parish  Church  in  Town  1 
Square.  The  project  encompasses  making  the  Bell  fully  operable  by  re-hanging  it  S 
and  motorizing  and  automating  the  ringer.  The  access  ladder  would  be  replaced 
with  a  scissors  staircase  system.  The  project  should  commence  and  be 
completed  in  the  summer  of  2000.  The  Plymouth  Cultural  Commission,  the  j,l 
Redevelopment  Authority,  and  the  Visitors  Service  Board  have  committed  funds  C 
to  the  project.  An  application  for  funding  is  pending  with  the  National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts.

►  VISITOR  SERVICES  BOARD  a 


The  Visitor  Services  Board  of  Plymouth,  Massachusetts  serves  as  an  P 
advisory  board  to  the  Town  Manager  and  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  seven-  C 
member  board  is  charged  with  the  management  of  the  Town  Promotion  R 
(tourism)  Fund,  which  is  funded  wholly  by  a  percentage  of  the  local/motel  D 
rooms  tax.  The  Visitor  Services  Board  awards  funds  and  grants  for 
promotional  and  marketing  materials,  information  delivery,  events, 
activities  and  infrastructure  betterment  in  an  effort  to  maximize  the  quality  D 
of  Plymouth's  tourism  industry  for  the  benefit  of  residents  and  visitors 
alike. 
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The  Visitor  Services  Board  continued  to  work  with  event  planners  and 
organizers,  historic  organizations,  town  departments  and  the  local  business 
community  toward  improving  Plymouth  as  a  tourist  destination.  With  three  new 
members  to  the  Board  in  1 999,  the  VSB  took  some  time  to  review  the  policies  and 
practices  of  the  Board  in  relation  to  its  mission. 

Numerous  traditional  special  events  were  funded  in  part  through  the  Town 
Promotion  Fund  including,  but  not  limited  to  July  4h  Celebration,  Waterfront 
Festival,  Project  Arts  Concert  Series,  Run  to  the  Rock,  4h  Annual  State  Forest 
Triathlon,  Pilgrims'  Progress,  America's  Hometown  Celebration  and  A  North 
Street  Christmas. 

The  VSB  participated  in  a  cooperative  advertising  program  in  the  Old  Colony 
Memorial  promoting  the  benefits  of  tourism  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Destination  Plymouth  and  Plymouth  County  Development  Council. 

A  review  and  prioritization  of  infrastructure  programs  was  undertaken  by  the 
VSB.  Some  improvement  projects  continued  with  the  installation  of  the  decorative 
|street  lighting  within  the  Historic  Downtown  &  Waterfront  area  through  a 
•cooperative  effort  with  the  Town's  DPW  and  the  Dept.  of  Environmental 
.Management.  The  Historic  Plymouth  Downtown  and  Waterfront  Signage  Program 
jwas  reviewed  and  will  continue  in  an  effort  to  increase  improved  directional  and 
[historic  information  signs  within  the  district. 

A  new  contract  period  was  entered  into  with  Destination  Plymouth,  a  non- 
profit tourism  cooperative.  Two  contracts  were  extended  one  for  the  operation  of 
the  130  Water  Street  Information  Center,  and  the  second  a  marketing  and 
{promotion  contract. 

►  WEST  PLYMOUTH  STEERING  COMMITTEE 


The  primary  mission  of  the  WPSC  is  to  assist  in  the  implementation  of 
the  West  Plymouth  Master  Plan  as  adopted  by  the  Town  Meeting,  and  to 
advocate  for  the  needs  of  the  area.  As  part  of  this  charge,  the  WPSC 
participates  in  community  issues  which  include:  Traffic,  Parking,  and 
llPedestrian  Circulation;  Public  Safety;  Public  Facilities  and  Services; 
(bommercial  Building  and  Site  Design;  Public  Space,  Conservation,  and 
^Recreation;  Zoning  and  Land  Use;  Historic  Identity;  Housing;  and  Economic 
Development. 

During  1999,  the  WPSC  involved  itself  in  several  community  projects. 
Jburing  the  winter  months,  WPSC  was  very  involved  in  meetings  to  develop  the 
{revised  "Vision  of  Plymouth".  The  chairman  worked  with  the  Planning  Board  to 
implement  more  open  communication  between  the  four  Steering  Committees. 
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Unfortunately,  other  community  issues  only  allowed  for  a  single  meeting,  however 
this  effort  should  be  reactivating  and  continued.  During  the  spring  and  summer 
months,  members  of  the  WPSC  were  selected  to  the  Growth  Management  and 
Master  Planning  Committees.  The  second  half  of  the  year  was  dominated  by  the 
potential  development  of  the  56  acre  "General  Commercial"  zoned  parcel 
between  Rte.  44  and  80.  Several  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  and 
unfortunately  the  recommendations  made  by  the  WPSC  were  largely  ignored  at 
the  permitting  stage  of  the  project.  This  decision  cost  WPSC  a  member,  and 
forced  WPSC  to  move  to  appeal  the  approved  "Special  Permit"  since  in  the 
Committee's  opinion  it  failed  to  adequately  address  the  Bylaw's  Conditions  and 
Safeguards  required  to  issue  such  a  "Special  Permit".  This  failure  was  based  on 
the  "Special  Permit"  not  addressing  key  recommendations  made  in  the  West 
Plymouth  Master  Plan  as  adopted  by  the  Town  Meeting.  WPSC  continued  to  work 
on  the  issues  through  the  end  of  the  year.  The  appeal  remained  pending  through 
December  31,  1999. 

This  episode  also  raised  the  question  as  to  the  relevance  or  need  of  the 
Town  Meeting  ratified  Village  Center  Concept  and  Steering  Committees,  the 
implementability  of  the  Town  Meeting  ratified  Village  Center  Master  Plans 
(existing  and  future),  and  their  use  by  the  planning  and  permitting  branches  of 
local  government.  Their  current  status  is  that  these  Master  Plans  have  been 
ratified  by  Town  Meeting,  yet  are  not  referenced  or  addressed  in  the  Town  Bylaws, 
and  therefore  have  no  legal  standing.  Unless  project  proponents  volunteer,  or  the 
Municipal  planning  and/or  permitting  boards/departments  incorporate  the 
recommendations  of  these  plans  in  their  decisions,  especially  in  site  specific 
conditions;  these  Master  Plans  serve  no  purpose.  This  issue  must  be  resolved  the 
next  year. 

In  addition,  during  the  last  quarter  of  1999  WPSC  conceptually  approved 
reduced-density  development  plans  and  open  space  procurement  concepts  in  the 
West  Plymouth  Community. 

WPSC  lost  three  members  of  long-standing  during  1999.  Their  service  and 
expertise  will  be  missed.  Thank  you  Messrs.  William  Clancy,  Fred  Steiermann, 
and  Russell  Canevazzi. 


As  always,  WPSC  invites  the  residents  of  ,  and  Town  Meeting 
representatives  of  West  Plymouth;  any  Steering  Committee  and  their 
membership,  community  leaders,  elected  and  appointed  officials;  and  any 
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interested  Plymouth  residents  to  our  monthly  meetings.  Meetings  are  held  on  the 
third  Wednesday  of  every  month,  at  7:30  PM  in  the  Plymouth  Airport  Conference 
Room,  off  South  Meadow  Road. 


The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  (ZBA)  had  another  productive  year  meeting  on 
the  average  of  twice  a  month  to  hear  petitions  requesting  Special  Permits, 
Variances,  and  Appeals  of  decisions  made  by  the  Building  Commissioner.  There 
were  sixty-two  (62)  cases  filed  this  year. 

Examples  of  petitions  considered  by  the  Board  include:  the  additional 
construction  of  an  Applebee's  Restaurant  and  a  Stop  &  Shop  Gas  Station  at  the 
Myles  Standish  Shopping  Center  on  Route  44;  the  development  of  a  golf  course 
at  Forges  Field  and  a  driving  range  in  Cedarville;  the  approval  of  the  Women's 
Body  Shopp  in  the  Industrial  Park;  the  approval  of  construction  of  Commerce  Park 
| LLC  a  planned  shopping  center  on  Routes  44  and  80  in  West  Plymouth;  the 
(expansion  of  several  cranberry  bogs;  the  approval  of  the  Home  Depot  project  on 
jLong  Pond  Road;  as  well  as  the  denial  of  two  cellular  towers. 

The  ZBA  consists  of  five  regular  members  and  to  two  alternate  members 
that  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  current  members  are  as

►  ZONING  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 
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PUBLIC  SAFETY 


►  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department  is  to  protect  the  general 
public's  life  and  property  in  the  safest  and  most  efficient  manner;  to  educate 
the  public  and  earn  respect  through  our  professional  actions  and  deeds;  to 
foster  an  open,  honest  and  willing  line  of  communication  with  and  through 
management  to  help  solve  and/or  eliminate  problems  making  for  a  more 
harmonious  and  efficient  work  place,  thus  benefiting  not  only  the 
employees,  but  also  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  department  continues  to  experience  the  impact  of  new  growth.  This 
past  year  the  department  responded  to  an  all  time  high  of  4172  emergency 
incidents  and  our  contract  ambulance  service  to  3990  medical  incidents. 

The  Department  recognizes  Kathie  Norian  for  her  dedicated  fund  raising 
efforts  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  thermal  imaging  equipment  for  the 
Department.  This  program  has  raised  over  $40,000.00  and  has  purchased  two 
cameras  this  year.  It  is  our  intent  to  provide  one  of  these  units  to  each  of  the  six 
village  stations.  This  latest  thermal  imaging  technology  allows  fire  fighters  to  see 
in  the  complete  dark  smoke  filled  atmosphere  of  a  fire  building. 

This  year  we  received  delivery  of  our  new  Pierce  1500  GPM  pumping 
engine,  which  is  now  stationed  at  North  Plymouth.  This  state  of  the  art  piece  of 
apparatus  will  provide  20  years  of  reliable  service. 

The  Fire  Station  Building  and  Study  Committee  continues  to  work  on  the 
appropriation  of  funds  for  the  design  and  construction  of  a  new  Fire  Station  in  the 
geographical  center  of  Town,  Long  Pond  Road  and  Clark  Road.  This  area  which 
is  currently  experiencing  tremendous  growth  does  not  receive  an  adequate  level 
of  fire  or  medical  service.  Most  responses  to  this  section  are  in  excess  of  ten 
minutes,  which  is  not  acceptable. 

On  December  3rd,  the  fire  service  experienced  tragedy  when  six  fire  fighters 
in  the  City  of  Worcester  MA  lost  their  lives  fighting  a  fire  in  a  vacant  cold  storage 
building.  This  incident  severely  shook  the  emotions  of  all  fire  fighters  and  their 
families.  We  provided  assistance  to  the  City  of  Worcester  throughout  the  week- 
long  recovery  period.  Our  personnel  provided  assistance  as  part  of  two  task  force 
groups  from  Plymouth  County,  support  from  our  members  to  the  Hazardous 
Material  Response  Team  and  the  Critical  Incident  Stress  Team.  We  express  our 
appreciation  to  all  those  members  of  our  community  who  expressed  sympathy 
toward  our  fallen  brothers. 
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S.A.F.E.  Program 

The  departments  public  fire  and  safety  education  program  is  intended  to 
provide  safety  and  fire  prevention  information  to  students  and  adults  throughout 
the  community.  The  goals  of  the  program  are  to  promote  health  and  safety  in  daily 
living,  thus  reducing  the  occurrence  of  injuries  from  burns  or  accidents,  reducing 
the  number  of  fire  incidents  and  limiting  property  damage.  An  important 
component  of  the  curriculum  is  an  emphasis  on  informing  the  public  about  the 
health  and  fire  risks  associated  with  cigarette  smoking. 

The  S.A.F.E.  Program  is  funded  through  a  grant  received  from  the 
Massachusetts  Office  of  Public  Safety,  Department  of  Fire  Services  as  part  of  the 
statewide  Student  Awareness  of  Fire  Education  campaign.  The  department 
applied  for  and  received  funding  in  the  amount  of  $  5,650.  to  operate  the  program 
for  the  third  year. 

During  the  past  year,  the  S.A.F.E.  Program  participated  in  the  following 
community  events;  Plymouth  Chamber  of  Commerce  Waterfront  Festival,  Plymouth 
ChowderFest,  STAND  for  Children,  Early  Childhood  Fair,  and  has  attended  many 
meetings  of  area  service  groups  such  as  the  Girls  and  Boys  Scouts. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Plymouth  Public  Schools,  firefighters  conducted  fire 
and  safety  presentations  for  Kindergarten  and  Grade  One  classrooms.  Channel 
#18,  the  school  systems  cable  TV  network,  broadcast  videotaped  programs  on 
fire  prevention  topics. 

Two  Plymouth  youths  participated  in  the  third  annual  Summer  Fire  Safety 
Day  Camp  at  the  Mass.  Fire  Fighting  Academy  in  Stow,  MA.  where  they  learned 
about  fire  fighting  as  a  career  and  participated  in  educational  workshops  and 
hands-on  muster  events. 

In  July,  the  S.A.F.E.  Program  received  a  $  2,000.00  grant  from  the  Bell  Atlantic 
Foundation  as  part  of  their  community  philanthropy  program.  Papa  Gino's  supplied 
pizzas  and  sponsored  the  annual  Fire  Station  Open  House  during  Fire  Prevention 
Week.  Rogers  and  Gray  Insurance  donated  1000  children's  fire  helmets,  and  Wal- 
Mart,  Shaw's  and  Stop  &  Shop  each  provided  refreshments  for  visitors. 

The  success  of  the  S.A.F.E.  Program  during  the  past  year  has  been  due  to 
the  generosity  of  local  businesses  for  their  sponsorship  and  donations,  and  to  the 
members  of  the  Department  for  their  time  and  dedication.  (Submitted  by  Lt. 
J  Michael  A.  Young  S.A.F.E.  Program  Coordinator.) 

jjFSI  Program 

The  Juvenile  Fire  Setter  Intervention  Program  began  in  April  1995  with  the 
Intent  of  providing  assistance  to  families  with  children  who  have  some 
involvement  with  fire  setting  or  fire  play. 
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Children  become  involved  with  this  program  by  way  of  court  mandate 
referral  from  counseling  agencies,  direct  contact  via  fire  ground  investigations, 
and  by  simple  voluntary  participation. 

This  program  is  a  positive  educationally  based  curriculum  covering  the 
topics  of  Fire  Science,  Fire  Safety,  Fire  Survival  and  the  Fire  Service. 

The  method  of  teaching  is  on  a  one-to-one  basis  with  each  module  adapted 
to  the  child's  age  and  learning  ability.  The  program  runs  for  approximately  eight  to 
nine  weeks  from  first  interview  to  graduation.  Students  range  in  age  from  four 
years  to  sixteen  years  old.  To  date  approximately  164  children  have  been 
recorded  in  the  data  file  with  77  of  these  kids  actually  entering  the  program  based 
on  their  need  for  education.  Sixty-five  children  have  graduated  the  program  and 
the  success  rate  amongst  this  group  is  about  98  %.  Currently  there  are  two 
children  enrolled  in  the  program  with  one  more  waiting  to  start.  (Submitted  by 
Captain  Martin  A.  Enos,  JFSI  Program  Coordinator.) 

PLYMOUTH  EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT  AGENCY 

The  office  is  mostly  a  volunteer  organization  that  becomes  the  hub  of 
information  for  all  town  departments  and  the  media  during  an  emergency. 
Volunteer  staff  assists  with  shelters  as  well  as  supplying  back-up 
manpower  for  town  departments.  The  safety  of  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  is 
the  primary  reason  for  our  existence. 

Our  office  continues  to  train  in  order  to  be  prepared  for  any  emergency  that  i 
may  affect  the  safety  of  our  citizens  as  well  as  assist  in  the  various  Town  and 
privately  sponsored  functions  during  the  year. 

The  Town  was  very  fortunate  this  year  that  there  were  no  major 
emergencies. 

The  Town  participated  in  a  graded  exercise  with  the  Federal  and  State  govern- 
ment and  the  Pilgrim  Nuclear  Power  Plant  as  part  of  the  ongoing  training  program.

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This  division  is  very  grateful  to  the  many  dedicated  volunteers  that  have 
assisted  our  division  during  emergencies  as  well  as  during  various  functions  that 
occurred  during  the  year. 

FIRE  PREVENTION  DIVISION 

The  Fire  Prevention  Office  is  comprised  of  one  Captain  and  one  Lieutenant. 
I  During  the  year  each  Fire  Prevention  Officer  completes  many  hours  of  training  at 
ijmeetings  and  seminars  to  achieve  and  maintain  certification  as  a  Fire  Inspector, 
keeping  current  with  changes  in  the  State  fire  prevention  regulations. 

The  Fire  Prevention  Division  is  responsible  for  coordinating  the  following: 
The  Departments  In-Service  Inspection  Program,  School  Tours,  Fire  Prevention 
Week  Activities,  Fire-Safety  Presentations  working  with  the  Student  Awareness  of 
Fire-Safety  Education  (S.A.F.E.)  Grant  Program  Coordinator. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  to  review  the  plans  for 
all  new  construction  within  the  Town,  making  sure  that  all  Fire  Safety 
jrequirements  are  met.  These  include  Automated  Fire  Sprinklers,  Fire  Alarm 
i Systems,  and  adequate  access  for  fire  fighting  and  adequate  water  supply. 
Inspections  are  made  during  construction  to  assure  that  the  work  complies  with 
fire  prevention  standards  and  codes. 

In  addition  to  new  construction,  it  is  also  their  responsibility  to  conduct 
•  periodic  inspections,  as  required  by  law,  of  the  hospital,  schools,  nursing  homes, 
Band  garages.  They  also  provide  the  certification  of  compliance  for  smoke 
Idetectors  for  the  sale  of  any  residential  units  and  conduct  inspections  of  oil  fired 
iequipment,  including  all  above  and  underground  tank  installations  and  removals, 
iself  service  gas  stations,  hood  suppression  systems.  They  also  resolve  Fire  Code 
complaints  and  violations. 

The  division  assists  the  Building  Department  with  their  inspections  for  the 
renewal  of  the  Certificate  of  Occupancy  for  restaurants,  schools,  hospitals  etc. 

Annual  inspections  are  conducted  at  the  Plymouth  County  Correctional 
Facility,  MCl-Forestry  Camp;  Group  Homes,  Schools,  and  Educational  Facilities, 
Quarterly  inspections  are  conducted  at  Jordan  Hospital,  Nursing  Homes,  Mental 
Health  Facilities  and  Day  Cares. 

TRAINING  DIVISION 

Training  for  any  Fire  Department  must  be  a  continual  process  to  assure  the 
members  are  prepared  to  perform  any  task  on  a  moment's  notice.  The  addition  of 
new  equipment  requires  intensive  hands-on  training  for  all  that  will  use  it.  This 
past  year  saw  the  replacement  of  old  air-lifting  bags  with  newer  high-pressure 
units,  replacement  of  all  Scott  air  packs,  and  computerized  fitting  of  face  pieces, 
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and  the  addition  of  a  multi-gas  detection  meter  for  the  North  Plymouth  Station. 

In  addition,  training  has  been  completed  for  the  2  Thermal  Imaging  Cameras 
that  have  been  donated,  and  are  now  in  service.  This  exciting  new  technology  will 
drastically  reduce  the  time  required  for  fire  fighters  to  search  for  trapped 
occupants  in  fire-involved  structures,  allow  more  rapid  location  of  fire  thereby 
reducing  fire  damage.  The  cameras  also  allow  non-fire  functions  such  as  location 
of  children  or  elderly  persons  lost  in  the  woods. 

Each  of  these  additions  and  changes  required  extensive  training  for  all  that 
would  utilize  these  tools  in  the  protection  of  Plymouths'  citizens. 

Department  members  participated  in  numerous  Mass  Fire  Academy  courses 
in  1999  both  in-house  and  at  locations  remote  from  Plymouth. 

This  year  the  Training  Officer  had  the  opportunity  to  demonstrate  to  the 
Town  Manager  and  Assistant  Town  Manager  the  work  of  a  fire  fighter.  Mrs.  Beth 
and  Mr.  Hartmann  participated  in  actual  live  fire  training  exercises  at  the 
Barnstable  County  Fire  Training  Facility.  After  receiving  training  on  the  use  of  the 
air  pack  and  some  basic  fire  fighting  skills,  both  managers  participated  in  search, 
ventilation  and  fire  suppression  activities.  The  purpose  of  the  training  was  to 
educate  our  managers  in  the  nature  of  modern  fire  fighting.  All  involved  agreed 
the  day  was  a  complete  success. 

The  Department  would  like  to  thank  Laidlaw  Transportation  and  especially 
Mrs.  Barbara  Jesse  for  her  help  in  obtaining  a  school  bus  for  our  members  to 
practice  extrication  on. 

The  Fire  Department  training  program  continues  to  be  indebted  to  McCarthy 
Towing  Company  for  its  assistance.  They  have  provided  more  than  14  vehicles 
this  year,  at  no  cost  to  the  Town,  including  towing  in  and  removal  of  a  school  bus. 
These  vehicles  allow  our  members  to  keep  current  with  the  skills  needed  to 
remove  injured  people  from  motor  vehicle  wrecks. 

The  Department  also  wishes  to  thank  Nancy  Richard  and  the  entire  staff  of 
PAC-TV  for  their  assistance  and  technical  advice  creating  videotapes  for  the 
training  division  and  for  public  service  announcements. 

The  Training  Officer  also  serves  as  the  coordinator  for  the  Cedarville 
Community  Room.  Use  of  the  facility  was  up  again  this  year  with  32  different  groups 
using  the  room  for  a  total  of  183  times.  The  facility  has  proven  ideal  for  community 
meetings,  as  a  polling  place,  and  also  for  a  wide  variety  of  classrooms  uses. 
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FIRE  ALARM  DIVISION 


Growth  continues  in  use  of  the  municipal  fire  alarm  system  for  automatic 
notification  to  the  fire  department  of  alarm  conditions  in  industrial  and  commercial 
properties.  These  systems  are  installed  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayer  and  employ 
existing  fire  alarm  circuits  throughout  the  Town.  Many  alarms  are  received  by  the 
^automatic  activation  of  detection  devices  that  are  connected  to  the  municipal  fire 
Salarm  system.  Most  of  the  alarms  are  trivial  in  nature  because  of  this  early 
([detection  and  reporting.  However,  the  potential  for  considerable  reduction  in  fire 
(loss  is  great,  and  this  system  reduces  the  operating  expense  for  the  department. 
|The  chance  of  loss  of  tax  base  and  employment  within  the  community  is  also 
jjreduced.

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►  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  is  to  provide  for  the 
safety  of  the  public,  the  protection  of  life  and  property,  to  serve  with 
integrity,  to  provide  a  well  trained  professional  department  to  the  public,  to 
treat  all  members  of  the  public  and  all  employees  with  respect,  and  to  strive 
to  ensure  that  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  is  the  finest  law 
enforcement  agency  in  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Plymouth  Police  Department  has  continued  to  further  its  commitment 
towards  community  policing.  The  department  has  again  increased  walking  beats 
in  the  downtown  district,  waterfront  district  and  North  Plymouth  district.  Officers 
have  continued  a  "Park  and  Walk  Patrol,"  which  allows  the  officers  to  spend  time 
patrolling  on  foot  in  specified  neighborhoods.  The  Police  Department  was  the 
recipient  of  a  Community  Policing  grant  which  has  enabled  us,  in  part,  to  award 
small  grants  to  four  of  the  most  active  Neighborhood  Watch  Programs:  Downtown 
Neighborhood  Watch,  North  Plymouth  Neighborhood  Watch,  Algonquin  Heights 
Neighborhood  Watch,  and  the  Plymouth  Housing  Authority  Neighborhood  Watch. 
These  programs  have  been  very  successful  and  promote  the  partnership  and 
cooperative  effort  of  police,  citizens,  and  community  officials  to  reduce  criminal 
activity  within  the  community.  Each  Neighborhood  Watch  program  has  had  its 
own  successes,  but  the  North  Plymouth  Neighborhood  Watch  Program  received 
statewide  recognition  as  the  Commonwealth's  number  one  Neighborhood  Watch 
organization. 

As  part  of  the  Plymouth  Police  Department's  Community  Policing  program, 
the  "Cops  in  Shops"  Program,  which  was  initiated  in  1998,  has  continued.  Cops 
in  Shops  is  a  program  that  addresses  the  problem  of  underage  drinking  and  the 
prevention  of  the  illegal  purchase  of  alcohol  by  minors.  The  Department  is  proud 
to  announce  that  all  thirteen  (13)  retail  alcohol  establishments  have  continued  to 
voluntarily  participate  in  the  Cops  in  Shops  program.  The  program  features 
Plymouth  Police  Officers  posing  as  employees  in  retail  establishments.  These 
officers  focus  on  minors  attempting  to  purchase  alcohol  and  adults  purchasing 
alcohol  for  minors.  The  program  is  well  publicized  so  as  to  discourage  illegal 
purchases  of  alcohol  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  Plymouth  Police  Department  was  also  the  recipient  of  a  federal  grant  in 
the  amount  of  nearly  $140,000  to  fund  technological  improvements.  The  grant 
funds,  coupled  with  a  Town  Capital  Outlay  project  has  enabled  the  Police 
Department  to  install  state  of  the  art  mobile  computers  in  every  patrol  vehicle. 
These  computers  enable  officers  to  send  and  receive  written  information, 
including  police  reports,  using  secure  digital  communications.  Each  patrol  unit  is 
also  equipped  with  Global  Positioning  Units  that  provides  up  to  the  minute 
displays  of  each  patrol  unit's  location.  The  installation  of  the  mobile  computers  is 
complete.  Phase  two  of  the  program,  which  will  commence  immediately,  is  an 
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(upgrade  of  the  internal  Police  computer  network.  When  completed,  the  Police 
Department  will  have  upgraded  to  a  complete  PC  based  network. 

In  conjunction  with  upgrading  Police  computer  systems,  the  Department 
ndertook  an  extensive  review  of  every  piece  of  operational  equipment  to 
etermine  Y2K  readiness.  We  are  confident  that  the  Police  Department  is  Y2K 
ompliant. 

In  1999,  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  and  the  Plymouth  County  Sheriff's 
Department  jointly  offered  senior  residents  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  Are 
You  OK?  Program.  Are  You  OK?  is  a  computerized  telephone  calling  system 
designed  to  call  and  check  in  on  seniors  at  home.  By  working  with  the  Plymouth 
Council  on  Aging,  many  seniors  now  participate  in  this  program. 

During  this  past  year,  there  was  a  greater  demand  for  police  services  due  to 
an  increase  in  population,  the  number  of  special  events  and  the  number  of  visitors 
:o  Plymouth.  The  Plymouth  Police  Department  continues  to  explore  new  ways  to 
deliver  services  in  an  era  of  incredible  community  growth. 

The  Plymouth  Police  Department  continues  to  strive  to  improve  the  quality 
|pf  services  provided  to  the  community  and  we  look  forward  to  the  New 
Millennium.

This  department  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Public  Access  Board  and 
Harbor  Committee  were  successful  in  completing  the  much-needed  repairs  to  the 
public  boat  ramp  in  the  harbor. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF 
PUBLIC  WORKS 


►  ADMINISTRATION 


The  Department  of  Public  Works  mission  continues  to  be  that  of 
coordinating  all  work  and  planning  for  Public  Works  projects  within  the 
community. 

This  coordination  with  the  divisions  will  encourage  the  most  efficient 
utilization  of  resources  and  allow  us  to  act  as  the  liaison  between  the 
divisions  and  the  public  and/or  other  public  agencies. 

The  Town  of  Plymouth  signed  contracts  on  November  10,  1999  with  U.S. 
Filter  Operating  Services  (USFOS)  North  Andover,  Massachusetts,  for  the 
Design/Build  (D/B)  and  the  Operations  Contract  for  the  Town's  new  wastewater 
plant  to  be  built  in  Camelot  Industrial  Park.  Also,  the  Town  signed  a  contract  on 
November  10,  1999  with  P.  Gioioso  &  Sons,  Hyde  Park,  Massachusetts,  to 
construct  a  modified  pump  station  and  force  mains  to  the  new  wastewater 
treatment  plant.  Schedule  for  completion  and  full  operation  is  planned  for  the 
spring  2002. 

D.W.  White  Construction,  Acushnet,  Massachusetts,  has  started 
construction  on  the  next  phase  of  the  relocation  of  Route  44  from  Route  3  to  the 
Kingston  town  line.  The  project  includes  constructing  a  new  Connector  Road 
Interchange,  and  a  new  Park  and  Ride  Facility,  constructing  a  new  interchange  at 
Cherry  Street,  linking  relocated  Route  44  to  existing  Route  3,  relocating  West 
Cherry  Street,  relocating  Industrial  Park  Road  and  constructing  four  (4)  new 
bridges  over  various  roadways. 

The  design  and  permitting  for  the  Town's  new  golf  complex  on  four  hundred- 
(400)  acres  of  the  Forges  Field  property  has  been  completed.  The  construction 
of  the  project  by  Golfscape  LLC  from  Arlington,  Massachusetts,  is  the  second 
design,  build,  and  operate  (DBO)  project  done  in  Plymouth.  Construction  is 
scheduled  to  start  in  the  spring,  and  play  is  planned  for  the  fall  of  2001. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  Town  employees  who  have 
worked  for  and/or  with  the  Department  over  the  last  year. 
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►  CEMETERY  DIVISION 


The  overall  purpose  of  the  cemetery  division  is  to  provide  the 
community  with  the  best  possible  service  and  care.  The  cemetery  division 
would  like  to  be  recognized  as  an  efficient  and  resourceful  division  who 
■  believes  in  being  helpful  and  friendly  to  our  customers.  We  have  an 
I  obligation  to  all  our  customers  (families  and  friends  of  the  deceased,  our 
employees,  and  the  public)  to  work  together  to  keep  the  cemeteries  as  neat 
land  clean  as  possible. 

There  are  33  known  cemeteries  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  The  D.P.W. 
cemetery  division  maintains  and  services  26  of  these,  16  town  owned  and  10 
smaller  cemeteries  with  veterans  buried  in  them.

Cemetery.

The  mission  of  the  Engineering  Division  is  to  provide  quality 
engineering  services  and  technical  support  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  its 
8  residents,  agents  and  providers;  To  establish  an  atmosphere  of  courtesy, 
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efficiency  and  dedication,  while  maintaining  a  professional  work 
environment  which  will  foster,  encourage  and  nurture  personal  excellence, 
leadership  and  growth. 

As  we  say  goodbye  to  the  old  millennium,  and  ring  in  the  new,  our  staff  of 
six  can  look  back  on  1999  as  a  year  full  of  accomplishments.  Some  of  which 
include  preliminary  training  with  Geographic  Information  System  (GIS)  software 
and  demonstration  of  Global  Positioning  System  (GPS).  Experience  and  training 
with  these  systems  are  essential  skills  to  effectively  serve  the  public  in  the  new 
millennium. 

The  Engineering  Department  worked  with  numerous  entities  and  the 
general  public,  in  order  to  successfully  carry  out  two  eminent  domain  actions, 
Braley  Road  Layout  in  conjunction  with  the  Force  Sewer  Main  Project  and  the 
River  Street  Bride  Reconstruction  Project.  Fieldwork  has  been  completed  on  Ship 
Pond  Road,  from  Columbia  Circle  to  Old  Sandwich  Road  in  preparation  for  a 
roadway  acceptance  and  construction  of  that  section  of  roadway.  A  field  survey 
and  preliminary  design  has  been  done  to  assist  the  Cedarville  Steering 
Committee,  in  proposing  new  sidewalks  on  Long  Pond  Road  from  the  Little  Red 
School  House  to  Carters  Bridge  Road. 

1999  has  been  a  productive  year  for  the  Engineering  Department.  And  we 
look  forward  to  the  challenges  that  the  new  millennium  will  present.

►  HIGHWAY  DIVISION 


As  a  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  mission  of  the 
Highway  Division  is  to  provide  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
Town  accepted  roadways  and  sidewalks  as  well  as  limited  maintenance  of 
private  roadways.  In  the  interest  of  maintaining  the  highest  level  of  safety  to 
the  public,  the  Highway  Division  is  also  responsible  for  the  Town's  rapid 
response  to  adverse  weather  conditions,  especially  in  the  winter. 

General  construction  and  maintenance  responsibilities  of  the  Highway 
Division  include  asphalt  application  on  accepted  roadways  and  sidewalks,  brushing, 
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roadside  mowing,  line  painting,  basin  cleaning,  street  and  sidewalk  sweeping, 
municipal  rubbish  pickup,  litter  pickup,  drainage,  retention  area  cleaning,  grading 
and  calcium  application  on  dirt  roads  and  all  signage  on  streets  and  parking  lots. 

It  is  because  of  the  vast  assortment  of  services  that  the  Highway  Division 
provides  that  it  is  able  to  assist  all  other  Divisions  in  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.  Therefore,  to  insure  the  continual  improvement  of  the  quality  service  and 
efficiency  of  the  Division,  educational  materials  and  classes  in  numerous  areas 
are  available  to  all  employees. 

STREET  CLEANING 

In  mid-April  1999,  two  mobile  sweepers  started  cleaning  winter  sand.  The 
main  roads,  Main  Street  and  the  waterfront  are  swept  daily  during  the  summer 
months  and  every  other  day  the  rest  of  the  year.  The  side  streets  are  swept  in 
rotation.  The  second  sweeper  serviced  Manomet,  Cedarville,  Chiltonville,  the 
Long  Pond  Road  area,  Buttermilk  Bay  and  private  developments. 

DRAINAGE  AND  DRAINAGE  MAINTENANCE 

The  Division  made  repairs  and  installations  to  numerous  catch  basins  in  all 
areas  of  the  town  and  completed  the  cleaning  of  drain  lines  and  several  retention 
areas.

A  great 
expense  to  the  Town  is  replacing  signs,  which  are  vandalized,  stolen  or  destroyed 
I  by  accidents.  Included  in  this  area  is  the  constant  maintenance  of  the  traffic, 
warning  and  school  lights. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Other  work  done  by  the  Highway  Division  included  patching  of  roads; 
sidewalks  and  roadside  mowing;  grading  and  graveling  dirt  roads;  application  of 
calcium  chloride  on  dirt  roads;  replacing  parking  meters;  plowing  and  sanding; 
iirubbish  pickup,  removal  of  tree  stumps,  patching  and  pumping  of  poor  drainage 
■areas.  The  basin  cleaner  cleaned  out  catch  basins  throughout  the  year. 

The  Highway  Division  wishes  to  thank  its  staff,  as  well  as  all  other 
departments  for  their  efforts  throughout  the  year.  Without  all  their  patience,  hard 
jwork  and  support,  this  Division  would  not  run  so  smoothly. 


The  Maintenance  Division  is  responsible  for  maintaining  town-owned 
■vehicles  and  buildings.  While  the  Division  functions  primarily  out  of  the 
I  public  eye,  it  is  firmly  committed  to  its  mission:  To  provide  the  highest  quality 
lof  service  to  town  departments  in  a  timely  manner,  whenever  and  wherever 


►  MAINTENANCE  DIVISION 
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needed.  The  Division  realizes  that  its  success  is  dependent  on  communi- 
cation and  cooperation  with  the  departments  it  serves  on  a  daily  basis. 

Two  equally  important  groups  perform  the  duties  of  the  Maintenance 
Division: 

The  Vehicle  Maintenance  group  is  responsible  for  the  service  and  repair  of 
one  hundred  fifty  pieces  of  equipment.  These  range  in  size  from  automobiles  as- 
signed to  department  heads,  to  heavy  equipment,  such  as  sanders,  plows  and  rub- 
bish compactors.  This  group  also  maintains  Police  Department  vehicles.  The 
Vehicle  Maintenance  group  consists  of  four  mechanics  and  a  serviceman.  In  addi- 
tion to  performing  routine  maintenance,  they  also  perform  emergency  repairs,  work- 
ing around  the  clock  when  necessary.  The  Division  recognizes  the  high  level  of 
commitment  the  Vehicle  Maintenance  staff  displays  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 

The  Building  Maintenance  group  provides  primary  repair  and  maintenance 
services  for  the  approximately  twenty-five  buildings  belonging  to  the  Town.  These 
buildings  range  in  size  from  the  largest,  the  Town  Office  Building,  to  the  small 
pumping  stations.  Three  building  craftsmen  perform  varied  types  of  repairs  on 
and  within  these  buildings,  making  adjustments  and  improvements  when 
necessary.  The  Division  prides  itself  on  performing  most  of  the  needed  repairs 
and  maintenance  by  its  in-house  staff,  greatly  reducing  the  cost  of  these  services 
to  the  Town. 

The  Division  recognizes  the  high  level  of  quality  of  work  performed  by  the 
Building  Maintenance  staff  and  considers  them  a  most  valuable  asset  to  their 
Division  and  the  Town. 

Also  included  in  the  Building  Maintenance  group  are  the  custodians 
assigned  to  the  Town  Office  Building,  Memorial  Hall  and  the  130  Court  St. 
Building.  These  individuals  work  diligently  to  provide  a  clean  and  pleasant 
environment  for  workers  and  visitors  to  their  respective  buildings. 

►  PARK  &  FORESTRY  DIVISIONS 


The  mission  of  the  Park  Division  is  three-fold: 

•  To  provide  and  maintain  safe  recreational  facilities,  and, 

•  To  provide  and  maintain  aesthetic  and  environmentally  functional 
areas  which  enhance  our  citizen's  current  and  future  needs,  and, 

•  To  plan  and  promote  further  recreational  facilities,  both  passive  and 
active,  which  reflect  our  citizen's  current  and  future  needs. 
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The  mission  of  the  Forestry  Division  is  to  plant  and/or  maintain  public 
shade  trees  along  the  town's  public  ways  and  on  public  land.  These  trees 
serve  our  citizens  in  many  ways  including: 

•  Providing  summer  shade  which  helps  cool  our  living  and  working 
environment,  and, 

•  Helping  to  reduce  air  pollution,  and, 

•  Adding  to  the  aesthetic  quality  of  our  town,  now  and  for  the  future. 

I As  the  year  1999  comes  to  an  end,  it  seems  appropriate  to  look  back  over 
the  last  one  hundred  years  or  so  to  gain  a  better  understanding  of  how  the  town's 
park  system  has  developed  during  that  time. 
The  town's  park  system  was  initiated  in  1889  when  Town  Meeting  appointed 
the  first  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  and  appropriated  funds  for  the  first  land 
purchases  creating  Morton  Park.  This  park  was  named  after  Nathaniel  Morton  who 
'(was  so  instrumental  in  acquiring  and  preserving  this  pristine  area  that  remains 
Itoday  as  the  town's  largest  park  of  approximately  200  acres.  The  operating  budget 
Hat  that  time  was  $400.  Today,  personnel  of  the  Park  and  Forestry  Divisions 
maintain  over  500  acres  of  a  wide  variety  of  parks,  playgrounds,  coastal  beaches, 
las  well  as  thousands  of  trees  that  line  the  streets  with  an  annual  budget  of 
;approximately  $875,000.  The  need  for  recreation  facilities  has  increased 
'[dramatically  as  Plymouth's  population  has  grown  from  9592  residents  in  1900  to 
ipver  50,000  in  1999.  Most  of  the  increase  in  both  population  and  facilities  has 
occurred  in  the  past  twenty-five  years,  although  not  in  direct  proportion  to  each 
(other. 

The  work  schedule  and  projects  that  the  Park  and  Forestry  Divisions  were 
^involved  with  during  1999  continue  to  be  as  diverse  and  as  far  reaching  in  their 
limpacts  to  the  community  as  in  recent  years.  The  divisions'  wide  range  of 
responsibilities  include  the  maintenance  of  the  many  existing  facilities,  the  long 
jrange  planning  and  development  of  new  facilities,  the  protection  and 
^management  of  natural  resource  areas,  and  the  division's  assistance  in  the  ever 
[expanding  community  events  schedule.  Park  and  Forestry  personnel  are  as 
Iproud  of  their  role  in  the  day  to  day  maintenance  as  they  are  in  the  substantial 
fond  dramatic  projects  or  improvements  that  have  and  are  taking  place  that 
(provide  recreation  opportunities  to  the  community  of  today  and  of  the  future. 

The  new  recreation  facilities  at  Forges  Field,  Manomet  and  West  Plymouth 
iwere  completed  this  year.  The  largest  of  these  sites  is  Forges  Field,  which 
:jincludes  2  soccer  fields,  a  football  field  and  a  lighted  practice  football  field,  two 
junior  league  baseball  fields,  an  adult  softball  field,  and  a  90'  baseball  field,  as  well 
las  a  large  playground  equipment  area  and  paved  walking  paths.  The  Manomet 

I ''Recreation  Facility  includes  3  junior  league  baseball  fields,  a  youth  softball  field 
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and  a  playground  equipment  area.  The  West  Plymouth  Recreation  Facility 
includes  a  full  size  soccer  field,  a  youth  soccer  field  and  a  junior  league  baseball 
field.  The  addition  of  these  15  play  fields  nearly  triples  the  total  number  of  fields 
maintained  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park  and  Forestry  Divisions.  The  citizens 
of  Plymouth,  the  various  youth  leagues  and  Town  Meeting  were  the  driving  forces 
that  have  made  this  dream  become  a  reality.  The  youth  of  Plymouth  for  years  to 
come  will  be  the  beneficiaries  of  that  dream. 

New  playground  equipment  was  installed  at  Brook  Road  Playground  and 
Veteran's  Memorial  Field  during  this  past  year.  Also,  the  1999  Annual  Town 
Meeting  appropriated  funds  for  new  playground  equipment  at  Stephen's  Field, 
Allerton  Street  Playground,  and  the  new  Manomet  Recreation  Facility.  These 
structures  will  be  installed  during  the  early  spring  of  2000.  This  on-going 
playground  equipment  program  is  designed  to  accomplish  the  goal  of  providing 
safe,  more  innovative  and  interactive  equipment  that  is  also  ADA  (Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act)  compliant. 

The  entrance  road  into  Stephen's  Field  was  reconstructed  this  year  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Highway  Division.  The  new  road  surface  and  sidewalks  have 
greatly  improved  the  safety  and  appearance  of  this  popular  facility.  Also  at 
Stephen's  Field,  the  stone  seawall  on  the  harbor  side  of  the  tennis  courts  was 
rebuilt  this  year  after  three  years  of  being  in  the  permitting  process.  This  seawall 
replaced  a  deteriorated  hand-laid  stone  wall  that  was  built  approximately  45  years 
ago. 

Those  attending  the  various  free  concerts  on  the  waterfront  next  season  will 
notice  that  the  town's  twenty-five  year  old  concert  trailer  has  been  completely 
rebuilt.  The  South  Plymouth  High  School's  vocational  classes  worked  on  the 
entire  trailer  from  roof  replacement  to  new  wheels.  This  project  was  accomplished 
with  the  most  professional  craftsmanship  and  completed  at  a  fraction  of  an 
anticipated  cost  for  such  an  endeavor.  The  increased  number  of  concerts  and 
other  community  events  that  are  performed  on  this  mobile  stage  have  become  an 
important  part  of  Plymouth's  summer  schedule. 

Two  projects  were  begun  this  year  with  the  goal  of  restoring  the  historic 
anadromous  fish  runs  (alewife  and  blueback  herring)  on  Town  Brook.  The  first 
project  is  the  rebuilding  of  the  fish  ladder  that  runs  under  the  Newfield  Street 
Bridge.  The  engineering  design  phase  has  been  completed  with  construction 
anticipated  in  the  fall  of  2000.  The  second  project  involves  the  removal  of  an 
earthen  dam  and  deteriorated  fish  ladder  structure  on  Billington  Street  and  the 
subsequent  restoration  of  the  natural  streambed.  As  a  method  of  riverways 
restoration,  the  removal  of  dams  has  not  been  practiced  in  Massachusetts  to 
date.  This  project  will  serve  as  a  precedent  and  model  for  other  possible  river 
restoration  sites  in  the  state.  Several  grants  that  will  aid  in  the  funding  of  these 
projects  have  been  awarded  to  the  town  through  the  collaboration  of  various 
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•governmental  agencies,  private  organizations  and  the  town.  The  engineering  and 
jpermitting  phase  of  this  project  is  underway  with  site  work  anticipated  next  year. 

Plymouth  Long  Beach  continued  to  be  a  center  of  focus  this  year.  The  Long 
jBeach  Management  Plan,  although  approved  by  the  town's  Conservation 
iCommission,  was  appealed  by  the  Mass  Audubon  Society  and  two  beach  property 
owners.  As  a  result  of  these  appeals,  the  Management  Plan  has  to  be  reviewed  by 
ilthe  Mass  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (MEPA)  through  the  Environmental 
iNotification  Form  process.  Depending  on  the  decision  of  MEPA,  it  may  be 
necessary  for  the  town  to  file  a  lengthy  Environmental  Impact  Study.  The  primary 
[thrust  of  the  appeals  is  the  question  of  adverse  impacts  of  recreational  off-road 
'(vehicles  on  this  fragile  resource  area.  Coastal  beach  management  today  presents 
a  difficult,  but  necessary  balancing  of  many  factors.  The  goal  of  the  Management 
ipian  is  the  preservation  of  this  dynamic  natural  resource,  its  wildlife  and  wildlife 
lhabitat  as  well  as  the  variety  of  recreational  opportunities  that  the  beach  affords. 

The  stone  dike  rehabilitation  and  sand  nourishment  projects  on  Long  Beach 
lalso  continued  this  year  in  the  permitting  process.  The  dike  rehab  project  will  be 
loverseen  and  funded  by  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  while  the  town  will  fund  the 
Isand  nourishment  project  that  will  follow.  The  combination  of  these  two  projects 
Mil  strengthen  the  barrier  beach  as  it  protects  Plymouth  Harbor  from  severe 
.coastal  storms. 

This  year  marks  the  eleventh  consecutive  year  that  Plymouth  has  been 
jnamed  as  a  Tree  City,  USA.  The  award  is  earned  through  an  aggressive  tree 
planting  and  community  education  program.  Personnel  from  the  Forestry  Division 
sponsored,  or  took  part  in,  several  school  and  community  Arbor  Day  events, 
(included  again  this  year  was  the  annual  seedling  give  away  in  the  spring. 

As  this  century  ends,  the  Park  and  Forestry  Divisions'  personnel  are  proud 
[of  their  contribution  to  our  citizens'  quality  of  life  while  continuing  to  plan  and 
provide  for  the  future. 


•Forest  Committee 

In  1999,  the  Town  Forest  Committee  and  the  Parks  and  Forestry  Division 
reviewed  prospective  proposals  for  a  new  ten-year  forest  management  plan.  After 
bareful  consideration,  it  was  decided  that  Hugh  Putnam  of  Putnam  Forestry 
Services  would  be  employed  to  prepare  the  new  management  plan  and  to 
bomplete  prescribed  management  activity  from  the  existing  plan.  The  new 
(management  plan  will  seek  to  enhance  the  aesthetic,  harvest  and  habitat  values 
lot  the  forest  for  the  benefit  of  the  town,  citizens  and  wildlife.  The  committee 
'continues  to  encourage  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  to  use  the  town  forest  for  passive 
.recreational  pursuits  and  nature  study. 
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►  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Recreation  Department  is  to  provide 
quality  recreational  programs  and  activities  to  the  residents  of  the 
community;  to  promote  fair  play,  teamwork,  and  clean  living;  to  expand  the 
scope  of  programs  to  include  educational  as  well  as  physical  activities;  and 
to  make  the  department  a  valued  Town  resource. 

The  Recreation  Department  continued  to  offer  a  wide  range  of  programs 
and  activities  during  1999.  In  February  a  field  trip  was  taken  to  the  Disney  On  Ice 
performance  at  the  Fleet  Center  in  Boston  and  a  youth  basketball  free  throw 
contest  was  held  at  the  Manomet  Youth  Center  in  conjunction  with  the  winter 
basketball  leagues  conducted  at  the  facility.  Throughout  the  year  the  department 
conducted  Gymnastics  clinics  at  the  Big  East  Gymnastics  facility  located  in 
Cordage  Park  Market  Place  and  a  Ladies'  Aerobics  Program  at  the  Manomet 
Youth  Center.  In  addition  to  overseeing  the  Town's  lifeguards,  swimming  lessons, 
playground  programs,  and  beach  and  pond  attendants,  the  department  also 
conducted  a  variety  of  activities  during  the  spring  and  summer  months  which 
included:  The  Annual  Fishing  Derby,  Tennis  Clinics,  Baseball  Leagues, 
Dance/Acrobatics,  Kayaking  Workshops,  Art  Camps,  Golf  Clinics,  Soccer  Clinics, 
and  an  end  of  the  summer  field  trip  to  Carver  SupersSports  for  all  who 
participated  in  the  summer  activities. 

The  Department  was  also  very  much  involved  with  the  construction  of 
athletic  fields  at  Forges  Field,  the  Briggs  Property,  and  West  Plymouth  Recreation 
Area.  The  Forges  Field  facility,  consisting  of  a  modern  tot  lot,  2  soccer  fields,  2  Jr. 
League  baseball  fields,  1  90'  baseball  field,  a  practice  and  a  game  football  field, 
and  an  adult  softball  field  will  open  in  the  spring  of  2000.  Some  work  remains  to 
be  done  on  the  Manomet  and  West  Plymouth  facilities  and  it  is  hoped  that  they 
will  open  later  in  the  year. 

Also  in  1999  the  Recreation  Department  was  moved  from  the  Human 
Services  Department  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

As  always  the  Recreation  Department  is  grateful  for  the  cooperation  and 
assistance  provided  by  Mr.  Peck  and  the  DPW  Administration,  Mr.  Gray  and  the 
Park  Division,  Mr.  Beaulieu  and  the  Highway  Division,  Dr.  Sidman  and  the  School 
Department,  and  to  the  many  others  who  were  instrumental  in  the  many 
successful  programs  and  activities  conducted  throughout  the  year. 

►  SEWER  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Sewer  Division  personnel,  through  cooperative 
teamwork  of  the  treatment  operations,  infrastructure  maintenance  and 
laboratory  staff,  is  to  protect  the  environment  by  minimizing  health/pollution 
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risks  while  effectively  meeting  the  stringent  criteria  imposed  by  the  U.S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  the  MA  Division  of  Environmental 
Protection  regulations  and  permits  by  optimizing  process  control  and  long- 
term  infrastructure  integrity  through  a  strategically  planned  and  coordinated 
inspection,  analysis,  preventive  maintenance  and  scheduled  replacement 
program  in  a  professional  cost-effective  manner  with  emphasis  on  serving 
the  needs  of  the  sewer  utility  rate  payer  with  minimal  financial  impact. 

During  the  calendar  year  1999,  Sewer  Division  personnel  endeavored  to 
meet  the  compliance  requirements  mandated  by  both  the  Federal  and  State 
governments. 

In  1999,  Collection  System  personnel  continued  the  Inflow/Infiltration 
removal  by  replacing  52  rings  and  covers  with  holes  in  them  with  new  solid 
covers.  They  videotaped  and  inspected  approximately  2500  feet  of  sewer  pipe  as 
part  of  the  Division's  ongoing  investigation  to  eliminate  inflow  and  infiltration.  All 
town  buildings,  including  schools  and  airport,  not  on  town  sewer,  had  their  septic 
systems  pumped  by  Sewer  Division  personnel.  Sewer  personnel  maintained, 
repaired,  rebuilt  and  painted  all  pumps  and  motors  within  the  wastewater  system 
throughout  the  year. 

Annual  sampling  and  inspections  of  those  industries  permitted  under  the 
Town  of  Plymouth's  Industrial  Pretreatment  Program  were  completed  in 
compliance  with  the  Attorney  General's  mandated  Pretreatment  Program  in 
accordance  with  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency's  rules  and  regulations  40 
CFR  403.  The  Sewer  Division  has  continued  to  implement  the  Sewer  Bank  Policy 
as  established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  through  MA  DEP  with  the  allocation  of 
a  50,000-gallon  bank.  From  January  through  December  1999,  twelve  permits  were 
issued  for  an  additional  usage  of  5,531  gallons  per  day.  Since  the  inception  of  the 
Policy  in  1 995,  85  permits  for  a  total  of  41 ,775  gallons  have  been  issued.  Collection 
system  personnel  installed  four  new  services  as  part  of  this  program  in  1999. 

The  Sewer  Division  is  continuing  to  work  closely  with  the  Health  Department 
to  identify  failed  septic  systems  within  the  Town  by  monitoring  the 
discharge/dumping  by  pumpers  at  the  Night  Soil  Facility 

Sewer  Division  personnel  continue  to  operate,  monitor  and  maintain  the 
South  High  School  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  on  a  daily  basis  and  collect 
samples  for  the  monthly  testing  and  quarterly  well  sampling  required  by  DEP  for 
the  school's  discharge  permit. 

Town  Meeting  accepted  the  recommendations  of  the  Town  Manager  and 
Selectmen  and  voted  to  award  a  contract  to  U.S.  Filter  Operating  Systems  to 
design,  build  and  operate  the  new  wastewater  treatment  plant  to  be  built  at 
Camelot  Park,  thus  privatizing  the  Sewer  Division.  A  formal  contract  with  U.  S. 
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Filter  Operating  Systems  was  signed  in  November  1999  as  was  a  contract  with 
Gioioso  &  Sons  to  modify  the  existing  plant  on  Water  Street  into  a  pump  station 
and  install  a  new  force  main  to  the  Camelot  Park  site.  Work  is  anticipated  to 
commence  in  April  2000  with  the  new  plant  on-line  and  in  compliance  by  July 

2002. 

Between  January  and  December  1999,  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  on 
Water  Street  treated  559,905,000  gallons  of  wastewater.  This  represents  a 
decrease  of  183,789,000  gallons  over  1998,  or  a  24.7%  decrease  in  flow. 
Included  in  this  total  are  2,944,300  gallons  of  septic  waste  from  Plymouth 
residents,  Town  buildings  and  schools  not  on  the  collection  system  and  received 
at  the  plant  in  1999,  a  33.61%  decrease  over  1998.  The  septic  flow  was 
approximately  0.53%  of  the  total  sewer  flow. 

The  combined  domestic,  commercial/industrial  and  septic  waste  was 
received,  treated  and  discharged  to  the  ocean  with  a  reduction  of  solids  present 
in  the  wastestream  of  94.7%.  The  belt  filter  press  processed  9,588,326  gallons  of 
waste  sludge,  a  9.17%  decrease  over  1998.  The  belt  press  processed  4077  cubic 
yards  of  sludge  cake  with  an  average  of  19%  solids,  which  works  out  to  a  total  of 
544.95  dry  tons  of  solids  that  were  taken  under  contract  to  the  Yarmouth  Septic 
Facility  for  disposal.  A  total  of  141.26  tons  of  grit  and  screenings  were  disposed 
of  at  the  Town  of  Bourne  Landfill. 

►  SOLID  WASTE  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Solid  Waste  Division  is  to  provide  the  most  cost 
effective  waste  collection  along  with  accessibility  for  solid  waste  related 
services. 

This  division  is  responsible  for  the  operation  of  all  four-transfer  stations  in 
the  Town  of  Plymouth.  This  was  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  Towns'  new 
Hard-to-Manage-Waste-Transfer-Station  on  Beaver  Dam  Road.  This  was 
necessitated  due  to  the  mandatory  capping  of  the  Manomet  Landing.  The 
operation  of  this  facility  has  proven  to  be  very  successful  and  is  done  so  at  no  cost 
to  the  Towns'  operating  budget. 

The  most  significant  project  for  this  year  is  the  capping  of  the  Manomet 
Landfill.  The  project  is  almost  completed.  In  the  spring  of  2000,  minor  perimeter 
grading  and  spot  re-seeding  will  complete  the  $2.1  million  dollar  project. 

The  following  tonnages  were  collected  during  1999: 

•  Municipal/solid  waste  (MSW)  delivered  to  SEMASS  10784.74  tons. 

•  Various  recycling  materials  that  include  newspapers,  mixed  paper, 
magazines,  cardboard,  glass,  plastic,  tin-cans,  scrap  metal,  composting, 
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and  textiles  diverted  10,133.79  tons  from  the  waste  stream.  Additionally 
9,675  tires,  18,571  gal.  waste  oil,  3,120  batteries,  1,300  propane  tanks 
and  over  7,000  Christmas  trees  were  recycled. 

This  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen  signed  a  change  to  the  Towns'  long-term 
SEMASS  contract  that  will  prevent  the  tipping  fees  from  nearly  doubling  in 
January  2001 .  In  order  to  take  advantage  of  this  significant  opportunity,  the  Town 
agreed  to  lower  its  allowed  Annual  Minimum/Maximum  Tonnage  (AMT).  In  order 
to  avoid  any  penalties  for  exceeding  the  AMT  will  be  the  challenge  for  this 
department  and  the  Recycling  Committee.  With  the  commitment  to  expand  the 
current  recycling  program  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  residents,  this  goal 
should  be  attainable. 

The  Town  has  again  been  awarded  a  grade  of  "A"  on  the  States  DEP 
Recycling  Report  Card.  In  addition,  the  Town  has  been  awarded  nearly  $12,000 
to  assist  in  the  expansion  and  improvements  to  the  recycling  program.  The 
success  of  the  recycling  program  is  attributable  to  the  hard  work  of  the  Recycling 
Coordinator,  (Mary  Farrell);  the  Selectman's  Recycling  Advisory  Committee,  and 
the  dedicated  group  of  volunteers.  Without  them,  these  successes  would  not  have 
been  possible. 

Finally,  the  trend  for  recyclable  materials  markets  continues  to  improve.  This 
means  that  in  addition  to  avoiding  the  tipping  fees  at  SEMASS,  the  Town  will 
receive  increasing  revenues  from  these  materials  as  well  as  an  additional  award 
per  ton  from  the  DEP  Recycling  Grant  program. 

►  WATER  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Water  Division  is  to  provide  the  highest  quality 
i  drinking  water  and  fire  protection  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  to  the 
ratepayers.  The  goal  of  the  division  is  to  be  recognized  by  the  townspeople 
as  one  of  the  best  departments  within  the  town  government.  We  understand 
that  this  can  be  achieved  only  if  we  operate  on  the  principle  that  doing  good 
t  work  is  its  own  reward.  We  must  always  be  looking  for  ways  to  improve  the 
quality  of  the  water  and  the  efficiency  of  the  operation.

Water  Quality  Report:  In  conjunction  with  the  United  States  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  (USEPA)  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  (MADEP),  the  Town  of  Plymouth  submitted  its  First 
Annual  Water  Quality  Report  for  calendar  year  1 998.  The  intent  of  this  report  is  to 
inform  the  Towns  people  about  their  drinking  water.  The  Town  will  provide  this 
i  i  information  on  an  annual  basis. 
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The  Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  Drinking  Water  Program  was 
pleased  to  congratulate  the  Plymouth  Water  Department  for  receiving  a  score  in 
the  top  20%  in  the  1999  Public  Water  System  (PWS)  Compliance  Evaluation 
Program. 

Scoring  was  based  on  a  points  system  which  was  determined  by 
compliance  with  the  drinking  water  regulations,  overall  evaluation  of  statistical 
reports,  and  involvement  with  other  DEP  drinking  water  programs  The  high  score 
reflects  the  Plymouth  Water  System's  ability  to  consistently  provide  high  quality 
drinking  water  to  its  customers. 

Ensuring  that  drinking  water  is  clean  and  safe  has  never  been  an  easy  job 
The  Plymouth  Water  Department  was  commended  for  doing  a  great  job  knowing 
the  many  challenges  water  suppliers  face  today. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  44.77  inches  as  compared  to  54.96  inches 
for  calendar  year  1998. 

The  total  water  pumped  from  all  sources  was  1,820,288,219  gallons  or 
4,987,091  gallons  per  day.  This  represents  an  increase  of  416,175  gallons  from 
1998  or  an  increase  of  1,140  gallons  per  day. 

For  Fiscal  Year  1999,  $4,279,484.23  was  committed  to  charges  (water  bills) 
for  the  sale  of  water,  service  connections,  various  services  rendered,  etc. 


The  Water  Division  installed  one  water  main  in  1999  on  Bourne  Street. 


Several  water  main  projects  were  installed  by  private  developers  at  Hayden 
Hollow,  Pleasant  Harbour  Road,  Shoals  Avenue,  Ship  Pond  Road  and  the  Jordan 
Hospital  property. 

The  Indian  Hill  Tank  was  cleaned  and  inspected  in  1999.  Since  1993  all 
tanks  in  the  Plymouth  Water  system  have  been  cleaned  and  inspected.  We  are 
on  a  five-year  rotation  with  tank  inspections

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3.  The  Bradford  Well,  Cedarville  Booster  Station  and  Rocky  Hill  Road 
Booster  Station  don't  have  stand-by  power.  We  have  a  trailer  mounted, 
diesel  powered  emergency  pump  to  service  these  areas  in  the  event  of 
equipment  failure  or  prolonged  power  outages. 

4.  Source:  if  any  source  is  lost  there  is  a  back-up  source  with  exception  of 
the  Bradford  Well  as  mentioned  above.  Our  capital  improvement  plan 
calls  for  the  installation  of  an  interconnection  between  the  West  Plymouth 
and  Bradford  Pressure  Zones.  Seven  of  the  nine  sources  have  stand-by 
power. 

Distribution:  the  system  is  divided  into  six  pressure  zones.  Four  zones 
have  supply  sources,  the  Pine  Hills  Zone  is  supplied  by  the  Rocky  Hill  Booster 
Station  with  water  from  the  Plymouth  Center  Zone  and  Ellisville/Cedarville  is 
supplied  by  the  Cedarville  Booster  Station  with  water  from  the  Manomet  Pressure 
Zone.  The  Bradford  Zone  is  interconnected  with  the  Plymouth  Center  Zone  and 
the  Pine  Hill  Pressure/Booster  Zone  is  interconnected  with  the  Manomet  Pressure 
Zone  through  PRV  devices.  The  West  Plymouth  Zone  is  interconnected  with  the 
Plymouth  Center  Zone  at  two  locations  with  one  not  currently  operational.  The 
Plymouth  Center  Zone  is  interconnected  with  the  Town  of  Kingston  Water  System 
on  Route  3A  with  a  12-inch  main.  There  is  also  an  8  inch  interconnection  with 
Kingston  on  Nick's  Rock  Road  near  the  Independence  Mall. 

Treatment:  one  source  receives  treatment  beyond  the  above  mentioned 
corrosion  control.  -  The  Bradford  Well  receives  green  sand  filtration  for  iron/ 
manganese  removal  and  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  can  be  served  with  the 
trailer  mounted  pump  with  water  from  the  Plymouth  Center  Zone. 

Storage:  the  system  has  ten  standpipes  and  all  but  two  are  monitored  for 
high  and  low  level  conditions.  The  loss  of  any  one  standpipe  would  not  pose  any 
particular  problem  with  the  exception  of  the  Cedarville  Standpipe,  Stafford  Street 
Standpipe  and  the  Pine  Hills  Reservoir.  If  these  tanks  are  lost  for  any  reason  their 
pressure  zones  would  have  to  be  supplied  with  direct  pumping. 

►  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  are 
pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  1999. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957,  and 
is  now  composed  of  25  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton,  and  the 
Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional  response  to  a 
regional  problem  and  provides  a  way  of  organizing  specialized  equipment, 
specially  trained  employees,  and  mosquito  control  professionals  into  a  single 
agency  with  a  broad  geographical  area  of  responsibility. 
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The  1999  season  began  with  a  spring  and  summer  water  table  lower  than  |j  s 

normal.  Efforts  were  directed  at  larval  mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood,  j  rf 
Ground  and  aerial  larviciding  was  accomplished  using  B.t.L,  an  environmentally 
selective  bacterial  agent.  Upon  emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of  adult  mosquitoes, 

ultra-low  volume  adulticiding  began.  The  Project  responded  to  less  than  average  b 

numbers  of  complaints,  with  isolated  mosquito  problems  in  our  coastal  com-  j  T 

munities.  All  sprayers  and  trucks  performed  well,  with  little  lost  to  breakdowns.  !  n 

Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  virus  isolations  collected  by  the  Massachusetts  N 
Department  of  Public  Health  were  minimal  in  1999.  The  only  EEE  isolate  in  a  ir 
human-biting  mosquito  was  found  in  collections  from  Raynham  on  June  28,  1999.  s 
The  remaining  three  isolates  were  collected  from  Culiseta  melanura,  a  bird  biting  ! 
species.  Two  isolates  were  from  Plymouth  County  as  follows:  Kingston  (8/1 6)  and  G 
Halifax  (9/20).  The  recurring  problem  of  EEE  and  the  introduction  of  West  Nile  j  p 
Virus  in  the  northeast  continue  to  ensure  cooperation  between  this  Project  and  A 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.  j  n

In  the  last  several  years,  two  exotic  mosquito  species  (Aedes  albopictus  and 
Ae.  Japonicus)  have  been  found  in  Connecticut  and  New  Jersey.  The  larvae  of 
these  mosquitoes  are  found  in  man-made  containers  such  as  tires  and  buckets,  a 
These  mosquitoes  are  probably  capable  of  transmitting  Eastern  Equine  nr 
Encephalitis  and  West  Nile  Virus  to  people.  We  at  Plymouth  County  Mosquito 
Control  are  concerned  about  this  new  threat  to  the  Northeast  U.S.  In  an  effort  to 
be  proactive  in  our  approach,  we  have  begun  to  monitor  containers  for  these  new 
mosquitoes.  Neither  of  these  mosquitoes  has  been  found  within  Plymouth  County,  j 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  are  given  below.  While 
mosquitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines,  the  information  given  below  does  provide 
a  tally  of  the  activities,  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health,  and 
comfort  of  Plymouth  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  7,232  acres  were  treated  using  truck-mounted  sprayers 
for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one  application  was  made  to  the  same 
site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.  The  first  treatments  were  made  in  May  and  j 
the  last  in  September. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage, 
which  are  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and  other  standing  water 
areas.  Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with  highly 
specific  larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present.  Last  year  a  total  of 
104  inspections  were  made  to  183  catalogued  breeding  sites. 

Water  Management.  During  1999  crews  removed  blockages,  brush  and  other 
obstructions  from  3,790  linear  feet  of  ditches  and  streams  to  prevent  overflows  or 
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stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito  breeding.  This  work,  together  with  machine 
reclamation,  is  most  often  carried  out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  complaint  response  time,  that  is  the  time 
between  notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors. 
The  complaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  was  less  than  two  days  with 
more  than  407  complaints  answered. 

Mosquito  Survey.  A  systematic  sampling  for  the  mosquitoes  in  Plymouth 
indicates  that  Culiseta  melanura  was  the  most  abundant  species.  Other  important 
species  collected  include  Coquillettidia  perturbans  and  Uranothenia  sapphirina. 

Greenhead  Fly  Traps.  In  addition,  for  those  coastal  towns  requesting  service,  the 
Project  annually  sets  box  traps  on  saltmarshes  to  collect  biting  greenhead  flies. 
Although  the  traps  do  not  provide  complete  control,  they  do  capture  significant 
numbers  of  these  pests,  which  would  otherwise  attach  humans  and  animals. 
During  1999,  tea  traps  were  placed  on  Plymouth  marshes. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for  information 
about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control  practices,  or  any  other 
matters  of  concern.

►  AIRPORT  COMMISSION 


The  Mission  of  the  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  is  to  promote,  foster, 
advance  and  improve  the  common  interests  and  conditions  of  General 
Aviation  in  this  community  and  in  the  local  areas.  To  promote  the  airport  as 
a  gateway  into  Plymouth  for  companies  and  individuals  to  conduct 
business  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  to  be  and  integral  part  of  a  National 
Transportation  system.  To  provide  a  location  for  business  and  recreational 
flight  operations,  flight  schools,  air  charter,  avionics  shops,  maintenance 
facilities  and  other  compatible  aviation  and  industrial  uses.  To  enhance  the 
safety  of  flight  as  directed  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  along  with  local  rules  and  regulations 
governing  flying  operations. 

The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  airport 
continues  to  strive  to  be  one  of  the  best-maintained  and  operated  facilities  of  its 
class  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  The  Airport  Commission's  primary  goal  is  to 
operate  the  airport  in  the  safest,  most  efficient  and  compatible  manner  possible. 
The  Plymouth  Airport  is  a  General  Aviation  Airport  providing  the  local  residents 
and  businesses  access  to  the  National  Air  Transportation  system.  As  a  gateway 
to  the  community,  the  airport  offers  an  entrance  point  for  business,  recreation  and 
tourism.  Many  of  the  major  businesses  in  the  area  and  their  customers  utilize  the 
airport  for  their  transportation  needs.  Most  of  the  aircraft  using  the  facility  are 
small  4-12  seat  single  and  twin  engine  aircraft  types.  The  activity  is  estimated  to 
be  approximately  75,000  aircraft  movements  per  year  and  has  been  steady  for 
several  years. 

The  Plymouth  Airport  is  home  to  some  160  aircraft,  used  for  business, 
recreation  and  public  safety.  Boston  Med-Flight  Helicopters  continues  to  be  an 
active  tenant  on  the  airport,  providing  emergency  medical  helicopter  service  to 
area  residents  in  times  of  medical  emergencies.  Med-Flight  operates  an  average 
of  3-4  flights  per  day  responding  to  the  emergency  medical  needs  of  the  residents 
of  the  Plymouth  and  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  area.  The  Plymouth  County 
Fire  plane  is  also  based  and  operated  from  the  Plymouth  Airport,  providing  critical 
assistance  to  the  local  fire  departments  during  periods  of  high  fire  danger  to  locate 
forest  fires  within  the  county.  This  service  has  proved  most  valuable,  as  Plymouth 
county  has  become  more  built  up  in  recent  years  by  reducing  the  response  time 
for  fire  personnel  to  forest  fires  and  greatly  reduces  the  danger  to  life  and 
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property.  The  airport  contains  15  private  businesses,  employing  more  than  145 
persons.  These  businesses  offer  services  ranging  from  flight  schools,  aircraft 
maintenance,  aircraft  sales,  corporate  flight  crews  etc... 

The  Airport  Commission  and  Airport  Staff  continues  to  work  diligently  to 
operate  the  airport  in  the  most  environmental  compatible  manner  possible  as  a 
good  neighbor  and  an  asset  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  For  the  coming  year  the 
Airport  Commission  has  several  proposed  projects  including:  Additional  security 
fencing  to  minimize  illegal  dumping  on  Town  property,  aircraft  parking  apron 
reconstruction  and  replace  snow  removal  equipment.  The  Commission  is  also  in 
the  final  stages  of  a  study  of  the  airport's  septic/sewer  needs  which  is  likely  to  lead 
to  the  addition  of  a  small  package  sewage  treatment  plant  on  the  airport  in  the 
next  few  years.  As  part  of  the  Commission's  continuing  commitment  to  operate  a 
safe  and  environmentally  sound  operation,  the  Airport  has  installed  15  ground 
water  monitoring  wells  located  around  the  Airport  property  to  monitor  the  aquifer 
on  airport  property.  These  test  wells  are  tested  periodically  to  best  protect  the 
Town  property.  ^ 

The  airport  staff  is  very  active  in  providing  tours  for  school  groups  and  other 
civic  groups.  The  airport  is  very  popular  for  sightseeing  flights  by  helicopter, 
airplane  or  glider.  Along  with  the  many  corporate  operations  that  are  conducted  at 
the  airport  many  persons  from  all  over  the  country  arrive  here  to  support  the  local 
business  and  tourist  industry.  The  airport  is  well  maintained  by  a  small  but  highly 
motivated,  professional  staff.  The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  is  particularly 
proud  of  being  financially  self-sufficient  and  will  continue  to  work  diligently  to 
operate  the  Municipal  Airport  in  a  manner,  which  the  Town  can  be  proud  of.  The 
Airport  Commission  offers  an  open  invitation  for  any  citizens  of  Plymouth  to  visit 
and  tour  your  local  airport. 

►  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


To  pursue  the  goals  set  forth  in  Older  Americans  Act,  section  1,  Title 
101,  to  carry  out  the  mandates  for  Councils  on  Aging  established  under 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  section  8b,  Plymouth  Council  on 
Aging  declares  the  following  statement  of  purpose  for  the  senior  center's 
existence:  to  provide  mobility  to  elders;  to  provide  nutrition;  to  provide 
preventive  health  programs;  to  provide  social  and  economic  assistance;  to 
provide  educational  programs;  to  provide  socialization  and  recreation;  to 
provide  support  for  the  homebound  and  to  keep  them  out  of  institutions;  to 
provide  jobs  and  volunteer  opportunities;  to  assist  all  who  come  with 
information  and  referral. 

After  searching  four  years  for  a  suitable  site,  The  Council  on  Aging  Senior 
Center  Planning  Committee  focused  on  a  building  at  89  Court  Street.  Owned  by 
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the  Jordan  Hospital  Corporation,  the  11,818  square  foot  building  housed  Cura 
Visiting  Nurses  and  was  put  on  the  market  for  sale.  Following  approval  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Capital  Outlay  Committee  and  Finance  Committee,  a 
proposed  Article  of  $1  million  for  building  purchase  and  renovation  was  voted  89 
yes,  4  no  and  3  abstentions  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  of  the  century  held 
November  I,  1999. 

The  130  Court  Street  building  has  served  the  needs  of  the  Council  on  Aging 
well  since  it's  acquisition  in  1975.  Programs,  however,  have  outgrown  the  4,170 
square  feet  the  Council  on  Aging  has  for  use.  Some  programs  are  curtailed;  other 
activities  cannot  be  held.  Barriers  include  stairs  to  the  dining  room,  stairs  to  activities 
and  cramped  rooms.  Now,  the  Council  on  Aging  can  look  forward  to  expand 
programs  already  existing  and  to  initiate  new  ones  that  require  more  space. 

One  program  that  has  had  a  steady  growth  is  the  Council  on  Aging  computer 
learning  classes.  Of  the  125  seniors  who  registered  for  Computer  classes,  80 
completed  the  basic  course.  The  classes  are  conducted  by  Lisa  Boudreau  on 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  afternoons  in  a  computer  lab  equipped  with  six  state- 
of-the-art  computers.  These  computers  are  available  for  practice  during  the  day. 
Through  a  grant  from  Secure  Horizons,  Adelphia  Power  Point  Internet  and  Email 
were  installed  for  training  and  use  of  seniors. 

On  June  15,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Arthur  Budge,  Sr.,  Elizabeth 
Francis,  Linda  DiBona  and  Lisa  Moira  to  the  Council  on  Aging.  They  replaced 
retiring  members  Agnes  Fernandes,  Harriet  E.  Fisher,  Kathy  Cartmell  Sirrico  and 
Jean  A.  Johnson.  John  Bauer  resigned  on  September  1;  and  Clif  McLeod  was 
appointed  on  October  19. 

During  the  year,  the  Selectmen  made  the  following  appointments  to  staff: 
Theresa  Greer  to  replace  Carol  Lifrieri  as  Coordinator  of  Support  Services;  Gail 
Leake  to  replace  Lynn  Sullivan  as  Coordinator  of  Volunteers 

During  the  month  of  May,  dedicated  to  Older  Americans,  a  luncheon  was 
held  at  Handlebar  Harry's  honoring  the  volunteers  of  Plymouth  Council  on  Aging. 
Honored  guests  included  State  Senator  Therese  Murray,  Representatives  Tom 
O'Brien,  Vinnie  DeMacedo  and  Assistant  Town  Manager  Lee  Hartmann. 
Certificates  of  Appreciation  from  the  State  Legislature  were  presented  to  Mildred 
Kelly,  Lorraine  Tassinari,  Pilar  Schembri,  Vincent  Kudirca,  Richard  Skinner,  Ruth 
Caranci,  Edith  Long,  Jessie  Williams  and  Davida  Ullathorne.  Don  Condon,  Aide 
to  U.S.  Congressman  Bill  Delahunt  presented  certificates  to  the  above  also. 
Judith  Howard  and  Norma  Morris  of  the  IRS  Taxpayer  Assistance  gave 
certificates  to  the  Tax  Aide  volunteers.  Previously  at  the  State  House,  Arlene 
Russo  received  a  runner  up  DOVE  award  for  outstanding  volunteer  services. 
Voted  Volunteers  of  the  Month  this  year  were:  Barbara  Kadish,  Lorraine  Tassinari, 
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Adele  Phinney,  Victor  Burchfield,  Leo  McLooughlin,  Bob  Callahan,  Charlotte 
Harper,  Augusta  Waters,  Robert  Pelligrini,  Howard  and  Dori  Sherman. 

The  GATRA  Dial-a-Ride  bus  logs  of  1999  showed  an  increase  to  22,181 
rides  given  to  elderly  and  disabled  persons  of  Plymouth.  1998  showed  19,695 
rides.  GATRA  personnel  came  to  Plymouth  on  a  bimonthly  basis  to  provide 
opportunities  for  photo  ID  and  Access  Cards  for  seniors  and  disabled  persons. 
These  are  good  for  reduced  fares  on  public  transit  systems,  including  the 
commuter  railroad. 

It  is  appropriate  to  end  this  report  with  an  expression  of  gratitude  to  those 
individuals  of  Plymouth  who  were  instrumental  in  obtaining  the  new  facility  for  the 
Council  on  Aging.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  Managers  advised  the 
Council  on  Aging  to  seize  the  opportunity.  Former  Selectmen  and  Architect  Jeffrey 
Metcalfe  donated  his  personal  time  to  draw  plans  for  renovation.  Unanimous 
votes  of  the  Capital  Outlay  Committee  and  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee 
were  critical.  Time  and  effort  given  by  the  Council  on  Aging  members  and 
Planning  Committee  contributed  to  the  momentum.  Then  at  the  Special  Town 
meeting,  individuals  who  spoke  in  favor  of  the  new  building  included  Town 
Meeting  members  Brian  Alosi,  Russell  Shirley  and  Richard  Gibbons.  The  Town 
Meeting  members  were  impressed  by  words  of  Howard  Sherman  and  Herb 
Johnson's  unforgettable  statement:  "I  don't  think  anybody  understands  what  it 
means  to  be  old  until  you  get  there." 


►  PLYMOUTH  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Public  Library  is  to  select,  acquire, 
organize,  preserve  and  make  conveniently  accessible  services  and  a 
collection  of  materials  in  various  formats  held  in  common  by  the  people  of 
Plymouth  for  their  educational,  cultural,  recreational  and  informational 
needs  and  interests.  The  library  is  an  agent  for  all  citizens  in  securing 
needed  information  and  materials  without  bias  or  censorship.  The  Library 
preserves  and  provides  access  to  materials  of  current  and  historical 
significance  to  Plymouth  and  its  geographic  area  and  as  an  integral  part  of 
municipal  government  supports  life-long  learning  and  the  reading 
enjoyment  of  the  community. 

Awards,  honors,  hard  work  and  dedication  could  all  be  used  to  describe  the 
Plymouth  Public  Library  during  the  year  1999.  Through  the  support  of  the 
community,  dedication  of  staff  and  volunteers  our  library  continues  to  be  a  shining 
example  of  quality  service.  Traditional  public  library  programs,  such  as  Reference 
and  Youth  Services  have  been  taken  to  the  next  level,  and  innovative  programs 
such  as  the  Literacy  Program  of  Greater  Plymouth  have  achieved  national 
acknowledgment. 
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The  Literacy  Program  of  Greater  Plymouth  received  a  $175,000  Lila 
Wallace- Reader's  Digest  three-year  grant  award  to  improve  learner  retention  and 
develop  and  learning  lab.  The  Lila  Wallace-Reader's  Digest  Fund  invests  in 
programs  that  enhance  the  cultural  life  of  communities  and  encourages  people  to 
make  the  arts  and  culture  an  active  part  of  their  everyday  lives.  It  funds  efforts  to 
build  audiences  for  the  performing,  visual,  literary  and  folk-arts,  and  supports 
adult  literacy  programs  and  the  creation  and  expansion  of  urban  parks. 

The  Massachusetts  Library  Association  awarded  the  library  two  (2)  first  place 
ribbons  in  it's  annual  Public  Relations  competition,  one  for  the  newsletter 
"Connections"  and  the  other  for  the  video  produced  to  support  the  request  for  an 
additional  Youth  Services  Librarian  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  We  are  humbled 
to  be  honored  by  our  colleagues,  especially  since  the  awards  are  based  on  our 
ability  to  communicate  with  the  community  on  library  issues.  Our  "Thank  You"  goes 
to  the  Library  Corporation  for  the  funding  to  make  these  award  projects  possible. 

The  Library  Corporation  also  works  tirelessly  for  the  community  through 
long-range  planning  and  advocacy.  An  ambitious  planning  process  is  being 
implemented  with  emphasis  on  up  to  date  technology,  fine  tuning  of  acquisitions, 
and  analysis  of  Branch  services.  Successful  fund  raising  efforts  have  been  made 
through  the  annual  yard  sale,  mystery  night,  business  partnership,  and  annual 
appeal.  These  efforts,  supplementing  the  Municipal  appropriation,  ensure  that  the 
quality  of  library  services  continues  to  reach  new  heights  for  Plymouth. 

As  always,  we  can  not  forget  our  wonderful  volunteers  who  do  so  much.  The 
efforts  of  this  cadre  of  individuals  make  our  telephone  system  work,  mend  our 
books,  empty  the  book  box,  staff  our  book  sales,  add  color  and  expertise  to  local 
history,  and  enrich  our  lives.  Each  brings  their  individual  talents,  fresh  ideas  and 
enthusiasm  to  volunteerism,  embodying  what  is  good  about  our  community.  We 
would  not  be  where  we  are  today  without  them. 

►  VETERANS  SERVICES/ADMINISTRATION 


Veterans  Services 

It  is  our  mission  to  assist  with  dignity  those  who  have  served  their 
country  during  wars  and  crisis  and  find  themselves  in  economic  or  medical 
need.  In  all  our  contacts  with  these  applicants  and  their  dependents,  we 
shall  make  every  effort  to  understand  and  take  into  account  their  emotional 
state,  apprehension  to  disclose  personal  information  about  themselves  and 
their  families.  We  must  protect  the  confidentiality  of  all  information 
provided. 

Effective  January  1 ,  I999  all  budget  standards  benefits  were  increased  for 
both  ordinary  benefits,  medical  benefits  plus  any  miscellaneous  allowable  grant. 
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All  cities  and  towns  will  be  reimbursed  at  the  rate  of  75%.  These  increases  are 
approved  by  the  Executive  Office  of  Administration  and  Finance. 

Effective  March  1 ,  I999,  The  Department  of  Veterans  Services  moved  from 
the  Government  Center  to  239  Causeway  Street,  in  Boston.  Commissioner 
Thomas  J.  Hudner,  Jr.,  a  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor  recipient  retired.  He  was 
replaced  by  Thomas  G.  Kelley,  who  is  also  a  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor 
recipient.  There  are  only  three  recipients  with  this  honor  in  the  state  of 
Massachusetts  at  this  time. 

Chapter  5  in  reference  to  M.G.L.  Chapter  115,  directs  that  the  basic  budget 
for  eligible  recipients,  effective  July  first  of  every  year,  be  increased  by  a 
percentage  amount  equal  to  the  percentage  rise  in  the  United  States  Consumer 
Price  Index.  The  Commissioner  of  Veterans  Services  is  also  authorized  to  further 
increase  that  basic  budget  as  he  or  she  deems  appropriate.  As  a  result  of  these 
increases,  it  became  necessary  for  this  department  to  request  additional  funds  to 
meet  our  obligations. 

It  is  now  mandatory  that  every  Agent  or  Director  of  Veterans  Services  be 
certified.  Each  year,  the  Commissioner  will  have  training  seminars,  symposiums, 
etc.  for  this  purpose.  The  federal  agency,  Veterans  Administration,  will  also 
participate.  Upon  successful  completion,  certificates  or  diplomas  will  be  awarded 
to  participants. 

During  1999,  new  legislation,  S-616  was  successfully  approved  and  passed 
with  the  support  to  Gold  Star  wives  who  lost  their  husbands  during  wartime 
service.  An  annuity  of  $1500  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  twice  a  year  at  $750 
beginning  in  February,  2000,  and  the  second  payment  in  August. 

Our  office  hosted  two  successful  meetings  held  in  Plymouth  for  the 
Massachusetts  Veterans'  Service  Agents  Association,  and  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Veterans'  Service  Officers'  Association.  Invited  guests  and 
speakers  included  the  Commissioner's  office,  Senator  Murray,  Representative 
O'Brien,  Representative  DeMacedo,  and  Deputy  Commissioner,  Walter  Pero,  and 
various  veterans'  organizations. 

Veterans  Administration 

It  is  our  utmost  intent  and  obligation  to  treat  all  applicants  and  their 
families  with  courtesy,  dignity  and  respect.  All  alternative  resources 
available  should  be  fully  explained  and  offered  to  them.  Veterans  have 
earned  the  right  and  privilege  to  avail  themselves  and  their  dependents  by 
qualification,  whatever  benefits  are  offered  them  by  law.  All  Veterans  Agents 
and  Directors  are  required  to  explain  to  applicants  the  language  and 
meaning  of  all  statutory  and  regulatory  provisions,  and  administrative 
procedures  governing  the  application  process. 
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Legislation  has  been  enacted  to  designate  that  Cost  of  Living  adjustment 
(Cola)  will  be  2.4  percent  for  military  retirees  and  for  VA  disability  compensation, 
VA  pension,  effective  December  1,  1999. 

Public  Law  106-74,  signed  by  President  Clinton  on  October  20,1999, 
provides  $44.3  billion  for  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  in  Fiscal  Year  2000. 
This  represents  an  appropriations  increase  of  $1.7  billion  over  the  previous  year. 

The  Department  received  its  largest  budget  increase  since  FY  1998 
appropriations,  for  a  total  of  $42.6  billion.  Such  a  vote  of  confidence  might  be  a 
reflection  of  positive  improvements  in  hopes  of  further  future  progress. 

Having  approximately  36  percent  of  the  total  veterans  population  65  years 
old  or  older  (compared  with  13  percent  of  the  general  population),  long  term  care 
is  a  critical  issue  for  America's  veterans.  VA's  goal  is  to  provide  all  currently 
available  long-term  care  beds  open  to  serve  veterans. 

Recently,  the  President  signed  into  Assistance  law  a  provision  to  extend 
VA's  authority  to  provide  priority  health  care  to  Gulf  War  veterans  through  2001 . 
VA  has  contracted  with  the  National  Academy  of  Science  to  review  and  evaluate 
available  scientific  evidence  to  determine  whether  there  is  an  association 
between  illnesses  Gulf  War  veterans  are  experiencing  and  their  service  in  that 
war. 

The  President  has  also  created  a  Military  and  Veterans  Health  Coordinating 
Board  to  improve  collaboration  between  VA,  Department  of  Defense  and  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  on  a  wide  range  of  health  care  and 
research  issues  relating  to  past,  present  and  future  service  in  the  Armed  Forces. 

During  1 999,  our  office  filed  68  new  claims  for  benefits  with  the  VA.  We  were 
successful  in  acquiring  $682,220  in  new  benefits  for  our  veterans,  their 
dependents  and  parents.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  $4,635,410  already  being 
distributed  in  various  forms  such  as  pensions,  service-connected  disabilities  in 
various  forms  such  as  pensions,  service-connected  disabilities,  educational 
benefits,  insurances  and  other  related  benefits. 
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PLYMOUTH  PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS 


The  Plymouth  South  Middle  School  was  opened  for  children  in  August  of 
1999.  The  school  is  serving  children  in  grades  6,  7  and  8.  The  grade  5  students 
from  Indian  Brook  also  attend  the  South  Middle  School.  With  the  renovations  to 
Manomet  and  South  Elementary  Schools  providing  much  needed  space  in  each 
school,  the  elementary  class  sizes  have  been  reduced  throughout  the  district. 
Both  South  Middle  School  and  South  Elementary  School  opened  near  capacity.  It 
is  clear  that  future  additions  to  classroom  space  will  be  needed  as  the  growth  in 
Plymouth  continues. 

The  accomplishments  of  the  students  reflect  the  continuing  efforts  of  the 
Town  to  provide  strong  education  opportunities  for  all  students.  As  training  efforts 
focus  on  standards-based  learning,  the  MCAS  results  for  the  students  of 
Plymouth  should  continue  to  increase.  Raising  standards  is  accomplished  first  as 
a  community  effort.  Parents  and  community  members  are  key  to  success  of  the 
educational  system  in  Plymouth.

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Student  Testing 


Results  of  the  third  annual  statewide  third  grade  reading  test  showed  that  in 
Total  Reading,  the  average  Plymouth  student's  score  was  higher  than  77  percent 
of  grade  3  students  in  the  nation  (for  students  tested  under  routine  conditions). 
Similarly,  on  the  most  important  Reading  Comprehension  section  of  the  IOWA 
Tests  of  "Reading  Proficiency",  Plymouth  students  scored  at  the  78th  percentile. 
Vocabulary  and  Spelling  scores  were  at  the  75th  and  74th  percentiles, 
respectively.  This  year's  scores  are  the  highest  over  a  three-year  period  of 
consistently  strong  scores.  Categorical  results  are  presented  in  the  following 
table:

THE  NUMBER  OF  STUDENTS  SCORING  AS  "ADVANCED  READERS" 
JUMPS  DRAMATICALLY  -  Forty-four  percent  of  Plymouth's  students  tested 
under  routine  conditions  scored  at  the  highest  National  Performance  Standard 
level  of  "Advanced  Reader"  on  the  IOWA  tests.  Students  reading  at  that  level  can 
"generalize  about  ideas  and  information  in  the  test  that  they  read  and  can 
evaluate  the  texts  critically."

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On  the  2nd  administration  of  the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive 
Assessment  System  (MCAS)  Plymouth  4th,  8th  and  10th  graders  exceeded  their 
statewide  comparison  groups  by  statistically  significant  margins.  Eighth  grade 
Math  was  higher  than  the  state  average,  but  not  statistically  so.  Eighth  grade 
English  Language  Arts  matched  the  state  wide  average  which  is  notably  the 
highest  scaled  score  at  eighth  grade.  Those  scores  are  as  follows:

For  the  7th  year  in  a  row,  all  eligible  seniors  passed  Basic  Skills  Testing  in 
Reading,  Writing  and  Mathematics  which  is  a  Plymouth  Public  Schools  graduation 
requirement. 

Plymouth  students  in  grade  1,  2  and  6  continue  to  score  well  above  the 
national  average  in  all  content  areas  (Reading,  Language  Arts,  Math,  Science, 
Social  Studies,  Spelling  and  Study  Skills)  on  nationally  normed  achievement  tests. 

Two  current  members  of  the  class  of  2000  received  scores  of  800  on  the 
SAT  exams.  One  PNHS  student  received  a  score  of  800  in  math  and  another 
received  a  score  of  800  in  writing.  The  number  of  students  scoring  700  or  over,  in 
math,  has  nearly  quadrupled  since  1990. 

Sixty-six  percent  of  the  Class  of  1999  took  the  SAT  during  their  high  school 
careers,  a  decrease  of  six  percentage  points  from  last  year.  This  represents  an 
overall  increase  of  21  students.  The  mean  Verbal  score  remained  the  same  as  in 
1998  and  the  Math  average  score  actually  went  up  by  five  points. 

In  1990  only  54%  of  the  graduates  took  the  SAT,  a  ten-year  low.  The 
combined  score  that  year  was  1009.  With  12%  more  students  taking  the  SAT  in 
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1999,  the  combined  score  was  1020.  Plymouth  graduates  have  had  Verbal 
scores  above  both  the  state  and  national  averages  for  five  consecutive  years. 

Two  1999  graduates  scored  perfect  800's  on  the  SAT  Math  section,  and  one 
1999  Plymouth  North  graduate  scored  a  perfect  1600  (800  on  Verbal  and  800  on 
Math). 


Advanced  Placement  Examination 

(These  tests  are  scored  on  a  1-5  scale,  with  5  being  the  highest.  Colleges 
typically  award  credit  for  scores  of  3  or  higher) 

Thirteen  Plymouth  students  were  named  AP  Scholars  by  the  College  Board 
by  virtue  of  their  scores  on  three  different  AP  exams,  up  four  from  two  years  ago. 

In  addition,  five  others  were  named  AP  Scholars  with  Honors  by  virtue  of 
their  performance  on  four  AP  exams,  up  three  from  a  year  ago. 

Three  Plymouth  students  were  named  AP  Scholars  with  Distinction  by 
scoring  a  3  or  better  on  five  AP  exams,  one  more  than  last  year. 

Every  student  taking  Calculus  AP  took  the  AP  exam.  Over  88%  of  the  41 
students  scored  a  3  or  above  (national  average  is  about  60%)  and  nearly  40% 
scored  a  5  (national  average  is  approximately  20%). 


Student  Academic  Awards  and  Achievements 

The  Plymouth  North  High  School  Math  Team  finished  first  in  their  division  of 
the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Math  League  for  1999  and  participated  in  the 
play-offs  in  the  Southeastern  Mass  Math  League  (SMML). 

Currently  Plymouth  North  Math  Team  is  tied  for  first  place  in  their  division  for 
the  1999-2000  school  year. 

The  PCIS  MATHCOUNTS  team  finished  first  in  their  division  during  this  past 

year. 

In  its  third  year  of  operation,  the  Plymouth  North  High  School  DECA  Chapter 
has  earned  numerous  awards.  At  the  State  competition  where  over  1500  students 
competed,  the  PNHS  DECA  Chapter  earned  11  state  honors.  William  Finn  was 
chosen  number  one  in  retail  merchandising.  Eight  students  qualified  to  attend  the 
National  Competition  in  Orlando,  Florida.  Shawn  Costa  ran  a  national  campaign 
for  vice-president  of  DECA. 
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The  following  students  received  BOSTON  GLOBE  Scholastic  Art  Awards: 
Silver,  Katherine  McGrath;  Honorable  Mention,  Elizabeth  Aguiar,  Raymond 
Collins,  Rachel  Davis,  Joshua  Keay  and  Andrew  Manfredi. 

Federal  Furnace  School's  Robotics  Team  took  first  place  in  the  first  Lego 
League  Massachusetts  State  Tournament.  In  addition  to  winning  the  Performance 
trophy,  the  team  won  the  Director's  Award.  The  Director's  Award  is  the  most 
coveted  trophy.  It  is  given  to  the  team  that  has  the  best  data  to  support  its  work 
and  to  the  team  that  displays  excellence  in  teamwork  and  competition.  The 
Federal  Furnace  team  was  the  youngest  in  the  statewide  contest. 

Two  Plymouth  North  1999  graduates  were  named  candidates  for  National 
Merit  Special  Scholarships. 

One  Plymouth  North  senior  was  named  a  semi-finalist  in  the  National 
Hispanic  Recognition  Program. 

Ten  Plymouth  students  received  Letters  of  Commendation  from  the  National 
Merit  Scholarship  Corporation  by  virtue  of  their  PSAT  scores. 

The  1999  graduating  class  has  4  students  accepted  to  Ivy  League  Colleges. 
(Dartmouth  College  -  1,  Cornell  University  -  2,  Harvard  University  -  1). 

Chancellor's  Award  -  University  of  Massachusetts/Amherst  -  once  again  to 
a  Plymouth  North  senior. 

Three  Plymouth  South  students  have  submitted  portfolios  to  THE  BOSTON 
GLOBE'S  Scholastic  Arts  Contest;  seven  students  have  submitted  artwork  to  the 
contest. 

The  combined  choir  was  invited  to  sing  at  the  State  House  for  the 
Governor's  Christmas  Tree  Lighting  on  Thursday,  December  4,  1999. 

Sara  Spillane,  Class  of  '00,  was  accepted  into  the  Senior  District  Festival 
Chorus. 

The  Marching  Band  received  a  Bronze  Medal  at  the  M.I. CCA.  competition. 
They  received  a  Gold  Medal  at  the  Abington  Jamboree. 

A  record-setting  twenty-seven  students  received  awards  on  the  1999 
National  Latin  Exam.  This  exam  was  taken  by  more  than  104,000  Latin  students 
worldwide.  Four  students  received  silver  medals  and  maxima  cum  laude  awards; 
twelve  students  received  magna  cum  laude  awards;  eleven  students  received 
cum  laude  awards. 
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The  Governor  Bradford  Chapter  of  the  N.H.S.  has  established  a  tutoring 
program  with  Plymouth  South  Middle  School. 

Laura  Sempos  was  selected  to  perform  with  "Up  with  People"  for  next  year. 

Plymouth  Community  Intermediate  School  and  Plymouth  South  Middle 
School  students  received  awards  at  the  Geography  Fair  held  at  Bridgewater  State

This  will  complete  the  accreditation  process. 

The  Health,  Physical  Education,  and  Family  and  Consumer  Science 
departments  are  all  working  together  to  realign  their  current  curriculum  to  the 
newly  approved  state  curriculum  frameworks.  The  revised  curriculum  should  be 
ready  for  approval  in  the  fall  of  2000. 

Health  education  department  is  providing  additional  before-school  and  after- 
school  prevention  and  academic  support  programs  through  four  grants:  Health 
Protection  Fund,  Safe  and  Drug  Free  Schools  Grant,  Safe  Schools  Grant  and  the 
Before-School  and  Out-of-School  Grant. 

Mrs.  Connolly,  the  Director  of  Health  Education  and  Elementary  Physical 
Education  has  been  appointed  to  a  two-year  term  on  the  Interdisciplinary  Health 
Education  and  Human  Services  Advisory  Council.  Members  of  this  interdisciplinary 
council  make  recommendations  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education  regarding 
health  education  and  human  services  provided  by  Massachusetts  schools. 

The  HALT  Community  Partnership,  working  with  the  Health  Education 
Department,  has  been  awarded  a  grant  through  the  District  Attorney's  Office  to 
provide  drug  education/prevention  services.  Speak  Up  for  Health,  an  after  school 
club  designed  by  Carl  Mattson,  is  being  offered  to  all  elementary  schools.  Training 
for  teachers  is  also  provided  by  this  grant. 

Kathleen  Babini,  Social  Studies  Coordinator,  received  a  Distinguished 
Teaching  Award  from  the  National  Council  for  Geographic  Education. 

Plymouth  K-12  Science  Department  is  working  in  concert  with  the 
Massachusetts  State  Science  Fair  Foundation  and  the  Massachusetts 
Corporation  of  Educational  Telecommunications  to  develop  an  8  part  TV  series 
based  on  the  concept  of  Inquiry  Learning  as  it  is  being  served  by  authentic 
project-based  learning. 

PCIS  was  awarded  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  Geographic  Information 
System  Software  and  received  free  training  in  the  software  by  MassGIS.

Early  Childhood  Education 

The  Mt.  Pleasant  preschool  is  one  of  four  preschool  programs  in  the  Town 
of  Plymouth  that  is  accredited  through  the  National  Association  for  the  Education 
of  Young  Children.  This  prestigious  award  is  in  recognition  of  high  quality, 
developmental^  appropriate  preschool  programs.  Only  7%  of  all  preschools 
nationally  are  accredited. 

The  Plymouth  Public  School  applied  for  Community  Partnerships  for 
Children  expansion  monies. 

Provided  a  weekly  playgroup  for  preschool  age  children  and  their  parents 
who  have  had  no  previous  educational  experience.  The  group  provides 
developmentally  appropriate  classroom  and  educational  modeling  for  parents  in 
addition  to  a  parent  group  facilitated  by  a  social  worker. 

Community  Partnerships  for  Children  offered  a  minimum  of  twenty  courses 
and  trainings  to  parents  and  professionals  in  the  area  of  Early  Childhood 
Education  from  Culturally  Appropriate  classroom  activities  to  Dealing  with  Sibling 
Rivalry.

Worker. 
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The  Community  Partnerships  for  Children  Early  Childhood  Annual  Fair,  held 
the  first  Saturday  in  March,  provided  information  and  education  to  the  families  of 
Plymouth  regarding  the  resources  available  in  the  community  that  support  early 
childhood  education.  Over  1,800  people  attended  the  fair;  it  includes 
entertainment,  community  preschools,  all  of  which  provide  a  developmentally 
appropriate  activity.  The  safety  officer,  a  pediatrician,  a  dentist,  bus  rides,  fire 
department  and  ambulance  tours,  PPS  health  teacher,  WATD,  and  Vinny 
DeMacedo,  just  to  name  a  few. 


Title  1 


The  Plymouth  Title  1  Department  was  awarded  a  Goals  2000  grant  which 
allows  the  expansion  of  the  Parent-Child  Home  Program,  a  family  literacy 
program  for  parents  with  children  ages  2  &  3.  Plymouth  now  serves  82  families  in 
this  program.  Plymouth  was  also  one  of  two  communities  in  MA  designated  as  a 
training  site  for  the  PCHP  Program 

Plymouth  Public  Schools,  in  conjunction  with  Plymouth  pediatricians  and 
RSVP  (Retired  Senior  Volunteer  Program),  was  awarded  a  Reach  Out  and  Read 
grant.  Reach  Out  and  Read  is  a  program  that  makes  early  literacy  part  of  pediatric 
primary  care.  Pediatricians  encourage  parents  to  read  aloud  to  their  children  and 
give  their  patients,  at  all  pediatric  check-ups  from  six  months  to  five  years  of  age, 
books  to  take  home.  Through  ROR,  every  child  has  a  home  library  of  at  least  ten 
books  by  the  time  that  child  is  five  years  old. 

The  Plymouth  Title  1  Department  was  awarded  an  Essential  Skills  Grant  that 
will  provide  stipends  for  teachers  to  conduct  before-  or  after-school  ELA  groups 
at  each  grade  level  in  each  elementary  Title  1  school.  This  grant  also  provides 
mentoring  for  10  PCIS  students  who  have  not  responded  to  traditional  methods 
of  intervention. 

The  Plymouth  Title  1  Program,  in  collaboration  with  RSVP  and  Head  Start, 
ran  a  summer,  reading  program  for  25  first  and  second  graders.  Participants 
received  forty-five  minutes  of  direct  reading  instruction  by  a  certified 
reading/elementary  teacher,  forty-five  minutes  of  book  talk  and  reading  games 
(one-to-one)  with  a  RSVP  literacy  volunteer  and  forty-five  minutes  of  group 
literacy  activities  or  computer  work. 

The  Plymouth  Family  Network  was  established  and  opened  in  West 
Plymouth  Square.  Currently,  PFN  has  a  membership  of  280  families  and  provides 
support  for  Plymouth  parents  in  the  demanding  job  of  raising  children  ages  0  -  3.

►  ADVISORY  AND  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  year  began  as  any  other  with  one  exception  the  Town  had  begun  a 
new  era  under  recently  approved  charter  amendment.  The  changes  defined  and 
refined  the  operations  of  town  government.  The  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee 
looked  at  the  changes  in  the  charter  as  a  challenge  and  I'm  please  to  say  we  met 
these  challenges. 

The  year  started  the  same  as  any  other  year,  in  July  a  new  Finance 
Committee  was  ready  to  take  on  the  challenges,  which  faced  the  community.  The 
Finance  Committee  recognized  that  the  town's  ability  to  provide  essential  services 
might  be  limited  due  to  the  changes  in  our  ability  to  raise  revenues.  This 
committee  was  ready  for  the  challenge  and  took  it  head  on. 

In  late  September  the  Finance  Committee  began  our  review  of  the  Fall 
Annual  Town  Meeting.  The  recently  amended  charter  required  two  town  meetings 
one  in  the  fall  and  spring.  The  review  of  the  Fall  warrant  by  the  Finance  Committee 
took  several  days  and  in  the  end  we  approved  those  items  which  was  in  the  towns 
best  interest.  Town  meeting  members  received  the  Report  and  Recommendations 
21  days  prior  to  town  meeting,  which  was  the  most  difficult  change  in  the  charter, 
but  the  Finance  Committee  achieved  this  requirement  with  ease. 

In  November  and  December  the  Finance  Committee  prepared  for  the 
annual  warrant.  Sub-committees  began  our  review  of  the  Operating  budget  on 
January  12th  and  the  full  committee  started  on  the  19th.  The  Town  Manager  and 
the  Selectmen  had  established  a  4%  increase  in  the  overall  town  budget.  The 
Finance  Committee  was  prepared  for  this  challenge.  Knowing  that  the  operation 
budget  was  the  most  important  item  in  our  charge  we  looked  at  it  as  a  planning 
tool  for  the  town. 

The  budget  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee  mirrored  the  budget 
presented  by  the  Town  Manager.  The  committee  debated  several  areas 
gravediggers  and  assistant  librarians  versus  firefighters,  these  debates  were 
some  of  the  hardest  we've  had  to  make  in  the  recent  years.  Increasing  demands 
in  all  departments  only  place  strains  on  our  ability  in  building  this  planning  tool  into 
a  useful  item.  The  Finance  Committee  met  this  challenge  as  we  had  ever 
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challenge  placed  before  over  this  past  year.  We  completed  our  reviews  on  the 
annual  warrant  on  February  24th  and  finished  our  review  of  the  special  on  the 
March  1st  and  once  again  had  prepared  our  report  21  days  prior  to  Town  Meeting. 

Changes  in  the  Finance  Committee's  Membership  were  dramatic  over 
the  last  year.  Since  the  start  of  the  Fiscal  year,  5  new  members  were  appointed. 
The  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  wish  to  thank  those  members  that  served 
over  the  last  three  and  half  years.  Special  gratitude  is  extended  to  Michael 
Bradley  who  served  for  two  terms,  four  years  as  Vice-Chairman  and  his  final  year 
as  Chairman.  His  leadership  will  be  missed  by  the  committee  and  community. 


►  CULTURAL  COUNCIL 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Cultural  Council  (PCC)  is  to  promote 
excellence,  access,  education  and  diversity  in  the  arts,  humanities  and 
interpretive  sciences,  in  order  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  all  residents 
and  to  contribute  to  the  economic  vitality  of  our  community. 

The  PCC  is  an  agency  of  volunteers  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  two  three-year  terms.  All  members  have  a  deep  love  of  the  arts  and 
a  desire  to  bring  many  diverse  cultural  experiences  to  the  community.  Members 
during  1999  were:  Jean  Best,  Bobbi  Clark,  David  Ellis,  Candace  Glendye,  Wynn 
Gerhard,  Marsha  Hanby  (co-chair),  Ronnie  Lazarus,  Len  Marsden,  Judy  Moll, 
Richard  Pickering,  Ruth  Schultz  (co-chair),  and  Imogene  Washington.  We  strive 
for  diversity  and  welcome  interested,  new  members! 

The  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  (MCC)  allocates  money  to  local 
and  regional  councils.  The  amount  of  money  allocated  to  each  community  is 
relative  to  the  town's  population  and  property  values.  Local  cultural  councils 
regrant  these  funds  to  individuals,  schools  and  nonprofit  organizations  for 
programs  in  the  arts,  humanities  and  interpretive  sciences  which  benefit  the 
public.  Projects  must  be  completed  within  one  year  of  notification  of  state 
approval,  and  payment  is  on  a  reimbursement  basis.  We  are  officially 
"streamlined."  That  means  that  reimbursement  can  be  requested  4  months 
sooner  this  year,  due  to  our  Council's  successful  past  history  with  the  state!  In 
June  our  Council  hosted  a  community  input  meeting,  and  in  September  we 
offered  a  grant  writing  assistance  workshop.  Several  members  also  attended 
various  training  workshops  offered  by  the  state. 

Cultural  councils  may  go  beyond  regranting  if  they  pinpoint  an  unmet 
cultural  need.  Our  Council  recognized  that  there  are  wonderful  tributes  to 
Pilgrims  and  Native  Americans  on  our  beautiful  waterfront,  but  there  are  no 
monuments  to  Plymouth's  latter  day  pilgrims,  its  immigrant  settlers  (1700-2000). 
We  are  currently  working  towards  the  commission  of  a  commemorative  public

sculpture,  hopefully  to  be  installed  in  the  year  2001!  Some  of  this  year's  state 
allotment  went  directly  towards  artist's  fees  and  fundraising  for  this  public 
artwork.

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►  HARBOR  COMMITTEE 


1999  Appointed  Members:  Mr.  Put  Burns;  Mr.  Louis  Cook,  (Chairman);  Mr. 
Andy  Costa;  Mr.  David  Hobson;  Mr.  Perrin  Hughes;  Mr.  Ted  Jesse  Sr.;  Mr.  Jack 
Meehl;  Mr.  Paul  Quintal;  Mr.  Jack  Sullivan;  Plymouth  Harbormaster's  Office 
representative  Mr.  Ralph  Savery  and/or  Mr.  Joe  Ritz;  Plymouth  Yacht  Club 
representative. 

Working  in  a  direction  of  creating  additional  revenues,  The  Plymouth  Harbor 
Committee  reviewed  many  options.  Some  of  the  options  included  a  proposed 
Town  Wharf  user  fee;  mooring  and  tender  fees;  dockage  fees;  clamming  licenses; 
ticketing  revenues;  and  possible  fees  to  transient  business  and  vendors  who 
currently  all  use  the  Town  Wharf  facility.  The  Plymouth  Harbor  Committee 
suggested  mooring  fees,  (having  had  no  increase  in  the  past  10  to  12  years), 
would  be  increased  from  the  current  $4.00  per  foot  to  $5.00  per  foot.  This  25% 
increase  would  affect  590  mooring  owners  and  generate  an  additional  $14,000. 
This  motion  was  voted  and  approved  and  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  their  review.  No  action  was  taken  on  other  suggested  increases  or  fees. 

The  Plymouth  Harbor  Committee  worked  with  the  Massachusetts  Public 
Access  Board  to  obtain  the  much-needed  repairs  to  the  lower  portion  of  the  Public 
State  Boat  Ramp.  After  many  letters  and  meetings  the  repairs  were  completed  in 
the  fall  of  1999  with  no  cost  to  the  town. 

The  Plymouth  Harbor  Committee  voted  and  approved  to  move  forward  with 
a  plan  to  better  manage,  organize,  and  improve  public  access  to  our  Public  State 
Boat  Ramp.  This  ramp  currently  operates  with  no  supervision  or  organization  with 
a  minimum  of  efficiency  for  both  boat  launching  and  auto  parking.  In  order  to 
improve  the  facility,  the  Committee  continues  to  work  on  the  Plymouth  State  Boat 
Ramp  Management  Proposal.  A  seasonal  staff  would  be  assigned  to  oversee 
operations  of  parking  and  boat  launching  and  coordinate  the  facility.  Revenues 
drawn  from  launching  and  parking  fees  would  fund  salaries.  A  detailed  plan  will  be 
forthcoming  early  2000  for  public  review. 

Other  concerns  that  the  Plymouth  Harbor  Committee  has  and  will  continue 
to  focus  on  will  be  future  dredging  needs  around  our  docks,  piers,  and 
navigational  channels.  The  wooden  T-Wharf  is  need  of  repair  and  possibly 
replacement.  Additional  parking  and  public  access  issues  all  need  our  attention. 
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►  INLAND  FISHERIES  COMMITTEE 


This  past  year  has  seen  the  initiation  of  two  important  fish  run  restoration 
projects  on  Town  Brook. 

Although  fish  stocks  have  been  very  strong  from  Water  Street  to  Newfield 
Street,  the  poor  condition  of  the  fish  ladder  under  the  Newfield  Street  Bridge  has 
prevented  all  but  a  few  fish  from  continuing  beyond  this  point.  Funds  provided  by 
grant  awards  coupled  with  services  provided  by  the  Mass  Division  of  Marine 
Fisheries  and  the  Town  of  Plymouth  have  resulted  in  plans  for  a  complete 
restoration  of  this  ladder.  Currently  in  the  permitting  stage,  this  work  is  anticipated 
to  be  done  during  the  summer  of  2000. 

A  second,  more  involved  project  is  the  removal  of  a  badly  deteriorated  dam 
culvert  and  fish  ladder  structure  on  Billington  Street.  Plans  are  being  developed 
for  the  complete,  removal  of  the  dam  and  restoring  the  brook  to  its  natural 
streambed  and  bank  configuration.  This  project  has  become  a  pilot  project  for  the 
Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs  and  will  greatly  improve  the 
anadromous  fish  spawning  activity  in  Town  Brook  and  Billington  Sea.  The  1999 
Annual  Town  Meeting  appropriated  partial  funding  for  this  project.  Several  grant 
applications  have  already  been  successful  in  securing  additional  funding.  This 
project  is  also  in  the  permitting  stage  with  work  anticipated  to  begin  in  2000. 

Hopefully,  the  year  2000  will  allow  the  taking  of  limited  numbers  of  fish  by 
permit  for  sport  or  personal  use  only  for  the  first  time  in  nearly  twenty  years. 


►  MEMORIAL  HALL  COMMITTEE 


The  Memorial  Hall  Development  and  Restoration  Committees  were 
established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  bring  about  major  improvements  to  the 
building.  The  Development  Committee  has  been  working  on  additional  funding  to 
the  $4.5  million  already  committed  by  the  Town.  The  architects,  Einhorn  Yaffee 
Prescott  have  been  contracted  to  do  the  rehab  design  and  specifications.  The 
Restoration  Committee  will  work  closely  with  the  architects  to  oversee  the 
physical  changes.  Actual  rehab  to  the  building  will  begin  in  late  2000.

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►  PLYMOUTH  CONTRIBUTORY  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM 


During  the  calendar  year  of  1999,  the  Town  of  Plymouth  Contributory 
Retirement  System  continued  in  its  primary  function  to  serve  its  membership  in  all 
benefits  afforded  to  them  under  Chapter  32,  in  an  effective  and  timely  fashion. 

The  local  acceptance  and  implementation  of  Chapter  194,  Acts  of  1998 
provided  a  "pop-up"  provision  for  all  retirees  who  had  chosen  option  C  and  retired 
prior  to  January  12,  1988  equal  to  those  who  retired  after  that  date.  The  Board 
was  pleased  that  this  inequity  could  be  put  to  rest. 

In  September  of  1999,  the  Retirement  Board  accepted  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
John  Kirby,  the  Board's  Chairman,  and  unanimously  voted  to  appoint  Mr.  Shaun 
Duhamel,  a  resident  of  Plymouth,  to  the  balance  of  the  three-year  term.  Mr. 
Duhamel  brings  to  the  Board  his  expertise  as  a  Town  Meeting  member  as  well  as 
his  experience  as  a  legislative  liaison  for  the  Retired  State,  County  and  Municipal 
Employees  of  Massachusetts.  The  Board  feels  fortunate  to  have  Mr.  Duhamel  as 
an  addition  to  their  team. 

The  Board  unanimously  appointed  Mr.  Patrick  Dello  Russo,  ex-officio  Board 
Member  and  the  Town's  Director  of  Finance,  to  the  Chairmanship  during  its 
reorganization.  Richard  Manfredi  continues  to  serve  as  vice-chairman.  Mr. 
Manfredi  is  the  Town's  Director  of  Inspectional  Services,  and  was  elected  to  the 
Retirement  Board  by  the  membership,  as  was  Thomas  M.  Kelley.  Mr.  Kelley 
serves  the  Town  as  a  Plymouth  Police  Officer.  John  J.  Murphy,  Jr.  was  re- 
appointed by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  a  three-year  term  in  June  of  1999.  Mr. 
Murphy  is  retired  from  the  City  of  Somerville,  and  is  currently  conference  planner 
and  treasurer  for  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Contributory  Retirement 
Systems. 

The  Board  continued  to  be  the  liaison  between  its  regulatory  authority,  the 
Public  Employee  Retirement  Administration  Commission,  and  the  Public  Library 
for  several  workshops  for  the  southeast  area.  Topics  included  Ethics,  public 
documents,  disability  regulations,  processing  of  disability  applications, 
preparation  of  annual  statements,  year-end  procedures,  and  a  number  of 
investment  related  subjects. 

In  our  continuing  effort  to  better  serve  our  membership,  the  Board  and  staff 
attended  several  educational  conferences.  These  workshops  varied  in  location 
and  subject  matter  and  included  issues  ranging  from  investment  diversification,  to 
review  and  implementation  of  regulations  imposed  by  PERAC  and  the 
Legislature.  Topics  also  included  instruction  in  and  updating  of  member  and 
retiree  accounting  systems,  and  windows  software. 
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The  Retirement  Board  staff  along  with  the  Town's  Human  Resource 
Department  successfully  sponsored  and  conducted  two  seminars  for  the  system's 
members.  In  addition  to  information  relating  to  health  insurance  and  retirement 
benefits,  representatives  from  the  Town's  deferred  compensation  plan  and  the 
Social  Security  Administration  were  on  hand  to  provide  employees  with  a  full 
picture  of  the  range  of  benefits  available  to  them.  Both  sessions  were  extremely 
well  attended,  thanks  to  the  flexibility  of  department  heads  who  allowed  interested 
employees  the  opportunity  to  attend. 

The  Retirement  Board  continuing  effort  to  educate,  contracted  with  their 
actuarial  consultant,  Stone  Consulting,  to  provide  quarterly  newsletters  to  the 
membership.  These  newsletters  discuss  a  variety  of  topics  related  to  retirement 
benefits  and  planning.  After  receipt  of  the  first  few  issues,  the  subject  matter  was 
deemed  to  be  even  more  widely  applicable,  and  the  Board  acquiesced  to  a 
request  from  PREA  (Plymouth  Public  Retired  Employee  Association)  to  make  the 
newsletters  available  to  their  membership. 

The  Plymouth  Public  Retired  Employee  Association,  headed  by  its  co- 
chairpersons,  Alba  Thompson  and  Warren  Ottino  continues  to  be  a  visible  and 
positive  adjunct  to  our  operations.  Representatives  of  PREA  are  regular 
attendees  at  Retirement  Board  monthly  meetings.  When  called  upon  to  assist 
with  support  and  input,  such  as  during  article  hearings  with  the  Finance 
Committee  and  Selectmen,  the  membership  turns  out  in  force  and  lends  their 
perspective  to  the  issues  at  hand.  In  one  of  their  many  efforts  to  educate  and 
open  the  lines  of  communication  with  their  membership  and  the  Town,  personnel 
from  the  School  Department,  Human  Resources  and  the  Retirement  Office  were 
invited  as  guest  speakers  to  their  Annual  Meeting  in  September. 

The  Retirement  Board  was  prepared  to  make  a  presentation  to  the 
November  Town  Meeting,  seeking  to  allow  cost  of  living  adjustments  of  up  to  three 
percent  (on  the  first  $12,000)  for  qualified  retirees.  With  the  help  of  PREA,  the 
Selectmen  and  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  unanimously  voted  support  of 
this  article.  Unfortunately,  the  legislation  to  enact  this  provision  was  included 
within  the  State  budget,  which  was  not  approved  by  the  Governor  until  after  the 
November  Town  Meeting  recessed.  Since  Town  Meeting  cannot  be  asked  to 
approve  legislation  which  has  not  yet  been  enacted,  "no  action"  was  taken  on  the 
article.  The  Retirement  Board  will  now  bring  this  forward  to  the  April  2000  Town 
Meeting. 

The  Board  increased  the  fund's  investment  diversity  by  hiring  a  Small  Cap 
Company  Growth  Fund  in  Loomis  Sayles.  The  Retirement  Board  also  changed 
their  Core  Bond  Manager  Bond  to  a  Pooled  account  with  Wellington  CIF  Core 
Bond  Portfolio.  A  request  for  bid  was  begun  in  December  of  1999  to  research  the 
addition  to  the  system  of  a  commission  recapture  program  as  well  as  a 
replacement  for  the  Board's  investment  consultant. 
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The  most  recent  audited  performance  of  the  fund  (12/31/98)  showed  a  gross 
return  of  15.36%.  Total  asset  value  at  year-end  12/31/98  grew  to  $71  million, 
which  is  an  increase  of  18.33%  over  year-end  1997.  Based  on  the  most  recent 
actuarial  evaluations,  the  system  is  69.8%  funded.  This  reflects  the  percentage  of 
the  actuarial  accrued  liability  covered  by  the  retirement  systems  assets.  The 
Board  continues  to  maintain  diversification  of  the  fund  by  using  eight  managers 
for  its  portfolio.  The  Board  continues  in  its  prudent  fiscal  responsibility  by  choosing 
managers  with  low  risk  and  better  than  average  returns.

►  OLD  COLONY  PLANNING  COUNCIL 


The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  is  one  of  thirteen  regional  planning 
agencies  in  Massachusetts,  authorized  by  state  statute  to  prepare  plans  for  the 
physical,  social  and  economic  development  of  their  respective  regions.  OCPC  is 
the  only  regional  planning  agency  in  Massachusetts  to  be  designated  as  an  Area 
Agency  on  Aging.  In  this  responsibility,  the  OCPC  manages  federal  Older 
Americans  Act  funding  for  elder  services  in  the  fifteen  communities  in  the 
Council's  regular  planning  district  plus  eight  additional  municipalities  that 
constitute  the  elderly  services  planning  and  service  area.  The  OCPC  is  also 
designated  as  an  Economic  Development  District.  Lastly,  the  OCPC  is  designated 
as  the  Metropolitan  Planning  Organization  (MPO)  for  Transportation  and  Transit 
Planning  for  the  region.  We  are  proud  to  report  that  the  Old  Colony  Planning 
Council  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  regional  council  in  New  England  to 
hold  all  of  these  official  designations  at  the  same  time. 

In  addition  to  the  designated  responsibilities,  the  Council  is  concerned  with 
a  wide  variety  of  areawide  and  inter-municipal  concerns  as  they  pertain  to  the 
development  of  the  Planning  District.  The  Council  also  assists  its  member 
municipalities  with  technical  assistance,  grant  application  preparation  assistance 
and  with  information  on  local  and  regional  trends  by  maintaining  current  socio- 
economic information.  Each  member  community  of  the  Council  is  represented  by 
one  delegate  and  one  alternate  member.  The  Council  members  establish  policy, 
develop  the  work  program,  and  employ  and  oversee  the  activities  of  the 
professional  staff.  The  Council  meets  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  each  month  at 
7:30  PM  in  the  OCPC  offices  located  at  70  School  Street,  Brockton,  MA. 
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In  1999  the  Council  re-elected  Eldon  F.  Moreira  of  West  Bridgewater  as 
President  of  OCPC;  David  A.  Johnson  of  East  Bridgewater  as  Council  Secretary; 
and,  Joseph  P.  Landolfi  of  Stoughton  as  Council  Treasurer.  Daniel  M.  Crane  serves 
as  Executive  Director  of  the  Council.  During  the  year,  the  Council  completed  the 
final  draft  of  a  Regional  Policy  Plan  that  will  serve  as  a  guide  to  municipal  officials 
in  directing  local  planning  efforts  and  used  to  determine  consistency  for 
developments  under  the  Massachusetts  Environmental  Policy  Act  (MEPA).  The 
OCPC  Plan  is  entirely  consistent  with  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Vision 
2020,  An  Agenda  for  the  Future,  published  during  the  year.  The  Vision  2020 
program  is  an  initiative  including  51  communities  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
to  address  uncontrolled  sprawl,  promote  a  high  quality  of  life,  more  efficient  use  of 
public  resources,  and  enhancing  private  investment  opportunities. 

The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  support  and  cooperation 
of  its  member  communities,  the  participation  and  involvement  of  the  members  of 
committees.  Thanks  to  the  Joint  Transportation  Committee  chaired  by  Stephen 
Baker;  the  Overall  Economic  Development  Committee  chaired  by  Joseph  P. 
Joseph;  and,  the  Council  also  recognizes  the  work  of  local  boards  and 
commissions  and  the  government  agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and 
individuals  who  assisted  its  efforts.

Proposed  residential  developments  located  within  the  Rural  Residential  District 
that  require  approval  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  or  that  are  the  subject  of 
a  Special  Permit  Subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions,  shall  provide  the 
information  referenced  below  as  a  part  of  final  plan  submission,  provided  that  the 
development  contains  25  acres  or  more,  and  meets  either  of  the  following  criteria: 

a.    Within  500-feet  of  any  publicly  owned  property  (including  but  not  limited  to 
Federal,  State,  County  or  Town  ) 

a.    Within  500-feet  of  any  property  owned  or  managed  by  a  non-profit  agency  or 
private  landowner  protected  under  M.G.L.  Chapter  61,  61  A,  or  61 B. 

The  following  information  shall  be  used  to  assist  in  determining  the 
appropriate  location  of  roadways,  easements,  infrastructure  and  building 
areas.  The  information  shall  be  submitted  in  both  hard  copy  format  and 
electronic  format  compatible  with  the  Town  system.  It  may  be  used  for  the 
basis  of  possible  mitigation  when  reviewing  waivers  of  the  Rules  & 
Regulations  Governing  the  Subdivision  of  Land.

NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

The  Zoning  Bylaw  does  not  currently  require  certain  information  that  is  useful  in 
reviewing  residential  developments  located  within  the  Rural  Residential  District 
that  require  approval  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  or  that  are  the  subject  of 
a  Special  Permit  Subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions.  It  is  necessary  to 
obtain  additional  information  in  order  to  reasonably  address  the  Towns'  concerns 
regarding  the  development  of  large  parcels  of  land. 

EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  provide  the  Town  with  the  most  recent  available 
information,  in  a  format  easily  converted  into  Town  records,  which  will  be  used  to 
review  and  comment  on  large  scale  development  plans.  Also,  additional  review 
would  assist  in  determining  the  most  appropriate  design  and  location  of 
infrastructure. 

INTENT: 

It  is  not  intended  to  constrain  proposed  residential  developments  or  the  granting 
of  Special  Permits,  but  rather  to  better  manage  the  development  process  as  it 
relates  to  impacts  on  the  environment  and  Town  services.   Additionally,  the 
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submission  of  data  in  electronic  format  will  provide  timely  information  that  can  be 
used  by  Town  departments  and  the  general  public.

VOTE:  On  Monday,  February  28,  2000,  the  Planning  Board  voted  (5-0)  to 
recommend  approval  of  the  following  amendment  to  Town  Meeting. 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT: 

I)  To  amend  Section  401 .1 4  -  Light  Industrial,  Table  5  -  Maximum  Height,  so  as 
to  replace  the  notation  "3  stories",  with  the  following: 

"See  Section  300.09" 

II)  To  amend  Section  300.09  -  Height,  so  as  to  add  the  following  language  as 
the  second  paragraph: 

"Structures  may  be  built,  constructed,  erected,  or  added  to  for  a  height  not  to 
exceed  five  (5)  stories,  fifty-five  (55)  feet  maximum,  within  the  portion  of  the 
Light  Industrial  District  of  the  West  Plymouth  Village  Service  Area  abutting  the 
North  Plymouth  Village  Service  Area.  This  limitation  may  be  exceeded 
through  the  Special  Permit  procedure  referenced  above.  The  provisions  of 
this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  by  cross-reference  to  any  other  zoning  district." 

NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

This  petitioned  article  was  initiated  by  a  subcommittee  of  the  Economic 
Development  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  This  group  has  reviewed 
the  Plymouth  Zoning  Bylaw  so  as  to  determine  means  by  which  to  attract 
additional  commercial/industrial  development  to  the  community.  The  need  to 
provide  an  alternative  to  the  current  35'  height  limitation  within  a  portion  of  the 
Light  Industrial  District  has  been  identified. 

The  industrially  zoned  areas  in  and  adjacent  to  the  Plymouth  Industrial  Park  will 
within  the  coming  years  have  significantly  improved  access  by  virtue  of  the  new 
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Route  44.  Additional  sewage  treatment  capacity  will  also  be  available  through  the 
Town's  expanded  wastewater  treatment  facilities.  Increased  density  of 
development  is  warranted  at  this  location. 

EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  would  be  to  allow  structures  within  the  Light 
Industrial  District  of  the  West  Plymouth  Village  Service  Area  to  exceed  the  35-foot 
height  limitation  currently  in  place.  This  provision  would  only  be  applicable  within 
the  currently  defined  industrial  area  off  Exit  7  adjacent  to  the  Kingston  Town  Line. 
It  would  not  effect  any  other  LI  areas  within  the  community.  This  maximum  height 
of  structures  would  be  allowed  up  to  55  feet,  or  5  stories.  The  current  Special 
Permit  provision  to  exceed  these  height  limitations  remains  in  effect. 

INTENT: 

The  intent  of  this  amendment  is  to  further  direct  necessary  commercial/industrial 
investment  to  an  area  most  capable  of  providing  necessary  support  facilities.  The 
increase  of  potential  taxable  square  footage  under  this  zoning  would  also  help 
protect  open  space  by  reducing  the  amount  of  acreage  that  would  be  required  to 
affect  the  same  amount  of  new  tax  revenue.  There  are  no  changes  proposed 
relative  to  any  other  use  or  dimensional  provisions.

Land  located  within  the  Aquifer  Protection  District  is  subject  to  the  provisions  and 
restrictions  outlined  in  Section  401.17  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw,  subject  to  the 
following:  (i)  the  term  "underlying  zoning  districts"  as  used  in  Section  401 .1 7  shall 
include  both  zoning  districts  and  overlay  zoning  districts;  (ii)  for  the  purposes  of 
Section  401.17  (D)  (4)  any  dwelling  permitted  in  this  district  may  be  connected  to 
a  municipal  or  privately  owned  sewer  treatment  facility;  (iii)  for  the  purposes  of 
Section  401.17  (D)  (5),  any  dwelling  unit,  inn  or  lodging  house  permitted  in  this 
district  shall  be  allowed  at  a  gross  density  of  one  dwelling  unit  (or  four  bedrooms 
in  the  case  of  an  inn  or  lodging  house)  not  connected  to  a  sewer  treatment  facility 
per  40,000  square  feet  of  land;  gross  density  in  this  case  shall  be  calculated  upon 
the  total  land  area  in  the  Aquifer  Protection  District,  including  land  connected  to  a 
municipal  or  privately  owned  sewer  treatment  facility;  [and]  (iv)  for  the  purposes

NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

A  need  has  been  identified  to  amend  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development 
(OSMUD)  section  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  so  as  to  clarify  the  procedures  and 
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standards  associated  with  the  siting  of  wastewater  treatment  facilities.  The 
mechanism  to  site  such  a  facility  is  alluded  to  within  the  Aquifer  Protection  District, 
however,  it  is  necessary  to  clarify  that  such  a  use  may  be  permitted  under  the 
umbrella  of  the  OSMUD. 

EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  would  be  to  make  available  as  an  option  through 
the  Special  Permit  process  the  siting  of  wastewater  treatment  facilities  within  an 
Aquifer  Protection  portion  of  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development.  Such  a 
facility  may  well  provide  additional  protections  for  the  environment  as  an 
alternative  to  individual  septic  systems. 

INTENT: 

The  intent  of  this  amendment  is  to  provide  greater  protection  for  water  supplies 
within  the  community.  As  with  all  Special  Permits,  the  responsibility  is  with  the 
proponent  to  meet  the  applicable  burden  of  proof.  The  avoidance  of  hazards  to 
water  supplies  and  public  health  remains  the  primary  goal.

The  reports  of  the  Design  Review  Board  and  the 
Board  of  Health,  and  Village  Steering  Committee,  which  are  advisory, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  within  twenty-one  (21)  days  of 
filing  of  the  applications.  The  Planning  Board  shall  transmit  all  such 
advisory  reports  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  within  thirty-five  (35)  days  of  the 
filing  of  the  applications. 

205.02  Conditions  and  Safeguards 

A)  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  not  grant  any  Special  Permit  unless 
necessary  conditions  are  satisfied,  including  but  not  limited  to  the 
following: 

1)  The  proposed  use  is  appropriate  in  the  Zone  and  specific  site  in 
question,  more  particularly  to  promote  the  most  appropriate  use 
of  land  throughout  the  Town  in  accordance  with  a 
comprehensive  plan: 

2)  Adequate  and  appropriate  facilities  will  be  provided  for  proper 
operation  of  said  use; 

3)  There  will  be  no  hazard  to  pedestrians  or  vehicles; 

4)  There  will  be  no  nuisance  or  adverse  effect  upon  the  neighborhood; 

5)  In  the  case  of  the  High  Technology  P.U.D.'s  the  requirements  of 
Sections  310  and  particularly  Section  310.04  -  OVERALL 
PLANNING  PRINCIPLES  AND  REQUIREMENTS  are  fully  satisfied. 
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NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 


The  Zoning  Bylaw  does  not  currently  define  or  address  the  issues  associated  with 
the  principles  of  the  Town  Master  Plan  or  its  components.  It  is  necessary  to  more 
clearly  define  the  process  in  which  an  applicant  shall  follow  in  order  to  reasonably 
address  the  Village  Centers'  concerns  regarding  their  interpretation  of  the  Master 
Plan. 

EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  provide  Village  Steering  Committees  the 
opportunity  to  review  and  comment  on  development  plans  within  their  defined 
areas.  Also,  additional  emphasis  would  be  placed  upon  the  need  to  reference 
consistency  with  the  Master  Plan  in  Special  Permit  findings. 

INTENT: 

It  is  not  intended  to  constrain  the  granting  of  Special  Permits  within  the  Village 
Centers,  but  to  more  clearly  define  the  type  of  use  as  it  relates  to  the  Master  Plan 
and  the  stated  goals  of  the  Village  Centers.  Proposed  is  additional  review  of 
selected  projects  within  the  Village  Centers  to  assure  consistency  with  Town 
Meeting  adopted  Master  Plans.

7.  Commercial  recreational  uses,  such  as  theaters,  bowling 
alleys,  swimming  pools,  gymnasiums,  and  the  like,  except 
for  expansive  outdoor  uses; 

8.  Private  clubs  and  lodges,  except  those  with  expansive 
open  areas; 

9.  Parking  lots  and  garages; 

10.  Clinics  and  laboratories; 

11.  Rental  agencies,  such  as  automobile,  miscellaneous 
appliances  and  equipment,  clothing; 

12.  Motel,  hotel; 
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13.    Vehicular  related  uses  including  automobile  sales,  provided 
there  be  no  outdoor  service  or  repair; 

D)  Special  Permit  Uses. 

1.  All  uses  allowed  by  Special  Permit  in  the  Light  Industrial 
District,  Section  401.14; 

2.  Service  and  repair  establishments; 

3.  Day  nurseries  associated  with  other  uses  allowed; 

4.  Drive-in  establishments; 

5.  Convenience  of  one-stop  type  uses  which  cater  to  the 
needs  of  the  motoring  public  or  a  community  market,  or 
commercial  uses  which  require  large  amounts  of  land  or 
which  do  not  cater  to  a  pedestrian  market 

E)  Special   Permit   Uses   Subject  to   Environmental  Design 
Conditions. 

1 .  All  uses  allowed  subject  to  environmental  design  condition 
in  the  Light  Industrial  District,  Section  401.14; 

2.  Planned  shopping  centers; 

3.  Automobile  filling  stations 

F)  Prohibited  Uses. 

1.  All  uses  prohibited  in  the  Light  Industrial  District,  Section 
401.14 

3.  By  adding  to  the  index  under  Section  401  the  words  "401.28  Highway 
Commercial  -  HC",  and  adding  to  Table  #5  of  Section  401.01  of  the  Zoning 
Bylaw  the  language  attached  as  Table  #5. 

NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

The  Zoning  Bylaw  does  not  currently  define  or  address  particular  land  uses  suited 
for  development  supported  by  highway  interchanges.  The  issues  associated  with 
these  particular  land  uses  involve  heavy  automobile  and  truck  traffic,  adjacent 
highway  access  and  ability  to  serve  a  larger  market  area.  The  current  district 
uses  remain  part  of  the  new  district.  It  is  necessary  to  broaden  the  allowed  uses 
in  order  to  meet  the  increased  demands  of  the  residents,  while  not  impacting  the 
fiscal  responsibilities  of  the  town. 

EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  provide  that  the  referenced  district  allows 
commercial  uses  in  addition  to  the  uses  already  allowed  in  the  Light  Industrial  (LI) 
district. 

INTENT: 

It  is  intended  to  increase  these  types  of  uses  at  locations  within  the  community 
that  can  support  increased  development  of  this  nature  without  impacting  the 
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amount  of  industrial  zoned  land  and  with  minimal  impact  to  residential 
neighborhoods.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

7  June  2000 

The  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:30  P.M.,  and  having  been  informed 
of  a  quorum  by  the  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  Pizer,  he  called  the  meeting  to  order.  The 
body  joined  in  a  salute  to  the  flag  led  by  Richard  Vannozzi,  representing 
Scoutmaster  David  Balutis  and  Scout  Troop  47,  followed  by  the  National  Anthem 
performed  by  1997  Plymouth  North  High  School  graduate  Jessica  Hague.  The 
invocation  was  offered  by  Reverend  Robert  Shippee. 

The  Moderator  announced  the  appointment  of  Jeffrey  Metcalfe  as  Assistant. 
There  was  no  objection. 

The  Moderator  announced  the  appointment  for  the  present  session  of  Alternates 
Patricia  McCarthy,  Precinct  5;  Anthony  Mayo,  Precinct  6;  and  Joe  McMillan, 
Precinct  9. 

The  Return  of  the  Warrant  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  showed  that  it  was 
properly  served.  With  no  objections  the  reading  of  the  Constable's  Return  of 
Service  of  the  Warrant  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  waived  and  with  no 
objections,  the  reading  of  the  Warrant  was  waived. 

ARTICLE  1:  Mr.  Sanguinet  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  the  sum  of

ARTICLE  2:  Mr.  Sanguinet  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  transfer  the  sum  of 
$1 7,262.91  from  temporary  interest  to  pay  certain  unpaid  bills  from  Select  Energy. 
The  motion  PASSED  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  3:  Mr.  Sanguinet  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to:  (1)  amend  its  Zoning 
Bylaw,  Section  401.25  "(OSMUD)  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development"  and 
Section  201.02  "Procedures  for  Zoning  Permits",  and  (2)  adopt  as  the 
Development  Plan  under  Section  401 .25(J)(8)(d)  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  a  plan 
entitled  "Master  Plan  for  Pinehills  Community,"  revised  May,  2000,  in  accordance 
with  the  "FINAL  REPORT  AND  RECOMMENDATION  OF  THE  PLANNING 
BOARD  ON  THE  PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  OF  ROBERT  C.  BETTERS,  ET  AL, 
TO  THE  ZONING  BYLAW,  AS  IT  RELATES  TO  SECTION  201.02

VOTE:  On  May  1,  2000,  the  Planning  Board  voted  unanimously  (4-0)  to 
recommend  approval  of  the  subject  amendments  by  Special  Town 
Meeting.  This  support  is  conditional  upon  the  final  review  of  certain 
amendment  language  by  the  Board  in  conjunction  with  Town  Counsel. 

NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

A  petitioned  article  has  been  submitted  to  amend  Section  401 .25  -  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development  and  Section  201 .02  -  Procedures  for  Zoning  Permits,  of 
the  Zoning  Bylaw,  as  well  as  any  related  sections,  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto,  including  but  not  limited  to  adoption  of  a  development  plan. 


FINAL  REPORT  AND  RECOMMENDATION 
OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


APRIL  20,  2000 


DATE  OF  PUBLIC  HEARING: 


MAY  1 ,  2000 
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At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  September  1998,  the  Town  voted  94-4  to  approve 
the  amended  Zoning  Bylaw  Section  401.25  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development.  The  Master  Plan  for  the  Pinehills  Community  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board  outlined  the  intent  of  the  Pinehills  LLC  while  providing  specific 
limitations  of  the  project.  The  Master  Plan  defined  general  goals  and  objectives 
of  the  project,  which  includes  the  creation  of  1 .3  million  square  feet  of  commercial 
space,  including  a  hotel  and  conference  center,  neighborhood  green,  and  four  golf 
courses.  The  Master  Plan  also  laid  out  the  development  of  920  Planned 
Retirement  Homes,  1934  Limited  Occupancy  Homes,  and  2126  acres  of  open 
space. 

The  Pinehills  LLC  has  since  filed  with  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection 
(DEP)  for  a  Groundwater  Discharge  Permit,  and  the  Town  for  three  Special  Permit 
Phase  applications.  The  Planning  Board  reviewed  and  approved  all  three 
phases.  The  three  Special  Permits  include: 

Phase  1-A  (Approved  March  23,  1999): 

•  Water  supply  well  for  the  entire  community 

•  Seven  (7)  model  homes  on  eleven  residential  lots 

•  The  Summer  House,  which  will  serve  as  the  Pinehills  LLC  Office  and  sales 
center 

•  The  first  18-hole  golf  course 

•  Related  infrastructure,  including  7000  linear  feet  of  private  road 

Phase  l-B  (Approved  September  13,  1999): 

•  The  development  of  two  residential  neighborhoods  (50  homes) 

•  The  second  18-hole  golf  course 

•  Related  infrastructure,  including  an  additional  6200  linear  feet  of  private  road 

Phase  2000-A  (Approved  March  6,  2000): 

•  Marriott  Hotel  (250  rooms),  Conference  Center,  and  Spa 

•  The  golf  clubhouse  which  will  serve  the  two  approved  golf  courses 

•  A  Wastewater  treatment  plant  which  will  serve  the  commercial  area  of  the 
project 

•  Eight  (8)  residential  neighborhoods  (120  homes) 

•  Related  infrastructure,  including  roads,  driveways,  golf  cart  paths,  parking, 
utilities  and  trails 

Groundwater  Discharge  Permit  No.  0-680  (Approved  March  2,  2000): 

•  Permit  issued  by  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP)  which 
allows  the  Pinehills  LLC  to  discharge  wastewater.  The  approval  allows  the 
Pinehills  Community  to  construct  and  use  individual  and  shared  septic  systems, 
and  the  wastewater  treatment  plant. 

The  approval  of  Phase  2000-A  by  the  Planning  Board  and  the  approval  of  the 
Groundwater  Discharge  Permit  by  the  DEP  were  appealed.  One  individual 
appealed  Phase  2000-A  and  an  organization  appealed  the  Groundwater 
Discharge  Permit.  The  appeals  are  currently  being  addressed  but  have  delayed 
the  project  from  proceeding  in  a  timely  manner. 
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This  article  proposes  to  modify  two  sections  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  the  concerns  of  the  community.  The  adoption  of  Section  401.25 
at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  September  1998  was  based  on  the  fact  that  the 
project  proponent  would  develop  the  project  in  phases  that  would  be  presented  to 
the  Planning  Board  for  approval  by  Special  Permit.  The  Special  Permit  control 
mechanism  allows  the  Planning  Board  to  review  each  element  of  the  project  as  it 
develops,  and  allows  the  Board  to  review  the  project  phases  as  they  relate  to  the 
surrounding  environment. 

The  elimination  of  the  Special  Permit  process  is  replaced  by  the  review  of 
individual  building  permits. 

The  amendments: 

•  Eliminate  the  requirement  of  phased  Special  Permits,  which  can  be  appealed 

•  Increase  the  one  retail  space  allowed  by  15,000  square  feet  for  retail  food  only 

•  Increase  height  to  45-feet  within  the  Neighborhood  Green 

•  Require  that  the  Planning  Board  review  individual  building  permit  applications 
for  commerciahbuildings 

•  Allow  Town  Meeting  to  approve  by  2/3  vote  a  "Development  Plan" 

As  stated  during  previous  Town  meeting  discussions  and  public  hearings, 
significant  safeguards  still  exist.  The  review  of  individual  building  permit 
applications  for  commercial  buildings  gives  the  Planning  Board  the  ability  to 
negotiate  certain  on-site  and  off-site  improvements.  A  project  of  this  size  will 
trigger  several  of  the  Massachusetts  Environmental  Protection  (MEPA) 
thresholds.  An  Environmental  Impact  Report  will  be  required  as  the  project 
reaches  certain  levels  of  development.  The  report  will  involve  the  continued  study 
of  groundwater,  surface  water,  traffic,  wastewater,  and  archeological  sites.  The 
Town  may  hire  consultants  (at  the  developer's  expense)  to  independently  review 
aspects  of  the  project.  The  roads,  water  system,  and  waste  water  system  will 
remain  private. 

EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  these  amendments  is  to  modify  the  approval  process  in  order  to 
reduce  the  likelihood  of  appeal.  The  effect  will  change  special  permitted  uses  to 
be  allowed  by  right  within  the  OSMUD  Zoning  District,  if  consistent  with  the  Town 
Meeting  approved  Development  Plan.  The  amendment  still  allows  the  Planning 
Board  to  review  the  phases  of  the  project  through  building  construction. 

•  The  major  effects  of  this  amendment  will  be  to: 

•  Eliminate  the  Special  Permit  process 

•  Enhance  the  ability  of  the  Planning  Board  to  review  site  plan  design 

•  Permit  one  retail  food  use  to  exceed  40,000  square  feet  by  an  additional  1 5,000 
square  feet 

•  Permit  height  to  be  45-feet  (including  appurtenances)  within  the  Neighborhood 
Green 
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INTENT: 


The  intent  of  the  amendment  to  Section  401.25  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  is  to  allow  the  Pinehills  LLC  to  proceed  in  a  timely  and  reasonable 
manner  by  reducing  the  opportunities  to  appeal  the  project.  The  intent  of 
amending  Section  201.02  Procedures  for  Zoning  Permits  is  to  allow  the  Planning 
Board  the  opportunity  to  review  the  project  as  it  develops  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  concerns  of  the  community.  The  intent  of  approving  a  development  plan 
is  to  secure  the  approval  of  the  substantive  provisions  of  the  Master  Plan  of  the 
Pinehills  Community.

OPEN  SPACE  MIXED  USE  DEVELOPMENT 
AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  PLYMOUTH  ZONING  BYLAW 

1)  To  amend  certain  sections  of  the  Plymouth  Zoning  Bylaw  in  the  following 
manner:  [crossed  out  words]  are  underlined  and  have  brackets,  proposed 
additions  appear  in  bold  face): 

"Section  401.25  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  (OSMUD) 

A)  INTENT 

B)  DEFINITIONS 

C)  OBJECTIVES 

D)  USES 

E)  LOCATION  AND  DENSITY 

F)  PLANNING  PRINCIPLES  AND  REGULATIONS 

G)  NATURAL  FEATURES  PROTECTION 

H)  OPEN  SPACE  AND  COMMON  FACILITIES 
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I)  NON-RESIDENTIAL  USES 

J)  ADMINISTRATION 

A)  INTENT 

The  intent  of  this  section  is  to  provide  a  mixture  of  open  space  and  various 
land  uses  on  large,  well-buffered  sites,  to  allow  more  effective  and  efficient 
use  of  land  in  rural  areas,  to  focus  vehicular  traffic  to  the  highest  capacity 
adjacent  transportation  corridors  of  Plymouth,  to  minimize  service 
responsibilities,  to  reduce  housing  where  it  could  be  allowed,  and  to 
increase  the  net  tax  base  of  the  Town.  All  non-  residential  structures  and 
related  facilities  shall  be  constructed  in  a  campus  style  development 
utilizing  attractive  landscaping  and  a  village  market  place  design  and  must 
be  in  harmony  with  the  topographical,  vegetative,  archeological,  and 
historic  character  of  the  land. 

B)  DEFINITIONS 

Except  as  noted  hereinafter,  all  definitions  are  as  provided  in  the  Zoning 
Bylaw.  As  used  in  this  Section,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings 
set  forth  below: 

"Campus  Style  Development"  shall  encourage  a  mixture  of  retailers  of 
varying  sizes.  The  maximum  single  retailer  sizes  allowed  are  as  follows: 

One  40,000  square  foot  single  retailer  (except  for  retail 

food,  which  may  be  55,000  square  feet) 

Two  25,000  square  foot  single  retailers 

No  Maximum    Less  than  20,000  square  foot  single  retailers 

OR 

One  40,000  square  foot  single  retailer  (except  for  retail 

food,  which  may  be  55,000  square  feet) 

One  30,000  square  foot  single  retailer 

No  Maximum    Less  than  20,000  square  foot  single  retailers 

Large  buildings  shall  be  articulated  to  create  an  image  of  smaller  buildings 
attractively  joined  together.  Multiple  buildings  (at  least  4)  shall  be  required 
as  part  of  the  campus  style  development.  Buildings  may  be  connected  by 
open  or  closed  walkways.  Except  in  any  Neighborhood  Green  area 
established  under  Section  E)  below,  in  parking  areas  exceeding  1/4  acre  but 
less  than  1  acre  landscaped  islands  containing  trees  of  greater  than  6  feet 
in  height  shall  be  provided  at  a  rate  of  at  least  1  per  3  parking  spaces,  and 
when  the  total  amount  of  parking  exceeds  one  acre,  the  parking  shall  be 
separated  into  smaller  lots  or  segments  of  not  more  than  20,000  square  feet 
each  with  dividers  at  least  10  feet  in  depth  and  planted  with  ground  cover 
and  tall  trees  at  a  rate  of  at  least  1  per  3  parking  spaces.  Buildings  shall  be 
related  in  ways  that  result  in  the  creation  of  enclosed  walkways  or  open-air 
pedestrian  spaces  that  are  not  crossed  by  vehicular  roads. 
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Traditional  building  materials  such  as  wood  shingles,  clapboard,  and  white 
trim  are  the  preferred  exterior  materials.  Buildings  shall  reflect  traditional 
New  England  roof  styles. 

"Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development"  (OSMUD)  is  an  area  of  land 
designed  and  developed  as  a  unit,  with  open  space  as  an  integral 
characteristic  and  which  departs  from  the  zoning  regulations 
conventionally  required  in  the  Rural  Residential  (RR)  District  concerning 
uses  of  land  or  buildings,  lot  size,  bulk  or  type  of  structure,  or  other 
requirements.  Not  less  than  200  acres  of  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  shall  be  "Reserved  Land"  as  defined  herein. 

An  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  may  include  a  mixture  of  Common  i 
Open  Space  or  Facilities,  single  and  multi-family  residential  in  limited  occupancy 
communities  and  planned  retirement  communities,  commercial  (High  Technology 
Planned  Unit  Development  Uses),  general  commercial,  retail,  agricultural  and 
recreational  uses,  and  a  variety  of  building  types  and  designs,  on  well  buffered 
sites  of  at  least  3,000  acres  where  access  to  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  from  a  Limited  Access  Highway  such  as  Route  3  is  by  a  Major 
Street.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Section,  the  3,000  acres  in  the  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development  may  consist  of  adjacent  parcels  in  compact,  non-linear 
shape,  zoned  Rural  Residential,  and  divided  only  by  highways,  public  and  private 
roadways,  and  easements,  and  may  include  land  subject  to  special  permits  for 
other  overlay  districts  such  as  High  Technology  P.U.D.  or  Recreational 
Development.  For  purposes  of  this  Section,  parcels  on  opposite  sides  of  a 
roadway  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adjacent  parcels  in  compact,  non-linear  shape,  if 
said  parcels  have  at  least  200  feet  of  frontage  directly  opposite  each  other  on  a 
highway,  public  or  private  roadway. 

Notwithstanding  other  sections  of  this  Bylaw,  "Common  Open  Space  or 
Facilities"  in  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  may  include: 
dedicated  open  space;  open  space  within  any  component  of  the  OSMUD; 
Reserved  Land;  Recreational  Uses  including  passive  recreation  facilities 
such  as  nature  trails,  and  active  recreation  facilities  such  as  golf  courses, 
tennis  clubs,  and  sports  fields;  agricultural  uses;  buffers  from  [existing] 
roadways;  common  areas  in  residential  developments;  public  and  quasi- 
public  uses  as  described  in  Section  1.2.  below,  including  municipal  uses; 
roadways  [adjacent  to  open  space]:  water  supply  and  wastewater  treatment 
facilities  to  service  the  OSMUD  and  other  districts  (provided  that  water 
supply  will  not  service  land  outside  of  Plymouth);  and  uses  accessory  to 
the  foregoing. 

"Recreational  Uses"  consist  of  indoor  or  outdoor  recreational  facilities, 
passive  recreational  facilities  such  as  nature  trails,  and  active  recreational 
facilities  such  as  ball  fields  (baseball,  football,  and  soccer)  or  other  play  and 
sporting  areas,  tennis  courts,  golf  courses,  swimming  pools  and  the  like, 
and  other  such  customary  accessory  uses,  structures,  and  facilities. 
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"Reserved  Land"  is  land  designated  to  be  left  undeveloped  in  a 
substantially  natural  state.  It  is  intended  that  Reserved  Land  be  dedicated 
to  the  control  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  Reserved  Land  shall  not  be  used 
for  any  use  other  than  passive  recreation,  subject  to  the  reservation  of 
appropriate  easements  for  underground  utilities,  roadways  and  passages  to 
service  adjacent  properties,  and  signage.  The  Town  of  Plymouth  shall  be 
offered  all  such  Reserved  Land  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  H.2  of  this  Section  401.25  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw.  If  the  Town 
declines  to  accept  all  or  part  of  such  Reserved  Land,  the  part  not  accepted 
shall  be  offered  to  State  or  Federal  government  or  a  nonprofit  organization 
existing  prior  to  January  1,  1995,  whose  purpose  is  to  own,  maintain  and 
preserve  land  as  open  space  and  to  conserve  and  protect  the  natural 
environment,  provided  that  the  state  or  federal  government  or  such 
nonprofit  organization  shall  agree  that  such  land  shall  be  left  undeveloped 
in  a  substantially  natural  state  and  not  be  used  as  a  water  supply  for  any 
area  outside  Plymouth. 

Lots  included  in  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  that  are 
contiguous  to  existing  property  used  for  public  schools  shall  only  be  used 
for  Reserved  Lands.  Water  supply  and  wastewater  treatment  facilities  to 
service  the  OSMUD  shall  not  be  placed  upon  existing  lots  that  are 
contiguous  to  existing  property  used  for  public  schools. 

C)  OBJECTIVES 

1.  To  preserve  unique  natural  topography  and  provide 
meaningful  open  space. 

2.  To  ensure  appropriate  high  quality  design  and  site  planning  and 
a  high  level  of  environmental  amenity. 

3.  To  minimize  all  Town  service  responsibilities,  including  Town 
services  for  streets,  utilities,  fire  protection  and  police. 

4.  To  allow  flexibility  and  creativity  in  the  design  of  development 
through  a  carefully  controlled  special  permit  process  of  negotiation  of 
[particular  plans]  a  Master  Plan. 

5.  To  establish  significant  buffers  between  the  higher  intensity 
commercial  and  retail  uses  and  abutting  residential  areas  by  the  planning 
of  Reserved  Land  and  Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities. 

6.  To  reduce  the  number  of  conventional  single  family  residential 
units  which  would  otherwise  be  allowed  in  the  RR  District  and  to 
substitute  therefor  Limited  Occupancy  Communities  and  Planned 
Retirement  Uses,  and  thereby  encourage  alternative  forms  of  single  and 
multi-family  housing  development  which  will  meet  the  changing  needs  of 
a  maturing  population. 

The  Objectives  set  forth  in  this  Subsection  C  shall  be  considered  as 
guidelines  by  the  Planning  Board  in  its  grant  of  a  Master  Plan  special 
permit[s]  under  this  Section  401.25,  but  are  not  intended  to  establish  any 
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specific  requirements  beyond  those  set  forth  in  other  Subsections  of  this 
Section  401.25. 

D)  USES 

Under  the  Master  Plan  special  permit  described  in  this  Section,  the  following 
uses  or  any  combination  thereof,  meeting  the  Dimensional  and  Intensity 
Regulations  of  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development,  may  be  allowed: 

1.  All  allowed  uses,  special  permit  uses,  and  special  permit  uses 
subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions  permitted  in  the  RR  District 
(Section  401.03). 

2.  All  allowed  uses,  special  permit  uses,  and  special  permit 
uses  subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions  permitted  in  the 
Recreational  Development  (RD)  District  (Section  401.19). 

3.  High  Technology  Planned  Unit  Development  as  permitted  in  the 
RR  District  (Section  401.03.D). 

4.  Non-Residential  uses  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "NR  Uses"),  in 
keeping  with  the  nature  and  intent  of  this  Section  and  the  character  of  the 
Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development,  such  as:  agricultural  uses;  open 
space;  Recreational  Uses,  including  passive  recreation  such  as  nature 
trails  and  active  recreation  facilities  such  as  golf  courses,  tennis  clubs, 
and  sports  fields;  planned  shopping  centers;  utilities  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  roadways  and  water  supply  and  wastewater  treatment  facilities 
serving  the  OSMUD  and  other  districts,  including  utility  company  facilities; 
and  all  commercial  and  residential  allowed  uses,  special  permit  uses,  and 
special  permit  uses  subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions  under 
the  General  Commercial  (GC)  District  (Section  401.12),  except  as 
expressly  prohibited  in  this  Section  401.25(D),  but  without  limit  as  to 
ground  floor  area  coverage  or  total  floor  area  or  date  of  construction  of  a 
building  except  as  provided  in  this  Section  (401.25)  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw. 

5.  Planned  retirement  communities  for  households  in  which  at  least 
one  permanent  occupant  is  fifty  five  (55)  years  of  age  or  older,  but  not 
limited  to,  congregate  care  facilities,  rest  homes,  convalescent  homes, 
homes  for  the  elderly,  nursing  homes,  elderly  housing,  and  independent 
living  units,  provided  that  they  are  planned  as  a  community.  A  social 
recreation  center  is  required  to  serve  as  a  focal  point  for  the  community. 
Appropriate  medical  and  transportation  facilities  are  also  required. 

6.  Limited  Occupancy  Communities  (LOCs)  designed  for 
households  of  a  limited  number  of  members  in  which  the  following 
requirements  apply:  (1)  No  dwelling  unit  shall  contain  more  than  three 
bedrooms;  (2)  The  master  bedroom  in  each  detached  or  townhouse 
dwelling  unit  shall  be  on  the  first  floor  and  no  more  than  one  additional 
bedroom  shall  be  on  the  first  floor;  (3)  Recreational  amenities  provided 
for  an  LOC  as  part  of  the  Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities  shall  be 
oriented  toward  an  adult  population,  and  shall  not  include  playgrounds.

All  of  the  above  uses  shall  be  subject  to  the  general  requirements  of  this 
Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  Section  D  that  the  property  owners, 
individually  and/or  through  a  viable  association,  be  obligated  for  the 
development,  operation,  and  maintenance  of  common  water  supply, 
wastewater  disposal,  and  internal  vehicular  and  pedestrian  circulation 
systems,  and  other  utilities  (e.g.  telecommunications/cable  services). 

Land  located  within  the  Aquifer  Protection  District  is  subject  to  the 
provisions  and  restrictions  outlined  in  Section  401.17  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw, 
subject  to  the  following:  (i)  the  term  "underlying  zoning  districts"  as  used 
in  Section  401.17  shall  include  both  zoning  districts  and  overlay  zoning 
districts;  (ii)  for  the  purposes  of  Section  401.17(D)(4)  any  dwelling 
permitted  in  this  district  may  be  connected  to  a  municipal  or  privately 
owned  sewer  treatment  facility;  (iii)  for  the  purposes  of  Section 
401.17(D)(5),  any  dwelling  unit,  inn  or  lodging  house  permitted  in  this 
district  shall  be  allowed  at  a  gross  density  of  one  dwelling  unit  (or  four 
bedrooms  in  the  case  of  an  inn  or  lodging  house)  not  connected  to  a  sewer 
treatment  facility  per  40,000  square  feet  of  land;  gross  density  in  this  case 
shall  be  calculated  upon  the  total  land  area  in  the  Aquifer  Protection 
District,  including  land  connected  to  a  municipal  or  privately  owned  sewer 
treatment  facility;  (iv)  for  the  purposes  of  Section  401.17(F)(o),  the  term 
"treatment  works"  shall  not  include  subsurface  sewage  disposal  systems 
permitted  under  Section  401.17(D)(5),  as  modified  hereunder,  or  wastewater 
collection  and  treatment  systems  that  transport  wastewater  to  and/or 
treated  water  from  outside  the  Aquifer  Protection  District;  and  (v)  [as  part  of 
a  Master  Plan  Special  Permit  or  a  Phase  Special  Permit  for  an  OSMUD.  the 
Planning  Board  may  allow  the]  installation  of  treatment  works,  including  but 
not  limited  to  sewage  treatment,  collection  and  disposal  facilities,  is 
permitted  within  any  portion  of  an  OSMUD  located  within  the  Aquifer 
Protection  District,  [provided  that  the  Planning  Board  finds  that  such 
installation  does  not  pose  a  significant  present  or  potential  hazard  to  water 
supplies  or  human  health.] 

Drive-through  establishments  shall  be  allowed  for  financial  institutions,  but 
only  one  other  drive-through  establishment  shall  be  allowed. 

The  following  uses  are  prohibited  in  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development:  retail  or  wholesale  sales  or  bulk  storage  (except  for  on-site 
use)  of  petroleum  based  fuels,  including  but  not  limited  to  home  heating  oil, 
diesel  fuel,  kerosene,  or  gasoline;  sales,  services,  rentals,  repairs,  storage, 
or  salvage  of  motor  vehicles,  recreational  vehicles,  or  other  gasoline  or 
diesel  powered  engines,  motors  or  generators;  automotive  service  stations; 
drive-in  movie  theaters;  exterior  storage  of  products  or  merchandise  in 
substantial  quantities;  exterior  storage  of  junk,  scrap,  salvage,  any  second 
hand  materials,  major  automotive  garages,  body  shops,  any  garage  which 
conducts  repairs  out  of  doors,  tire  recapping  and  retreading;  storage  of 
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bulk  petroleum  products  (except  for  on-site  use);  any  use  which  the 
Planning  Board  determines  to  be  potentially  dangerous  or  offensive  to 
persons  in  the  district  or  who  pass  on  the  public  ways  by  reason  of 
emission,  odor,  smoke,  fumes,  particulate  matter,  noise,  vibration,  glare, 
radiation,  electrical  interference,  threat  of  fire  or  explosion,  disposal  of  solid 
waste;  storage  and/or  transmission  of  refined  petroleum  products  in  such  a 
way  that  rupture  of  the  storage  tank  will  result  in  direct  leakage  into  the 
ground;  disposal  of  liquid  or  leachable  wastes,  including  land  filling  of 
sludge  and  septage;  use  of  septic  cleaners  containing  toxic  organic 
chemicals;  open  and/or  leachable  storage  of  road  salt  or  de-icing 
chemicals;  use  of  sodium  chloride  for  ice  control;  disposal  or  stockpiling  of 
snow  or  ice  from  outside  the  district;  storage,  generation,  treatment  or 
disposal  of  hazardous  wastes;  production,  manufacture  or  warehousing  of 
hazardous  or  toxic  substances;  dumping,  filling,  excavation,  grading, 
transferring  or  removing  gravel,  sand,  loam,  material,  rock,  prior  to 
obtaining  all  permits  and  approvals  for  final  development;  landfills  or  open 
dumps;  storage  of  commercial  fertilizers  except  in  approved  storage 
structure;  storage  of  animal  manure  unless  covered;  any  industrial  uses 
unless  specifically  provided  for  in  the  zone;  automobile  salvage  yards;  and 
storage  of  any  products,  materials  or  vehicles  in  connection  with 
manufacturing  or  commercial  uses  outside  the  district;  massage  parlors; 
casinos;  betting  establishments,  gaming  establishments,  and  race  tracks; 
trucking  and  freight  terminals;  freestanding  laundromats;  firing  ranges; 
wrestling  and  boxing  establishments;  adult  uses,  including  adult 
bookstores,  adult  motion  picture  theaters,  adult  dance  clubs,  adult 
paraphernalia  stores,  adult  video  stores  and  other  such  uses  as  provided 
by  Chapter  40A,  Section  9A;  and  adult  dance  clubs,  including  entertainment 
establishments  which  permit  a  person  or  persons  to  perform  in  a  state  of 
nudity  as  defined  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws  chapters  272  and  31. 
Family  oriented  entertainment  shall  be  encouraged,  but  free  standing 
mechanical  or  video  amusement  centers,  and  free  standing  pool  or  billiard 
parlors,  and  outdoor  performance  utilizing  amplification  equipment  (except 
in  a  Neighborhood  Green)  are  not  encouraged. 

E)         LOCATION  AND  DENSITY 

The  minimum  area  of  a  tract  eligible  for  a  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  is  three  thousand  (3,000)  acres  in  a  single  or  consolidated 
ownership  or  control  at  the  time  of  the  original  application,  and  the  tract 
must  have  two  thousand  (2,000)  feet  of  direct  frontage  on  a  Major  Street,  as 
designated  by  the  Zoning  Bylaw.  Subsequent  to  the  original  application, 
applications  for  amendments  to  the  boundaries  of  the  OSMUD  shall  not 
require  that  the  land  be  in  a  single  or  consolidated  ownership  or  control. 
The  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  may  provide  for  a  centralized  area 
(the  "Neighborhood  Green")  in  which  a  full  range  of  mixed  uses  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  retail,  service,  office,  hotel,  lodging  house,  conference 
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centers  with  overnight  accommodations,  recreation,  and  single  and  multi- 
family  residential  in  planned  retirement  communities  and  limited  occupancy 
communities  can  function  in  efficient  fashion  to  their  mutual  advantage  and 
that  of  the  community.  Tables  11,12  and  13  [prescribed]  describe  the  type 
of  development,  minimum  size,  maximum  overall  density,  minimum  lot  size 
allowed,  intensity  of  use,  and  dimensional  requirements. 

Retail  uses,  because  of  their  front  yard  buffer  distances  from  Major  Streets 
and  Limited  Access  Highways,  must  have  access  from  a  Major  Street  and 
be  located  within  3,000  feet  of  a  Limited  Access  Highway,  provided, 
however,  that  no  more  than  four  (4)  penetrations  of  the  buffers  on  any  Major 
Street  shall  be  permitted  for  access  to  a  contiguous  area  (not  separated  by 
Major  Streets,  Scenic  Streets,  or  Limited  Access  Highways)  of  a 
Neighborhood  Green,  any  portion  of  which  contains  retail  uses.  Retail  uses 
shall  be  contiguous  (not  separated  by  Major  Streets,  Scenic  Streets,  or 
Limited  Access  Highways)  and  shall  not  be  dispersed  within  the  Open 
Space  Mixed  Use  Development  and  shall  be  well  buffered  from  existing 
residential  uses:  All  buffers  shall  be  designated  in  the  Master  Plan. 

In  calculating  the  intensity  of  use  and  allocation  of  open  space,  the 
following  procedures  shall  be  used: 

1.  Land  or  water  areas  contained  in  the  flood  hazard  areas 
designated  as  Zones  A,  A1  -3-,  and  B  as  defined  in  Section  401 . 1 8.B  shall 
be  subtracted  from  the  total  lot  area  before  calculating  densities  in 
development  parcels. 

2.  Roads  shall  not  be  subtracted  from  the  total  area  in  determining 
net  densities.  For  preliminary  and  general  planning  purposes,  roads  may 
be  estimated  as  fifteen  (15)  percent  of  total  area.  For  definitive  plans,  all 
lot  sizes  and  densities  as  specified  herein  shall  be  net  figures  with  rights- 
of-way  for  streets  figured  exactly.

(1)  These  requirements  only  apply  to  distances  from  Major  Streets  and  Scenic 
Streets  existing  at  the  time  of  the  application  for  the  Master  Plan  Special 
Permit  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development.  The  500  foot  front  yard 
buffer  from  Major  Streets  may  be  penetrated  for  the  creation  of  new  internal 
ways  or  new  ways  to  connect  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  to  the 
existing  public  roadway  system.

These  requirements  only  apply  to  retail  and  high  technology  uses.  These 
requirements  only  apply  to  distances  from  property  lines  existing  at  the  time  of 
application  for  the  Master  Plan  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  separating  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  from  land 
not  in  common  ownership. 

The  200  Foot  Limited  Access  Highway  buffer  is  included  within  the  500  foot 
setback  requirement. 

In  the  Master  Plan  Special  Permit,  the  Planning  Board  may  approve  a 
reduction  in  the  width  of  buffers  or  setbacks  to  allow  no  less  than  a  200 
foot  buffer  or  setback  from  existing  Major  Streets,  Limited  Access 
Highways,  and  existing  Scenic  Streets. 
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Setbacks  are  in  addition  to  the  buffers  noted  in  Table  #12. 
No  single  retailer  shall  exceed  40,000  square  feet  (except  for  retail  food, 
which  may  be  55,000  square  feet).  Within  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  single  buildings  in  excess  of  10,000  square  feet  are  subject  to 
[determination  by  the  Planning  Board]  certification  to  the  Building 
Commissioner,  as  specified  in  Section  J.1.  below,  that  such  buildings  are  in 
compliance  with  the  design  and  appearance  criteria  in  Section  208.04,  and 
that  the  [The]  design,  scale,  density,  and  character  of  all  buildings  shall  strictly 
incorporate  the  intent  of  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  Bylaw.  The 
term  "gross  leasable  area"  as  used  herein  shall  mean  Net  Floor  Area  minus 
covered  walkways,  gazebos,  or  other  amenities  acceptable  to  the  Planning 
Board  to  make  the  development  pedestrian-oriented. 
The  Neighborhood  Green  may  be  established  as  provided  in  Subsection  E. 
Height  within  the  Neighborhood  Green  may  be  45  feet,  including 
ornamental  structures  normally  constructed  above  the  roof  line,  such  as 
cupolas,  and  other  appurtenances,  such  as  air  conditioning  units  (with 
the  exception  that,  within  the  200  foot  to  500  foot  reduction  of  buffers  or 
setbacks  from  Major  Streets,  Limited  Access  Highways  and  Scenic 
Streets,  height  may  not  exceed  35  feet). 

I         PLANNING  PRINCIPLES  AND  REQUIREMENTS 

1.  Land  Uses  and  Open  Space.  The  Common  Open  Space  or 
Facilities  system  shall  serve  to  unify  the  entire  development 
visually  and  functionally,  to  normally  buffer  different  types  of  uses 
within  the  development,  to  appropriately  buffer  the  development 
from  surrounding  land  uses,  and  to  visually  separate  buildings  or 
groups  of  buildings,  whether  on  or  off-site.  It  is  intended  that  the 
different  types  of  uses  within  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  shall  be  related  to  each  other  in  a  logical  manner 
such  that  all  uses  function  compatibly. 

2.  Relationship  to  Land  Use.  Uses  shall  be  located  and  designed 
to  serve  the  intended  population  efficiently. 

3.  Vehicular  Circulation.  Streets  within  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  shall  be  designed  to  the  then  current  standards  of 
the  Planning  Board  Rules  and  Regulations.  To  reflect  the  rural 
character  of  the  existing  Scenic  Street  and  overall  area,  the 
Planning  Board  shall  allow  Collector  Streets  within  a  residential 
portion  of  the  OSMUD  to  have  a  paved  surface  width  of  22  feet 
with  or  without  Cape  Cod  berms  and  Minor  Streets  within  a 
residential  portion  of  the  OSMUD  to  have  a  paved  surface  width 
of  18  feet  with  or  without  Cape  Cod  berms.  Required  granite 
shall  be  installed  in  the  Neighborhood  Green  along  the  perimeter 
of  the  green  and  where  sidewalks  abut  the  street.  Meandering 
pedestrian  paths,  rather  than  paved  sidewalks,  are  encouraged 
within  the  OSMUD.    The  Planning  Board  shall  encourage 
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flexibility  in  roadp6ction  standards  based  upon  the  topography  of 
the  land  and  this  bylaw's  intent  to  minimize  the  disturbance  of  the 
natural  site  by  any  proposed  development. 

All  lots  developed  within  the  OSMUD  shall  contain  a  reference  in 
the  title  to  the  fact  that  the  road  systems  and  drainage  areas  shall 
remain  in  private  ownership  in  perpetuity.  Furthermore,  any 
proposal  for  or  petition  for  repairs,  improvements,  or 
modifications  to  the  road  and/or  drainage  systems  by  the  Town  of 
Plymouth,  or  any  other  public  entity,  after  the  initial  construction 
of  the  road  and  drainage  systems  shall  be  considered  by  the 
Town  of  Plymouth,  or  any  other  public  entity,  if  and  only  if  the 
repairs,  improvements,  or  modifications  are  financed  through  a 
municipal  betterment  to  the  private  residential  and  commercial 
landowners. 

The  Major  Streets,  Scenic  Streets,  Limited  Access  Highways, 
and  intersections  serving  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  shall  be  identified  in  the  site's  master  plan.  [Prior 
to  the  approval  of  each  phase  of  the  master  plan  it  shall  be 
demonstrated  that  the  major  intersections  and  roads  serving  the 
development  are  operating  and  will  continue  to  operate  at  an 
acceptable  Level  of  Service  (LOS).] 

4.  Pedestrian  Circulation.  The  presence  of  a  Common  Open  Space 
or  Facilities  system  throughout  the  development  creates  the 
opportunity  for  a  pedestrian  and  bicycle  circulation  system 
separate  from  the  street  system.  Pedestrian  and  bicycle  paths 
through  open  space  can  be  safer,  more  pleasant,  and  often  more 
direct  than  conventional  sidewalks  which  must  follow  vehicular 
rights-of-way.  Wherever  possible  and  appropriate,  pedestrian 
and  bicycle  circulation  shall  be  provided  within  the  Common 
Open  Space  or  Facilities  system,  minimizing  street  crossings  and 
reducing  the  need  for  streetside  walkways.  Where  paths  in  the 
open  space  can  appropriately  take  the  place  of  sidewalks,  the 
Planning  Board  may  waive  the  conventional  sidewalk 
requirement  specified  in  the  subdivision  regulations. 

5.  Protection  of  Public  Safety.  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  proposals  shall  be  designed  and  located  so  as  not 
to  endanger  its  occupants  or  the  public.  The  design  shall  include 
adequate  water  supply  distribution  and  storage  for  fire  protection. 
Vehicular  circulation  shall  consider  the  access  needs  of 
emergency  and  public  safety  vehicles.  In  the  case  of  uses 
adjacent  to  large  amounts  of  forested  areas,  the  design  shall  also 
consider  fire  breaks  and  trail  access.  The  adequacy  of  the 
foregoing  public  safety  measures  shall  be  to  the  reasonable 
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satisfaction  of  the  Plymouth  Chief  of  Police  and  Fire  Chief,  in 
their  respective  fields. 

6.  Surface  Water  Drainage  and  Wastewater  Disposal.  It  is  intended 
that  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Developments  permitted  under  this 
Bylaw  shall  not  pollute  the  groundwater.  All  systems  which 
deliver  or  may  discharge  water  into  the  ground  shall  be  sufficient 
to  treat  said  water  and  to  monitor  said  treatment  so  as  to  achieve 
any  and  all  applicable  effluent  standards  of  the  Board  of  Health 
or  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection, 
as  applicable,  in  light  of  the  particular  structure,  its  proposed  use 
and  the  soil  and  groundwater  conditions  of  the  proposed  site. 
Surface  water  drainage  and  wastewater  disposal  areas  shall  not 
be  placed  upon  Reserved  Lands. 

7.  Protection  of  the  Environment.  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  proposals  shall  include  a  complete  inventory  and 
analysis  of  any  features  of  the  environment  which  are  unique  or 
peculiar  to  the  area.  Open  space  requirements  shall  be  satisfied 
first  by  protecting  such  features.  These  features  include  species 
or  complexes  of  flora  or  fauna  or  their  habitats,  areas  of  high 
visual  quality,  soils,  geology  and  topography.  Where  large 
acreage  is  involved,  this  Section  is  intended  to  be  satisfied 
through  study  only  of  those  areas  to  be  actually  developed. 
Interruption  of  systems  of  environmental  importance  such  as 
trails  to  food,  water  or  habitats  are  of  particular  concern,  however. 
Maintenance  of  Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities  and  Reserved 
Land  shall  include  specific  provisions  to  protect  the  natural 
environment  as  it  exists. 

8.  Water  Resources  Protection.  It  is  intended  that  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Developments  permitted  under  this  Bylaw  shall  not 
adversely  affect  the  common  aquifer  or  other  users  of  that 
resource.  Proposals  for  a  Master  Plan  special  permit  shall 
include  a  satisfactory  water  resource  study  performed  by  a 
qualified  engineering  consultant  which  assesses  the  effects  of 
proposed  water  usage  upon  ponds,  bogs,  wetlands,  public  and 
private  wells,  and  the  other  natural  resources  dependent  upon 
the  common  aquifer.  Such  water  withdrawals  and  usage  shall 
meet  all  the  applicable  regulations  and  standards  of  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection. 

9.  Outdoor  Lighting.  It  is  intended  that  non-residential  development 
permitted  under  this  Bylaw  shall  not  unreasonably  interfere  with 
the  use  and  enjoyment  of  property  within  an  Open  Space  Mixed 
Use  Development  and  surrounding  areas  and  with  astronomical 
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observations.  With  respect  to  non-residential  development  within 
an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development,  [the  Planning  Board 
shall  require  the  use  of]  outdoor  electrically  powered  illuminating 
devices,  lighting  practices,  and  systems  which  will  reduce  light 
pollution  and  conserve  energy  while  maintaining  reasonable 
nighttime  safety  and  security  shall  be  employed. 

Signage.  Signs  shall  be  provided  for  in  Section  302  of  this  Bylaw. 
For  [non-residential  uses,  however]  purposes  of  Section  302 
within  the  OSMUD,  the  Planning  Board  [may  allow  for]  shall 
serve  as  the  special  permit  granting  authority.  The  Planning 
Board  may  by  special  permit  allow  signs  of  such  size  and 
height  as  appropriate  for  identification  and  safety  in  relation  to 
[the]  a  proposed  use  and  in  relation  to  the  intensity,  buffers,  and 
setbacks  of  such  use.  Internally  lit  signs  are  prohibited. 

Parking  and  Loading: 

a.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  Section  305.01,  parking 
requirements  may  be  met  by  a  combination  of  parking 
interior  to  lots  and  on-street,  as  is  appropriate  to  a  pedestrian 
oriented  commercial  center,  and  may  be  located  greater  than 
400  feet  from  the  principal  building  served. 

b.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  Section  305.04,  more  than 
two  driveways  may  be  allowed  on  any  street  frontage,  and 
driveways  may  be  less  than  thirty  (30)  feet  apart  or  shared. 
For  multi-family  use,  driveways  should  have  a  minimum 
width  of  eight  (8)  feet. 

c.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  Sections  305.05,  305.07 
and  305.08,  off-street  parking  spaces  may  be  perpendicular, 
head-in  or  angled  on  streets  or  lots  adjacent  to  the  street. 

d.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  Section  305.06,  [the 
Planning  Board  may  permit]  secondary  parking  areas  [used 
as  "overflow"  parking  areas  to]  may  consist  of  turf,  gravel  or 
stone  dust  surfaces,  which  shall  be  included  in  Common 
Open  Space  or  Facilities. 

e.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  Section  305.07,  parking 
lanes  may  be  separated  by  spaced  landscaped  islands,  with 
or  without  curbs.  Parking  spaces  shall  not  be  less  than  eight 
(8)  feet  by  seventeen  (17)  feet  in  size,  and  driveways  within 
the  parking  areas  shall  not  be  less  than  eighteen  (18)  feet  in 
width. 

f.  Within  a  Neighborhood  Green,  [the  Planning  Board  shall 
determine  the  amount  of]  landscaping  and  [of]  parking  area 
dividers  [appropriate  to  parking  areas]  consistent  with  the 
standards  of  Section  305.08  shall  be  provided. 
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g.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  Section  305.11,  [the 
Planning  Board  may  determine  the  number  and  sharing]  for 
nonresidential  uses,  one  parking  [spaces]  space  for  each 
400  square  feet  shall  be  sufficient  to  provide  adequate 
parking,  by  taking  into  account  multiple  complementary  uses 
[and  actual  experience]  in  order  to  reduce  excessive 
pavement. 

h.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  Section  306.01,  [the 
Planning  Board  may  determine  the  number  and  sharing  of] 
one  loading  [spaces]  space  for  each  building  or  shared 
loading  spaces  meeting  the  loading  space  requirement 
of  the  Table  contained  within  Section  306.01  shall  be 
sufficient  to  provide  adequate  loading  areas. 
Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  Sections  306.04  and 
306.05,  [the  Planning  Board  also  may  permit]  loading  spaces 
[to]  may  be  designated  on  the  streets  for  smaller  commercial 
establishments. 

G)  NATURAL  FEATURES  PROTECTION 

Because  open  space  is  a  critical  feature  of  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development,  all  developments  shall  have  primary  importance  attached  to 
the  natural  features  conservation  requirements  prescribed  in  Section  301. 
Additional  standards  concerning  the  character  and  quality  of  the 
recreational  areas  are  prescribed  herein.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  intent 
of  these  standards  and  guidelines  shall  constitute  grounds  for  disapproval. 

H)  OPEN  SPACE  AND  COMMON  FACILITIES 

1.        Design  and  Location.  The  Common  Open  Space  and  Facilities 
system  shall  be  designed  to  accomplish  the  following  objectives: 

a)  To  maintain  as  much  land  as  possible  in  its  natural  state,  or 
for  specific  active  or  passive  recreational  purposes,  and  in 
large  parcels  that  would  not  be  possible  in  lot  by  lot 
ownership,  and  with  access  to  Common  Open  Space  and 
Facilities  which  are  not  included  within  lots  used  for 
residential  uses  guaranteed  to  all  users  of  the  development 
(although  use  may  be  conditioned  on  payment  of  a  fee).  The 
objectives  of  this  subparagraph  'a'  shall  be  presumed  to  be 
met  if  not  less  than  200  acres  of  the  proposed  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development  is  dedicated  to  Reserved  Land. 

b)  Upon  consideration  of  such  characteristics  of  the  Common 
Open  Space  or  Facilities  system  such  as  area,  topography, 
breadth  and  nature  of  foliage,  the  Planning  Board  may 
approve  a  reduction  in  the  width  of  buffers  for  non-retail  uses 
to  allow  no  less  than  a  200  foot  buffer  from  existing  Major 
Streets,  Limited  Access  Highways,  and  existing  Scenic 
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Streets.  Notwithstanding  the  definitions  of  buffers  elsewhere 
in  the  Zoning  Bylaw,  in  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development,  buffers  along  Scenic  Streets  may  be 
penetrated  for  utility  easements,  agricultural  purposes, 
recreational  purposes,  cartpaths,  emergency  access  or 
property  maintenance,  or  for  vehicular  access,  the  primary 
purpose  of  which  is  to  serve  non-retail  uses.  All  of  the  above 
are  subject  to  limitation  by  the  Planning  Board  in  the  Master 
Plan  Special  Permit.  The  front  yard  buffer  along  Limited 
Access  Highways  and  between  Major  Streets  and  any 
Neighborhood  Green  shall  consist  of  natural  open  space  for 
a  distance  of  100  feet  from  the  Street  Line  of  the  Limited 
Access  Highway  or  Major  Street,  except  for  agricultural 
uses,  water  features  and  roadway  penetrations  and  the 
following  items  at  the  Street  Line:  landscaping,  signage,  and 
site  appurtenances.  The  front  yard  buffer  from  Limited 
Access  Highways  or  Major  Streets  may  be  penetrated 
(subject  to  the  limitation  on  buffer  penetration  in  Subsection 
E)  for  the  creation  of  new  internal  ways  or  new  ways  to 
connect  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  to  the 
existing  public  roadway  system. 

c)  To  distribute  the  open  space,  common  facilities,  recreational 
and  agricultural  areas  such  that  the  entire  development  is 
unified  functionally  and  visually  by  such  space. 

d)  To  provide  open  space,  common  facilities,  recreational  and 
agricultural  areas  within  easy  access  of  all  users.  All  parts 
of  the  Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities  system  shall  be 
appropriate  to  their  functions  as  buffers,  large  natural  areas, 
open  fields,  developed  recreational  areas  or  yards  for 
buildings.  Such  characteristics  as  area,  topography,  breadth 
and  nature  of  foliage  shall  be  considered  by  the  Planning 
Board  in  determining  whether  the  Common  Open  Space  or 
Facilities  system  satisfies  the  standards  and  intent  of  the 
Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development. 

Ownership  and  Maintenance.  The  plans  and  documentation 
submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  shall  include  a  description  of  all 
Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities  as  follows: 

a)  Plans.  The  plans  and/or  any  necessary  supporting 
documents  submitted  with  an  application  for  a  Master  Plan 
Special  Permit  shall  show  the  general  location,  size, 
character,  and  general  area  within  which  Common  Open 
Space  or  Facilities  will  be  located.  [.  and  the  plans  and  any 
necessary  supporting  documents  submitted  with 
applications  for  special  permits  for  phases  of  development 
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shall  show  the  exact  location,  size,  specific  character, 
specific  facilities  included  and  area  within  which  Common 
Open  Space  or  Facilities  will  be  located.] 

b)  Dedication  to  Town.  The  Town  may  at  any  time  accept  the 
dedication  of  any  said  land,  facilities  or  any  interest  therein 
for  public  use,  benefit  or  maintenance,  but  the  acceptance 
for  public  use  shall  not  be  required  as  a  condition  for 
approval  of  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development. 

If  the  Town  Meeting  fails  to  accept  the  offered  land  within  two 
(2)  years  of  the  receipt  of  the  offer  or  such  other  time  as  the 
parties  may  agree,  then  the  offer  or  shall  offer  the  Reserved 
Land  to  the  state  or  federal  government  or  a  nonprofit 
organization  as  specified  in  the  definition  of  Reserved  Land, 
herein,  or  shall  use  another  method  identified  herein  for 
guaranteeing  the  Reserved  Land  and  the  Common  Open 
Space  or  Facilities  system  as  approved  by  the  Planning 
^  Board. 

c)  Covenant.  Any  land  or  facilities  designed  as  part  of  the 
Reserved  Land  shall  be  made  subject  to  a  covenant 
acceptable  to  the  Planning  Board  and  benefiting  a  nonprofit 
organization  existing  prior  to  January  1,  1995,  whose 
purpose  is  to  own,  maintain  and  preserve  land  as  open 
space  and  to  conserve  and  protect  the  natural  environment, 
which  covenant  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Plymouth  County 
Registry  of  Deeds,  or  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  District 
of  the  Land  Court,  whichever  is  applicable,  and  shall  run  with 
said  land  in  perpetuity. 

Any  land  or  facilities  designed  as  part  of  the  Common  Open 
Space  or  Facilities  system  which  are  not  dedicated  to  the 
Town  or  governmental  or  nonprofit  agency  as  provided 
herein  shall  be  made  subject  to  a  covenant  acceptable  to  the 
Planning  Board,  which  covenant  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  or  the  Plymouth  County 
Registry  District  of  the  Land  Court,  whichever  is  applicable, 
and  shall  run  with  said  land  in  perpetuity.  Such  Common 
Open  Space  or  Facilities  may  consist  of  entire  lots  or 
portions  of  lots,  provided  that  the  Common  Open  Space  or 
Facilities  is  made  subject  to  a  covenant  recorded  with  the 
Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds  or  the  Plymouth  County 
Registry  District  of  the  Land  Court,  whichever  is  applicable, 
which  shall  run  with  the  land  in  perpetuity.  Said  instrument 
shall  prohibit  change  of  the  use  of  such  space  to  any  use  not 
in  keeping  with  the  Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities 
requirements  without  the  approval  of  the  Planning  Board. 
The  covenant  may  be  recorded  in  phases,  so  that  all  times 
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70%  of  the  portion  of  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  area  [then  being  developed  (which  may 
consist  of  all  or  a  portion  of  the  area  subject  to  a  special 
permit  for  phases  of  development]  with  respect  to  which 
building  permits  have  been  issued  shall  be  made  subject 
to  such  covenant.  The  covenant  may  provide  that  land  may 
be  released  from  the  restrictions  of  the  covenant  by  am 
instrument  executed  by  the  owner  and  recorded,  provided 
that  not  less  than  an  equivalent  area  of  land  is  made  subject 
to  the  covenant  and  substituted  therefor. 

I)         NON-RESIDENTIAL  USES 

1.  General  Conditions.  Non-residential  uses  may  be  specifically 
authorized  under  the  Master  Plan  Special  Permit  in  the  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development.  Inadequate  relation  of  such  uses  to  the 
overall  plan  of  the  development,  incompatibility  among  adjacent 
uses,  or  insufficient  buffer  areas  shall  be  sufficient  ground  to  deny 
any  such  use.  Plans  and  other  documents  for  non-residential  uses 
should  be  submitted  as  an  integral  part  of  those  submitted  for  the 
Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  Master  Plan  Special  Permit. 

2.  Public  and  Quasi-Public.  Day  care  centers,  public  parks  and 
community  recreation  centers,  buildings  and  uses  and  utilities  as 
allowed  by  special  permit  under  Part  IV  or  Section  309  [may  be]  are 
permitted  uses  in  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Developments,  [subject  to 
the  prescribed  standards  and  reasonable  conditions  required  by  the 
Planning  Board  under  the  procedures  for  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development.] 

3.  Agricultural  Uses.  Agricultural  uses  such  as  the  creation  and 
maintenance  of  cranberry  bogs,  ponds,  ditches,  and  irrigation 
systems  for  cranberry  culture  which  require  the  removal  of  sands  and 
gravel  within  the  Aquifer  Protection  Overlay  District  (Section  401.17) 
shall  be  allowed  within  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development 
District  only  by  Special  Permit  issued  by  the  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority  subject  to  Environmental  Design  review  (Section  205.03). 
In  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development,  such  sand  and  gravel 
removal  for  the  creation  of  new  open  space  facilities  and  cranberry 
agriculture  may  be  considered  incidental  to  a  permitted  use  and, 
notwithstanding  any  such  wording  in  Section  401 .17,  may  be  allowed 
by  special  permit  consistent  with  Environmental  Design  Conditions, 
provided  access  is  not  provided  through  Reserved  Land  and/or  by 
way  of  Scenic  Streets. 

J)  ADMINISTRATION 

In  reviewing  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development,  the  Planning  Board 
shall  be  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  and  shall  be  governed  by  the 
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Special  Permit  and  Environmental  Design  Conditions  and  procedures  as 
specified  in  Section  205. 

1.  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development 
Required.  [AN]  No  building  permit  for  a  building  within  the  Open 
Space  Mixed  Use  [Developments  may  be  designed  and  must  be  built 
in  phases.  No  phase  may  be  granted  a  special  permit  subject  to 
Environmental  Design  Conditions]  Development  shall  be  issued 
until  a  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development 
Master  Plan  has  been  granted  by  the  Planning  Board.  No  [Special 
Permit  subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions]  building  permit 
shall  be  issued  [for  a  phase]  which  does  not  [generally]  conform  to 
the  original  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  Master  Plan  unless  said  [original  permit]  Special 
Permit  is  appropriately  modified  and  reissued  by  the  Planning  Board. 
In  addition  to  the  submissions  to  the  Building  Commissioner 
otherwise  required  under  Section  201.02  in  connection  with  an 
application  for  a  Zoning  Permit,  the  applicant  shall  file  with  the 
Building  Commissioner  a  certification  documenting  the  manner 
in  which  the  requirements  of  the  Master  Plan  Special  Permit 
under  Table  #11,  #12,  #13,  and  under  all  other  provisions  of  this 
Section  401.25  and  the  Master  Plan  Special  Permit  are  met  by 
each  application  for  a  Zoning  Permit.  Copies  of  all  certifications 
and  other  material  so  filed  with  the  Building  Commissioner  shall 
be  provided  to  the  Planning  Board. 

A  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  Master 
Plan  shall  not  entitle  the  applicant  to  any  building  permits  but  is  a 
necessary  prerequisite  to  the  issuance  of  any  [special]  building 
permit  for  any  [phase  of]  construction. 

Following  the  approval  of  a  Master  Plan  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed 
Use  Development,  no  [special]  building  permit  for  [the  first  phase  of] 
an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  pursuant  to  [Section  J.5.] 
this  Section  401 .25  shall  be  [approved]  issued  (unless  expressly 
authorized  by  the  Planning  Board)  until  adequate  legal 
documentation  has  been  approved  and  executed  to  guarantee  that 
not  iess  than  200  acres  of  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development 
is  dedicated  to  Reserved  Land  as  defined  herein.  Provided  however, 
that  such  documentation  shall  not  be  recorded  until  all  governmental 
permits  and  licenses  necessary  to  construct  [such  phase]  a  building 
greater  than  10,000  square  feet  have  been  issued  without  appeal, 
and  recorded,  where  required,  with  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of 
Deeds.  No  building  permits  shall  be  issued  for  an  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development  until  copies  of  the  recorded  documentation 
is  delivered  to  the  Town,  unless  expressly  authorized  by  the 
Planning  Board. 
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Retail  uses  shall  be  configured  in  a  campus  style  development.  No 
single  retailer  shall  exceed  40,000  square  feet  (except  for  retail 
food,  which  may  be  55,000  square  feet).  Within  the  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development  no  building  permit  for  a  single  building[s] 
in  excess  of  10,000  square  feet  [are  subject  to  determination  by] 
shall  be  issued  until  the  applicant  has  filed  with  the  Building 
Commissioner,  with  copies  to  the  Planning  Board,  certification 
that  such  [buildings  are]  building  is  in  compliance  with  the  design 
and  appearance  criteria  in  Section  208.04  [.  The]  ,  and  that  the 
design,  scale,  density,  and  character  of  all  buildings  within  the  Open 
Space  Mixed  Use  Development  [shall  strictly]  incorporate  the  intent 
of  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  Bylaw,  which 
certification  shall  be  based  upon  a  study  prepared  at  the 
landowner's  expense  by  a  qualified  independent  architect  or 
engineer.  Approval  shall  not  be  given  to  the  construction  of  the  first 
retail  [development]  use  unless  the  applicant  has  certified  to  the 
Building  Commissioner,  with  copies  to  the  Planning  Board, [has 
determined]  that:  (1 )  the  major  intersections  and  roads  in  the  vicinity 
of  such  development  are  operating  and  will  continue  to  operate  at  an 
acceptable  Level  of  Service  (LOS)  based  on  the  impact  of  vehicular 
traffic  from  all  previously  constructed  [phases  of]  buildings  within 
the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  together  with  the  impact  of 
the  traffic  from  all  retail  to  be  constructed,  [and  in  making  such 
determination  the  Planning  Board  shall  be  provided  with]  based 
upon  a  traffic  study  prepared  at  the  landowner's  expense  by  a 
qualified  independent  traffic  engineer  which  examines  such  matter; 
and  (2)  the  projected  economic  impact  of  all  retail  to  be  constructed 
will  be  of  economic  benefit  to  the  Town, [and  in  making  such 
determination  the  Planning  Board  shall  be  provided  with]  based 
upon  an  economic  impact  report  based  on  quantitative  economic 
criteria  [defined  by  the  Planning  Board]  prepared  at  the  landowner's 
expense  by  a  qualified  independent  economic  research  firm  which 
examines  said  impact. 

Approval  shall  not  be  given  to  construction  of  any  building 
greater  than  55,000  square  feet  for  any  commercial  use  other 
than  retail  unless  the  Applicant  has  certified  to  the  Building 
Commissioner,  with  copies  to  the  Planning  Board,  that  the 
major  intersections  and  roads  in  the  vicinity  of  such 
development  are  operating  and  will  continue  to  operate  at  an 
acceptable  LOS  based  upon  the  additional  impact  of  such 
building  based  on  a  traffic  study  prepared  at  the  landowner's 
expense  by  a  qualified  independent  traffic  engineer. 

2.    Application  for  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use 
Development  Master  Plan.    Following  initial  submission  to  the 
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Building  Commissioner  as  specified  in  Section  201,  a  plan  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Planning  Board  with  all  information 
required  as  follows: 

a.  The  entire  area  of  land  to  be  developed  including  all  adjacent 
land  owned  by  the  applicant,  and  all  land  under  option  to 
purchase  agreement  by  the  applicant,  and  all  land  owned  by 
the  applicant  within  1 ,000  feet  of  the  proposed  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development. 

b.  The  topography  of  the  land  to  be  developed  at  5'  -  0" 
contours,  vegetative  cover,  soil  types,  wetlands  and  water 
bodies,  roads  and  ways,  the  general  location,  size  and 
shape  of  structures  to  be  removed  and  the  exact  location, 
size  and  shape  of  structures  to  remain,  and  generalized 
planting  plans. 

c.  The  general  land  area,  number  of  buildings  or  units  within 
buildings  and  approximate  floor  area  ratio  shall  be  specified 

-  for  the  total  site,  for  all  common  land,  and  for  each  area 
devoted  to  a  different  type  of  building  or  use,  as  delineated 
on  the  plan. 

d.  The  general  location,  size,  and  intended  use  of  all  Common 
Open  Space  or  Facilities  and  the  firm  or  organization 
intended  to  own  and/or  maintain  same. 

e.  The  general  location  and  size  of  all  proposed  structures 
including  a  schedule  of  various  land  use  types;  the  general 
location  of  all  roads,  pedestrian  circulation  systems,  method 
of  water  supply,  sewage  disposal,  public  utilities,  method  of 
surface  water  drainage  disposal. 

f.  A  schedule  showing  the  generally  proposed  times  within 
which  applications  for  [special]  groupings  of  building 
permits  [subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions  for 
various  phases]  are  to  be  applied  for,  which  schedule  may  be 
subject  to  variation  depending  on  market  forces. 

g.  A  written  statement  by  the  landowner  setting  forth  the 
reasons  why  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  would 
be  in  the  public  interest  and  consistent  with  the  objectives  of 
this  Section. 

h.  Draft  legal  documents,  as  required,  to  provide  for  Reserved 
Land  and  Common  Open  Space  or  Facilities. 

i.  [An  economic  impact  report  shall  be  submitted  prior  to  the 
issuance  of  a  special  permit  for  retail  development  within  the 
Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development.  Such  a  study  shall  be 
used  by  the  Planning  Board  to  create  a  list  of  suggested 
uses.] 
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3.  Processing  of  Application  for  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development  Master  Plan.  Application  shall  be 
processed,  heard  and  acted  upon  as  with  any  other  application  for  a 
special  permit,  subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions.  When 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Planning  Board,  an  independent 
consultant  may  be  retained  by  the  Town  at  the  expense  of  the 
applicant  to  review  the  findings  of  any  report  or  submissions  made 
hereunder. 

4.  Special  Permit  for  an  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  Master 
Plan.  The  Board  may  include,  as  a  condition  of  the  permit,  the 
schedule  of  applications  for  [special  permit  subject  to  Environmental 
Design  Conditions  for  phases]  groupings  of  building  permits  and 
any  additional  drawings,  specifications  and  form  of  performance 
bond  that  shall  accompany  such  applications.  The  applicant  shall, 
within  twenty  (20)  days  after  receiving  a  copy  of  the  written  permit  of 
the  Planning  Board,  notify  the  Planning  Board  of  his  acceptance  of  or 
his  refusal  to  accept  all  said  conditions.  In  the  event  the  landowner 
refuses  to  accept  any  or  all  said  conditions,  the  Planning  Board  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  denied  approval  of  the  application.  In  the  event 
the  landowner  does  not,  within  said  period,  notify  the  Planning  Board 
of  his  acceptance  of  or  his  refusal  to  accept  all  said  conditions, 
approval  of  the  plan  with  all  said  conditions,  shall  stand  as  granted. 
Nothing  contained  herein  shall  prevent  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
landowner  from  mutually  agreeing  to  a  change  in  such  conditions, 
and  the  Planning  Board  may,  at  the  request  of  the  landowner,  extend 
the  time  during  which  the  landowner  shall  notify  the  Planning  Board 
of  his  acceptance  or  refusal  to  accept  the  conditions. 

5.  Status  of  Plan  After  Approval  of  Application  For  Special  Permit  For  an 
OSMUD  Master  Plan.  In  the  event  that  a  plan  is  given  approval  for 
an  OSMUD  Master  Plan  and  thereafter,  but  prior  to  approval  of 
[special]  building  permits  for  [any  or]  all  [phases]  buildings,  and  the 
landowner  shall  elect  to  abandon  part  or  all  of  said  OSMUD  Master 
Plan  and  shall  so  notify  the  Planning  Board  in  writing,  [or  in  the  event 
the  landowner  shall  fail  to  file  an  application  or  applications  for 
approval  of  a  special  permit(s)  subject  to  environmental  design 
conditions  for  various  phases,]  the  OSMUD  Master  Plan  approval 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  revoked  [and  all  that  portion  of]  with  respect 
to  the  area  included  in  the  OSMUD  Master  Plan  for  which  [a  special 
permit(s)]  building  permits  have  not  issued  and  which  are  not 
subject  to  [environmental  design  conditions  for  phases  has  not  yet 
been  given]  recorded  covenants  for  Common  Open  Space  or 
Facilities,  and  such  area  included  in  the  OSMUD  Master  Plan  for 
which  building  permits  have  not  issued  and  which  are  not 
subject  to  recorded  covenants  for  Common  Open  Space  or 
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Facilities  shall  be  subject  to  all  conventional  zoning  and  subdivision 
requirements  otherwise  applicable  thereto. 

The  issuance  of  a  [special]  building  permit  for  a  [phase  of 
development]  building  under  an  OSMUD  Master  Plan  Special 
Permit  within  two  (2)  years  of  the  date  of  filing  of  the  Decision  with 
the  Town  Clerk  (or  the  date  of  final  resolution  of  any  appeal  of  such 
Decision)  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  substantial  use  of  rights 
under  an  OSMUD  Master  Plan.

a.  A  fully  detailed  plan  and  an  application  for  approval  of  a 
Special  Permit  shall  be  filed  in  accordance  with  General 
Laws,  Chapter  40A.  Such  plan  may  be  for  all  the  land  or  in 
the  case  of  a  plan  which  is  being  phased,  for  any  part  of  the 

-  land  in  the  proposed  development.  The  plan  and  application 
shall  include  all  drawings,  specifications,  covenants, 
conditions,  and  form  of  performance  bonds  as  are 
prescribed  in  Section  205.03  Environmental  Design 
Conditions  by  the  Planning  Board  in  decisions  concerning 
the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development.

Upon  the  filing  of  record  by  the 
applicant  of  the  special  permit  for  a  phase  of  an  Open  Space 
Mixed  Use  Development  Master  Plan  with  the  Registry  of 
Deeds,  the  zoning  regulation]  issuance  of  a  building 
permit  for  land  within  the  OSMUD,  the  zoning 
regulations  section,  [applicable  to  the  land  included  in  the 
phase  shall  be  those  specified  in  this  Section  401 .25,  and  the 
zoning  regulations  in  effect  on  the  date  of  such  notice  to  the 
Town  Clerk  shall  lapse  with  respect  to  the  land  included  in 
such  phase.

and  three-family  structures  will  be  provided  but  their  exact

bold  face):

VOTE:  On  May  1,  2000,  the  Planning  Board  voted  (3-0-1,  Ms.  Hall  in  abstention) 
to  recommend  approval  of  the  following  amendment  by  Special  Town  Meeting. 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT: 

To  amend  Zoning  Map  #1  (Plymouth  Quadrant)  as  it  relates  to  Lots  14K-105,  14K- 
106,  14K-107,  14K-108,  14K-109,  14K-110,  14K-111,  14K-112AND  14H-45  of  the 
Plymouth  Assessors  Map  103,  from  Light  Industrial  to  Mixed  Commerce. 
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NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

With  construction  currently  underway  for  the  new  Route  44,  portions  of  the  Light 
Industrial  zone  will  soon  have  significantly  improved  access  and  visibility.  The 
Plymouth  Industrial  Development  Corporation  has  identified  market  interest  for 
uses  more  commercial  in  nature  than  those  provided  for  in  the  Light  Industrial 
category.  There  is  a  need  to  designate  additional  land  for  Mixed  Commerce  (MC) 
in  proximity  to  the  new  Commerce  Way  interchange  off  Route  44. 

EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  would  be  to  rezone  36  acres  of  land  off  Commerce 
Way  from  Light  Industrial  (LI)  to  Mixed  Commerce  (MC).  This  undeveloped 
property  currently  contains  eight  industrial  sites  and  two  unconstructed  ways, 
shown  as  McNair  Way  and  Gemini  Circle.  It  is  anticipated  that  these  sites  will  be 
consolidated  so  as  to  allow  for  a  planned  approach  to  development. 

INTENT: 

The  intent  of  the  Mixed  Commerce  District  is  to  provide  for  a  mix  of  retail 
and  industrial  uses  in  an  area  geographically  suited  to  commerce  activities. 
The  district  encourages  a  mix  of  low  intensity  industrial  uses  as  well  as 
larger  retail  uses.  Commercial  uses  exceeding  10,000  square  feet  would 
require  a  Special  Permit  through  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 

It  is  also  the  intent  to  increase  these  types  of  uses  at  locations  within  the 
community  that  can  support  increased  development  of  this  nature  with  minimal 
impact  to  residential  neighborhoods.  The  location  of  commercial  development  at 
this  location  would  complement  the  adjacent  industrial  park.

Selectmen  of  said  town  to  establish,  operate,  and  maintain  a  crematory  on  Lots 
48,  49,  and  51  on  Assessors'  Map  101  currently  known  as  the  Vine  Hills 
Cemetery,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  such  Board  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  crematory 
corporation. 
The  motion  PASSED. 

The  Moderator  called  a  recess  at  9:15  PM. 

The  Moderator  returned  the  meeting  to  order  at  9:35  PM.

Section  401.28  -  Highway  Commercial 

C)  Intent.  To  provide  industrial  and  commercial  opportunities,  to  allow  for  more 
effective  and  efficient  uses  of  large  tracts  of  land  in  the  industrially  zoned 
areas,  and  to  minimize  town  service  responsibilities. 

D)  Objectives. 

4.  To  allow  for  expanded  numbers  and  types  of  uses  within  the 
Highway  Commercial  District  on  specific  large  parcels,  which  are 
capable  of  supporting  them. 

5.  To  increase  the  flexibility  and  creativity  of  development  regulations 
while  ensuing  appropriate  high  quality  design  and  site  planning. 

6.  To  encourage  uses  of  land  which  provide  the  residents  of  Plymouth 
enhanced  services  and  retail  opportunities  where  appropriate 
infrastructure  is  present  or  is  to  be  provided. 

7.  To  minimize  curb  cuts  along  major  roadways  and  to  promote 
internal  vehicular  and  pedestrian  circulation. 

C)       Allowed  Uses. 

The  following  uses  are  allowed  provided  there  is  no  vehicular  curb 
cut  access  on  a  Major  Street. 

14.  All  uses  allowed  in  the  Light  Industrial  District,  Section  401.14; 

15.  Retail  Establishments,  including  sales  and  display  lots  subject  to 
restrictions  under  Section  302,  and  also  including  establishments  of 
goods  for  sale  at  retail; 

16.  Eating  and  drinking  establishments; 

17.  Personal  service  establishments,  including  such  uses  as  barber 
and  beauty  shops,  shoe  repair  shops  and  similar  services; 

18.  Professional  and  business  services; 

19.  Financial  institutions  and  establishments; 

20.  Commercial  recreational  uses,  such  as  theaters,  bowling  alleys, 
swimming  pools,  gymnasiums,  and  the  like,  except  for  expansive 
outdoor  uses; 

21 .  Private  clubs  and  lodges,  except  those  with  expansive  open  areas; 
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22.  Parking  lots  and  garages; 

23.  Clinics  and  laboratories; 

24    Rental  agencies,  such  as  automobile,  miscellaneous  appliances  and 
equipment,  clothing; 

25.  Motel,  hotel; 

26.  [Vehicular  related  uses  including  automobile  sales,  provided  there 
be  no  outdoor  service  or  repair.] 

D)  Special  Permit  Uses.

Convenience  of  one-stop  type  uses  which  cater  to  the  needs  of  the 
motoring  public  or  a  community  market,  or  commercial  uses  which 
require  large  amounts  of  land  or  which  do  not  cater  to  a  pedestrian 
market. 

E)  Special  Permit  Uses  Subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions. 

4.  All  uses  allowed  subject  to  environmental  design  condition  in  the 
Light  Industrial  District,  Section  401.14; 

5.  Planned  shopping  centers; 

6.  Automobile  filling  stations 

F)  Prohibited  Uses. 

1.    All  uses  prohibited  in  the  Light  Industrial  District,  Section  401.14 

G)  Dimensional  Requirements 

1.  A  maximum  height  5  stories  or  55  feet  may  be  allowed  by 
Special  Permit  within  the  "Five  Story  Overlay  Zone",  as  denoted 
on  the  Zoning  Map. 

3.    By  amending  Table  #5  of  Section  401 .01  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  to  include  the 
language  described  in  "Section  G  -  Dimensional  Requirements". 

NEED  &  JUSTIFICATION: 

The  Planning  Board  has  identified  particular  land  uses  suited  for  development 
supported  by  highway  interchanges.  The  issues  associated  with  these  particular 
land  uses  involve  heavy  automobile  and  truck  traffic,  adjacent  highway  access 
and  ability  to  serve  a  larger  market  area.  The  current  district  uses  remain  part  of 
the  new  district.  It  is  necessary  to  broaden  the  allowed  uses  and  dimensional 
requirements  in  order  to  meet  the  increased  demands  of  the  residents,  while  not 
impacting  the  fiscal  responsibilities  of  the  town. 

EFFECT: 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  provide  that  the  referenced  district  allows 
commercial  uses  in  addition  to  the  uses  already  allowed  in  the  Light  Industrial  (LI) 
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district.  The  amendment  also  removes  automobile  sales  from  being  permitted  in 
the  Highway  Commercial  district. 

The  allowed  uses  in  the  district,  which  seek  to  gain  access  directly  on  Long  Pond 
Road,  would  need  to  apply  for  a  special  permit.  If  an  allowed  use  gains  access 
to  the  site  from  a  side  street  or  an  abutting  parking  lot,  a  special  permit  would  not 
be  required. 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  would  also  increase  the  height  of  structures  to  fifty- 
five  (55)  feet  or  five  stories  within  the  defined  overlay  district. 

INTENT: 

It  is  intended  to  increase  these  types  of  uses  at  locations  within  the  community 
that  can  support  increased  development  of  this  nature  without  impacting  the 
amount  of  industrial  zoned  land  and  with  minimal  impact  to  residential 
neighborhoods.  The  removal  of  automobile  sales  from  Highway  Commercial  will 
limit  "car  dealers"  to  other  zoning  districts  such  as  Arterial  Commercial. 

The  intent  of  establishing  a  curb  cut  special  permit  for  direct  access  to  Long  Pond 
Road  would  help  reduce  the  traffic  impact  along  the  roadway.  The  special  permit 
process  would  compel  potential  developers  to  create  more  suitable  internal  traffic 
patterns  that  will  better  serve  the  needs  of  the  district,  nearby  residents,  and  the 
community. 

The  intent  of  establishing  an  overlay  district  for  greater  height  and  floor  area  ratio 
would  maximize  the  use  and  value  of  the  property  while  not  impacting  the 
surrounding  residential  neighborhoods.  The  overlay  district  is  located  at  a  lower 
elevation  than  the  Long  Pond  Road  layout  and  the  construction  of  a  five  story 
building  within  the  overlay  district  would  have  minimal  impact  on  abutting 
property.

The  Town  Clerk,  Mr.  Pizer, 
announced  that  a  quorum  was  present,  and  the  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  7:32  PM. 

ARTICLE  18:  Mr.  Ricardi  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  amend  the  Town  By-laws, 
Chapter  87,  by  adding  Section  2,  Eliminating  Public  Exposure  to  Tobacco  Smoke 
in  Restaurants,  Bars,  and  Lounges/Bar  Areas,  to  read  as  follows: 

SECTION  A  -  AUTHORITY 

There  exists  conclusive  evidence  that  tobacco  smoke  causes  cancer,  respiratory 
diseases,  various  cardiac  diseases,  negative  birth  outcomes,  allergies  and 
irritations  to  the  eyes,  nose  and  throat  to  both  the  smoker  and  nonsmoker 
exposed  to  secondhand  smoke.  Therefore,  the  Town  of  Plymouth  has  adopted  a 
by-law  pursuant  -to  eliminating  the  public  exposure  to  tobacco  smoke  in 
restaurants,  bars,  lounges/bar  areas  to  protect  and  improve  the  health  of  patrons 
and  employees  of  above-mentioned  areas  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

SECTION  B  -  DEFINITIONS 

As  used  in  this  by-law: 

Bar  means  an  establishment  whose  business  is  devoted  to  the  serving  of 
alcoholic  beverages  and  in  which  the  service  of  food  is  only  incidental  to  the 
consumption  of  such  beverages. 

Board  of  Health  shall  mean  the  Plymouth  Board  of  Health. 

Lounge/bar  Area  means  an  area  primarily  dedicated  to  the  serving  of  alcoholic 
beverages  and  in  which  the  service  of  food  is  only  incidental  to  the  consumption 
of  such  beverages. 

Food  service  establishment  means  a  place  where  food  is  prepared  intended  for 
individual  portion  service,  and  includes  the  site  at  which  individual  portions  are 
provided.  The  term  includes  such  places  regardless  of  whether  consumption  is 
on  or  off  the  premises  and  regardless  of  whether  there  is  a  charge  for  the  food. 
The  term  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  restaurants,  take-out  food  establishments, 
delicatessens,  doughnut  shops,  and  kiosks. 

Private  club  means  a  not-for-profit  establishment  with  a  defined  membership. 

Restaurant  means  any  establishment  serving  food  for  consumption  on  the 
premises,  which  maintains  tables  for  the  use  of  its  customers.  This  includes 
cafeterias  in  the  workplace. 

Smoking  means  the  lighting  of  any  cigar,  cigarette,  pipe  or  other  tobacco  product 
or  having  possession  of  any  lighted  cigar,  cigarette,  pipe,  or  other  tobacco 
product. 
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SECTION  C  -  PROHIBITION  ON  SMOKING  IN  BARS.  FOOD  SERVICE 
ESTABLISHMENTS.  LOUNGE/BAR  AREAS.  AND  RESTAURANTS 

As  of  March  1,  2001  no  person  shall  smoke  in  any  bar,  food  service 
establishment,  lounge/bar  area,  or  restaurant.  The  prohibition  on  smoking  in  this 
by-law  does  not  apply  to  private  clubs,  except  in  the  case  of  events  open  to  the 
public. 

SECTION  D  -  ENFORCEMENT 

(1)  Any  person  who  smokes  in  a  bar,  food  service  establishment, 
lounge/bar  area,  or  restaurant  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $100.00 
for  each  violation. 

(2)  Any  proprietor(s)  or  other  person(s)  in  charge  of  a  bar,  food  service 
establishment,  lounge/bar  area,  or  restaurant  who  fail(s)  to  comply 
with  this  by-law  shall  be  suject  to  a  fine  of  $100.00  for  each  violation. 

(3)  As  an  alternative  to  initiating  criminal  proceedings,  violations  of  this 
by-law  may  be  enforced  in  the  manner  provided  in  Massachusetts 
General  Law,  Chapter  40,  Section  21 D,  by  the  Board  or  its  agents. 
Any  fines  imposed  under  the  provisions  of  Section  D(1)  or  Section 
D(2)  shall  inure  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  such  use  as  the  Town 
may  direct. 

(4)  One  method  of  enforcement  may  be  periodic,  unannounced 
inspections  of  those  establishments  subject  to  this  regulation. 

SECTION  E  -  NON-CRIMINAL  DISPOSITION 

Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  regulation,  the  violation  of  which  is  subject 
to  a  specific  penalty,  may  be  penalized  by  the  non-criminal  method  of  disposition 
as  provided  in  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  21 D  or  by  the 
filing  of  a  criminal  complaint  at  the  appropriate  venue. 

Each  day  on  which  any  violation  exists  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  separate  offense. 

Penalty  :  $100.00  for  each  separate  offense. 

Enforcing  Persons:       Plymouth  Board  of  Health  and  its  designees 
Plymouth  Police  Department 

SECTION  F  -  SEVERABILITY 

If  any  provision  of  this  by-law  is  declared  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  other 
provisions  shall  not  be  affected  thereby  but  shall  continue  in  full  force.

ARTICLE  19:  Mr.  Ricardi  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  amend  the  Town  By-laws, 
Chapter  185,  by  adding  Section  4,  entitled  Traffic  Control  at  Construction  Sites,  to 
read  as  follows: 

Section  A:  Definition.  As  used  in  this  bylaw  the  following  words 
shall,  unless  the  context  requires  otherwise,  have  the  following  meanings: 

"Company"  any  natural  person,  business,  partnership, 
corporation  or  other  organization,  entity  or  group  of  individuals  including 
public  service  corporations,  cable  companies  and  other  utility  companies, 
licensed  to  do  business  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

"Flagmen"  any  natural  person,  business,  partnership,  or 
corporation,  the  individuals  of  which  are  certified  under  the  Manual  of 
Uniform  Traffic  Control  Devices  (MUTCD)  to  control  the  flow  of  traffic 
along  streets. 

"Street"  any  county,  town  or  private  way  to  which  the  public  has 
a  right  of  access  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

Section  B:  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  any  rule,  regulation, 
order  or  bylaw  to  the  contrary,  any  Company  authorized  to  construct, 
maintain  or  make  repairs  in,  over  or  under  any  street  including 
construction,  repairs  or  maintenance  of  utilities  along,  under  or  through 
such  streets  may  employ  flagmen  to  direct  and  control  traffic  around  such 
construction  or  maintenance  site,  except  where  said  street  is  shown  as  a 
major  street  on  the  most  recently  revised  Town  of  Plymouth  Zoning  Map.

Services  model  to  assist  the  Town  in  analyzing  the  potential  positive  and  negative 
inancial  impacts  on  the  Town  of  potential  residential  and  commercial 
evelopments  and  second,  develop  a  comprehensive  economic  development 
trategy. 

The  Town  also  is  working  in  close  cooperation  with  the  Chamber  of 
ommerce  and  the  Plymouth  Industrial  Development  Corporation  toward  the 
development  of  a  public/private  partnership  designed  to  bring  new  and  expanded 
businesses  to  Plymouth. 

Public-Private  Partnership  for  Wastewater  Treatment  Services: 

July,  2000,  saw  the  groundbreaking  of  the  Town's  new  wastewater  treatment 
acility  at  Camelot  Park.  This  facility  is  the  cornerstone  of  the  Town's  20-year 
Dublic-private  partnership  with  U.S.  Filter  Operating  Systems.  Negotiations  took 
)lace  throughout  most  of  the  year  to  allow  U.S.  Filter  to  begin  managing 
)perations  of  our  current  facilities  and  system  early  in  2001 . 

New  Senior  Center 

The  Town  completed  the  purchase  of  the  former  CURA  Visiting  Nurse 
Duilding  at  89  Court  Street  for  use  as  a  senior  center.  The  Town  selected  an 
architect,  and  design  and  building  preparation  began.  When  the  building  is 
enovated  and  the  center  relocated  from  130  Court  Street,  it  will  provide  three 
imes  as  much  useable  space  in  a  handicapped  accessible  building  for  the 
enjoyment  of  all  seniors  in  the  community. 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Revenues,  Expenditures  and  Services 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  a  committee  to  review  the  Town  budget 
and  to  make  suggestions  to  the  Board  as  to  where  the  budget  and  the  services  it 
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funds  could  be  cut  as  well  as  ideas  for  increasing  non-residential  tax  revenue  to 
the  Town.  The  committee  met  weekly  over  the  summer  and  into  the  fall  and 
produced  a  comprehensive  report  on  possible  cuts  as  well  as  revenue- 
enhancements.  The  selectmen  reviewed  the  recommendations  and  held 
meetings  to  take  action  on  many  of  them.  This  report  provided  a  blueprint  to  the 
Board  for  the  development  of  budget  guidelines  for  FY2002 

•    Proposed  Crematory 

One  of  the  revenue  enhancements  proposed  by  the  Town  as  well  as  the  Ac< anc 
Hoc  Committee  on  revenue  and  expenditure  is  the  construction  of  a  municipal* 
crematory  at  the  Vine  Hills  Cemetery.  The  Town  took  the  first  step  through  a  towrJ 
meeting  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  petition  the  state  legislature^1 
for  a  special  act  to  allow  construction  of  a  crematory  in  Plymouth.  Approval  of  this 
special  act  will  pave  the  way  for  the  Town  to  construct  this  facility  to  meet  ar 
increasing  demand  for  this  option  as  well  as  to  bring  much  needed  revenue  to  the^en 
Town.  f°rr

Communication  Towers  and  Antennae  wor 

The  Town  negotiated  with  several  telecommunication  vendors  to  lease  space 
on  several  Town  properties,  including  the  Pine  Mountain  Water  Tank,  Harringtor 
Water  Tank,  Indian  Hill  Water  Tank,  Stafford  Street  Water  Tank,  Memorial  Halif 
cupola,  South  High  School  property  and  Briggs  Field  property.  A  total  of  fifteen 
proposals  were  submitted  representing  a  potential  of  almost  $13,000,000  if 
potential  revenues  over  the  twenty-year  life  of  the  leases 


Renovation  of  Memorial  Hall 

The  renovation  of  Memorial  Hall  was  delayed  while  the  Town  awaited  fundincc 
from  the  state.  However,  the  wait  was  rewarded  with  a  grant  of  over  $175,OO0( 
from  the  Massachusetts  Office  of  Travel  and  Tourism  and  $1  million  from  the* 
state's  Executive  Office  of  Administration  and  Finance.  These  funds  will  be  useci 
to  air  condition  the  building,  which  should  greatly  improve  the  potential  for  yea 
round  use  of  the  Hall.  Design  is  underway,  and  the  reconstruction  will  begin  | 
2001 . 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Town's  elected  and  appointed  officials,  towK 
employees  and  the  residents  of  Plymouth,  Town  government  is  continuing  to  wor! 
together  to  ensure  the  Town's  future  financial  stability,  provide  quality  services  to 
the  public,  protect  the  environment  and  historical  heritage  and  create  opportunity 
for  the  Town's  commercial  and  industrial  partners.

Also,  it  serves  the  public  by  directing 
towflhem  to  appropriate  offices  within  town  government  through  the 
latun  switchboard  and  mail  services.  It  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Voting 
Registrars  to  maintain  lists  of  town  residents  and  to  conduct  elections. 

The  Clerk's  office  seeks  to  combine  honesty,  efficiency,  and  a  pleasant 
iemeanor  in  conducting  its  work  to  serve  constituencies  in  the  present  and 
ormer  citizens  of  Plymouth,  the  other  offices  of  town  government,  offices 
n  county,  state  and  national  government,  and  researchers  around  the 
vorld.

Joyce 
arnkoff  stepped  up  from  her  switchboard/mailroom  responsibilities  to  learn 
50()fceneral  Clerk  Office  procedures.  At  the  end  of  the  year  she  moved  up  to  the 
|iewly    created    position    of    Account    Clerk,     becoming    full  time 
witchboard/Mailroom/Town  Clerk's  Office  staff.  With  the  retirement  of  long  time

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HUMAN  RESOURCES 


The  mission  of  the  Human  Resources  Department  is  to  contribute  to 
the  achievement  of  the  Town's  goals  and  objectives  by  increasing 
organizational  effectiveness;  to  promote  positive  employee  relations 
through  improved  communication  and  a  team  approach  to  resolving  issues; 
to  provide  fair  and  equitable  systems  for  hiring,  promotion,  compensation 
and  classification;  to  provide  assistance  and  advocacy  to  employees  and 
retirees  through- the  management  of  benefit  programs;  to  encourage  the 
professional  development  of  employees  through  education  and  training 
programs;  to  assist  managers  and  supervisors  in  improving  employee 
relations  and  effective  contract  administration;  and  to  provide  a  fair  and 
open  working  environment  which  encourages  team  participation. 

The  revised  job  descriptions  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  S- 
Group,  which  include  updated  qualifications  and  experience  for  positions,  have 
had  positive  results  in  the  hiring  process.  Hiring  for  Clerical  Union  positions 
incorporates  computer  software  skill  testing,  which  has  resulted  in  the  hiring  of 
new  employees  with  the  required  computer  abilities. 

This  year  saw  another  Health  Fair  attended  by  employees,  retirees,  and 
some  family  members.  Although  the  fair  was  one  hour  shorter,  the  attendance 
exceeded  last  year's  numbers.  Screenings  for  cholesterol,  diabetes,  blood 
pressure,  hearing  and  vision  were  among  those  available. 

The  State  Ethics  Commission  provided  a  training  program  for  elected 
officials,  appointed  board  and  committee  members  and  employees  on  topics  such 
as,  conflict  of  interest,  political  activity,  multi-office  holding,  nepotism,  to  name  a 
few.  The  Town  Moderator,  Steven  Trifletti,  coordinated  the  program  with  the 
assistance  of  Human  Resources.  The  Town  has  on  file  State  Ethics  Commission 
advisories  on  many  topics  for  those  who  are  interested. 

Training  initiatives  included  a  Labor-Management  Program  for  division 
heads.  This  program  was  provided  through  the  Town's  Labor  Counsel  as  part  of 
its  service  to  the  Town.  Good  participation  was  fostered  by  case  studies, 
questions,  and  discussion.

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►  AIRPORT  COMMISSION 


The  Mission  of  the  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  is  to  promote,  foster, 
advance  and  improve  the  common  interests  and  conditions  of  General 
Aviation  in  this  community  and  in  the  local  areas;  To  promote  the  airport  as 
Gateway  into  Plymouth  for  companies  and  individuals  to  conduct 
Dusiness  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  to  be  an  integral  part  of  a  National 
Transportation  system;  To  provide  a  location  for  corporate  and  recreational 
light  operations,  flight  schools,  air  charter,  avionics  shops,  maintenance 
acilities  and  other  compatible  aviation,  commercial  and  industrial  uses;  To 
enhance  the  safety  of  flight  as  directed  by  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  along  with  local 
ules  and  regulations  governing  flying  operations. 

The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  airport  strives 
o  be  one  of  the  best  maintained  and  operated  facilities  of  its  class  in  the  State  of 
Massachusetts.  The  Airport  Commission's  primary  goal  is  to  operate  the  airport  in 
he  safest,  most  efficient  and  compatible  manner  possible.  The  Plymouth  Airport 
s  a  General  Aviation  Airport  providing  the  local  businesses  and  residents  access 
o  the  National  Air  Transportation  system.  As  a  gateway  to  the  community,  the 
airport  is  like  a  roadway  to  the  Town.  The  airport  offers  an  entrance  point  for 
Dusiness,  recreation  and  tourism.  Many  of  the  major  businesses  in  the  area  and 
heir  customers  currently  use  the  airport  for  their  transportation  needs.  The  airport 
lelps  to  attract  compatible  businesses  to  the  town.  Most  of  the  aircraft  using  the 
acility  are  4-1 2  seat  single  and  twin  engine  aircraft  types.  The  activity  is  estimated 
o  be  approximately  75,000  aircraft  movements  per  year  and  has  been  steady  for 
everal  years. 

The  Plymouth  Airport  is  home  to  some  160  aircraft,  used  for  business, 
ecreation  and  public  safety.  Boston  Med-Flight  Helicopters  continues  to  be  an 
ictive  tenant  of  the  airport,  providing  emergency  medical  helicopter  service  to 
irea  residents  in  times  of  medical  emergencies.  Med-Flight  operates  an  average 
)f  4-6  flights  per  day  responding  to  the  emergency  medical  needs  of  the  residents 
)f  the  Plymouth  and  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  area.  The  Plymouth  County 
:ire  plane  is  also  based  and  operated  from  the  Plymouth  Airport,  providing  critical 
issistance  to  local  fire  departments  during  periods  of  high  fire  danger  to  locate 
orest  fires  within  the  county.  This  service  has  increased  its  value,  as  Plymouth 
ounty  has  become  more  built  up  in  recent  years  by  reducing  the  response  time 
or  fire  personnel  to  forest  fires  and  by  greatly  reduceing  the  danger  to  life  and 
)roperty.  On  the  airport  is  located  eighteen  businesses,  employing  more  than  150 
)ersons.  These  businesses  offer  services  ranging  from  flight  schools,  aircraft 
naintenance,  aircraft  sales,  corporate  flight  crews  and  light  industrial/commercial 
ictivities.  This  past  year  an  additional  industrial  building  was  constructed  on  the 
lirport.  This  new  building  increases  the  Town's  tax  base,  and  the  two  companies 
ocated  in  this  new  building  currently  employ  ten.  For  this  coming  year  we 
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anticipate  several  new  buildings  within  the  industrial  section  of  the  airport 
property,  which  will  also  increase  the  Town's  tax  base  and  the  overall  operations 
of  the  airport.  It  is  the  airport's  goal  to  continue  to  promote  the  compatible 
development  of  the  airport  industrial  land  in  an  effort  to  improve  the  Town's  tax 
base. 

The  Airport  Commission  and  Airport  Staff  continue  to  work  diligently  to 
operate  the  airport  in  the  most  environmentally  compatible  manner  possible  as  a? 
good  neighbor  and  an  asset  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  For  the  coming  year  the 
Airport  Commission  has  several  proposed  projects  including  the  construction  of  a 
small-package  sewage  treatment  plant  on  the  airport  to  address  the  need  of  both 
aviation  and  industrial  activity  on  the  property  and  updating  the  navigation  aids  on 
the  Airport.  As  part  of  the  Commission's  continuing  commitment  to  operate  a  safe) 
and  environmentally  sound  operation,  the  Airport  has  installed  15  ground  water 
monitoring  wells  located  around  the  Airport  property  to  monitor  the  aquifer  oni 
airport  property.  These  test  wells  are  tested  periodically  to  protect  the  Towni 
property. 

The  airport  staff  is  very  active  in  providing  tours  for  school  groups  and  other 
civic  groups.  The  airport  is  very  popular  for  sightseeing  flights  by  helicopter  or 
airplane.  Along  with  the  many  corporate  operations  that  are  conducted  at  thes 
airport  many  persons  from  all  over  the  country  arrive  here  to  support  the  locals| 
business  and  tourist  industry.  The  airport  is  well  maintained  by  a  small  but  highlyy 
motivated,  professional  staff.  The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission  is  particularly^ 
proud  of  being  financially  self  sufficient  and  will  continue  to  work  diligently  toe 
operate  the  Municipal  Airport  in  a  manner  which  the  Town  can  be  proud  of.  Thee 
Airport  Commission  offers  an  open  invitation  for  any  citizens  of  Plymouth  to  visit 
and  tour  your  local  airport.

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►  ADVISORY  AND  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


In  August  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  began  the  preparation  for 
the  Fall  Town  Meeting  by  reviewing  the  articles  in  the  warrant.  Zoning  changes 
and  the  outlook  of  reducing  the  town's  expenses  while  maintaining  the  present 
level  of  service  to  the  Town  would  occupy  the  majority  of  the  Committee's  time. 
-  As  always,  to  review  all  of  the  articles  diligently  and  make  the  best 
recommendations  to  the  town  meeting  members  twenty-one  days  prior  to  town 
meeting  is  a  difficult  task.  However,  this  was  accomplished  due  to  the  dedication 
and  determination  of  the  Committee. 

Immediately  following  the  Annual  Fall  Town  Meeting  the  Committee  began 
.  the  review  process  for  the  2001  budget.  The  Committee  broke  into  sub- 
committees, reviewed  the  budgets  on  departmental  level,  and  then  again  with  the 
entire  committee.  The  Committee  set  aside  many  supplemental  requests  by 
department  managers  for  further  review  in  March.  At  that  time  many  department 
budgets  were  reconsidered  but  other  than  adding  four  additional  fire  fighters,  we 
could  not  justify  any  further  spending  because  it  would  put  the  overall  budget 
beyond  the  4%  increase  directed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

f  In  addition  to  the  budget  review,  the  Committee  also  reviewed  and  made 
recommendations  for  over  thirty  articles  on  the  warrant.  One  of  the  most 
Important  articles  on  the  warrant  was  the  funding  of  the  BECO  Stabilization  Fund, 
which  is  a  tool  to  manage  our  operating  expenses  after  the  loss  of  the  BECO 
monies.  The  Finance  Committee  sees  that  this  fund  is  essential  to  our  financial 
well  being  until  the  town  can  eventually  grow  its  tax  base  to  replace  the  revenue 

f  loss  from  the  sale  of  the  Pilgrim  Power  Plant. 

=  At  the  Annual  Spring  Town  Meeting  the  budget  and  the  BECO  Stabilization 
Fund  were  challenged.  However,  after  more  than  two  nights  of  debate,  the 
budget  stood  as  recommended  except  for  one  minor  reduction.  The  BECO 
Stabilization  Fund  remained  intact  until  a  special  town  wide  election  in  June. 

There  were  more  changes  to  the  membership  of  the  Committee.  By 
January  the  Committee  comprised  of  a  balance  of  experienced  members  and 
new  members,  all  committed  to  the  challenge  of  the  many  nights  of  meetings  from 
January  to  March.  A  special  gratitude  to  John  Sanguinet,  who  provided 
leadership  during  the  past  year  as  he  had  done  for  many  previous  years.  His 
resignation  from  the  Committee  was  regretfully  accepted  in  June.  However,  it  is 
understandable  that  after  donating  so  much  of  his  personal  time  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  town,  it  is  time  that  he  donates  his  time  now  to  his  young  family. 
The  Committee  wishes  John  the  best  of  life  while  his  style  and  wisdom  will  remain 
on  the  Committee. 
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►  ASSESSING  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Assessing  Division  is  to  value  all  property  fairly 
and  equitably;  to  educate  our  customers  about  the  rules  and  regulations 
which  we  must  abide  by;  to  work  as  a  team;  to  treat  all  customers  the  same 
with  professionalism  and  respect  and  to  make  the  Assessing  Division  the 
best  managed  division  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  consists  of  five  members:  Katherine  Rebell  i 
Laurien  Enos,  Gerald  Kelleher,  James  Sullivan  and  Robert  Leonard. 

The  office  has  undergone  several  personnel  changes  this  past  year.  The^ 
new  position  of  Assessor  Analyst  was  created  to  assist  with  annual  revaluations 
This  position  was  filled  by  Cathy  Salmon.    Deborah  Cavicchi,  Administrative 
Clerk,  gave  birth  to  a  lovely  baby  girl  and  was  on  maternity  leave  for  six  months, 
It  was  a  pleasure  to  have  Karen  LeBlanc  as  a  temporary  employee  to  help  fill  in I 

The  technology  of  our  new  appraisal  software  has  assisted  the  staff  m 
updating  values  again  this  year.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  office  to  maintain 
values  every  year.  This  year  the  office  increased  the  assessed  values  to  reflec; 
the  increase  of  values  in  the  local  real  estate  market.  The  new  system  alsa 
provides  easy  access  to  office  information  for  the  taxpayer  as  well  as  local  reaa 
estate  offices. 

The  office  staff  has  worked  diligently  to  meet  all  deadlines  and  to  assiss 
and  serve  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.

Also  the 
1  Division  seeks  to  evolve  as  a  team  player  to  all  departments  with  an  open 
communication  policy;  to  utilize  efficiently  and  effectively  all  resources  with 
egard  to  computer  hardware  and  software  to  benefit  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

"he  Goals  of  the  Division  are: 


•  To  have  a  wide  area  network  connecting  all  town  buildings. 

•  To  train  town  personnel  on  the  use  of  new  computer  technologies. 

•  To  support  and  maintain  the  town's  wide  area  network. 

•  To  evolve  from  the  mainframe  computer  to  all  network  based 
applications. 

This  Division  continues  to  be  responsible  for  130  workstations  throughout 
he  Town.  Eighteen  buildings  are  connected  by  either  cable  or  modem  access.  It 
ontinues  to  use  Microsoft  Office  97  for  office  automation  software  and  Microsoft 
A/indows  NT  for  the  Operating  System. 


The  migration  from  the  Prime  mini-computer  system  to  DataNational  is  in 
'efts  final  stages.  The  town  converted  the  Utility  Billing  System,  this  year,  and  the 
ast  Water/Sewer  bill  was  done  on  the  new  software. 


The  Town  of  Plymouth  entered  the  World  Wide  Web  for  the  first  time.  The 
sisbepartment  is  looking  into  expanding  its  presence  in  the  coming  year.

►  PROCUREMENT  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Procurement  Division  is  to  procure  goods  and 
services  on  behalf  of  the  Town  in  an  efficient,  ethical,  and  impartial  manner 
/vhile  ensuring  compliance  with  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  related  to 
Drocurement. 

The  Town  has  a  centralized  purchasing  system  to  contract  for  standard 
(services  and  supplies  used  by  many  departments/divisions,  thereby  taking 
'advantage  of  the  low  prices  obtained  through  bulk  purchasing.  Procurement  is 
Responsible  for  all  activities  related  to  acquiring  these  services  and  supplies  for  all 
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departments/divisions.   This  responsibility  includes  overseeing  the  solicitation, 
opening,  and  evaluation  of  bids  and  proposals,  recommendation  of  contract; 
award  to  the  Town  Manager,  and  contract  development  and  execution.   This  j 
division  ensures  that  contracting  practices  are  in  accordance  with  State  laws. 

Effective  July  1,  2000,  changes  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  ] 
Chapter  7,  Chapter  30B,  and  Chapter  149  (Public  Procurement  Laws)  raised  the  I 
dollar  thresholds  for  sealed  bids  and  solicitation  of  price  quotes.  There  were 
thirty-seven  bids  produced  by  this  office  and  the  most  notable  were  the  senior  i 
center  architect,  master  plan  update,  appraisal  of  the  nuclear  plant,  Nook  Road 
pump  station,  leases  for  wireless  communications,  sale  of  several  parcels  of  land, 
waterfront  business  plan,  and  the  Savery  Pond  well,  pump  station,  and  water  r 
main. 

American  Appraisal  Associates  has  completed  the  inventory,  appraisal, 
and  property  control  system  for  fixed  asset  accounting,  property  records,  and;i 
insurable  items  in  preparation  for  compliance  with  the  Government  Accounting.} 
Standards  Board  (GASB)  Statement  34. 

►  TREASURY/COLLECTION  DIVISIONS 


It  is  the  mission  of  this  office  to  serve  the  public  in  a  professional 
manner  while  maintaining  the  important  cash  flow  to  the  Town.  Thee 
Treasurer/Collection  Division  is  responsible  for  collecting  real  estate, 
personal  property  and  excise  taxes  as  well  as  fees  for  water  and  sewer  use, 
trailer  park  usage,  municipal  lien  certificates  and  in  lieu  of  tax  payments  due 
the  Town.  The  Treasurer/Collector  Division  banks  and  reports  cash 
receipts.  Funds  are  released  when  properly  authorized.  The 
Treasurer/Collector  Division  receives  and  provides  for  the  custody  of  the 
Town's  cash  with  strict  consideration  to  safety,  liquidity,  and  earnings.  Thee 
Treasurer/Collector  borrows  funds  for  authorized  projects  only  as  needed 
and  at  the  least  possible  cost  to  the  Town.  The  Treasurer/Collector  Division 
maintains  and  pursues  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  in  a  manner  that 
is  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the  individual  and  the  community  as  a  whole. 

Treasury/Collection  recorded  a  total  of  $186,222,905.99  of  receipts  andc 
$180,738,596.80  of  disbursements  during  fiscal  year  2000.  The  cash  needs  o| 
the  Town  were  maintained  without  the  use  of  any  borrowing  in  anticipation  oi 
revenue.  All  of  the  Town's  cash  was  continually  invested  in  various  short-term 
instruments  with  the  exception  of  the  Town's  Trust  Funds  that,  by  law,  are  allowecc 
to  be  invested  on  a  long-term  basis. 

In  fiscal  2000  the  Treasury/Collection  Division  collected  98%  of  all  reaa 
estate  and  personal  property  taxes  that  were  billed  and  due  by  May  1st.  Also 
$362,292.99  was  collected  in  delinquent  tax  title  accounts.  The  aggressive  policy; 
of  collections  has  contributed  to  Free  Cash  and  ultimately,  to  the  Stabilization 
Account.  The  Stabilization  Account  for  the  Town  has  a  book  value  of  $1 2,620,91  (<' 
as  of  the  end  of  fiscal  year  2000.

The  year  2000  was  another  busy  year  in  the  department.  Approximately  262 
lew  houses  werejDuilt,  but  the  total  number  of  permits  for  all  sections  of  the 
nspectional  Services  Department  was  approximately  7,200.  Once  again  the 
imount  of  money  brought  in  by  the  department  was  twice  the  amount  that  was 
>udgeted  to  run  the  department. 

Along  with  all  of  the  residential  permits  that  were  issued,  there  was  an 
icrease  in  commercial  permits  that  we  issued.  Some  of  the  commercial  projects 
ncluded  Home  Depot,  Pine  Hills  Summer  House,  golf  courses  and  many 
idditions  to  existing  industrial  building  in  the  industrial  park. 

Inspectional  services  are  an  important  aspect  of  town  government.  The 
lepartment  encourages  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  to  address  their  questions  and 
oncerns  anytime.  This  department  works  best  protecting  the  citizens'  interest 
vhen  the  public  is  well  informed.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  PLANNING  AND 
DEVELOPMENT 


The  mission  of  the  consolidated  Department  of  Planning  and 
Development  is  to  coordinate  all  planning,  community,  and  economic 
development  activities  of  all  Town  government  agencies.  This  department  is 
o  provide  a  comprehensive  vision  of  the  Town's  long-range  goals,  and  to 
administer  local  development  controls  in  a  fair  and  equitable  manner 
consistent  with  those  goals.  Specific  programs  are  to  be  designed  and 
mplemented  to  achieve  these  ends. 

This  department  seeks  to  balance  the  overall  public  good  with  individual 
ights  and  interests.  As  professional  support  staff,  reliable  guidance  and 
lassistance  is  to  be  provided  to  boards,  agencies,  citizens,  and  other  Town 
jepartments.  This  department  served  as  staff  to  16  local  committees  throughout 
his  year,  consisting  of  123  volunteers  members. 

The  year  2000  was  the  eighth  full  year  of  operation  for  this  consolidated 
department.  Responsibility  includes  supervision  and  coordination  of  town 
agencies  related  to  subdivision  control,  land  acquisition,  conservation, 
edevelopment  and  revitalization,  zoning  appeals,  design  review,  historic 
reservation,  affordable  housing,  and  economic  development.  This  was  the 
seventh  full  year  operating  with  a  consolidated  budget,  demonstrated  to  be  an 
effective  means  of  assuring  fiscal  accountability  and  efficiency. 

Working  under  the  direction  of  the  Director  of  Planning  &  Development, 
ndividual  boards  and  agencies  continually  strive  to  work  together  more  closely. 
Df  additional  significance  this  year  was  progress  made  working  in  conjunction 
vith  our  neighboring  cities  and  towns.  Plymouth  joined  with  other  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  communities  in  endorsing  the  New  Mayflower  Compact,  a  vision 
or  cooperative  growth  management  efforts  outlined  by  the  Vision  2020  Task 
=orce.  The  Town  was  also  an  active  participant  in  work  with  Wareham  and  Carver 
n  regard  to  the  future  of  the  mammoth  Makepeace  Property  holdings  along  the 
ri-town  boundaries. 


►  CEDARVILLE  STEERING  COMMITTEE 

The  primary  mission  of  the  Cedarville  Steering  Committee  is  to  assist 
n  the  implementation  of  the  Cedarville  Master  Plan.  This  is  the  principal 
oasis  for  capital  investment,  growth  management,  community 
development,  and  economic  development  for  the  village.  While 
mplementing  the  master  plan,  the  focus  is  on  preserving  a  relatively  small 
ural  center,  equipped  to  provide  basic  services  to  the  surrounding 
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residential  neighborhoods,  and  to  boldly  go  where  no  Steering  Committee ! 
has  gone  before.  J! 

The  year  2000  was  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Cedarville  Steering  Committee  j 
(CSC).  There  was  a  total  of  sixteen  meetings  that  fostered  committee  involvement  1 
in  numerous  community  projects.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the; 
accomplishments  made  this  year: 

Work  on  Long  Pond  Road  roadway  and  sidewalk  project  proceeded.  At  ! 
year's  end,  a  professional  appraiser  was  retained  to  help  prepare  for  land 

acquisition. 

The  proposed  beach  ramp  in  Kingsbridge  Shores,  that  would  go  to  the  - 
beach  at  Cedarville  Landing,  was  a  project  that  the  committee  spent  a  great  deal 
of  time  researching.  After  learning  the  history  of  the  cart  path  access  and  the  plan 
to  be  presented  to  the  Selectmen,  the  committee  voted  unanimously  not  tcl 
support  Mr.  Smith's  proposal. 

The  Committee  met  with  developers  and  local  residents  to  discuss  theii 
proposed  Herring  Pond  Road  Development.  The  proposal  was  scaled  down,, 
reducing  the  amount  of  gravel  requested  to  be  removed,  and  adding  some  openn 
space  to  the  development.  William  Shaw  of  Associated  Engineers,  representing; 
Brad  Cushing,  asked  for  a  letter  of  recommendation  for  the  project.  Thet 
committee  felt  that  if  any  such  letter  were  forthcoming,  it  should  come  from  thee 
neighborhood.  Residents  abutting  the  proposed  development  were  given  art 
opportunity  to  voice  their  concerns  about  safety,  and  the  effect  the  development!: 
would  have  on  the  area.  Other  considerations  were,  gravel  removal,  number  of) 
homes  to  be  built,  buffer  zones,  preservation  of  a  cart  path,  accident  reports,s 
water  table,  and  disruption  of  wildlife. 

The  CSC  is  working  with  Gerre  Hooker  and  the  Building  Inspectors  Office  tod 
help  find  some  solutions  to  the  many  hazards  connected  to  abandoned  properties* 
on  Nameloc  Road,  due  to  beach  erosion.  Negotiations  are  ongoing  to  purchased 
land.  Cliffside  Golf  is  in  hopes  of  starting  construction  this  fall. 

The  committee  spoke  with  the  former  owner  of  the  Cedarville  Lumber,  abouti 
the  proposed  CVS  Drug  Store.  Communication  was  received  late  in  the  year  fromi 
Attorney,  Edward  Angley  about  the  CVS  construction.  He  will  appear  before  the| 
committee  in  the  near  future  to  discuss  plans. 

Chief  Pomeroy  and  Captain  Chandler  came  to  a  CSC  meeting  to  discuss  thee 
high  traffic  speeds,  illegal  and  dangerous  parking,  pedestrian  safety,  andd 
perceived  zoning  violations.  With  the  support  and  cooperation  of  the  policed 
department,  the  Committee  is  encouraged  that  safety  will  improve  in  the  Villager 
Center.  A  state  traffic  study  to  devise  a  comprehensive  plan  on  road/traffic| 
improvements  will  be  requested.  Rep.  VinnyDeMacedo,  volunteered  to  work  orl 
the  state  level,  for  the  State  Road  traffic  study. 

The  committee  continues  to  meet  with  developers,  property  owners,  towir  | 
offices,  the  school  committee  and  community  groups  to  review  proposed  projects  ;  | 
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\  bund  concerns  related  to  the  Cedarville  area.    Meetings  are  held  the  second 
Wednesday  of  each  month  at  the  Cedarville  Fire  Station. 

[  ►  OFFICE  OF  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT 


The  mission  of  the  Office  of  Community  Development  is  to  secure  and 
administer  state  and  federal  grants  which  will  further  the  Town's  planning 
ind  development  objectives.  To  accomplish  this  mission,  OCD  must  seek 
but  and  coordinate  Town  department,  outside  agency,  and  public 
;  barticipation  in  the  process  by  which  grant-funding  programs  and  projects 
J  *re  identified,  developed,  and  implemented,  including  the  leveraging  of 
;  fown  and  private  dollars  wherever  required  or  appropriate;  achieve 
echnical  proficiency  and  creativity  among  staff;  increase  internal 
awareness  of  and  respect  for  discretionary  grant  dollars  and  their  benefit  to 
he  community  at  large;  and  ensure  that  Plymouth's  community 
development  programs  are  the  most  comprehensive  and  best  managed 
among  Massachusetts  cities  and  towns. 

The  Office  of  Community  Development  continued  its  programs  of  housing 
J  rehabilitation  for  low  and  moderate  income  homeowners  in  2000,  and  brought  the 
j  plymouth  Airport  Administration  building  and  Plymouth  Beach  facilities  into 
«  access  compliance  with  the  Americans  With  Disabilities  Act.  The  Council  on 
J  j\ging  outreach  program  was  continued  for  the  fourth  year.  These  are  federally 
unded  through  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant  Program. 

The  housing  services  program  rehabilitated  seventeen  housing  units 
)elonging  to  low  and  moderate  income  Plymouth  homeowners.  The  program  was 
)ffered  town-wide  and  the  individual  projects  were  distributed  among  the  village 
ireas  in  the  following  manner:  West  Plymouth  -  2;  Manomet  -  7;  Plymouth 
Center  -  1 ,  and  Cedarville/South  Plymouth  -  7.  Eight  units  involved  septic 
epair/replacement.  The  Council  on  Aging  Outreach  Program  provides  services 
or  homebound  elders  who  may  be  at  risk  and  gives  assistance  to  elders  in  filing 
or  benefits  offered  by  the  State.  An  innovative  activity  has  been  to  hold  weekly 
^roup  meetings  with  soon-to-be  released  older  inmates  at  Plymouth  County  Jail 
o  answer  questions  about  benefits  available  to  ease  their  transition  to  the 
community  at  large. 

The  Town  was  successful  in  obtaining  another  round  of  funding  for  the  Title 
/  Betterment  Loan  Program,  which  is  administered  by  the  Office  of  Community 
Development  and  assists  homeowners  in  environmentally  sensitive  areas  of  town 
o  repair  failed  septic  systems.  A  total  of  38  systems  have  been  upgraded  or 
replaced  thus  far,  and  the  program  is  ongoing. 

At  year's  end,  notification  was  received  from  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Jrban  Development  that  Plymouth  has  successfully  reached  "Entitlement"  status 
or  future  federal  funding  through  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
Program.  This  is  excellent  news  for  the  neediest  elements  of  our  community. 
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►  OFFICE  OF  COMMUNITY  PLANNING 


The  mission  of  the  Office  of  Community  Planning  is  to  provide! 
professional  staff  support  and  guidance  to  the  Planning  Board,  thereby 
enhancing  their  ability  to  manage  the  physical,  economic,  and 
environmental  development  of  the  Town.  The  office  also  strives  to  serve  as 
a  clearinghouse  of  information  on  local,  state,  and  federal  projects.  There  is 
also  a  responsibility  for  reviewing  development  plans  to  assure  that  they 
comply  with  the  Town's  land  use  regulations  and  are  consistent  with  the 
long-range  vision  of  the  town. 

The  Office  of  Community  Planning  is  a  community  resource  fon 
information  on  many  issues.  The  office  through  the  master  plan  process  is 
responsible  for  creating  coordinated  long-range  vision  of  the  community 
and  functions  as  liaison  between  various  public  and  private  entities  and  toe 
mitigate  conflicts.  Customers  include  the  Planning  Board;  various  other 
local,  state,  regional,  and  federal  boards,  departments,  and  agencies; 
neighborhood  groups;  developers  and  citizens. 

A  primary  obligation  is  to  advocate  for  needs  of  the  residents  ot 
Plymouth.  The  office  also  promotes  innovative  measures  to  manage  growth 
and  protect  the  environment.  In  addition,  we  are  obligated  to  remind  the 
community  of  the  long-range  consequences  of  decisions  made  today. 

The  membership  of  the  Planning  Board  changed  notably  in  the  year  2000D 
In  March,  the  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  H.  Judson  Terzian,  passed  away; 
suddenly.  His  enthusiasm  and  commitment  will  be  long  remembered.  At  a  joinii 
meeting  in  June,  the  Planning  Board  and  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  ancx 
elevated  Mary  Mulcahy,  the  Planning  Board  Associate  Member,  to  fill  Mr.  Terzian's; 
term.  Also  in  2000,  Malcolm  MacGregor  was  re-elected  to  his  fourth  term  in  offices 
and  Larry  Rosenblum  was  appointed  as  associate  member. 

The  Board  held  a  total  of  thirty-eight  regularly  scheduled  meetings,  and  mee 
additionally  with  the  Selectmen  and  other  boards  as  a  cooperative  participant  iri 
the  Department  of  Planning  and  Development. 

Subdivision  Control 

In  administering  its  duties  under  the  Massachusetts  Subdivision  Controc 
Law,  the  Board  reviewed  seventy-seven  Approval  Not  Required  Plans.  Them 
were  three  Definitive  Subdivision  Plans  endorsed  creating  forty-three  residentiaa 
building  lots  and  five  commercial  lots.  The  board  reviewed  four  preliminary  planff 
and  numerous  conceptual  plans. 

Zoning  Bylaw  ; 

With  a  healthy  economy  and  a  significant  rise  in  housing  costs,  southeastern 
Massachusetts  has  been  a  target  for  new  homebuyers  and  developers.  ThM 
Pinehills  project  continues  to  move  forward.  The  workload  and  responsibility  c 
the  Board  and  its  staff  increased  considerably. 
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The  Board  also  issued  Special  Permits  under  the  Rural  Density 
evelopment  Bylaw  and  made  recommendations  on  sixty-two  Board  of  Appeals 
ases.  In  addition,  seven  industrial  and  commercial  site  plans  were  reviewed, 
eluding  two  Dunkin  Donuts,  Manomet  Fruit  Stand,  Southers  Marsh  Golf  Course 
lubhouse,  signage  for  the  Marriott  Assisted  Living  Facility,  Home  Depot  and 
pplebee's.  Some  of  the  major  projects  included:

oning  Bylaw  Amendments 

The  Planning  Board  supported  and  Town  Meeting  approved  three  important 
hanges  to  the  Zoning  Bylaw  this  year.  In  April,  the  board  supported  changing  the 
ight  Industrial  Zoning  District  along  a  portion  of  Long  Pond  Road  to  the  newly 
reated  Highway  Commercial  (HC)  Zoning  District.  In  October,  Town  Meeting 
ntinued  its  support  by  increasing  the  area  that  was  changed  to  Highway 
ommercial  and  by  adding  a  five-story  overlay  district  to  maximize  the  height  of 
fty-five  feet. 

Also,  in  April  2000,  the  Planning  Board  sponsored  a  Zoning  Bylaw 
mendment  to  increase  the  information  required  to  be  submitted  by  developers  of 
nd  near  public  and  private  property  with  significant  natural  resources.  The 
atural  Features  Bylaw  requires  developers  to  provide  additional  information  to 
e  board  during  the  review  process. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  June,  the  Planning  Board  supported  a  Zoning 
ylaw  amendment  to  change  the  Open  Space  Mixed  Use  Development  District 
SMUD)  to  allow  for  more  "by  right"  uses  rather  than  the  majority  of  the  project 
eing  examined  through  the  special  permit  process.  There  are  several  thresholds 
at  the  Town  and  State  will  still  review  the  project. 

aster  Plan  Update 


The  Planning  Board  initiated  this  important  step  by  hiring  a  consultant  to 
/ork  with  the  Master  Plan  Committee  to  develop  a  Work  Program  for  developing 
he  Master  Plan.  The  Master  Plan  Committee  met  regularly  throughout  the  year, 
onferring  with  community  members,  planning  specialists,  and  reviewing  the  work 
>erformed  by  Planners  Collaborative,  Inc.,  the  Town's  consultant.  The  final  Work 
rogram  was  completed  in  June.    The  Planning  Board  and  Master  Plan 
ommittee  have  been  meeting  regularly  to  proceed  with  the  next  steps,  including 
he  expenditure  of  State  funds  for  hiring  a  long  range  planner  to  work  on 
developing  the  Master  Plan.

►  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  mission  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  wetlands 
and  resources  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  through  acquisition,  management 
education,  and  regulation;  to  act  as  a  liaison  between  the  public  and  other 
governmental  agencies  in  protecting  our  natural  resources,  and  to  become 
an  educational  resource  for  the  public  and  Town  agencies  both  through  a. 
library  of  literature  and  through  the  collective  knowledge  of  thei 
Conservation  Commission  members. 

A  healthy  natural  environment  improves  quality  of  life,  property  values,  and't 
tourism.  The  citizens  of  Plymouth  have  a  right  to  air,  land,  and  water  free  ob 
poisons  and  safe  for  passive  and  active  recreation.  But  people  also  have  a  right) 
to  improve  their  property,  sometimes  resulting  in  jobs  and  a  stronger  tax  base  fool 
the  Town.  A  rich,  healthy  web  of  wildlife  can  withstand  the  rigors  imposed  upon  P 
by  the  rapid  pace  of  development  now  underway  in  Plymouth.  The  laws  protecting 
the  environment  and  the  rights  of  the  developer  are  complex,  and  the  knowledge^ 
of  what  makes  a  healthy  environment  is  equally  complex.  The  Conservation^ 
Commission  is  set  up  to  administer  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  and  other  localil 
state,  and  Federal  laws  to  ensure  that  development  protects  and  enhances; 
Plymouth's  natural  environment,  rather  than  destroying  it. 

The  Commission  is  charged  with  several  duties  including  the  protection  oq 
inland  and  coastal  nature  resources,  and  the  acquisition  of  land  for  management! 
Benefits  provided  to  the  town  afford  protection  of  our  clean  water  supplies* 
protection  from  storm  damage,  flood  damage  control,  the  promotion  of  wildlife 
diversity,  and  recreational  opportunities.  It  must  also  follow  its  mandate  under  the( 
Town  of  Plymouth  Wetlands  Bylaw  and  the  Massachusetts  General  Lawss 
Chapter  131  §40  et  seq.  The  Commission  holds  public  hearings  on  Monday 
nights,  as  scheduled. 

Pursuant  to  its  mandate,  the  Commission  acted  on  eighty-three  Notices  m 
Intent  (permit  requests  for  activity  within  areas  subject  to  Commission  jurisdiction'! 
and  forty-nine  Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability  (to  determine  whether 
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i  proposed  activity  is  likely  to  impact  a  resource  area).  Other  opinions  and 
decisions  were  made  as  requested.  Occasionally  enforcement  orders  were 
ssued  and  fines  were  levied  and  collected. 

The  Commission  was  pleased  to  accept  the  sixty-seven  acre  Kapell  Stearns 
roperty  in  West  Plymouth,  Rabbit  Pond,  and  other  properties.  These  purchases 
nd  donations  help  to  protect  the  town  drinking  water  supply,  preserve  rural 
haracter,  and  ensure  habitat  for  the  many  plants  and  animals  that  make  up  the 
omplex  and  robust  web  of  life  enjoyed  in  Plymouth  since  before  the  Pilgrims 
inded.  Conservation  lands  may  establish  critical  links  with  the  state  forest  for 
jture  trail  links,  protect  water  quality  of  the  ponds  that  are  home  to  the  globally 
are  Plymouth  Red-Belly  Turtle  and  Plymouth  Gentian,  or  provide  quiet  land  for 
ird  watching,  nature  walks,  and  other  recreational  and  educational  pursuits. 

June,  2000,  saw  the  first  comprehensive  survey  of  Plymouth's  natural 
^sources  in  nearly  a  century  as  the  Plymouth  Conservation  Commission  worked 
Irith  the  Plymouth  Natural  Resource  Officer  and  scores  of  volunteers  of  all  ages 
j]  nd  skill  levels  on  the  local  portion  of  the  first  annual  Massachusetts  Biodiversity 
1  lays  project.  The  three-day  event  discovered  over  700  distinct  species  of 
'ildflowers,  birds,  insects,  fish,  mammals,  trees,  and  other  creatures  living  in 
iree  watersheds  within  the  boundaries  of  Plymouth. 
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One  of  the  biggest  threats  to  Plymouth's  natural  beauty  is  the  rapid  pace  of 
>cal  property  development.  Valuable  resource  areas  that  protect  cranberry  bogs 
re  especially  endangered  as  the  widespread  and  prolonged  downturn  in 
ranberry  prices  forces  many  farmers  to  seek  other  uses  for  their  land.  The  high 
alue  of  land  for  single-family  homes  in  wooded  areas  makes  these  upland 
Daces  and  their  associated  wetlands  particularly  attractive  to  developers. 

It  is  paradoxical  that  the  rural  beauty  that  makes  people  want  to  live  in 
lymouth  results  in  its  own  greatest  threat.  Many  homeowners  new  to  the  area 
'ant  a  rustic  setting,  but  also  desire  a  classic  suburban  green  lawn  sloping  down 
oc|>  a  manicured  shore.  The  fertilizers  and  pesticides  required  to  maintain  such  a 
iwn  are  bad  for  the  health  of  the  pond,  poisoning  beneficial  creatures  and 
ausing  unpleasant  eutrophication.  The  manicured  edges  so  popular  on  a  shady 
ee-lined  street  are  out  of  place  along  a  waterfront,  depriving  the  local  fauna  of 
luch-needed  shelter,  food,  and  nesting  materials. 


The  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act  protects  the  creatures  of  the 
'etlands  by  requiring  a  buffer  zone  around  sensitive  areas.  The  Plymouth 
onservation  Commission  wants  homeowners  to  enjoy  their  waterfront  property, 
nd  can  provide  ideas  for  creating  an  attractive  natural  setting  for  a  human  home 
tiile  still  protecting  the  homes  of  the  creatures  that  share  the  waterfront  setting. 

The  Conservation  Commission  consists  of  seven  volunteer  members 
ppointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  ably  assisted  by  a  full-time 
onservation  Secretary  and  a  part-time  Staff  Aide.  The  Commission  welcomed 
ack  former  commissioner  Douglas  Hart  to  replace  retiring  Commission 
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Chairman  William  Doyle.  The  Commission  will  especially  miss  departed 
commissioner  Alfred  Ledo  and  his  long  years  of  experience  and  service  to  the 
welfare  of  Plymouth's  natural  environment.  |l(

►  DESIGN  REVIEW  BOARD

The  mission  of  the  Design  Review  Board  is  to  assist  the  Planning? 
Board  and  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  in  reviewing  applications  and  plans  for* 
Special  Permits  for  residential  and  commercial  buildings.  In  addition,  thei 
Board  reviews  applications  and  plans  at  the  request  of  the  Building 
Inspector  for  most  commercial  exterior  building  construction.  All  decisions; 
and  reports  are  advisory  only. 

The  Board  reviews  applications  and  plans  in  accordance  with  thi 
Appearance  Code,  which  focuses  on  design  principles  that  encourage  harmony: 
and  compatibility.  Considered  are  exterior  issues  like  colors,  materials? 
landscaping,  lighting,  signs,  location,  and  overall  appearance.  The  Board  assists 
property  owners  with  the  fit  of  their  buildings  to  their  surroundings,  anoi 
encourages  appropriate  landscape  treatment  to  soften  the  appearance  of  parkinc-j 
areas  and  buildings  from  the  public  street.  The  Board  also  reviews  larger  projects 
subject  to  Environmental  Design  Conditions  in  accordance  with  thflj 
Environmental  Design  criteria. 

Five  appointed  professionals,  including  two  architects,  a  graphic  artist,  1 
landscape  architect,  and  a  historian,  make  up  the  Board.

This  year's  project  list  included  review  of  the  Home  Depot  and  adjacenr 
property  on  Long  Pond  Road,  Applebee's,  the  Loring  Library,  and  the  continuing 
review  of  Pine  Hills  Phases.  The  Board  also  reviewed  a  number  of  residential 
special  permit  applications. 

With  continued  economic  growth  the  Design  Review  Board  looks  forward  tl 
another  busy  year. 

►  OFFICE  OF  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 

The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Office  of  Economic  Development  is  t< 
assist  the  expansion  of  existing  Plymouth  businesses  and  encourage  nev 
companies  to  locate  to  Town  to  create  additional  tax  revenues  and  nev 
employment  opportunities  for  residents. 

Our  local  economy  continued  to  improve  in  2000  with  a  decrease  | 
unemployment  and  further  growth  in  several  market  areas.  Continued  expansioi 
of  Plymouth's  transportation,  communication,  public  utility,  service  and  tourisrr 
sectors  are  a  reflection  of  the  strong  national  economy. 

During  the  year,  the  Office  welcomed  its  new  Director,  Harold  R.  Davis.  Thn!  1 
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)ffice  focused  on  new  projects  including  the  RKG  economic  development  study, 
nproving  the  Town's  marketing  efforts,  adding  new  signs  at  key  Plymouth 
>cations,  modifying  the  future  improvements  to  Memorial  Hall,  and  building 
reater  local  awareness  of  the  importance  of  economic  development. 

This  year  several  Plymouth  Industrial  Park  buildings  were  sold.  By  the  close 
the  year  there  were  no  vacant  buildings  in  the  Park,  and,  construction  was 
litiated  on  the  Quintal  Produce  Building.  The  Massachusetts  Highway 
Apartment's  project  for  the  relocation  of  Route  44  is  reported  to  be  on  schedule. 
,t  completion,  the  project  will  align  Route  44  from  Cherry  Street  in  Plymouth  to 
loute  58  in  Carver,  providing  improved  access  to  Interstate  495,  and  Routes  3, 
4,  25  and  Interstate  195  for  the  Plymouth  Industrial  Park  and  the  surrounding 
ommunities.  The  highway  project  will  spur  development  at  the  interchange. 

The  Town's  economy  was  positively  impacted  by  several  major  projects  this 
ear.  The  opening  of  Home  Depot  contributed  200  jobs  to  the  local  workforce. 
)ordage  Park  consolidated  ownership  of  properties,  making  it  ready  for  new 
lixed  residential  and  commercial  development.  Marriott  completed  the  land 
cquisition  for  construction  of  a  two  hundred  and  fifty-room  hotel  and  conference 
enter.  The  Pine  Hills  Project  will  truly  make  Plymouth  a  destination  point. 

The  Plymouth  Transportation  System  "PAL[Why  is  this  called  PAL?]", 
lanaged  by  the  Greater  Attleboro  Taunton  Regional  Transportation  Authority 
ATRA),  and  operated  by  Plymouth  and  Brockton  Street  Railway  Company, 
erved  a  record  number  of  passengers  in  2000.  Monthly  passenger  counts  have 
icreased  from  8,500  in  Dec,  1999,  to  an  all  time  high  of  9,682  in  Aug,  2000  when 
isitors  were  served.  Over  100,000  passengers  were  served  in  2000. 


The  Office  of  Economic  Development  during  1999  continued  working  with 
ie  Southeastern  Economic  Development  (SEED)  Corporation  to  provide  loan 
jnds  to  Plymouth  Businesses.  SEED  provides  loans  under  the  U.S.  Small 
business  Administration  and  Massachusetts  Ready  Resource  Grant  funding 
rograms. 

The  Office  of  Economic  Development  provides  staff  support  to  two  Town 
ommittees,  the  Plymouth  Development  Industrial  Commission  (PDIC)  and  the 
Visitor  Services  Board  (VSB).  In  addition,  the  Office  of  Economic  Development 
taff  works  directly  with  the  Plymouth  Industrial  Development  Corporation  (PIDC), 
rivate  developers  and  businesses,  the  Plymouth  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
e  Plymouth  Center  Commerce  Committee,  Plymouth  County  Development 
ouncil,  and  other  local  and  regional  organizations  to  promote  Plymouth  as  a 
usiness  site  and  to  develop  opportunities  for  the  community  and  our  residents. 


►  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Historical  Commission  is  to  preserve, 
protect  and  document  the  historic  architectural  heritage  of  the  Town  of 
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Plymouth.  Legislated  protection  is  provided  for  historic  buildings  located 
in  the  Plymouth  Historic  District  in  the  downtown-harbor  area.  The  Historic 
District  is  a  local  and  national  treasure  of  our  country's  architecture  with  a 
variety  of  excellent  examples  spanning  three  centuries. 

The  Historic  District  Commission  met  biweekly,  reviewing  sixty-seven 
proposals  for  commercial  signage  and  fagade  renovations  within  the  District.  In 
addition,  the  Commission  maintains  an  inventory  of  Historic  Properties  within  the 
entire  community,  kept  on  file  at  the  Town  Hall  and  Library,  and  available  for 
regular  public  consultation. 

The  Historical  Commission  was  involved  in  discussions  regarding  the 
disposition  of  the  Parting  Ways  artifacts  that  were  to  be  brought  to  Boston  for 
curatorial  assessment  and  cataloging.  The  artifacts  from  the  home  site  of  black 
Revolutionary  War  veterans  were  discovered  during  an  archeological  dig  in  1975 
by  Dr.  James  Deetz  and  have  been  on  display  at  the  1749  Court  House  Museum. 

Commission  members  for  this  year  included  Wesley  Ennis,  Chairman;!;' 
William  Rudolph,  Vice  Chairman;  Grace  Karbott,  Secretary;  Robert  Dawson  and  j 
David  Crawley.  Also  serving  were  Past  Chairman  Clifford  E.  Sampson,  Sr.  and  J 
architect  William  Fornicari,  both  of  whom  resigned  this  year. 

►  MANOMET  VILLAGE  STEERING  COMMITTEE 

Established  in  1991  by  Town  Meeting,  the  Manomet  Village  Steering 
Committee  continues  to  support  the  goals  and  objectives  of  its  Master  Plan.), 
Meetings  are  held  at  the  Manomet  Library  on  the  last  Thursday  of  each 
month  at  7:00  PM. 

Committee  officers  are  Lee  J.  Anderson,  Chair,  and  Virginia  Johnson,!, 
Secretary.  The  committee  has  addressed  numerous  concerns. 

1.  The  completion  of  the  pedestrian  loop  with  sidewalks  from  Manomet1! 
Point  Road  along  Taylor  Avenue  connecting  new  sidewalks  on  Whites! f 
Horse  Road.    This  is  an  ongoing  project  of  the  Town  Engineering^

progress  on  the  state  highway's  proposal  to  provide  traffic  controls  at  the*-:  c 
intersection  of  State  Road  and  Manomet  Point  Road.  The  current  project,'  g 
the  creation  of  a  "Village  Green"  near  the  same  intersection  is  mores  b 
complex  since  it  involves  some  relocation  of  roads.  Assistance  has  comes 
from  State  Representative,  Vinny  M.  deMacedo,  and  Massachusetts? 
Highway  Commissioner,  Matt  Amorello,  with  technical  assistance  from 
Land  Management  Systems  and  local  abutting  property  owners.  It  is  vital  s 
to  have  traffic  lights  and  some  other  safety  improvements  quickly  in  2001 J  0 

This  year,  growth  of  business  has  increased  with  eight  new  businesses  \n 
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■he  Village.  We  look  forward  to  working  with  the  Master  Planning  Committee  as 
lit  relates  to  local  areas  of  concern  and  Manomet's  role  in  the  entire  community. 
[The  Steering  Committee  members  have  attended  numerous  meetings:  The 
Master  Plan  Committee,  Plymouth  Transportation  Stakeholders  Committee,  Pine 
Hill  Projects,  Education  Group  Meetings,  Steering  Committee  Chair  meetings, 
jmany  Planning  Board  meetings,  and  the  annual  support  to  the  "Run  to  the  Rock". 
{Members  of  the  Steering  Committee  are  involved  in  other  committees  and  are 
able  to  bring  more  information  to  assist  the  Steering  Committee  goals  and 
Objectives.  Members  of  the  Manomet  Steering  Committee  welcome  everyone  to 
il/isit  meetings  to  offer  opinion,  requests  and  concerns  affecting  the  village  or  the 
jown. 

►  NORTH  PLYMOUTH  STEERING  COMMITTEE 


The  North  Plymouth  Steering  Committee,  working  with  the  Planning 
3oard  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  assists  in  the  implementation  of  the 
Morth  Plymouth  tylaster  Plan  of  1992  and  advocates  for  the  needs  of  the 
area.  Seven  members  are  appointed  for  staggered  three-year  terms; 
neetings  are  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  the  Cordage 
3ark  conference  room. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Committee  has  met  with  individuals  and  groups 
seeking  comments  about  and  approval  of  proposed  changes  or  developments 
hat  would  affect  the  community.  As  appropriate,  suggestions  and/or 
endorsements  have  been  conveyed  in  writing  to  the  Planning  Board  or  Zoning 
3oard  of  Appeals.  In  addition,  the  Committee  and  its  members,  in  close 
issociation  with  the  very  active  Neighborhood  Watch,  have  continued  to  serve  as 
i  sounding  board  for  neighborhood  concerns  with  subsequent  involvement  with 
appropriate  town  or  state  agencies. 

Several  ongoing  projects  continued  to  progress  toward  completion.  The 
econstruction  of  Court  Street,  along  with  the  associated  new  public  parking  lot, 
eached  the  end  of  its  second  year  substantially  complete.  The  Seaside  Trail, 
ifter  several  years  of  delays  and  bureaucratic  re-positioning,  passed  a  milestone 
n  December  when  MBTA  voted  to  convey  the  railbed  to  the  town.  The  Loring 
Jbrary  restoration  project  has  encountered  engineering  difficulties  but  has  been 
continually  re-affirmed  by  the  congregation  of  the  Zion  Lutheran  Church,  and  a 
ground-breaking  was  held  in  October.  The  rebuilding  of  Exit  7  (new  Route  44)  has 
)een  addressed  with  suggestions  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Department  of 
3ublic  Works. 

Members  continue  to  serve  in  other  town  or  community  capacities,  either  as 
steering  committee  representatives  or  as  individuals,  thereby  providing 
^opportunities  to  learn  from  and  contribute  to  a  larger  frame  of  reference  that  that 
Df  the  Village  Center. 
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►  PLYMOUTH  REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY 


Since  its  establishment  in  1959,  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  ; 
Authority  has  continuously  worked  with  the  citizens  and  governing  body  of 
the  Town  for  the  betterment  of  home  and  community.  In  retrospect,  the 
Authority  feels  that  it  has  and  continues  to  succeed  in  this  task.  It  is 
therefore  the  intent  of  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  to  continue 
to  be  a  people-oriented  agency,  to  continue  to  seek  out  the  best  possible" 
loan  and  grant  programs  that  will  enable  families  and  individuals  in  the: 
Town  of  Plymouth  to  acquire,  and/or  through  housing  rehabilitation 
programs,  to  live  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing. 

During  the  year  2000  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority  (PRA) 
continued  to  follow  its  Mission  Statement  of  helping  to  provide  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  housing  for  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  by  expanding  and  adding  loan  and 
grant  programs.  The  PRA  continues  to  administer  loan  programs  offered  by  the I 
Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency  (MHFA).  The  Home  Improvement  Loan] 
Program  and  the  Get  the  Lead  Out  Program  continue  to  be  important  loan  I 
programs  for  homeowners  of  Plymouth.  Several  homebuyers  utilized  the  MHFA:j 
Purchase  and  Rehab  program  to  purchase  and  rehabilitate  substandard  homes. 
The  Redevelopment  Authority  continues  to  administer  federal  Department  of) 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  HOME  funds  that  are  used  by  qualified  citizens:! 
of  Plymouth  for  down  payment  and  closing  cost  assistance  for  the  purchase  of- 
their  first  home.    Funds  are  distributed  on  a  first  come  first  serve  basis  and* 
forgiven  over  a  ten-year  period.  The  initial  award  of  $125,000  has  been  expended 
and  the  PRA  has  applied  for  an  additional  award  of  $125,000  due  in  Februarys 
2001 .  The  Redevelopment  Authority  also  administers  the  Massachusetts  Housing 
Partnership  Soft  Second  Loan  program,  and  the  award  of  $35,000  is  almost; 
completely  expended  with  another  round  applied  for  and  pending.  Funds  are  used 
to  subsidize  and  guarantee  loan  funds  for  first  time  homebuyers.  The  PRA  had  a;| 
very  successful  year  as  a  partner  with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture; 
(USDA)  Rural  Housing  Service  and  Salem  Five  Mortgage  Company  in  the  Ruraji 
Housing  Loan  Partnership  Program.  As  partners,  the  USDA,  Salem  Five,  and  the 
PRA  provided  more  than  $1,200,000  in  loan  funds  for  home  purchases  I 
Plymouth  at  subsidized  rates.  The  Authority  has  been  approved  as  a  Partner  for* 
2001  and  USDA  funds  have  been  allocated  to  Plymouth. 

Summer  Street  Urban  Renewal  Area:  In  1999  the  Spring  Hill  Apartmeni 
complex  completed  a  substantial  renovation  to  bring  it  into  compliance  with  the 
standards  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan.  In  addition,  the  fagade  of  22  Summer 
Street  was  renovated,  as  was  the  exterior  of  70  Summer  Street.  The  Trustees  c 
48  Summer  Street  have  begun  exterior  renovations  of  that  property  and  plan  ar 
extensive  renovation  for  2001 .  The  Jenney  Grist  Mill  remained  vacant  for  a  large 
portion  of  2000.  The  PRA  has  been  working  with  the  property  owner  to  restore 
milling  operations  on  site  as  required  by  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan. 
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The  Authority  diligently  reviews  all  other  properties  within  the  area  and  has 
contacted  and  worked  with  owners  and  investors  in  facilitating  compliance  with 
maintenance  standards. 

Counseling  Programs:  In  December,  1999  the  PRA  received  certification 
from  HUD  as  a  Comprehensive  Counseling  Agency.  The  Authority  was  certified  to 
tiprovide  basic  housing,  delinquency  and  foreclosure  avoidance,  and  reverse 
■equity  mortgage  counseling.  In  this  year  alone  we  counseled  more  than  150 
;  individuals  including  first  time  homebuyers  and  others  with  housing  problems.  Our 
jfirst  time  homebuyer  seminar  series  is  ever  popular.  Families  and  individuals 
^completing  the  course  become  eligible  for  low  interest  mortgages  through  MHFA, 
ithe  HOME  program,  the  Soft  Second  Loan  Program,  the  USDA  Rural  Housing 
ijLoan  Partnership,  and  various  other  institutional  loan  programs.  In  addition,  and 
|just  as  important,  the  course  makes  first-time  homebuyers  aware  of  the  pitfalls 
Rencountered  and  the  responsibilities  required  in  buying  and  owning  their  first 
Ihome. 

To  support  its  counseling  activities,  the  Redevelopment  Authority  received  a 
HUD  grant  and  several  other  private  donations.  Town  funds  are  not  expended  on 
this  program. 

General  PRA  Administration:  During  1999,  the  Authority  staff  responded  to 
approximately  1500  inquires  regarding  programs  administered  by  this  office.  The 
PRA  Board  of  Directors  held  12  meetings  in  the  process  of  administering  Authority 
business.  An  Access  Database  system  was  developed  for  tracking  loans  and 
clients.  A  Web  page  is  in  the  final  stages  of  completion. 

The  Authority  held  its  Annual  Meeting  and  election  of  officers  in  December. 
The  results  of  the  election  were  as  follows:

Ms.  Farren  was  a  true  asset  to  the 
Board  and  will  be  missed.  John  Droege  continues  to  serve  on  the  Board  for  his 
28th  consecutive  year. 


►  VISITOR  SERVICES  BOARD 


The  Visitor  Services  Board  of  Plymouth,  Massachusetts  serves  as  an 
advisory  board  to  the  Town  Manager  and  Board  of  Selectmen.  The 
seven-member  board  is  charged  with  the  management  of  the  Town 
Promotion  (tourism)  Fund,  which  is  funded  wholly  by  a  percentage  of  the 
ocal/motel  rooms  tax.  The  Visitor  Services  Board  awards  funds  and  grants 
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for  promotional  and  marketing  materials,  information  delivery,  events, 
activities  and  infrastructure  betterment  in  an  effort  to  maximize  the  quality  i 
of  Plymouth's  tourism  industry  for  the  benefit  of  residents  and  visitors 
alike.  | ! 

The  Visitor  Services  Board  continued  to  work  with  town  departments,  thef  j 
local  business  community,  historic  organizations,  and  event  organizers  to  sustain,  j 
improve,  and  promote  Plymouth  as  a  tourist  destination. 

The  Visitor  Services  Board,  through  the  Town  Promotions  Fund,  helped  to  ' 
finance  many  Special  Events.  These  included  Pilgrim  Progress,  the  July  4th  j 
parade,  fireworks  and  entertainment,  the  Waterfront  Festival,  Plymouth  Guild's  Art  j 
Show,  the  Antiquarian  Society's  Annual  Summer  Fair,  America's  Hometown' 
Thanksgiving  Celebration,  the  Musician's  Union  Concert  Series,  the  Family  Fair, 
and  Run  to  the  Rock.

The  Visitor  Services  Board 
also  agreed  to  approve  funding  to  the  Redevelopment  Authority  for  the  restoration! 
of  the  Town  Bell  contingent  on  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  full  grant  I 
approval  of  $7,000.00  and  completion  of  the  project  by  June  30,  2001 .

►  WEST  PLYMOUTH  STEERING  COMMITTEE 


The  primary  mission  of  the  West  Plymouth  Steering  Committee  is  tc  ^ 
assist  in  the  implementation  of  the  West  Plymouth  Master  Plan  as  adoptee 
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by  Town  Meeting,  and  to  advocate  for  the  needs  of  the  area.  As  part  of  this 
charge,  the  West  Plymouth  Steering  Committee  participates  in  community 
issues  which  include:  Traffic,  Parking,  and  Pedestrian  Circulation;  Public 
[Safety;  Public  Facilities  and  Services;  Commercial  Building  and  Site 
| Design;  Pubic  Space,  Conservation,  and  Recreation;  Zoning  and  Land  Use; 
1  Historic  Identity;  Housing;  and  Economic  Development. 

As  the  year  2000  began,  and  as  discussed  in  West  Plymouth  Steering 
jl Committee's  1999  report,  West  Plymouth  Steering  Committee  was  forced  to 
Jjconsider  filing  an  appeal  of  the  approved  "Special  Permit"  for  the  Planned 
^Shopping  Center  Development  at  the  56  acre  "General  Commercial"  zoned  parcel 
'((between  Rte.  44  and  80.  During  several  meetings  with  the  developer,  the  Board 
J  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board,  and  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  the  advice 
land  recommendations  made  by  the  West  Plymouth  Steering  Committee  were 
jjlargely  ignored  at  the  permitting  stage  of  the  project.  Unsubstantiated  guarantees 
Ifor  the  construction  of  the  "Connector  Road"  and  for  valuable  "Commercial 
■Development"  carried  the  day  at  the  permitting  and  adjudicatory  levels.  West 
iPlymouth  Steering  Committee's  request  for  Town  of  Plymouth  support  in  our 
ilappeal  went  to  the  eleventh  hour,  whereupon  the  developer  and  West  Plymouth 
iSteering  Committee  agreed  upon  several  governing  conditions  related  to  the 
■Special  Permit"  in  a  "Memorandum  of  Understanding"  (MOU).  However,  West 
ilPlymouth  Steering  Committee  had  no  authority  to  secure  real  guarantees  for  the 
of'Connector  Road"  construction. 

One  year  later,  the  future  of  the  "Connector  Road"  and  the  development 
parcel  remains  in  doubt.  There  is  concern  for  the  excavation  in  the  middle  of  the 
community.  Although  there  is  an  expensive  fenceline  which  segregates  the 
existing  sandpit  from  a  residential  development,  there  is  vulnerability  in  relying  on 
unsubstantiated  guarantees  made  by  developers. 

The  West  Plymouth  Steering  Committee  was  also  involved  with  several 
:ommunity  initiatives  including  participating  in  Plymouth  School  Department 
phort-and  Long  Term  Planning  Sessions,  providing  a  West  Plymouth  Community 
3lean-up  Day,  moderating  a  televised  debate  on  the  funding  of  BECO 
Stabilization  Fund,  citing  residents  of  a  West  Plymouth  neighborhood  for  their 
efforts  in  landscaping  the  Greensview  Drive  and  Black  Cat  Road  intersection,  and 
J^  Bstablishing  appropriate  policies  with  the  Planning  Board  guiding  Steering 
hj  Committee  involvement,  and  more  participation  in  the  Town's  permitting  process. 

lei  The  West  Plymouth  Steering  Committee  was  pleased  to  see  one  of  its 
nembers,  Mary  Mulcahy  appointed  to  fill  the  Planning  Board  vacancy  left  by  the 
oss  of  Judson  Terzian. 

Given  the  development  pressure  on  the  limited,  but  available  land  within 
West  Plymouth,  the  Committee  dedicated  much  of  its  time  to  various  land  use 
ssues  which  included  proposed  zoning  changes  off  Commerce  Drive  and  Pilgrim 
tc  Hill  Road,  discussions  with  various  developers  who  own  200+/-  acres  of  available 
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land  off  Commerce  Drive  and  Rte.  80,  working  toward  Master  Planning  the 
development  of  these  lands,  and  working  to  eliminate  further  curb  cuts  on  Rte.  80. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  and  with  a  belief  that  the  question  relating  to  the 
appropriate  Steering  Committee  role  in  village  planning  issues  has  been  resolved, 
West  Plymouth  Steering  Committee's  participation  was  again  limited  on  another 
significant  soil  excavation  project  "Special  Permit"  within  West  Plymouth.  The 
West  Plymouth  Steering  Committee  officers  (Chairman,  Vice  Chairman,  and 
Secretary),  resigned  and  also  resurrected  the  issue  as  to  the  relevance  or  need 
of  the  Town  Meeting  ratified  Village  Center  Master  Plans  (existing  and  future),  and 
their  use  by  the  planning  and  permitting  branches  of  local  government.  Unless 
project  proponents  volunteer,  or  the  municipal  planning  and/or  permitting 
boards/departments  incorporate  the  recommendations  of  these  plans  in  their 
decisions,  especially  in  site  specific  conditions,  these  Master  Plans  serve  no 
purpose.  This  issue  must  be  resolved  during  the  next  year. 


West  Plymouth  Steering  Committee  lost  four  members  of  long-standing: 
during  2000.   Their  service  and  expertise  will  be  missed.   Thank  you  Mary  ,  [

►  ZONING  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  (ZBA)  had  another  productive  year  meeting  onr 
the  average  of  twice  a  month  to  hear  petitions  requesting  Special  Permits,; 
Variances,  and  appeals  of  decisions  made  by  the  Building  Commissioner.  There 
were  fifty-seven  cases  filed  this  year. 

Examples  of  petitions  considered  by  the  Board  included:  I 
restaurant/nightclub  in  Cordage  Park;  a  bank/credit  union  inside  the  Wal-Mait 
store;  a  filling  station/convenience  store  in  the  Home  Depot  plaza;  several 
variances  of  accessway  and  excavation  permits  for  the  expansion  of  numerous 
cranberry  bogs. 

The  ZBA  consists  of  five  regular  members  and  two  alternate  members 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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PUBLIC  SAFETY 


►  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department  is  to  protect  the  general 
public  s  life  and  property  in  the  safest  and  most  efficient  manner;  to  educate 
the  public  and  earn  respect  through  our  professional  actions  and  deeds;  to 
foster  an  open,  honest  and  willing  line  of  communication  with  and  through 
management  to  help  solve  and/or  eliminate  problems  making  for  a  more 
{harmonious  and  efficient  work  place,  thus  benefiting  not  only  the 
^employees,  but  also  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  department  continues  to  experience  the  impact  of  new  growth.  This 
past  year  the  department  responded  to  an  all  time  high  of  4392  emergency 
incidents  and  our  contract  ambulance  service  to  4260  medical  incidents. 

This  year  the  Department  joined  forces  with  the  state  Department  of 
Environmental  Management  and  the  Massachusetts  Chapter  of  the  Nature 
Donservancy  to  conduct  two  prescribed  burns.  Plymouth  looked  at  the  program 
as  a  very  effective  fire  management  tool,  and  the  experience  with  these  two  burns 
/vas  a  very  positive  one.  By  the  burning  of  the  under  brush  the  fire  fuel  load  was 
significantly  reduced  in  these  two  small  test  areas.    Plymouth  is  planning  to 

cexpand  this  program  within  the  next  year  to  begin  a  fire  management  program. 

■This  would  lessen  the  fire  load  of  dense  undergrowth  reducing  the  threat  of  major 

■fires  that  will  threaten  homes  that  border  our  woodlands. 

With  the  appropriation  of  funds  at  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting  for  the 
fcesign  of  the  Pine  Hills  Fire  Station,  the  Fire  Station  Building  and  Study 
ICommittee  is  well  on  its  way  to  final  design  and  bidding  of  this  project.  The 
geographical  area  center  at  Long  Pond  Road  and  Clark  Road  desperately  needs 
fan  improved  level  of  emergency  service.  The  committee  is  hopeful  to  receive 
funding  for  construction  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  April  of  2001  with  the 
iponstruction  of  the  station  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  spring  of  2002. 

15.A.F.E.  Program 

I ;  During  the  past  year,  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department's  S.A.F.E.  Program 
IjStudents  Awareness  of  Fire  Education]  continued  to  fulfill  its  mission  of  educating 
Wstudents  within  the  Plymouth  Public  School  system.  The  goals  of  the  S.A.F.E. 
program  are  to  encourage  participants  to  practice  fire  prevention,  personal  health 
fend  safety  throughout  the  year.  This  is  accomplished  through  instruction  in 
Identifying  fire  hazards,  demonstration  of  fire  prevention  methods,  discussing 
proper  reactions  to  take  in  the  event  of  an  emergency,  and  making  healthy 
Choices  and  decisions,  such  as,  choosing  not  to  smoke.  The  anti-tobacco 
toomponent  of  the  program  is  one  of  the  primary  topics  focused  upon  in  school 
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lessons,  because  smoking  materials  continue  to  be  among  the  leading  causes  of 
ignition  in  household  fires.  These  fires  result  in  personal  injuries,  burns,  death, 
and  property  loss.  In  addition,  smoking  is  responsible  for  long  term,  adverse 
health  effects.  Curriculum  topics  include,  Planning  and  practicing  home  fire 
escape  drills,  Stop,  drop  &  roll,  Home  safety  and  hazard  inspections,  Dangers  and 
health  risks  associated  with  tobacco  products,  and  How  to  use  the  911  system. 

The  SAFE  Program  worked  in  collaboration  with  the  Plymouth  Council  on 
Aging  and  PAC-TV  to  produce  a  videotaped  interview  dealing  with  Fire  Safety  and 
Fall  Prevention  for  senior  citizens.  The  15-minute  segment  aired  on  "Senior 
Update"  a  locally  produced  show,  hosted  by  Christian  Schembri,  broadcast  on 
PAC-TV  cable  access  television. 

Public  education  in  fire  prevention  and  safety  continues  year-round,  witl> 
displays  of  fire  apparatus,  equipment  and  safety  literature  at  community  events; 
such  as  the  Early  Childhood  Fair,  Chamber  of  Commerce  Waterfront  Festival,! 
Plymouth  Chowder  Fest,  and  Fire  Prevention  Week  in  October.  Firefighters  visit 
day  care  centers,  nursery  schools  and  community  centers  to  teach  children  and;- 
parents  about  the  duties  of  being  a  firefighter.  Fire  station  tours  for  local  civic 
groups,  such  as  Girl  and  Boy  Scout  troops  are  conducted  throughout  the  year, 

The  Plymouth  Fire  Department's  SAFE  Program  recognizes  the  outstanding 
efforts  of  the  teachers  and  students  at  Nathaniel  Morton  Elementary  School 
They  worked  with  local  legislators,  to  pass  legislation  proclaiming  the  secondc 
Monday  in  December  as  "Candle  Safety  Day",  to  raise  public  awareness 
concerning  the  risk  of  fires  resulting  from  the  improper  use  of  candles. 

The  success  of  the  SAFE  Program  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  members  of) 
the  Plymouth  Fire  Department,  in  cooperation  with  other  municipal  departments 
and  the  generosity  of  those  local  business  merchants,  who  help  support  our  fin 
prevention  and  safety  efforts  through  the  donation  of  educational  materials  for: 
distribution  to  our  citizens.  (Submitted  by  Lt.  Michael  A.  Young  S.A.F.E.  Program 
Coordinator.) 

FIRE  PREVENTION  DIVISION 


I 


The  Fire  Prevention  Office  employs  one  Captain  and  one  Lieutenant.  It  is 
the  job  of  the  fire  prevention  division  to  enforce  the  fire  codes  of  thQ 
Commonwealth  and  the  by-laws  of  the  Town  through  inspections,  plan  review  andt 
permitting. 

During  the  year  each  Fire  Prevention  Officer  completes  many  hours  ofejsu 
training  at  meetings  and  seminars  to  achieve  and  maintain  certification  as  a  Firefa 
Inspector,  keeping  current  with  changes  in  the  State  fire  prevention  regulations 
building  codes  and  to  achieve  and  maintain  certification  as  a  Fire  Inspector. 

The  Fire  Prevention  Division  is  also  responsible  for  coordinating  public  fire-  Ro 
safety  education  activities,  which  include  station  tours,  presentations  to  pre-  Co 
schools,  civic  groups  and  clubs,  and  a  full  range  of  presentations  to  our  children 
in  the  school  system  coordinated  with  the  Fire-Safety  Education  (S.A.F.E.)  Gran 
Program  Officer. 
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It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  to  review  the  plans  for 
jail  new  construction  within  the  Town,  making  sure  that  all  Fire  Safety 
requirements  are  met.  These  include  Automated  Fire  Sprinklers,  Fire  Alarm 
Systems,  and  adequate  access  to  water  supply  for  fire  fighting.  Repeated 

Inspections  are  made  during  construction  to  assure  that  the  work  complies  with 

■ire  prevention  standards  and  codes. 

In  addition  to  new  construction,  it  is  also  their  responsibility  to  conduct 
periodic  inspections,  as  required  by  law,  of  the  hospital,  schools,  nursing  homes, 
fend  garages.  They  also  provide  the  certification  of  compliance  for  smoke 
tjdetectors  for  the  sale  of  any  residential  units  and  conduct  inspections  of  oil  fired 
■equipment,  including  all  above  and  underground  tank  installations  and  removals, 
Jself  service  gas  stations,  hood  suppression  systems.  The  Fire  Prevention 
[Division  is  also  charged  with  investigating  and  resolving  Fire  Code  complaints 
{Within  the  town.  The  division  assists  the  Building  Department  with  their 
Inspections  for  the  renewal  of  the  Certificate  of  Occupancy  for  restaurants, 
churches,  camps,  nursing  homes,  schools,  hospital,  etc.  nnual  inspections  are 
.conducted  at  the  Plymouth  County  Correctional  Facility,  MCl-Forestry  Camp, 
feroup  Homes  and  Day  Care  Centers.  Quarterly  inspections  are  conducted  at 
[{Jordan  Hospital,  Nursing  Homes,  Schools,  Educational  Facilities,  and  Mental 
Health  Facilities. 

TRAINING  DIVISION 

The  Training  Division  employs  one  Captain  who  is  responsible  for  the 
development,  implementation  and  coordination  of  all  fire  and  emergency  medical 
raining  within  the  Plymouth  Fire  Department.  Part  of  the  training  responsibilities 
ncludes  record  keeping  and  documentation  through  State  agencies  including  the 
Dffice  of  Emergency  Medical  Services.  He  is  also  the  Department's  Safety  Officer 
ind,  serves  as  the  state  mandated  Infection  Control  Officer. 

Because  of  the  nature  of  firefighting,  some  skills  may  be  seldom  used,  but 
vhen  needed  the  firefighter  must  be  able  to  perform  flawlessly.  This  ability  can 
>nly  be  maintained  through  continual  hands-on  training. 

In  addition  to  routine  in-service  training,  the  Training  Officer  also  serves  as 
he  drill  instructor  for  all  newly  hired  firefighters.  The  three-week  recruit-training 
jrogram  introduces  all  probationary  firefighters  to  the  basic  skills  necessary  to 
;urvive  and  function  in  the  extreme  hostile  environment  of  structural  or  forest 
ires.  This  program  gives  each  recruit  the  minimum  knowledge  to  function,  under 
;upervision,  as  a  member  of  an  engine  company.  Five  new  members  were 
jrained  in  2000:  Mark  Milroy,  Steven  Adams,  Paul  Govoni,  Mark  Helminiak,  and 
Shawn  Morrison. 

The  Training  Officer  also  coordinates  the  use  of  the  Cedarville  Community 
Boom.  This  year  thirty-three  separate  groups  used  the  room  a  total  of  160  times, 
pommunity  and  homeowner  associations,  12-step  groups,  Federal,  State  and 
Deal  government  groups  conducting  public  hearings,  meetings,  and  elections, 
:ire  Academy  local  courses,  and  private  groups  have  all  found  the  room  to  be  a 
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valuable  resource  to  the  Village  and  area.  This  year  the  US  Census  bureau  found 
the  room  to  be  an  ideal  location  for  training  and  coordinating  the  local  census 
efforts. 

FIRE  ALARM  DIVISION 

Growth  continues  in  the  use  of  the  municipal  fire  alarm  systems,  for 
automatic  notification  to  the  fire  department  of  alarm  conditions  in  industrial  and 
commercial  properties.  These  systems  are  installed  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayer 
and  employ  existing  fire  alarm  circuits  throughout  the  Town.  Many  alarms  are> 
received  by  the  automatic  activation  of  detection  devices  that  are  connected  to 
the  municipal  fire  alarm  system.  Most  of  the  alarms  are  trivial  in  nature  because 
of  this  early  detection  and  reporting.  However,  the  potential  for  considerable 
reduction  in  fire  loss  is  great,  and  this  system  reduces  the  operating  expense  for 
the  department.  The  chance  of  loss  of  tax  base  and  employment  within  the 
community  is  also  reduced. 

New  Construction 

The  Court  Street  paving  project  is  99  %  completed.  The  first  phase  of  the^ 
Long  Pond  Road  project  combined  with  Home  Depot  is  completed.  As  part  of  this 
project,  the  fire  alarm  cable  was  installed  in  underground  ducts  from  Obery  Street 
to  near  the  entrance  of  Holman  Drive.  This  cable  was  also  used  for  timing  of  thet 
traffic  lights  on  Long  Pond  Road. 

New  Planned  Construction 

The  second  phase  of  Long  Pond  Road,  near  the  new  Route  #44  project,  and< 
support  buildings  for  the  House  of  Correction  are  projects  for  year  2001 .  Other? 
members  of  the  Fire  Department  have  rendered  this  Division  valuable  assistance 
Many  projects  would  still  remain  incomplete  without  this  aid.

Volunteer  staff  assists  with  shelters 
as  well  as  supplying  back  up  manpower  for  Town  Departments.  The  safety 
Df  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  is  the  primary  reason  for  our  existence. 

The  Agency  continues  to  train  in  order  to  be  prepared  for  any  emergency 
hat  may  affect  the  safety  of  our  citizens  as  well  as  assist  in  the  various  Town  and 
privately  sponsored  functions  during  the  year. 

The  Town  was  very  fortunate  this  year  that  there  were  no  major 
emergencies.

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►  POLICE  DEPARTMENT

The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  is  to  provide  for  the 
safety  of  the  public,  the  protection  of  life  and  property,  to  serve  with 
integrity,  to  provide  a  well  trained  professional  department  to  the  public,  to 
treat  all  members  of  the  public  and  all  employees  with  respect,  and  to  strive 
to  ensure  that  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  is  the  finest  law 
enforcement  agency  in  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Plymouth  Police  Department  has  continued  its  commitment  towards 
community  policing.  The  Department  has  maintained  walking  beats  in  the 
downtown,  waterfront,  and  North  Plymouth  districts.  Officers  have  continued  a 
"Park  and  Walk  Patrol,"  which  allows  the  officers  to  spend  time  patrolling  on  foot 
in  specified  neighborhoods.  The  Police  Department  was  the  recipient  of  s 
Community  Policing  grant  which  has  enabled  Plymouth,  in  part,  to  award  smal 
grants  to  four  of  the  most  active  Neighborhood  Watch  Programs:  Downtown  F°fi 
Historic  Neighborhood  Watch,  North  Plymouth  Neighborhood  Watch,  Algonquin 
Heights  Neighborhood  Watch,  and  the  Plymouth  Housing  Authority  Neighborhooo||ast 
Watch.  These  programs  have  been  very  successful  and  promote  the  partnership! 
and  cooperative  effort  of  the  police,  citizens,  and  community  officials  to  reduce: 
criminal  activity  within  the  community.  The  Community  Policing  grant  also 
enabled  the  Department  to  acquire  a  portable  speed  monitor  trailer  that  is  being 
placed  in  strategic  locations  throughout  Plymouth  in  an  effort  to  increase  drivee 
awareness  of  speed  and  to  electronically  gather  traffic  statistics.  In  the  future,  the 
Police  Department  hopes  to  acquire  more  of  these  units. 

The  Plymouth  Police  Department  graduated  its  first  Citizen's  Police^ 
Academy  in  November.  The  Academy  allows  citizens  from  all  walks  of  life  th& 
opportunity  to  learn  more  about  the  Plymouth  Police  Department.  Citizens 
attended  weekly  classroom  sessions  on  various  topics  including  Patron 
Procedures,  Police  Communications,  Investigations,  Criminal  Law  and  Court 
Procedures.  Participants  utilized  the  computerized  Firearms  Training  Simulator* 
toured  the  Plymouth  County  Jail  and  House  of  Correction  and  spent  several  hours 
on  patrol  with  an  officer.  A  second  Citizen's  Police  Academy  is  scheduled  fo|: 
within  the  next  few  months.  Plans  have  been  formulated  for  up  to  two  Academy 
classes  per  year. 

As  part  of  the  Plymouth  Police  Department's  Community  Policing  initiative 
the  "Cops  in  Shops"  Program,  which  began  in  1998,  has  continued  and  has  beer- 
expanded.  Cops  in  Shops  addresses  the  problem  of  underage  drinking  and  the 
prevention  of  the  illegal  purchase  of  alcohol  by  minors.  The  Department  is  prouo 
to  announce  that  all  fourteen  (14)  retail  alcohol  establishments  have  continued  td 
participate  voluntarily  in  the  Cops  in  Shops  program.  The  program  features 
Plymouth  Police  Officers  posing  as  employees  in  retail  establishments.  These 
officers  focus  on  minors  attempting  to  purchase  alcohol  and  adults  purchasing 
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ilalcohol  for  minors.  The  program  is  well  publicized  so  as  to  discourage  illegal 
[purchases  of  alcohol  within  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

irtit'  The  Plymouth  Police  Department  initiated  a  Customer  Survey  in  order  to 
wiireceive  feedback  from  the  community  regarding  the  delivery  of  police  services.  A 
ic, ^specific  number  of  individuals  that  report  incidents  to  the  police,  or  are  witnesses, 
itrJor  victims  of  crimes,  are  contacted  by  Police  staff  and  asked  to  rate  their 
laffnteraction  with  the  Police  Department.  Citizen  reaction  to  the  survey  concept  has 

fjbeen  extremely  positive  and  the  results  of  the  surveys  have  been  overwhelmingly 

^positive. 


In  2000,  the  Plymouth  Police  Department  and  the  Plymouth  County  Sheriff's 
Department  continued  to  jointly  offer  senior  residents  the  opportunity  to 
participate  in  the  Are  You  OK?  Program.  Are  You  OK?  is  a  computerized 
telephone  calling  system  designed  to  call  and  check  in  on  seniors  at  home.  By 
iworking  with  the  Plymouth  Council  on  Aging,  many  seniors  now  participate  in  this 
brogram. 


During  this  past  year,  calls  for  police  service  remained  fairly  consistent  with 
ast  year.  Although  Plymouth's  population  increased,  we  noted  a  slight  reduction 
n  Crimes  Against  Persons  and  Crimes  Against  Property  categories.  Statistics 
ndicated  an  in  increase  in  Crimes  Against  Public  Order.  However,  analysis 
ndicates  that  the  statistical  increase  was  due  to  an  increase  of  reporting  by 
Citizens  of  suspicious  activity  and  behavior.  One  troubling  statistic  is  an  increase 
n  the  number  of  traffic  accidents.  The  Police  Department  will  analyze  the  traffic 
(accident  data  and  implement  plans  to  target  specific  accident  locations  or  factors 
contributing  to  accidents. 


The  year  ended  on  a  tragic  note  on  December  11,  2000  with  the  untimely 
oss  of  Officer  Darryl  E.  Furtado  at  age  48.  Officer  Furtado,  a  23-year  veteran,  will 
)e  remembered  as  an  outstanding  Police  Officer,  family  man,  and  friend.  He  will 
)e  sadly  missed,  but  not  forgotten.

The  new  Harbor  Master's  vehicle  was  delivered  in  January  of  this  your  anoi 
has  been  in  continual  use  ever  since.  The  division  uses  this  truck  for  shellfishl 
patrols,  pond  patrols  and  general  law  enforcement.  The  Harbormaster  staff  was* 
able  to  secure  a  new  24'  ridged  hull  inflatable  and  this  fast  response,  heavy 
weather  vessel  will  go  online  in  the  spring  of  2001 . 

Several  dog-fishing  vessels  did  extremely  well  this  year. 

This  department  was  responsible  for  continuing  the  aggressive  enforcement 
of  the  shellfish  regulations  and  active  patrols  of  all  shellfish  areas. 

The  cable  on  the  breakwater  was  replaced  by  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineer* 
during  the  fall. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF

►  ADMINISTRATION 


The  Department  of  Public  Works  mission  continues  to  be  that  of 
coordinating  all  work  and  planning  for  Public  Works  projects  within  the 
community.  This  coordination  with  the  divisions  will  encourage  the  most 
efficient  utilization  of  resources  and  allow  us  to  act  as  the  liaison  between 
the  divisions  and  the  public  and/or  other  public  agencies. 

The  construction  of  the  new  wastewater  plant  started  on  July  12,  2000  by 
U.S.  Filter  Operating  Services.  Construction  as  of  January  1,  2001  was  nearly 
150%  complete  by  sub-contractors  (Modern  Continental,  Carlin  &  Casteel). 
IStartup  and  testing  of  the  plant  is  on  schedule  to  be  done  by  January  30,  2002. 
On  July  31,  2000,  the  construction  of  the  new  sewer  force  mains  and  modified 
pump  station  at  Water  Street  started  and  is  nearly  50%  complete  as  of  January  1 , 
12001.  The  contractor,  P.  Gioioso  &  Sons,  are  on  schedule  to  be  completed  by 
December  1 ,  2001 . 

The  completion  of  the  reconstruction  of  Court  Street  (Rte.  3A)  from  Rte.  44 
(to  the  Kingston  town  line  is  in  sight,  with  the  project  95%  complete.  Only  punch 
\\st  items  for  this  section  need  be  completed,  and  the  resurfacing  of  Phase  I,  Rte. 
8A  from  Rte.  44  to  Jabez  Corner  needs  to  be  done  to  complete  the  project.  All 
Iwork  is  scheduled  to  be  complete  in  early  spring  2001 . 

Construction  of  the  Town's  27  hole  golf  course  is  under  construction  by 
Golfscape  LLC,  and  completion  of  the  first  18  golf  holes  is  expected  September 
',15,  2001 ,  with  the  opening  of  play  planned  for  July,  2002. 


►  CEMETERY  DIVISION 


The  overall  purpose  of  the  cemetery  division  is  to  provide  the 
ommunity  with  the  best  possible  service  and  care. 

The  cemetery  division  would  like  to  be  recognized  as  an  efficient  and 
esourceful  division  who  believes  in  being  helpful  and  friendly  to  our 
customers. 

We  have  an  obligation  to  all  our  customers  (families  and  friends  of  the 
deceased,  our  employees,  and  the  public)  to  work  together  to  keep  the 
cemeteries  as  neat  and  clean  as  possible. 
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There  are  33  known  cemeteries  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  The  DPW 
Cemetery  Division  maintains  and  services  26  of  these,  16  town  owned  and  10 
smaller  cemeteries  with  veterans  buried  in  them. 

In  2000  the  Cemetery  Division: 

Sold  a  total  of  133  grave  lots,  Vine  Hills  89,  Manomet  22,  Oak  Grove 
0,  So.  Pond  12,  Cedarville  5,  Chiltonville  5. 

Interred  161  human  remains  114  full,  47  cremates,  with  25  known 
veterans.  24  of  these  were  Saturday,  Sunday  or  after  hours  interments. 

Installed  65  foundations  for  monuments/grave  stones:  Vine  Hills  44, 
Manomet  13,  Oak  Grove  2,  Chiltonville  2,  Cedarville  2,  South  Pond  2 

Installed  28  veteran  markers,  (stones)  and  put  out  over  100  veteran  flag, 
holders  and  flags. 

Installed  500  feet  of  new  water  lines  and  3  new  faucets  in  Oak  Grove  and 
Vine  Hills  Cemetery.  Also  hand  spread  30  tons  of  hot  mix  on  road  Y 
section  Vine  Hills  cemetery.

The  mission  of  the  Engineering  Division  is  to  provide  quality  The 
mission  of  the  Engineering  Division  is  to  provide  quality  engineering 
services  and  technical  support  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  its  residents; 
agents  and  providers.  To  establish  an  atmosphere  of  courtesy,  efficiency 
and  dedication,  while  maintaining  a  professional  work  environment  which 
will  foster,  encourage  and  nurture  personal  excellence,  leadership  ana 
growth. 


During  the  past  year,  there  has  been  a  monumental  change  at  the> 
Engineering  Division.  Mr.  Frederick  J.  Smith,  the  former  Town  Engineer,  retired  ir 
February,  2000,  and  was  replaced  by  Saeed  Kashi  in  April.  In  his  leadership  role? 
at  the  Engineering  Division,  Mr.  Smith  was  known  for  "Getting  the  Job  Done"  anci 
for  his  support  and  encouragement  of  staff  in  their  professional  growth.  He  wa 
in  every  sense  of  the  word  a  dedicated  person  to  his  profession.  The  Towrv 
gratefully  acknowledges  the  years  of  dedicated  service  provided  by  Mr.  Smith 
We  recognize  the  contribution  that  this  fine  professional  has  made  to  thh 
community  and  wish  him  health  and  happiness  in  his  future  endeavors. 
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Mr.  Russell  A.  Firth,  P.L.S.,  Survey  Engineer,  and  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Danner, 
Party  Chief  were  the  recipients  of  this  year's  "Length  of  Service"  Awards.  They 
were  recognized  for  their  ten  years  of  service  to  the  Town. 

The  Engineering  Division,  and  indeed  the  entire  DPW,  continue  to  refine  and 
improve  services.  This  year  the  division  adapted  a  new  approach  in  the  yearly 
'Street  Acceptance  Program".  Once  the  Planning  Board  is  in  possession  of  the 
Form  "F",  a  legal  document  that  transfers  a  developer's  highway  and  easement 
interests  in  a  given  street  or  development  to  the  Town,  the  Town  can  then  legally 
accept  into  its  public  road  system  all  future  sub-division  roads  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board.  This  change  was  implemented  by  revising  applicable  sections  of 
the  Town's  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations.  This  will  facilitate  the  process  in 
:he  future  for  our  "Street  Acceptance  Program." 

The  acquisition  of  a  "Global  Positioning  System  (GPS)",  through  the 
approval  of  Town  Meeting  has  enabled  the  division  to  be  more  effective  and 
esponsive  to  the  growing  needs  for  services.  The  GPS  is  a  mapping  and  data 
collection  tool,  whjch  reduces  field  and  office  time,  and  also  is  an  essential 
component  of  the  data  maintenance  and  updating  for  the  Town's  Geographic 
nformation  System  (GIS). 

A  Roadway  Management  Software  System  (Road  Manager)  was  purchased 
o  assist  with  the  inventory  and  development  of  a  long-term  maintenance  program 
or  public  roadways  and  sidewalks. 

It  is  the  long-range  goal  of  the  Engineering  Division  to  expand  the  scope  of 
ervices  provided  and  ultimately  to  maintain  a  readily  retrievable  inventory  of  all 
nunicipal  resources  available  in  the  town.  The  division  strives  to  provide  the  best 
possible  service  utilizing  experience,  well-trained  personnel,  and  state-of-the-art 
Equipment  within  budgetary  constraints  to  the  residents  of  Plymouth.

►  HIGHWAY  DIVISION 


As  a  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  mission  of  the 
Highway  Division  is  to  provide  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
Town  accepted  roadways  and  sidewalks  as  well  as  limited  maintenance  of 
private  roadways.  In  the  interest  of  maintaining  the  highest  level  of  safety 
to  the  public,  the  Highway  Division  is  also  responsible  for  the  Town's  rapid 
response  to  adverse  weather  conditions,  especially  in  the  winter. 

General  construction  and  maintenance  responsibilities  of  the  Highway 
Division  include  asphalt  application  on  accepted  roadways  and  sidewalks, 
brushing,  roadside  mowing,  line  painting,  basin  cleaning,  street  andc 
sidewalk  sweeping,  municipal  rubbish  pickup,  litter  pickup,  drainage,  r, 
retention  area  cleaning,  grading  and  calcium  application  on  dirt  roads  andc 
all  signage  on  streets  and  parking  lots. 

It  is  because  of  the  vast  assortment  of  services  that  the  Highway 
Division  provides  that  it  is  able  to  assist  all  other  Divisions  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.  Therefore,  to  insure  the  continual 
improvement  of  the  quality  service  and  efficiency  of  the  Division, 
educational  materials  and  classes  in  numerous  areas  are  available  to  all 
employees. 

STREET  CLEANING 

In  mid-April  2000,  two  mobile  sweepers  started  cleaning  winter  sand.  Thei 
main  roads,  Main  Street,  and  the  waterfront  are  swept  daily  during  the  summer]  |a 
months  and  every  other  day  the  rest  of  the  year.  The  side  streets  are  swept  in 
rotation.  The  second  sweeper  serviced  Manomet,  Cedarville,  Chiltonville,  thei 
Long  Pond  Road  area,  Buttermilk  Bay,  and  private  developments. 


DRAINAGE  AND  DRAINAGE  MAINTENANCE 

The  Division  made  repairs  and  installations  to  numerous  catch  basins  in  ah 
areas  of  the  town  and  completed  the  cleaning  of  drain  lines  and  several  retention! 
areas.

Parking  areas,  meter  spaces,  stop  lines,  school  zones,  directional  arrows, 
andicapped  areas,  and  crosswalks  were  painted  by  personnel  in  the  Highway 
)ivision. 

The  Division  produced  and  installed  many  signs  during  2000.  The  Town 
xpends  a  great  deal  of  money  to  replace  signs  that  are  vandalized,  stolen  or 
estroyed  by  accidents.  Included  in  this  area  is  the  constant  maintenance  of  the 
affic,  warning  and  school  lights. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

Other  work  done  by  the  Highway  Division  included  patching  of  roads; 
dewalks  and  roadside  mowing;  grading  and  graveling  dirt  roads;  application  of 
alcium  chloride  on  dirt  roads;  replacing  parking  meters;  plowing  and  sanding; 
bbish  pickup;  removal  of  tree  stumps;  and  patching  and  pumping  of  poor 
rainage  areas.  The  basin  cleaner  cleaned  out  catch  basins  throughout  the  year, 
his  year  the  Highway  Division  enlisted  the  services  of  the  Sheriff's  Department 
y  allowing  prisoners  to  pick-up  litter  along  the  side  of  roads  within  the  Town. 
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►  MAINTENANCE  DIVISION 


The  maintenance  division  is  responsible  for  maintaining  town-owned 
vehicles  and  buildings.  While  the  division  functions  is  primarily  out  of  the 
public  eye,  it  is  firmly  committed  to  its  mission: 

To  provide  the  highest  quality  of  service  to  town  departments  in  a 
timely  manner,  whenever  and  wherever  needed. 

The  division  realizes  that  its  success  is  dependent  on  communication) 
and  cooperation  with  the  departments  it  serves  on  a  daily  basis. 

The  duties  of  the  Maintenance  Division  are  performed  by  two  equally 
important  groups: 


The  Vehicle  Maintenance  group  is  responsible  for  the  service  and  repair  ot  o 
150  pieces  of  equipment.  The  equipment  ranges  in  size  from  automobiles 
assigned  to  department  heads  to  heavy  equipment,  such  as  sanders,  plows,  ana 
rubbish  compactors.  This  group  also  maintains  Police  Department  vehicles.  The  d 
Vehicle  Maintenance  group  consists  of  four  mechanics  and  a  serviceman.  Ir; 
addition  to  performing  routine  maintenance  they  also  perform  emergency  repairs; 
working  around  the  clock  when  necessary. 


The  Building  Maintenance  group  provides  primary  repair  and  maintenance 
services  for  the  approximately  twenty-five  Town-owned  buildings.  These 
buildings  range  in  size  from  the  Town  Office  Building  to  the  small  pumpinp 
stations.  Three  building  craftsmen  perform  varied  types  of  repairs  on  and  withiri  pi 
these  buildings,  making  adjustments  and  improvements  when  necessary.  The  i 
Division  prides  itself  on  performing  most  of  the  needed  repairs  and  maintenance  ar 
by  its  in-house  staff,  greatly  reducing  the  cost  of  these  services  to  the  Town. 


Also  included  in  the  Building  Maintenance  Group  are  the  custodians 
assigned  to  Town  Office  Buildings,  Memorial  Hall  and  130  Court  Street  .  These 
individuals  work  diligently  to  provide  a  clean  and  pleasant  environment  fo 
workers  and  visitors  to  their  respective  buildings.

•  To  plan  and  promote  further  recreational  facilities,  both  passive  an^, 
active,  which  reflect  our  citizen's  current  and  future  needs. 
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The  mission  of  the  Forestry  Division  is  to  plant  and/or  maintain  public 
shade  trees  along  the  town's  public  ways  and  on  public  land.  These  trees 
serve  our  citizens  in  many  ways  including: 

•  Providing  summer  shade  which  helps  cool  our  living  and  working 
environment,  and, 

•  Helping  to  reduce  air  pollution,  and, 

•  Adding  to  the  aesthetic  quality  of  our  town,  now  and  for  the  future. 

Millennium  year  2000  has  been  of  particular  significance  to  the  Park  and 
Forestry  Division  as  well  as  to  the  citizens  of  our  community.  After  several  years 
f  planning,  designing  and  construction,  the  new  recreation  fields  at  Forges  Field, 
vlanomet  and  West  Plymouth  opened  to  the  public.  The  addition  of  fifteen  new 
slaying  fields  more  than  doubles  the  number  of  existing  fields  maintained  by  this 
division.  These  facilities  are  the  result  of  the  efforts  and  commitment  of  many 
:ommunity-minded  people,  the  various  youth  sports  leagues  and  Town  Meeting 
members.  A  special  acknowledgement  of  appreciation  should  go  to  the  Division 
)f  Conservation  Services  in  the  Executive  Office  of  Environmental  Affairs  for  the 
Jrban  Self-Help  Grant  that  helped  fund  the  3.25  million-dollar  project  at  Forges 
Field. 


During  this  past  year,  new  playground  equipment  was  installed  in  three 
playgrounds.  Stephens  Field,  one  of  the  Town's  oldest  playgrounds,  underwent 
ignificant  rehabilitation  with  the  installation  of  a  large  playground  equipment  area 
and  additional  picnic  tables.  At  the  Allerton  Street  Playground,  a  smaller 
)layground  structure  was  installed,  completing  a  two-phase  improvement  that 
ncluded  new  fencing.  A  large  playground  equipment  area  was  also  installed  at 
he  new  Manomet  Recreation  Facility.  These  new  installations  are  part  of  an  on- 
going program  to  update  and  replace  aging  equipment  with  safer,  more  innovative 
ind  A.D.A.  (Americans  with  Disabilities  Act)  compliant  play  structures. 


Two  projects  were  initiated  last  year  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  the  historic 
nadromous  fish  runs  (alewife  and  blueback  herring)  on  Town  Brook.  The  first 
oroject  is  the  rebuilding  of  the  fish  ladder  that  runs  under  the  Newfield  Street 
Bridge.  The  engineering,  design  and  permitting  phases  are  complete  and  the 
contract  for  the  work  has  been  awarded.  The  project  will  be  completed  in  the 
>ummer  of  2001.  The  second  project  is  the  removal  of  an  earthen  dam  and 
Jeteriorated  fish  ladder  structure  on  Billington  Street  with  the  goal  of  restoration 
>f  the  natural  streambed.  Several  state  and  federal  grants  have  been  secured  to 
liolhnd  the  project  along  with  town  appropriations.  The  sediment  testing  and 
nd,  archeological  investigations  have  been  completed  and  the  engineering  design  is 
ivell  underway.  An  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  will  be  reviewed  by  various 
estate  agencies  for  final  approval  by  the  spring  of  2001 .  A  vital  link  of  public  land 
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within  the  Town  Brook  corridor  will  be  improved  and  protected  with  the  completion 
of  this  project.  This  project  will  also  serve  as  a  precedent  for  other  river 
restoration  efforts  throughout  the  state. 

The  issues  of  beach  management  on  Long  Beach  continued  to  be 
challenged  by  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society  and  two  beach  property  owners 
during  this  year  with  another  round  of  appeals  to  the  1998  Long  Beach 
Management  Plan.  This  plan  was  originally  approved  in  1998  with  an  Order  of 
Conditions  issued  by  the  Conservation  Commission.  The  initial  appeals  of  that 
approval  forced  the  Town  to  submit  an  Environmental  Notification  Form  for  review 
of  the  Management  Plan  under  the  Mass  Environmental  Protection  Act.  That 
review  upheld  the  plan  as  written  with  no  changes  or  cause  for  a  full 
Environmental  Impact  Report  to  be  submitted.  As  required  by  the  appeals 
process,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  theni 
reviewed  the  Plan  and  issued  a  Superceding  Order  of  Conditions  that  approved 
the  Plan  with  minor  modifications.  The  most  recent  appeal  is  to  that  document 
The  basis  of  the  appeals  is  the  question  of  adverse  impact  of  four-wheel  drive! 
vehicles  on  this  fragile  resource  area.  Coastal  beach  management  is,  at  best,  a 
difficult,  but  necessary  balancing  of  many  factors.  The  Long  Beach  Management 
Plan  is  designed  for  the  preservation  and  protection  of  this  extraordinary  barrier 
beach,  its  wildlife  and  wildlife  habitat  as  well  as  for  providing  unique  recreational 
opportunities  that  can  coexist  with  natural  resource  protection.  Hopefully,  these 
issues  will  be  resolved  before  the  next  summer  season.

The  permitting  process  for  the  stone  dike  rehabilitation  and  sandlsf 
nourishment  projects  on  Long  Beach  also  continued  this  year.  The  dikeidr 
rehabilitation  project  will  be  overseen  and  funded  by  the  Army  Corps  oijfui 
Engineers,  while  the  town  will  fund  the  sand  nourishment  project  that  will  follow^ 
The  combination  of  these  two  projects  will  strengthen  the  barrier  beach  as  nC( 
protects  Plymouth  Harbor  from  severe  coastal  storms.  I  k 

The  maintenance  staff  of  the  Park  Division  was  responsible  for  a  near™ 
overwhelming  work  schedule  that  included  grounds  maintenance,  trash  pickupj 
and  vandalism  repair  at  approximately  fifty  locations.  Special  mention  should  be 1 
made  concerning  the  increasing  amount  of  vandalism  to  public  facilities  as  well  as { , 
the  growing  problem  of  illegal  dumping  of  trash,  building  materials,  large'  | 
household  goods,  and  automobile  parts  at  several  parks.  More  and  more!  1 
valuable  time  and  money  are  being  spent  on  these  problems,  resources  thai  1 
could  be  better  spent  for  improved  facilities. 

Several  millennium  tree-planting  projects  were  completed  by  the  Forestry 
Division  during  the  spring.  One  of  the  sites  was  at  the  Plymouth  Community 
Intermediate  School  where  several  trees  were  planted  as  a  result  of  a  Mass 
ReLeaf  grant.  Arbor  Day  celebrations  this  year  included  the  annual  seedlinc 
giveaway  and  a  tree  planting  and  presentation  at  the  Cold  Spring  School.  Durinc 
the  spring  the  crew  planted  forty-two  trees  at  various  locations.  The  routine  wort 
schedule  also  included  tree  pruning  and  trimming  for  over-the-street  clearance 
and  sight  lines,  as  well  as  the  removal  of  over  60  hazard  trees.  For  the  twelftr 
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consecutive  year,  Plymouth  has  been  named  a  Tree  City,  U.S.A.  This  award  is 
earned  through  an  aggressive  tree  planting  and  maintenance  program  as  well  as 
■jfor  community  education  and  activity  events. 

As  we  enter  the  new  millennium,  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  its  residents  can 
ake  pride  in  the  expansive  recreational  opportunities  that  are  available.  Although 
more  facilities  will  need  to  be  provided  in  the  future,  our  community  is  fortunate  to 
nave  an  excellent  park  and  playground  system  that  includes  fields  for  youth  and 
adult  league  sports,  playgrounds  for  tots,  coastal  beaches,  fresh  water  swimming 
and  boating,  and  a  variety  of  other  activities  that  enhance  the  quality  of  living  in 
lymouth. 


own  Forest  Committee 


In  2000,  the  Town  Forest  saw  increased  activity  as  forester  Hugh  Putnam 
and  logger  Roger  Shores  started  the  final  prescribed  timber  harvest  as  specified 
n  the  current  Forest  Management  Plan.  One  of  the  key  goals  of  the  management 
)lan  is  the  enhancement  of  the  forest's  biodiversity.  A  new  plan  is  also  being 
Drepared  that  will  cover  the  next  ten  years  of  forest  management. 

The  Town  Forest  was  one  of  the  sites  visited  during  the  Massachusetts 
3iodiversity  Days  in  June.  The  Town  Forest  Committee  along  with  others  found 
and  recorded  18  tree  species,  30  shrub  species  and  several  herbaceous  plant 
iar;  species.    There  were  also  sightings  of  red-tailed  hawks,  damselflies  and 
d  pragonflies,  and  of  deer  and  turkey  droppings  (scat).  The  committee  hopes  to 
urther  monitor  the  forest  for  additional  species  discovery. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  an  article  sponsored  by  the  Conservation 
ommission  was  approved  that  affirmed  that  all  parcels  comprising  the  Town 
:orest  were  to  be  used  for  forest  management  activities  and  watershed 
)rotection.  On  many  individual  parcels,  such  language  was  not  explicitly  stated 
i  the  original  deeds  that  conveyed  the  parcels  to  the  Town.  The  affirmative  vote 
bn  this  article  helps  to  protect  the  Town  Forest  further  as  a  viable  natural  resource. 

The  Town  Forest  Committee  meets  periodically  as  needed,  and  welcomes 
ie  inquiries  and  input  of  residents.  The  Committee  hopes  to  see  continued 
iterest  in  maintaining  and  managing  the  forest.  The  Committee  also  hopes  that 
>ur  townspeople  will  continue  to  enjoy  the  Town  Forest  for  its  many  aesthetic  and 
mvironmental  benefits.

The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Recreation  Department  is  to  provide 
quality  recreational  programs  and  activities  to  the  residents  of  the 
community;  to  promote  fair  play,  teamwork,  and  clean  living;  to  expand  the 
scope  of  programs  to  include  educational  as  well  as  physical  activities;  anc 
to  make  the  department  a  valued  Town  resource. 

The  Recreation  Department  offered  a  variety  of  programs  and  activities 
during  calendar  year  2000. 

In  February  a  field  trip  was  taken  to  the  Disney  On  Ice  performance  at  thej 
Fleet  Center  in  Boston  and  a  youth  basketball  free  throw  contest  was  held  at  thei 
Manomet  Youth  Center  in  conjunction  with  the  winter  basketball  leagues 
conducted  at  the  facility.  Ladies'  Aerobics,  Cardio  Kickboxing,  and  Body  Toninci 
programs  were  held  all  year  long  at  the  Manomet  Youth  Center.  In  addition  I 
overseeing  the  Town's  lifeguards,  swimming  lessons,  playground  programs,  ano 
beach  and  pond  attendants,  the  department  also  conducted  a  host  of  activities 
during  the  spring  and  summer  months  which  included  the  Annual  Fishing  Derby 
Tennis  Clinics,  Baseball  Leagues,  Kayaking  Workshops,  Art  Camps,  Gymnastics 
Programs,  Dance/Acrobatics  Programs,  Golf  Clinics,  Soccer  Clinics,  and  for  the 
first  time  a  summer  Ice  Skating  program  at  the  Armstrong  Rink.  The  Departmen 
was  also  very  much  involved  in  the  opening  and  scheduling  of  the  new  athletic 
fields  at  Forges  Field,  and  the  West  Plymouth  Recreation  Area.

with  emphasis  on  serving  the  needs  of  the  sewer  utility  rate  payer  witirf  ^ 
minimal  financial  impact.  - 
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During  the  calendar  year  2000,  Sewer  Division  personnel  endeavored  to 
meet  the  compliance  requirements  mandated  by  both  the  Federal  and  State 
governments. 


In  2000,  Collection  System  personnel  continued  the  Inflow/Infiltration 
emoval  by  removing  thirty  rings  and  covers  and  replacing  them  with  new  rings 
and  covers  without  holes.  They  videotaped  and  inspected  approximately  2500 
eet  of  sewer  pipe  as  part  of  the  Division's  ongoing  investigation  to  eliminate 
nflow  and  infiltration.

"own  of  Plymouth's  Industrial  Pretreatment  Program  were  completed  in 
:ompliance  with  the  Attorney  General's  mandated  Pretreatment  Program  in 
I  iccordance  with  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency's  rules  and  regulations  40 
;FR  403. 

The  Sewer  Division  has  continued  to  implement  the  Sewer  Bank  Policy 
established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  through  MA  Department  of 
nvironmental  Protection  with  the  allocation  of  a  50,000-gallon  per  day  bank, 
rom  January  through  December  2000,  seventeen  permits  were  issued  for  an 
dditional  usage  of  5,610  gallons  per  day.  Since  the  inception  of  the  policy  in 
995,  104  permits  for  a  total  of  43,840  gallons  have  been  issued.  Collection 
ystem  personnel  installed  three  new  services  as  part  of  this  program  in  2000. 
)EP  has  allocated  another  50,000  gallons  for  the  Sewer  Bank  that  will  be 
iar  ppropriated  to  new  facilities.  One  permit,  for  6700  gallons  per  day,  was  issued 
om  this  category  in  2000. 


The  Sewer  Division  is  continuing  to  work  closely  with  the  Health 
)epartment  to  identify  failed  septic  systems  within  the  Town  by  monitoring  the 
ischarge/dumping  by  pumpers  at  the  Night  Soil  Facility 

Sewer  Division  personnel  continue  to  operate,  monitor  and  maintain  the 
outh  High  School  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  on  a  daily  basis  and  collect 
ztoflamples  for  the  monthly  testing  and  quarterly  well  sampling  required  by  DEP  for 
Wl^e  school's  discharge  permit.  They  also  haul  the  trash  for  the  new  South  Middle 
isifl  [chool. 
f& 

In  July,  US  Filter  Operating  Services  broke  ground  for  the  new  treatment 
c  t.  lant  in  Camelot  Park  and  by  year's  end  they  were  at  35%  completion.  In 
sa,  lovember  2000,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  approved  an  early  takeover  of  the 
resent  sewer  plant  to  US  Filters.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  will  be  accomplished 
January,  2001 
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In  August,  P.  Gioioso  &  Sons,  Inc.  began  the  modifications  to  the  present 
treatment  plant  on  Water  Street  to  convert  the  plant  to  a  pump  station.  They  alsc 
began  installing  the  new  force  main  and  return  lines  that  will  bring  the  flow  from 
the  pump  station  to  the  new  plant  and  return  1 .75  MGD  of  treated  effluent  back  to 
the  ocean  outfall. 

Between  January  and  December  2000,  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  on 
Water  Street  treated  656,557,000  gallons  of  wastewater.  This  represents  an 
increase  of  96,652,000  gallons  over  1 999,  or  a  1 7.26%  increase  in  flow.  Included 
in  this  total  are  3,460,656  gallons  of  septic  waste  from  Plymouth  residents,  Town 
buildings  and  schools  not  on  the  collection  system  and  received  at  the  plant  in 
2000,  a  17.54%  increase  over  1999.  The  septic  flow  was  approximately  0.53% 
of  the  total  sewer  flow. 

The  combined  domestic,  commercial/industrial  and  septic  waste  was 
received,  treated  and  discharged  to  the  ocean  with  a  reduction  of  solids  presenli 
in  the  wastestream  of  95%. 

The  belt  filter  press  processed  12,794,048  gallons  of  waste  sludge,  a  33% 
increase  over  1999.  The  belt  press  processed  4523  cubic  yards  of  sludge  cakei 
with  an  average  of  19.4%  solids,  which  works  out  to  a  total  of  621 .27  dry  tons  ofc 
solids  or  3235.04  wet  tons  that  were  taken  under  contract  to  the  Yarmouth  Septio 
Facility  for  disposal.  A  total  of  89.14  tons  of  grit  and  screenings  were  disposed  ofc 
at  the  Town  of  Bourne  Landfill.

To  provide  the  most  cost  effective  waste  collection  along  with  as 
accessibility  for  solid  waste  related  services.  th 


Summary  of  Services 

This  division  is  responsible  for  the  operation  of  all  four  transfer  stations  irji] 
the  Town  of  Plymouth.  The  capping  of  the  landfill  was  completed  this  year  and  asj 
required  by  State  Law  it  will  be  regularly  monitored  for  a  minimum  of  thirty  years;;! 

Another  significant  change  was  the  renegotiation  of  the  Towns'  long-terrm  lor 
contract  with  SEMASS,  a  partnership  of  local  communities  to  deal  with  solid 
waste.  The  agreement  locked  the  Town  to  its  current  rate  of  $23  per  ton  instead 
of  doubling  as  allowed  under  the  previous  contract  for  improvements  made  to  the> 
SEMASS  facility  as  required  by  new  laws.  This  will  save  the  Town  more  than  tern 
million  dollars  for  the  remainder  of  the  contract. 


The  Town  received  an  "A"  rating  for  the  third  year  in  a  row  on  the  States!  infc 
Recycling  Report  Card.  This  is  the  result  of  the  hard  work  by  Mary  Farrell,  the] 
Recycling  Coordinator,  the  Town's  volunteer  Recycling  Committee,  and  the; 
exceptionally  hard  work  of  the  dedicated  group  of  volunteers,  who  have  spentF 
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thousand  of  hours  at  the  transfer  stations.  Without  them  the  success  of  the 
program  would  not  have  been  possible. 


The  recycling  program  has  expanded  to  include  mixed  paper  and 
corrugated  cardboard  at  most  locations.  In  addition,  all  Town  buildings  have 
implemented  a  white  paper  recycling  collection  program.  An  agreement  with 
Plymouth  Reprocessing  provided  almost  six  weeks  for  residents  to  drop-off  their 
Christmas  trees  at  no  charge. 

Now  that  the  landfill  has  been  capped,  an  area  has  been  established  to 
begin  composting  of  yard  waste.  The  home  compost  bin  program  continues  to  be 
a  huge  success  and  is  responsible  for  diverting  hundreds  of  tons  of  yard  waste 
rom  the  landfill.

►  WATER  DIVISION 


The  mission  of  the  Water  Division  is  to  provide  the  highest  quality 
drinking  water  and  fire  protection  at  the  lowest  possible  cost  to  the 
Ratepayers.  The  goal  of  the  division  is  to  be  recognized  by  the  townspeople 
wit  ps  one  of  the  best  departments  within  the  town  government.  We  understand 
hat  this  can  be  achieved  only  if  we  operate  on  the  principle  that  doing  good 
/vork  is  its  own  reward.  We  must  always  be  looking  for  ways  to  improve  the 
quality  of  the  water  and  the  efficiency  of  the  operation. 

Capital  Projects  that  were  begun  or  continued  were  the  S.C.A.D.A. 
Supervisor  Control  And  Data  Acquisition)  project,  the  development  of  the  new 
lohn  Holmes  Well  in  Cedarville,  the  Nook  Road  Booster  Station,  and  engineering 
or  the  North  Plymouth  Well  Filter  Plant. 


Water  Quality  Report:  In  conjunction  with  the  United  States  Environmental 
rotection   Agency   (USEPA)    and   the    Massachusetts    Department  of 
nvironmental  Protection  (MADEP),  the  Town  of  Plymouth  submitted  its  Second 
^Annual  Water  Quality  Report  for  calendar  year  1999.  The  intent  of  this  report  is 
o  inform  the  Towns  people  about  their  drinking  water.  The  Town  will  provide  this 
Sis  nformation  on  an  annual  basis. 


The  Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  Drinking  Water  Program 
congratulated  the  Plymouth  Water  Department  for  receiving  a  score  in  the  top 
p%  in  the  2000  Public  Water  System  (PWS)  Compliance  Evaluation  Program, 
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based  on  compliance  with  the  drinking  water  regulations,  overall  evaluation  of 
statistical  reports,  and  involvement  with  other  DEP  drinking  water  programs.  The 
high  score  reflects  the  Plymouth  Water  System's  ability  to  provide  consistently 
high  quality  drinking  water  to  its  customers.  Ensuring  that  drinking  water  is  clean 
and  safe  has  never  been  an  easy  job.  The  Plymouth  Water  Department  was 
commended  for  doing  a  great  job  knowing  the  many  challenges  water  suppliers 
face  today. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  52.99  inches  as  compared  to  44.77  inches 
for  calendar  year  1999. 

The  total  water  pumped  from  all  sources  was  1,750,915,174  gallons  or 
4,797,027  gallons  per  day.  This  represents  a  decrease  of  69,373,045  gallons  from 
1999  or  a  decrease  of  190,064  gallons  per  day,  over  an  annual  daily  average. 

For  Fiscal  Year  2000,  $4,948,887  was  committed  to  charges  (water  bills)  for 
the  sale  of  water,  service  connections,  and  various  services  rendered. 

The  Chiltonville  Tank  was  cleaned  and  inspected  in  2000.  Since  1993  ali  i 
tanks  in  the  Plymouth  Water  system  have  been  cleaned  and  inspected.  The  town 
is  on  a  five-year  rotation  with  tank  inspections

To  pursue  the  goals  set  forth  in  Older  Americans  Act,  Section  1,  Title 
101,  to  carry  out  the  mandates  for  Councils  on  Aging  established  under 
Massachusetts  General  laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  8b,  Plymouth  Council  on 
Agng  declares  the  following  statement  of  purpose  for  the  senior  center's 
existence:  to  provide  mobility  to  elders;  to  provide  nutrition;  to  provide  pre- 
ventive health  programs;  to  provide  social  and  economic  assistance;  to: 
provide  educational  programs;  to  provide  socialization  and  recreation;  to: 
provide  support  for  the  homebound  and  to  keep  them  out  of  institutions;  to: 
provide  jobs  and  volunteer  opportunities;  to  assist  all  who  come  with  infor 
mation  and  referral. 

The  theme  for  Older  Americans  this  year  was:  "In  the  new  century,  the£ 
future  is  aging."  This  theme  points  up  the  impact  that  longevity  will  have  on  every^ 
aspect  of  society  in  the  coming  years  including  health  care  needs,  economics 
security,  housing,  retirement  plans,  and  leisure  time.  The  Town  of  Plymouth  pur 
chased  a  new  building  this  year  to  meet  the  challenges  of  the  new  age  seniors. 

The  building  at  89  Court  Street  contains  11 ,000  square  feet  of  usable  space? 
and  will  serve  our  purposes  well.  The  town  contracted  the  architectural  firrm 
ARCADD,  Inc.  to  help  design  renovations  required  for  our  use.  Among  them  are* 
an  elevator,  installation  of  kitchen  and  food  service  equipment,  tile  flooring  in  the* 
dining  room,  installation  of  a  sprinkler  system,  access  for  disabled  persons  tor 
rooms  of  the  building  and  rest  rooms.  Access  to  the  building  from  outside  requires! 
some  landscaping  and  paving. 

The  Council  on  Aging  intends  to  expand  programs  and  services  to  a  level; 
proportionate  to  the  size  of  the  elderly  population  of  our  town.  As  often  happens 
with  senior  centers,  there  is  never  adequate  space  for  all  programs  desired. 
Plymouth's  new  Center  will  be  no  exception.  Every  square  foot  of  space  available* 
to  us  will  be  used. 

On  July  18,  Plymouth  Selectmen  re-appointed  Charlotte  Govoni  and 
appointed  Robena  Haigh  and  Walter  Reid  to  the  Council  on  Aging.  They  replaced 
Arlene  Russo  and  Cliff  McLoud. 
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There  were  changes  in  staff.  Kathleen  Turner  was  hired  as  Coordinator  of 
Support  Services.  She  replaced  Terri  Greer  who  moved  to  a  full  time  position  in 
the  Collector's  Office.  Administrative  Secretary  Pamela  Borgatti  was  appointed 
Secretary  to  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee. 

The  roster  of  Elder  Service  Corps  working  under  the  State  program  were 
Richard  Baker,  Leo  McLoughlin,  James  Maxson,  Sidney  Shuman,  Joseph 
Yellope,  Augusta  Waters  and  Francis  DeLappe.  With  the  reauthorization  of  the 
Older  Americans  Act,  Senior  Aides  Barbara  Grefe,  Millie  Kelly  and  Robert 
Pelligrini,  remained  in  their  jobs.

interests.  The  library  is  an  agent  for  all  citizens  in  securing  needed  infor- 1 
mation  and  materials  without  bias  or  censorship.  The  Library  preserveslar 
and  provides  access  to  materials  of  current  and  historical  significance  tolvi 
Plymouth  and  its  geographic  area  and,  as  an  integral  part  of  municipal  gov-  j 
ernment,  supports  life-long  learning  and  the  reading  enjoyment  of  the  com- 1  ^ 
munity.

Always  focused  on  the  future,  the  library's  year  2000  has  been  a  year  oi 
upgrades  and  controlled  expansion  within  our  existing  framework.  The  library  has 
successfully  combined  the  planning  process,  current  needs,  and  fiscal  restraint. 

Through  State  Aid  to  Public  Libraries,  funding  the  planned  upgrade  of  alii 
library  computers  connected  to  the  Old  Colony  Library  Network  was  completed*: 
last  winter/spring.  Due  to  an  upgrade  in  network  equipment,  member  libraries^ 
were  told  that  the  system  would  no  longer  support  "dumb"  terminals  and  all  musfc 
move  to  a  PC  based  environment.  Consequently,  the  library  selected  Gateways 
computers  and  a  LAN  system  to  facilitate  management.  Working  with  a  locab 
vendor,  the  system  was  installed,  configured,  and  put  into  operation.  Greater 
access  to  information  and  improved  use  has  been  the  result. 

At  the  April  2000  Town  Meeting  funding  for  a  much  needed  additional 
Children's  Librarian  was  secured.  This  will  allow  the  library  to  provide  duplicate 
offerings  of  highly  successful  programs,  eliminate  the  possibility  of  turning  pro-: 
gram  attendees  away  due  to  overcrowding,  and  planning  of  programs  on  addi-t 
tional  days  and  with  greater  flexibility. 


The  Library  received  an  LSTA  (Library  Services  and  Technology  Act)  grants 
from  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  to  develop  and  improves 
Library  Services  to  People  with  Disabilities.  This  $20,000  grant  will  be  used  foi 
adaptive  technology  and  assistance.  Planning  was  completed  with  the  assissfex 
tance  of  community  leaders  and  interested  individuals,  and  the  resulting  two-yeaaj 
project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  community. 

The  Library,  its  Board  of  Trustees,  staff,  and  volunteers  continue  to  look  for  {|Cc 
creative  avenues  of  service  to  the  Town.  Providing  high  quality  service  to  cus- 
tomers continues  to  be  the  highest  priority  of  a  dedicated  team.

Student  Testing 

On  the  3rd  administration  of  the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment 
System  (MCAS)  Plymouth  4th,  8th  and  10th  graders  exceeded  their  statewide 
comparison  groups  by  statistically  significant  margins  in  8  out  of  the  10 
categories.  Additionally,  local  eighth  grade  Mathematics  scores  were  higher  that 
the  statewide  average,  but  not  statistically  so.  The  local  eighth  grade  History  and 
Social  Studies  scores  matched  the  statewide  average.  Scores  for  individuals, 
schools,  districts  and  the  state  are  provided  in  terms  of  scaled  scores,  which 
range  from  200  to  280.  Summary  comparisons  are  as  follows:

45  Plymouth  students  received  the  Stanley  Z.  Koplik  Certificate  of  Mastery 
in  honor  of  their  MCAS  scores. 

Sixty-eight  percent  of  the  Class  of  2000  took  the  SAT  at  some  time  during 
their  high  school  careers,  an  increase  of  two  percentage  points  from  one  year 
ago.  The  Verbal  mean  score  was  511  and  the  Math  mean  was  507.  State  and 
national  means  were  511,  513  and  505,  514  respectively. 

In  1991,  65%  of  the  graduates  took  the  SAT.  The  mean  scores  that  year 
with  54  fewer  students  taking  the  exam,  were  498  and  487.

Advanced  Placement  Examination 

(These  tests  are  scored  on  a  1-5  scale,  with  5  being  the  highest.  Colleges 
typically  award  credit  for  scores  of  3  or  higher) 

Ten  Plymouth  students  were  named  AP  Scholars  by  the  College  Board  in 
recognition  of  their  scores  on  three  different  AP  exams.  In  addition,  eight  others 
were  named  AP  Scholars  with  Honors  by  virtue  of  their  performance  on  four  AP 
exams.  Four  Plymouth  students  were  named  AP  Scholars  with  Distinction  by 
virtue  of  their  performance  on  four  AP  exams. 

Every  student  but  one  taking  Calculus  AP  took  the  AP  exam.  Over  90%  of H 
the  students  scored  a  3  or  above  (national  average  is  about  60%)  and  nearly  40% 
scored  a  5  (national  average  is  approximately  20%).

►  CULTURAL  COUNCIL 


The  mission  of  the  Plymouth  Cultural  Council  (PCC)  is  to  promote 
excellence,  access,  education,  and  diversity  in  the  arts,  humanities,  and 
interpretive  sciences,  in  order  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  all  residents 
and  to  contribute  to  the  economic  vitality  of  our  community. 

The  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  (MCC)  allocates  money  to  thee 
Plymouth  Cultural  Council  and  other  local  and  regional  cultural  councils.  Thee 
amount  of  money  allocated  to  each  community  is  relative  to  the  town's  populationr 
and  property  values.  Local  cultural  councils  regrant  these  funds  to  individuals^ 
schools,  and  nonprofit  organizations  for  programs  in  the  arts,  humanities,  anci; 
interpretive  sciences  that  benefit  the  public.  The  PCC  is  an  agency  of  volunteer 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  up  to  two  consecutive  three-year  termss 
All  members  have  a  deep  love  of  the  arts  and  a  desire  to  bring  many  diverse^ 
cultural  experiences  to  the  community.  Members  during  2000  were:  Roger  Bergg 
Ruth  Blake  (co-chair),  Mikki  Chaffee,  Bobbi  Clark,  Wynn  Gerhard,  Marsha  Hanby) 
(co-chair),  Barbara  Komlyn,  Ronnie  Lazarus,  and  Imogene  Washington.  The* 
Council  strives  for  diversity  and  welcomes  interested,  new  members!  Oun 
Council  is  officially  "streamlined,"  which  means  that  reimbursement  can  be< 
requested  four  months  sooner  this  year,  due  to  our  Council's  successful  pasls 
history  with  the  state.  In  September  our  Council  offered  a  grant  writing  assistance! 
workshop.  During  the  course  of  the  year,  several  members  attended  various; 
MCC  training  workshops  offered  by  the  state. 

After  much  consultation,  the  Plymouth  Cultural  Council  recognized  tha^ 
while  there  are  tributes  to  Pilgrims  and  Native  Americans  on  our  beautifu, 
waterfront,  there  are  no  monuments  to  Plymouth's  latter  day  pilgrims,  i 
immigrant  settlers  (1700-2000).  Cultural  councils  may  go  beyond  regranting  i 
they  pinpoint  an  unmet  cultural  need.  The  success  of  "The  Bibliophile"  sculpture* 
project  at  the  Plymouth  Public  library  indicated  that  many  Plymouth  citizens' 
valued  public  sculpture,  so  our  group  decided  to  commission  a  sculpture.  The 
Rev.  Peter  Gomes  wrote  the  text  of  a  plaque  to  be  be  included  in  the  sculpture 
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rewster  Gardens,  at  the  Leyden  Street  entrance,  was  chosen  as  the  site.  The 
Council  sought  proposals  for  this  sculpture  from  Massachusetts  artists.  An  eight 
member  selection  committee  comprised  of  representatives  from  local 
government,  the  Council,  and  interested  townspeople  chose  three  semifinalists 
then  the  finalists  from  the  ten  proposals  received.  Barney  Zeitz  from  Vineyard 
Haven  was  awarded  the  commission  for  this  commemorative  public  sculpture,  to 
De  installed  in  October  2001 .  Some  of  this  year's  state  allotment  went  directly 
owards  the  landscaping  and  dedication  of  this  public  artwork.  Private  donations 
owards  this  tribute  continue  to  be  sought,  including  the  sale  of  etched  bricks  for 
donations  of  $100  or  more.  On  October  14th  Mikki  Chaffee,  Bobbi  Clark  and 
<athy  Castagna  co-chaired  a  wonderful  fundraiser  called  Plymouth  Cooks!  in 
Memorial  Hall.  The  Council  will  be  hosting  at  least  two  more  fundraising  events 
n  2001 .

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►  INLAND  FISHERIES  COMMITTEE 


The  committee's  goal  this  year  was  to  reestablish  herring  permits  for  a 
limited  taking  of  fish  in  Town  Brook  during  the  annual  spring  spawning  run.  This 
was  the  first  time  in  over  ten  years  that  the  fish  population  has  been  sufficient 
enough  to  allow  harvesting.  A  total  of  240  permits  were  sold.  The  permits  cost 
$5  each  ($2.50  for  senior  citizens)  and  allowed  the  taking  of  36  fish  a  week  for 
sport  or  personal  use  over  a  five-week  period.  The  limited  fish  permit  program 
was  initiated  as  a  means  of  determining  how  a  larger  harvest  could  best  be 
handled  in  the  future.  The  public's  response  was  very  encouraging  to  the 
committee,  and  the  permit  program  will  be  available  next  year  as  well.  Inland 
Fisheries  Committee  members  staffed  the  program  on  a  volunteer  basis. 

The  fish  ladder  repair  under  the  Newfield  Street  bridge  could  not  be 
completed  this  year  but  will  be  done  after  the  spring  run  next  season.  An 
aluminum  Alaskan  Steep  Pass  fishway  will  be  installed  at  that  time.  This  work  is 
made  possible  through  grants  from  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Marine 
Fisheries,  Coastal  Zone  Management,  and  the  South  Coastal  Watersheds  Team. 

The  permit  phase  of  the  dam  removal  project  on  Billington  Street  continued 
this  year  with  hopes  that  the  actual  restoration  of  the  Town  Brook  streambed  will 
take  place  in  2001 .  This  project,  along  with  the  Newfield  Street  bridge  fishway 
project,  is  critical  to  the  successful  reestablishment  of  river  herring  spawning  in 
Billington  Sea.  The  funding  for  this  project  is  being  provided  by  grants  from 
various  state,  federal,  and  private  agencies  in  partnership  with  the  Town.  These 
agencies  include  National  Marine  Fisheries,  Mass  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries, 
the  River  Restore  Program,  Fish  America  Foundation,  Executive  Office  of 
Environmental  Affairs  Watershed  Initiative,  Coastal  Zone  Management,  and  the 
National  Fish  and  Wildlife  Foundation. 

A  third  element  towards  the  concerted  effort  on  Town  Brook  will  be  the 
installation  of  an  electronic  fish  counting  device  to  monitor  fish  population  to 
identify  long-term  trends  as  well  as  assessing  the  impact  of  the  abovementioned 
projects.  This  equipment  is  also  the  result  of  a  grant. 

The  Inland  Fisheries  Committee  is  very  much  encouraged  by  the  various 
iprojects  along  Town  Brook  that  will  ultimately  restore  the  herring  spawning  run. 
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►  MEMORIAL  HALL  COMMITTEE 


The  Memorial  Hall  Development  and  Restoration  Committees  were 
established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  effort  of  the  Development  Committee 
for  the  past  year  has  been  to  raise  additional  funds  to  augment  the  Town's  $4.5 
million  commitment.  An  additional  $1,175  million  has  been  secured  from  the 
Commonwealth.  This  process  has  taken  longer  than  expected  and  has  changed 
the  start  and  completion  dates  for  the  project. 

Because  of  these  delays,  the  Committee  and  the  architect  are  looking  to 
expedite  the  completion  of  the  renovation  plans.  The  Restoration  Committee  will 
continue  to  meet  regularly  to  monitor  the  rehabilitation,  which  should  start  on  or 
about  June  1 ,  2001 .  The  estimated  time  for  completion  is  eight  to  ten  months. 

The  Development  Committee  will  carry  on  with  its  efforts  to  establish  short 
and  long  term  funding  sources  to  the  benefit  of  ongoing  preservation, 
maintenance,  and  management  of  the  Hall.  One  of  the  long-term  goals  will  be  to 
make  the  Hall  as  self-sufficient  as  possible. 
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►  PLYMOUTH  CONTRIBUTORY  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM 


During  the  calendar  year  of  2000,  the  Town  of  Plymouth  Contributory 
Retirement  System  continued  in  its  primary  function  to  serve  its  membership  in  all 
benefits  afforded  to  them  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  32,  in  an 
effective  and  timely  fashion. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  April  3,  2000,  the  Town  of  Plymouth  accepted 
Section  51  of  Chapter  127,  Acts  of  1999,  amending  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
(MGL),  Chapter  32,  Section  103.  This  acceptance  allowed  the  Plymouth 
Retirement  System  to  approve  a  3%  cost  of  living  increase,  retroactively  to  Fiscal 
Year  2000,  and  also  to  approve  a  3%  cost  of  living  increase  for  its  retirees  for  FY 
2001.  The  Retirement  Board's  approval  was  made  at  its  meeting  of  May  18, 
2000.  The  Board  was  pleased  that  this  increase  could  be  provided  to  its  retirees. 

Passage  of  the  FY  2001  State  budget  contained  several  changes  to  M.G.L. 
Chapter  32.  The  following  outside  sections  of  the  budget  (Chapter  1 59  of  the  Acts 
of  2000)  resulted  in  specific  changes  to  pension  benefits  and  the  retirement  board 
administration.  These  changes  included  the  elimination  of  the  remarriage  penalty 
that  affected  Sections,  89,  88,  97,  98,  99,  and  100.  The  budget  amended  the 
surviving  spousal  benefit  under  section  12(2)(d),  (the  death  in  service  benefit),  by 
eliminating  the  one-third  reduction  of  the  Option  C  benefit.  This  benefit  became 
applicable  for  applications  filed  after  2/1/00.  In  addition,  Chapter  32,  Section  91, 
now  allows  retirement  boards  to  waive  repayment  of  benefit  overpayments  or 
amounts  due  as  a  result  of  incorrect  contribution  rates,  if  such  errors  existed  for 
longer  than  one  year,  and  that  the  error  was  not  as  the  result  of  erroneous 
information  provided  by  the  member,  and  that  the  member  or  beneficiary  did  not 
have  knowledge  of  the  error.  This  legislation  applies  to  original  demands  for 
repayment  made  on  or  after  January  1,  1995.  The  Legislature  also  amended 
Section  133,  which  specifically  exempts  records  of  all  retirement  boards  and  the 
public  employee  retirement  administration  commission,  which  contain  the  home 
addresses  and  telephone  numbers  of  public  safety  personnel  and  their  families 
from  the  "Public  Records  Law".  Only  a  nonprofit  organization  for  retired  public 
employees,  organized  under  state  law,  would  have  access  to  these  records 
among  other  certain  public  entities. 

The  Retirement  Board  in  the  year  2000  continued  to  be  composed  as 
follows:  Mr.  Patrick  Dello  Russo,  ex-officio  Board  Member  and  the  Town's  Director 
of  Finance,  Chairman;  Mr.  Richard  Manfredi,  vice-chairman,  the  Town's  Director 
of  Inspectional  Services,  elected  to  the  Retirement  Board  by  the  membership; 
Thomas  M.  Kelley,  elected  by  the  membership,  a  Plymouth  Police  Officer;  and 
John  J.  Murphy,  Jr.,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  retired  from  the  City  of 
Somerville  and  the  conference  planner  for  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
Contributory  Retirement  Systems. 

In  its  continuing  effort  to  serve  our  membership  better,  the  Board  and  staff 
attended  several  educational  conferences.  These  workshops  varied  in  location 
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and  subject  matter  and  included  issues  ranging  from  investment  diversification,  to 
review  and  implementation  of  regulations  imposed  by  Public  Employee 
Retirement  Administration  Commission  and  the  Legislature. 

Thomas  Kelley  attended  the  Chartered  Pension  Professionals  Educational 
Institute  and  successfully  passed  Part  I  of  the  Certified  Pension  Professional 
Exam. 

The  Retirement  Board,  as  part  of  its  ongoing  effort  to  educate  its  retirees 
and  active  membership,  repeated  its  contract  with  their  actuarial  consultant, 
Stone  Consulting,  to  provide  quarterly  newsletters  to  the  membership.  These 
newsletters  included  topics  entitled:  Medicare:  What  You  Need  To  Know;  Public 
Sector  Employee's  &  Social  Security;  Private  Sector/Public  Sector  Retirement 
Plans  and  Retirement  Benefit  Option.  The  Board  continued  to  share  these  helpful 
newsletters  with  the  Plymouth  Public  Retired  Employee  Association. 

The  Plymouth  Public  Retired  Employee  Association,  headed  by  its  co- 
chairpersons,  Alba  Thompson  and  Warren  Ottino  continues  to  be  a  visible  and 
positive  adjunct  to  our  operations.  Representatives  of  PREA  are  regular 
attendees  at  Retirement  Board  monthly  meetings.  When  called  upon  to  assist 
with  support  and  input,  such  as  during  article  hearings  with  the  Finance 
Committee  and  Selectmen,  the  membership  turns  out  in  force  and  lends  their 
perspective  to  the  issues  at  hand.  In  one  of  their  many  efforts  to  educate  and 
open  the  lines  of  communication  with  their  membership  and  the  Town,  personnel 
from  the  School  Department,  Human  Resources  and  the  Retirement  Office  were 
again  invited  as  guest  speakers  to  their  Annual  Meeting  in  September. 

On  February  11,  2000,  the  Plymouth  Retirement  System  began  a  new 
relationship  with  Segal  Advisors,  Inc.,  as  their  new  investment  consultant.  The 
Board  is  looking  forward  to  this  relationship  and  what  the  company  will  bring  to 
the  Board  with  their  insight  into  investment  and  their  supervision  of  the  Board's 
fund  and  investment  managers. 

The  Retirement  Board  changed  their  relationship  with  Invesco  from  a 
tactical  asset  management  to  a  strict  equity  manager.  This  change  was  made  to 
bring  the  fund  allocation  into  a  more  desirable  balance  with  the  Board's 
investment  policy. 

The  most  recent  audited  performance  of  the  fund  (12/31/99)  showed  a  gross 
return  of  12.5%.  Total  asset  value  at  year  end  12/31/99  grew  to  $80.8  million, 
which  is  an  increase  of  8.7%  over  year  end  1998.  Based  on  the  most  recent 
actuarial  evaluation,  the  system  is  72%  funded.  This  reflects  the  percentage  of 
the  actuarial  accrued  liability  covered  by  the  retirement  systems  assets.  The 
Board  continues  to  maintain  diversification  of  the  fund  by  using  eight  managers 
for  its  portfolio.  The  Board  continues  in  its  prudent  fiscal  responsibility  by 
choosing  managers  with  low  risk  and  better  than  average  returns.

►  1749  COURT  HOUSE  MUSEUM

The  2000  tourism  season  saw  some  interesting  events  at  the  Museum. 
Negotiations  with  the  State  for  the  Parting  Ways  artifacts,  currently  exhibited  at 
the  Museum,  are  ongoing.  The  National  Park  Service  from  the  Adams  Historic 
Site  in  Quincy  has  contacted  the  Town  regarding  the  use  of  the  Court  House  (the 
only  restored  one  where  John  Adams  practiced  as  a  lawyer)  to  reenact  the  trial  in 
which  John  Adams  defended  the  English  soldiers  in  the  1770  Boston  Massacre. 
Judge  Peter  Oliver,  another  1749  Court  House  figure,  also,  presided  at  this  trial. 
This  reenactment  will  occur  on  March  18,  2001. 

Attendance  figures  (10,447)  dropped  slightly  from  the  previous  two  seasons. 
It  should  be  noted  that  the  Museum  was  not  open  as  long  this  season,  as  no 
adjustment  has  been  made  by  the  town  in  the  annual  salary  budget  to  account  for 
successive  increases  in  the  minimum  wage. 

A  review  of  the  daily  register  reveals  that  visitors  continue  to  come  from  all 
over  the  world,  including  a  ceremonial  visit  from  our  Japanese  sister  city, 
Shichigahama  on  August  21,  2000.  The  gifts  to  the  town  of  Plymouth  from 
Shichigahama  are  now  on  exhibit  at  the  Museum.  We  were,  also,  honored  by  a 
visit  from  a  vice-consul  from  Baku,  Azerbaijan,  who  is  studying  at  the  Kennedy 
School  of  Government  at  Harvard. 

The  1749  Court  House  Museum  Committee  continues  to  work  with  a 
consultant  toward  improving  the  exhibits  and  producing  a  photographic  inventory 
of  the  artifacts.
